The Eleventh Annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
opened with the celebration of the Holy Communion in 
St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a.m. on 
this day. 


The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D.D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by they Very.-Reéevs Jo). Wilkins, Deas 
Epistoler, and Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D.D., as Gospeller, 
and in the administration of the Sacred Elements by 
the Very Rey. J.J.) Wilkins, DeD., Rev. John 1: Ete 
Browne and Rev. Henderson Judd. 


At the close of the service the Convention was called 
to order for business, the Right Reverend, the Bishop, 
taking the chair. 


The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy entitled to 
seats in the Convention, and forty-eight responded to 
their names. 


The roll-call of Lay-Delegates followed and ninety- 
one Delegates were found to be present, representing 
thirty-four Parishes and Missions. 


A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready for 
business. 


The Committee on Credentials reported the certifi- 
cates of Lay-Delegates from twenty-four Parishes and 
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seventeen Missions as correct, and recommended that 
the Lay-Delegates from St. Andrew’s Mission, Los 
Angeles, and St. Andrew’s Mission-by-the-Sea, Ala- 
mitos, be recognized and received as duly qualified 
representatives, when the said Missions shall have been 
admitted into union with the Convention. 


The election of a Secretary was then proceeded with, 
Rev. Alfred Fletcher being nominated by Rev. A. G. 
L. Trew, D.D. 


No other nomination being made, on motion nomin- 
ations were closed. A resolution that the Secretary 
be. requested to cast the ballot of the Convention for 
Rey. Alfred Fletcher failed of adoption, Rev. J. D. 
Easter, D.D., objecting to such a procedure on prin- 
ciple. 

On motion, the ballot for the election of the Secre- 
tary was postponed until the resumption of business 
at the afternoon session. 


The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix A.) 


Rev. William MacCormack offered the following 
resolution : 

“That the part of the Bishop’s Address relating to 
the matter of Church expansion and to the Missionary 
budget be referred to the Board of Missions, and that 
the report of this Committee be made the special Order 
of Business on Thursday morning, immediately after 
the regular Order of Business is “completed, and that 
the discussion be continued until the matter is settled. — 


Adopted. 

A motion by Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D.D., was adopted 
that the courtesies of the Convention be extended to 
all visiting clergy, and that they be invited to seats 
upon the floor. 

The following clergy availed themselves of the priv- 
ilege: Rev. W. C. Prout and Rev. J. F. Nichols, of 
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the Diocese of Albany; Rev. Dr. Wyllys Hall, of the 
Diocese of California; Rev. J. G. Miller, of the Diocese 
of Springfield; Rev. E. T. Lewis, of the Diocese of 
Southern Ohio; Rev. M. A. Martin, of the Missionary 
District of South Dakota. 


A resolution of Rev. M. M. Moore that the matter 
of the Bishop’s Charge relating to the Men’s Thank 
Offering be made the Order of the: Day at. 10 o'clock. 
on Thursday morning, was adopted. 


The Convention, on motion, adjourned to meet at 2 
o'clock. 


On assembling in the Parish Hall at the hour named, 
the Chair called the Convention to order and appointed 
as Tellers for the election of the Secretary: For the 
Clerical vote, Rev. J. D. H. Browne and Mr. W. H. 
Dickinson; for the Lay vote, Rev. C. L. Barnes and 
Mr. R. H. Lindsay. : 


The ballot resulted in the election of Rev. Alfred 
Fletcher as Secretary. 


The Secretary appointed Rev. Thomas C. Marshall 
as Assistant Secretary. 


The report of the Registrar, presented by Rev. Hen- 
derson Judd, was read and received. (Appendix B.) 


Rev. Dr. Trew presented the Report of the Special 
Committee on the Decennial Celebration, as follows: 


The Committee, appointed at the last Convention, to 
provide for the due celebration of the Tenth Anni- 
versaries of the consecration of the first Bishop of 
Los Angeles and of the organization of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles, respectfully reports that these events, the 
most important in the history of the Church in 
Southern California, were jointly commemorated with 
religious services, and circumstances of public and 
social observance, which have become matters of public 
record, and do not call for detailed report on this oc- 
casion. 
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The Committee desires, however, to give expression 
to its keen appreciation of the warm-hearted co-oper- 
ation rendered to it on every hand, as a result of which 
the double commemoration was most happily and suc- 
cessfully accomplished. 

The genuine and cordial affection and esteem in 
which our Bishop is held personally, as well as the 
widespread and sincere appreciation of his official ad- 
ministration of the Diocese, were strikingly displayed 
in the open-hearted and generous contributions, from 
every quarter of the diocese, which so promptly se- 
cured the permanent memorial of the occasion that 
was suggested by your Committee. 

The Covenant of Trust, made between your Com- 
mittee and the authorities of the Good Samaritan Hos- 
pital, by which the latter accept the trust and establish 
the Bishop Johnson Memorial Bed, has been hand- 
somely engrossed and illuminated; and the Committee 
begs leave to present it to the Bishop at this present 
time; doing it now, so that the whole Diocese may be 
considered as taking part in the presentation through 
you, its chosen representatives, here assembled.

Immediately on reading the Report, Rev. Dr. Trew 
briefly addressed the Bishop and presented to him, in 
the name of the Diocese, an engraved copy of the docu- 
ment referred to in the Report, most beautifully illum- 
inated and placed within a morocco portfolio enclosed 
in a suitable case. 


The Bishop, in response, expressed his great appre- 
ciation of the gift of Endowment, and warmly thanked 
the Convention and, through it, the Diocese for the 
hearty support. of the Clergy: and Laity, during the 
first decade of his tenure of office, and for the cordial 
expression of affection manifested at the Celebration of 
that event and in this gift of Endowment.

The following Report of the Committee on Canons 
was presented by Rev. Dr. Trew: 


I. On the motion to amend section 168 of the 
Canon relating to the Disabled Clergy Endowment 
Fund, by striking out the words “and resident in the 
same,” the Committee recommended its adoption. 


The recommendation was adopted and the section 
so amended. 


2. Two resolutions of Rev. M. M. Moore, relating 
to the Order of Business also referred to the Commit- 
tee, were, in substance, recommended for adoption in 
the following substitute for the first resolution: 

Resolved, That Canon VI, Title I, sections 38, 39 and 
40, be amended by striking out all that follows the 
words “divine service” in line 2 of section 38; and 
adding thereto these words—‘““The Bishop or, in case 
of his absence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the 
Episcopate, the Senior Presbyter present in the Con- 
vention shall take the Chair, after which the procedure 
shall be, according to an Order of Business which, 
having been once adopted, shall continue in force 
until the same, in whole or in part, shall have been 
amended, suspended or repealed.” 


The resolution was adopted, the effect being that 
the “Order of Business” was taken out of the body 
of Canons and, for the time being, was repealed. 


The Committee then recommended the adoption, by 
resolution, of the Order of Business, just repealed, 
amending only the first clause, so that it shall read 
thus: 


(1) “The Secretary, under the direction of the 
Chair, shall call over the names of the Clergy entitled 
to seats”: then shall follow the Order of Business as 
it has been in force. 


The resolution was adopted. 


Regarding a third resolution, referred to it by Mr. 
Moore, the Committee reported that, in its judgment,

the Rules of Order and the Order of Business are not 
parts of the Canon, but are on a different footing and 
should be printed distinct from the body of the Canons 
which authorize them, and as an appendix; and that 
the number of such to be printed did not come within 
the province of the Committee. 


3. With reference to the resolution of Rev. H. L. 
Badger, requiring an Evening Session on the first day 
of the Convention, which was adopted by the Conven- 
tion of 1905, the Committee reported that such action 
was ultra vires under the existing Canon, and recom- 
mended the adoption of the following addition to the 
Order of Business, as embodying all that was desir- 
able in the resolution without making an evening ses- 
sion compulsory: ‘‘When it is desired that an Evening 
Meeting of the Convention shall be held, a resolution 
to that effect must be adopted before 5 o'clock in the 
afternoon of that day.—Adopted. 


The Chair announced the appointment of the Regu- 
lar Committees. (See pages 3 and 4.) 


The following resolution was offered by Mr. T. L. 
Winder and seconded by the Rev. H. L. Badger. 

Resolved, That the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, in Convention assembled, send greet- 
ing to Mr. James F. Towell and express to him the 
hope that he may soon be restored to perfect health 
and enabled to continue his faithful work for the 
Church, which he has done so well and so lovingly in 
the years gone by; and further resolver: 

That the Secretary be instructed to send a copy of 
this resolution to Mr. Towell. 


The Bishop, before putting the resolution, referred 
in cordial terms to the very valuable services rendered 
to the Church and to the Diocese by Mr. Towell, and 
called for a rising vote. 

The vote was so taken and the resolution adopted 
unanimously. 
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Rev. Dr. Dotten presented the Report of the Com- 
mittee on the Admission of Parishes and Missions into 
union with the Convention, as follows: 


The Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions into union with the Convention respectfully 
reports that it has received the applications of the 
Church of the Holy Trinity Parish, Covina; of St. 
Luke’s Parish, Los Angeles; of the Church of the 
Ascension Parish, Sierra Madre; of the Church of the 
Ascension Parish, Boyle Heights, Los Angeles; of St. 
Andrew’s Mission, Los Angeles, and of the Mission 
of St. Andrew’s-by-the-Sea, Alamitos, for admission 
into union with this Convention of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. The Committee finds that each of these 
Parishes and Missions has complied with the canonical 
requirements and recommends that. they be admitted.

The recommendation was adopted, and the above- 
named Parishes and Missions were, on motion, ad- 
mitted into union with the Convention. 


Rev. P. H. Hickman moved the reference of the 
following, submitted as Rule of Order, No. 17, to the 
Committee on Canons: 

“Whenever more than the Canonical number to be 
elected of either Order are found to have received a 
majority of votes, the number required by Canon hav- 
ing the highest number of votes shall be declared duly 
elected, and the highest number shall be reckoned in 


each Order and not by a summation of the votes of 
both Orders.” 


It was so referred.

An amendment to this proposed Rule, on motion of 
Rev. M. M. Moore, was referred to the same Com- 
mittee, 'as follows: 
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-In a vote by Orders only such persons as shall re- 
ceive the highest concurrent majorities, as shown by a 
summation of the votes for each person in both Orders, 
shall be declared to be elected. 


The Treasurer presented his itemized Report, which 
showed a marked increase in the several funds of the 
Diocese. 


Received. (Appendix C.) 


An inquiry, by Bishop Sessums of the Diocese of 
Louisiana, relating to Special Missionary Bishops for 
Colored People, and requesting an expression. of 
opinion on the matter by the Convention, was referred 
to the Committee on Canons. 


Rev. Dr. Easter presented the Report of the Special 
Committee on the word “Communicant”’: 


The Committee to whom was referred the question 
of the meaning of the word “Communicant,” as used 
in the Canons of this Diocese, reports for adoption the 
following Canon, to be properly numbered when 
adopted. 


“For the purposes of these Canons, the word ‘Com- 
municant’ shall denote a confirmed person, who has 
made his or her first Communion (of which due note 
shall be made in the Parish Register), and during the 
year preceding the Annual Convention has made three 
Communions in his Parish Church, of which the Easter 
Communion should be one; and such only shall be 
reported to the Bishop annually. But no name shall 
be removed from the Parish Register save for the cause 
of ordination, transfer to another Parish or Mission, 
death, lapse from the Faith, renunciation of the Faith 
or excommunication.”

The Report was received and, on motion of Mr. T. 
L. Winder, the proposed Canon was referred to the 
Committee on Canons. 
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Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., presented the Report of the 
Special Committee on Work among Deep-Water and 
Coast Sailors, as follows: 


To the Eleventh Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: : 

Your Committee appointed to consider the possibili- 
ties of Church work amongst the Deep-Water and 
Coast Sailors, frequenting our Southern California 
coast ports, and of establishing a Sailors’ Home or 
Refuge in the future, respectfully report: 

1. That, in our opinion, this Diocese should at once 
undertake this important work: 

2. That we recommend that a working Committee 
of seven be appointed by the Bishop of the Diocese 
to undertake the establishing and maintenance of a 
permanent Home or Refuge for Sailors, in the ad- 
jacent port of San Pedro, under the direction and su- 
pervision of the Board of Missions: 

3. That we commend to this Committee’s attention 
the work already instituted, and faithfully carried on 
there by Capt. Chas. Farr for over three years, mainly 
through his individual efforts, to the great comfort, 
benefit and spiritual blessing of many toilers of the sea.

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a Committee of 
seven, the Right Rev. the Bishop being Chairman, to 
provide for a Diocesan Celebration of the 300th Anni- 
versary of the foundation of the American Church and 
the American State at Jamestown in 1607.

THurspAy, May 17th, 1906. 
After Morning Prayer at 9 a.m., said by Rev. M. S. 
Runkle and Rev. A. M. Smith, the Bishop took the 
chair and called the Convention to order. 


The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. 


The roll-call followed of Clergy and Lay-Delegates 
who had not been heard to respond to their names on 
the preceding day. 


The Report of the Committee on the Men’s Thank 
Offering was presented by the District Secretary, Rev. 
M. M. Moore, in reference to which he offered the 
resolution—that the Report be received and filed and 
that it be not published in the Journal. 

Adopted. 


Rev. Dr. Trew presented the Report, in part, of the 
Committee on Canons in relation to the matters re- 
ferred to it in the preceding day. 


The elections being the regular Order of Business 
at 10:30 o'clock, Rev. A. M. Porter moved that the 
Order of Business be suspended for twenty minutes 
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in order that the Report of the Committee on Canons 
might be considered. Carried. 


This suspension was afterwards extended, on motion 
of Mr. H. E. Brett, until the discussion of the Report 
should be concluded. 


The Committee on Canons reported as follows: 


On the Rule of Order offered by Rev. P. H. Hick- 
man and the amendment offered thereto by Rev. M. M. 
Moore, both of which were referred to this Committee: 

The end sought in both cases is to define and regu- 
late the manner of deciding who are elected in an 
election “by concurrent votes of both orders.” 

The Rules of Order proposed are, virtually, inter- 
pretations of the terms of two Articles of the Consti- 
tutions of this Convention. (See sections 38 and 43.) 

The Committee is unanimously of the opinion that 
the proposal of Rev. Mr. Moore would, if carried out, 
involve a violation of the constitutional rights of one 
Order by the other ; and they recommend that it be not 
adopted. 

The Rule of Order proposed by Rev. Mr. Hickman 
is in accord with the plain intent of the sections of the 
Constitutions relating to this matter, but the committee 
is of opinion that it might be put in simpler and clearer 
form. 

The Committee, therefore, recommends for adoption 
by the Convention a substitute for the Rule offered by 
Mr. Hickman, as follows: 

“In all elections required to be made by concurrent 
votes of both Orders, on counting the ballots, such per- 
son or persons shall be held to have obtained the con- 
current votes of both Orders, and shall therefore be 
declared elected by the Convention, as shall be found to 
have been elected by the vote of each Order, considered 
apart from that of the other Order.” 

Signed for the Committee. A. G..L. Trew. 


Rev. M. M.. Moore offered the Rule of Order pro- 
posed by him as a substitute for that recommended for 
adoption by the Committee on Canons. 
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Rev. Dr. Wilkins raised the point that the sub- 
stitute of Mr. Moore was in questionable order. 


On being sustained by the Chair, Rev. Mr. Moore 
spoke to the question, followed by Mr. H. T. Lee and 
Rey. P. H. Hickman on behalf of the recommendation 
of the Committee. After full discussion, Rev. C. T. 
Murphy, Jr., moved that the substitute offered by Rev. 
Mr. Moore be laid on the table. Carried. 


On motion, the Rule of Order, No. 17, recommended | 
by the Committee on Canons, was adopted. 


The Convention then proceeded to ballot for the elec- 
tions. 


The Chair appointed as Judges of Election Rev. J. 
D. Easter, D.D., and Mr. Gregory Perkins, Jr.

Delegates to the District Missionary Conference: 

Rev. H. L. Badger, having withdrawn his name, the 
Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Con- 
vention for the three Clergymen and three Laymen 
nominated as Delegates to the District Missionary Con- 
ference. The ballot was so cast, and Rev. Henderson 
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Judd, Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., Rev. Joseph McConnell; 
Mr. Paul W. Moore, Mr. A. A. Talmadge and Mr. J. 
H. Pearman were declared elected. 


Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the Report of the Cor-- 
poration of the Diocese. 
Received. (Appendix D.) 


Very Rev. Dr. Wilkins presented the Report of the 
Standing Committee. Received (Appendix E.) 


Mr. H. E. Brett presented the Report of the Auditing 
Committee. 
Received. (Appendix F.) 


Rev. J. D. H. Browne presented the Report of the 
Committee on Church Charities. 
Received. (Appendix G.) 


Rev. Baker P. Lee presented the Report of the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church, that, so far as they 
had been able to learn, the progress of the Church in 
this Diocese has been satisfactory during the past year, 
and that they had no further report to make at this 
time. 


Mr. Thomas Widd, Lay Reader, presented the Re- 
port of the Mission to the Deaf. 
Received. (Appendix H.) 


A resolution, by Rev. William MacCormack, was 
adopted, that the Report of the Church of the Neigh- 
borhood Mission and Settlement, presented by Rev. T. 
C. Marshall, be printed in the Journal. (Appendix I.) 


The following resolution was offered by Rev. C. T. 
Murphy, Jr.: 


Resolved, That that portion of the Bishop’s Address, 
regarding the improvement of business methods in 
keeping and auditing the accounts of Parishes, be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Canons, for the purpose of 
drawing up a directive Canon and presenting the same 
to the Convention of next year. 
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The resolution was adopted and the matter so re- 
ferred. 


Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips offered a resolution that the 
Chair appoint a Committee of three to prepare a pro- 
posed Form of Parochial Report, which shall be used, 
tentatively, for the purposes of the Convention during 
the ensuing year and shall be passed upon finally by the 
next Convention. 


Adopted. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee Mr. J. Bake- 
well Phillips, Mr. W. C. Mushet and the Secretary. 


On motion the Convention adjourned to meet again 
at 2 p.m. 


On reassembling at the hour named, the Chair called 
the Convention to order. 


Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips presented the Report of the 
Finance Committee. Received. (Appendix J.) 


Rev. M. M. Moore presented the Report of the Com- 
mittee on Assessments : 


Your Committee begs leave to report that they have — 
been unable to devise a more equitable basis of assess- 
ment than that now prevailing and, therefore, they ask 
to be discharged from the further consideration of the 
subject. 


The Report was received and the Committee dis- 
charged. 


The, Report. of. the ‘Board of Missions was 
presented by Rev. Wm. MacCormack, who, following 
the instructions of the Board, offered the following 
resolution : 

Resoived, “That $o..55... be raised, this coming year, 


for the prosecution of the Missionary work in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. 
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It was explained that the amount was purposely not 
specified in order that, after full discussion of the 
needs and possibilities, the sum decided upon might be 
filled in by order of the Convention. 


The Report was received (Appendix K.) and the 
resolution adopted, subject to the further action of the 
Convention. 


A resolution, offered by Very Rev. Dr. Wilkins, 
was adopted, that the Bishop be requested to give in- 
formation to the Convention regarding the Missionary 
outlook in the Diocese. 


The Bishop spoke strongly on the subject, and, 
giving much detailed information, expressed his con- 
viction that, at the very lowest estimate, from $7,500 
to $10,000 would be needed during the year to carry 
on the Missionary work of the city and Diocese in any 
progressive way. 


Mr. R. H. Norton ‘offered a resolution that the 
Convention pledge itself to raise $10,000 for the work. 

Very Rev. Dr. Wilkins moved in amendment that 
$7,500 be substituted for $10,000, and that the Con- 
vention adopt the per capita apportionment, each 
Rector and Missionary undertaking to do his best to 
raise the $1.20 per communicant. 

The amendment was lost and the original motion 
adopted. 


A resolution of Mr. R. H. Norton that the appor- 
tionment, per capita, for Missionary work be increased 
to $1.50 for each communicant, though lost, reopened 
the discussion; and, on motion of Mr. J. Bakewell 
Phillips, the original motion specifying $10,000 as the 
amount to be raised was reconsidered. 

Very Rev. Dr. Wilkins again presented his resolu- 


tion “that this Convention do authorize the Secretary 
of the Board of Missions to fill in the blank space in 
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their report to this Convention with the sum of $7,500; 
and that this Convention adopt the per capita method 
of raising the respective apportionments which may 
be made upon Parishes and Missions at the rate of 
$1.20 per each communicant.” Adopted. ; 


Rev. H .L. Badger gave notice of a resolution to 
amend the Canons to be referred to the Committee on 
Canons “that at each annual Convention of this Diocese 
there shall be elected four Clergymen and four Laymen 
by joint vote of the Clergy and Laity, every member 
of the Convention being entitled to one vote. ‘Those 
elected, with the Bishop, shall constitute the Board of 
Missions, of which the Bishop shall be ex-officio 
Chairman.” 3 


On motion, the matter was so referred. 


Mr. H. E. Brett moved that the following resolution 
be referred to the Committee on Canons: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Canons be re- 
quested to report at the next annual Convention what 
powers, if any, this Convention possesses to regulate 
the use of proxies in Parish elections; and, if the neces- 
sary powers exist, to present for adoption a canon, or 
canons, to prohibit, or regulate, the use of such proxies. 

It was so referred. 


The following resolution was offered by*Revy,cn 
Badger: ; 


Resolved, That the Board of Missions be requested 
to arrange for the visitation of every Parish in the 
Diocese by a Committee of two—one Clergyman and 
one Layman—to present the cause of the Missions of 
the Diocese to the laity. 

Adopted. 


Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., presented the following: 


Resolved, That the Committee on Christian Edu- 
cation be requested to report to the next Convention 
the conditions, opportunities and possibilities for 
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higher and lower education in the Diocese of Los An- 
geles—that is either under the direction of the Church 
or under the ideals belonging to the Church. Adopted. 


The Report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
presented by Mr. Gregory Perkins, Jr., was read and 
received. (Appendix L.) 


Mr. Gregory Perkins, Jr., moved that the Chair be 
requested to appoint a Committee of three to draft 
suitable resolutions expressing the sympathy of the 
Convention for the San Francisco sufferers in the ter- 
rible catastrophe which has befallen that city. Adopt- 
ed: 


The Chair appointed as such Committee Mr. 
Gregory Perkins, Jr., Rev. W. H. Wotton and Rev. 
M. M. Moore. 


Rev. H. L. Badger moved the following: 


Resolved, That the thanks of the Convention be 
given to Rey. M. M. Moore for his arduous and faith- 
ful work on behalf of the Men’s Thank Offering, and 
that the subject be commended again to all the men 
of the Diocese with the hope that another year will 
show the good results of the work already done in 
generous contributions to this fund. Adopted. 


A resolution of Rev. Dr. Trew was adopted that 
the Secretary be instructed to arrange for the printing 
of 1000 copies of the Bishop’s Address for distribution 
in the several Parishes and Missions of the Diocese. 


A motion of Mr. R. H. Norton provided that the 
Secretary be instructed to send three copies of the 
form of annual Parochial Report to the various Par- 
ishes and Missions. Adopted. 

A motion of Mr. F. G. Leonard, providing that $15 


of the Convention Funds be paid for services to the 
sexton of St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, was adopted. 
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The Secretary offered a resolution that the thanks 
of the Convention be extended to the Clergy and 
Parishes of the city of Los Angeles for their cordial 
entertainment of the Delegates to this Convention. 

Carried. 


A motion was adopted that the reading of the min- 
utes of the second day’s proceedings be dispensed with, 
and that, instead thereof, they be certified by the Chair. 


On motion made, the Convention adjourned sine die.

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APPENDIX A- 


The Bishop’s Address 


My Dear Brethren of the Clergy and the Laity: 


At the opening service of the last Diocesan Convention I 
availed myself of the opportunity to speak of certain matters 
that were upon my heart. I have decided to follow the 
precedent this year. There are certain questions that I want 
you to consider, and I am under the impression that I may 
at this early moment give them such emphasis that your 
attention to them will be secured. 


However, before I consider any other topic, I must allude 
to the awful event that has brought so much sorrow and 
anxiety to our fellow Churchmen in the North. As the 
days pass, we hear enough to assure us that the first reports 
were not exaggerated, and that the response made to my 
appeal was justified by the seriousness of the situation. It is 
hard for us to grasp the meaning of such devastation, and 
I am disposed to believe that we will not be able at any time 
te conceive the consequences of the loss which the Church 
has sustained. The effect is so far-reaching that for ‘years 
even we, four hundred miles from the scene, will be con- 
scious of it. I want to express my own personal gratifica- 
tion at the singularly wise and judicious bearing which every- 
where has characterized our clergy in the consideration of 
the catastrophe. It would have been presumptuous for us to 
assign motives to Almighty God in permitting the event to 
transpire. Our only course was to do what we could to assist 
those who were in need and necessity, and to stimulate inter- 
est and guide benefaction into wise channels. This was done 
upon a far wider scale than was known to any individual but 
myself. Practically every parish and mission in this Diocese 
became a “Christian Commission.” Our women, everywhere, 
virtually abandoned home life to work for the sufferers and 
refugees. And, by the way, I had occasion frequently to 
say that, indirectly, the earthquake had done more for the 
social betterment of our churches than any other influence 
that had occurred for many years. Here, in this Pro-Ca- 
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thedral, boxes upon boxes of garments were gathered and 
made. The same was true of most of the Churches of the 
Diocese, and Christ Church of this city was literally turned 
into a hotel and nursery and asylum for a fonger period than 
a week. It is sad that it should be so, but it is true that 
communities as well as individuals are made perfect through 
‘suffering, and, if I were Iooking for a motive in the mind of 
God for the permission of such an awful event, it would be 
found, not where some men have placed it, but in the fact 
that for a generation there had been growing a tendency in 
all life which had been breaking up society and alienating 
men from each other—which needed a rebuff. This event has 
with a fearful blow made the whole race realize, as nothing 
else could do, the genuineness of the claims of brotherhood. 
Men have suddenly learned to appreciate that within their 
own hearts this sentiment cxists, and that it is mightier than 
any other claim that nature makes. The world is a better 
world to live in than it was a month ago, All that is sweet- 
est and tenderest has been brought into play. At such a 
time man learns to respect himself, and I had sometimes 
been disposed to believe that, in the clamor about corruption 
and graft. and class conflict, and revolution and war, we 
might, as a race, cease to respect ourselves., But the earth- 
quake and its consequences have restored us to a healthier 
tone of mind. 


This Diocese was able immediately to place between five 
and six thousand dollars in the hands of Bishop Nichols 
for such use as he deemed best. I. believe that ours was the 
first aid that reached him, and, as it was taken to him by the 
loving and sympathetic hand of the one to whom we in- 
stinctively turn for such service, I know it brought him great 
joy in his desolation and anxiety. 


As is my custom in beginning my convention address, I 
recall to your mind those of my own order who have passed 
to their rest. Bishop Morris of Oregon had been a hero. He 
had lived the life of a soldier, and he had won splendid 
victories for God. 


Bishop Huntington of Central New York came into the 
communion of the Church throuch conviction. He served 
it faithfully with eagerness and earnestness unto the end. 
In keenness of intellect, in thoroughness of culture, in devout- 
ness of spirit he had few equals and no Superiors in the House 
to which he belonged. 
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Bishop Davies, of Michigan, was my Father-in-God for 
many years. Faithful, painstaking and loving, he was liter- 
ally what his office made him, technically, to be to me. The 
tie that bound me to him was very close and strong. He was 
my friend, and I loved him as I ‘believe he loved me. And 
such a loss is a serious one to sustain. May “light perpetual 
shine” upon these three servants of God. 


Before passing on to the points concerning which I shall 
speak at length, let me allude to three matters for which a 
few words will suffice. 


First, let me say that I am greatly pleased that the subject 
of which we, in our Church, have been thinking a great deal 
has at last secured the serious attention of our Christian 
brethren of other names. The importance of the movement 
started in our General Conventions was appreciated by the 
Inter-denominational Conference at a recent meeting, and, as 
a result, committees upon the subject of uniform divorce iaws 
have been working in many parts of our country. A recent 
decision ef the United States Supreme Court has created 
consternation everywhere, and will render the work of these 
committees comparatively easy. The Court has.affirmed the 
sovereignty of the several States upon this subject, so that 
a Dakota divorce may be invalidated in New York or Mary- 
land should it have been granted upon grounds not recog- 
nized by the statutes of those States. These latter States. 
may in the future brand, as bigamists, those who have been 
divorced and remarried—should they seek to renew a domicile 
in the States which, temporarily, they had abandoned that, in 
defiance of their laws, they might secure a divorce and re- 
marry. This decision enables a State to penalize its own 
laws in a very effective way. This sooner or later will 
force the issue, and the several States will be obliged to 
grant the reasonable request which the Inter-denominationa! 
Committee, consisting of representatives from most of the 
churches, are making. Several of the best men of our 
Diocese are assisting in the councils of this State, and [ 
allude to the matter to insure your sympathetic co-operation. 


Another subject that should receive your attention at this 
Convention is the Missionary Thank Offering, which, by a 
provision of the last General Convention, is to be presented 
by the men of the Church at Richmond, two years hence. 
Our painstaking local secretary tells me that he has been 
unable to secure co-operation in his efforts to bring this 
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question before the several congregations of the Diocese. It 
is my own feeling that we should give this obligation the. 
consideration that its importance demandsi It would be 
uncivil not to do so, and I suggest that it be made a special 
order for some hour of the day during the session of this 
Convention. 

There is another subject of great importance to which allu- 
sion may well be made. We have been most fortunate in 
this Diocese in the care which has been shown for parish 
and diocesan funds, And yet circumstances are constantly 
occurring which show that we should be most punctilious in 
this matter. In other Dioceses, funds have been frittered 
away and lost simply for the lack of business-like methods. 
I want to save the Church in this Diocese from such disaster 
by uttering a note of warning. Our Diocesan funds are 
shielded by wise legislation, and we need not fear for them. 
Indeed, I believe that the Diocese of Los Angeles would rank 
among the first were the accounts of Dioceses to be com- 
pared. Our funds are judiciously invested, and they could 
not be mismanaged except by the collusion of the Bishop and 
several of the best financiers of the city. 1 feel that, by some 
canonical action, a similar security should be assured to 
parishes. I am not certain that this matter could be reached 
by canon, but I greatly wish that, by direction of this Con- 
vention, the accounts of every parish might be audited, each 
three months, by persons competent. to do the work. We 
cannot expect that these books should pe kept in double 
entry by the treasurers of the parishes and missions, but 
accounts should be recorded with such a degree of accuracy 
that they will indicate the history of the moneys which 
treasures have received and disbursed. Whether this has 
been done should be stated in a yearly report, so that the 
habit of a careful financial method may be created. If such 
matters be left to caprice or temperament this work may 
never be thought of; but if the obligation be imposed by 
authority it will be performed as a matter of course. Quite 
in the line of this proposition is a suggestion which I make to 
the Guilds and Societies engaged in work that necessitates 
the accumulation and the expenditure of money. Business 
methods should be closely observed by such organizations. 
Moneys received and disbursed should be scrupulously ac- 
counted for. Accounts requiring verbal explanations invari- 
ably give rise to unpleasant comment and criticism. An 
auditing committee, therefore, should frequently examine all 
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books of every Guild treasurer, and, inasmuch as such or- 
ganizations are purely voluntary affairs, strictly speaking, not 
legal entities amenable to the civil law, the. necessity is the 
more imperative that the officials should exercise the greatest 
care in the conduct of affairs. 


I claim the privilege, at this point, of thanking my brethren 
of the clergy and the laity for the part that each one took 
in the celebration of the Tenth Anniversary of my Conse- 
cration to the Episcopate. I was deeply touched by what 
seemed to me to be the evidence of your kindly feeling 
towards myself. The ten years which I have passed since 
I came to you have been marked with the experience that 
one could have anticipated. The first Bishop of a Diocese 
has a precarious future before him as he undertakes his work. 
Everything is untried. First of all, he himself is new to 
the work. And, then, he and his co-workers are new to each 
other. Then, too, doctrinaire ideals must give way to ideals 
that are practicable and that may be realized. All this means 
adjustment. As I entered upon this field, I found that certain 
work claimed my attention. Interest in Missions, at home 
and abroad, needed to be stimulated. It had always been 
aroused, but the Bishop could strengthen, and I believe has 
strengthened, somewhat the Missionary spirit of the Diocese. 
Then, too, debts had weighed down our parishes and mis- 
sions. These, largely, have been liquidated. I think that we 
are a banner Diocese in this respect. Without imposing any 
hardship on our people, we have also been able to get hold 
of several important pieces of property which, ultimately, we 
may acquire at a valuation that will undoubtedly be far 
below the price which, at such a time, they will command. I 
think I may honestly say that I have sought to keep the 
actual needs of the present and the possible demands of the 
future in mind, and I believe that as the years come and 
go we will find that the policy of the first decade of our 
diocesan life, for which such splendid preparations had been 
made by those who preceded me, has made the work of suc- 
ceeding generations far easier than it otherwise might have 
been. 


I found the Hospital of the Good Samaritan here. I felt, 
therefore, that I should make it as effective as possible. 
That it‘is of value to this community will be apparent when 
I tell you that every month since we reopened it doors, we 
—you and J, the Church—through it have been benefiting 
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this community to the extent of five hundred, dollars. Six 
thousand dollars’ worth of complimentary work has been 
done each year. Your gift to the Hospital of five thousand 
dollars finished a sum required to claim a further sum of 
five thousand dollars pledged by a friend in New York. 
You can understand, therefore, my thankfulness to you for 
this generous gift as a memorial of my decennial. It was 
farther reaching in its effect than you realized. It actually 
brought this second gift, and has placed the Hospital in an 
absolutely impregnable position. I, am not sure that I would 
have established such an institution had I not found one 
here when I entered the work, but I did feel that, inasmuch 
as it was here, I had no alternative but to do what I 
could to insure its success. And I thank you for the help 
and encouragement you have given me in working towards 
that end. 

At the close of these ten years, therefore, I look back and 
feel grateful that we have done some of the things that we 
started out to accomplish. Our Missionary work at home 
has grown. Our gifts to Mission abroad have increased. 
Our work has, everywhere, been placed upon a solid financial 
basis. A healthful tone pervades our Diocesan life. For all 
these things I am profoundly thankful. But we are at the 
beginning of another decade, and, as the years go on, I think 
that you will see that your Bishop has a vision for them. 
God grant that it be a wise one, and that it has his blessing. 
Without that blessing it will not be realized. 

Let us turn our attention to the work of the year that has 
passed. Our Diocese has been singularly blessed during this 
last year. At no time during my Episcopate have larger 
results been effected than through the last twelve months. 
The clergy, without exception, have displayed interest in the 
special work which they have been called to do. In the 
matter of confirmations, alone, the record is far greater than 
has ever been made upon any annual page of our history. 
I know what this has meant in almost every case. It has 
been due to a deepening sense of responsibility for souls; to 
aggressive effort and a determination to rise to the oppor- 
tunities that God had opened up to us. The very vastness of 
our opportunity had in former times been paralyzing. Many 
had felt that the work was so stupendous that we were pow- 
erless to cope with it, and there had been a temntation to lie 
back and to be content with doing only those things which 
fell into our hands to do. But a wiser and a godlier spirit 
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has prevailed during the past twelve months, and, with the de- 
termination, effort has been increased, and as a consequence 
the results have come—in which we are rejoicing today. No 
one but a man upon the ground knows what are the difficul- 
ties with which our clergy have to cope. They minister 
oftentimes literally to a procession. They may deliver the 
message to crowded churches every Sunday for a large 
portion of the year, but the congregations change each week.™ 
They are composed of: tourists rapidly passing through the 
State; winter residents, who are often present only for a 
season: health seekers, who will, as quickly as they are able 
to do so, return to their eastern homes; the foot-free people, 
upon the slightest pretext “here today and there tomorrow.” 

=eIn only a few cases can it be said that the clergy have a 
stable element of co-workers upon whose presence for years 
to come they have a right to depend. The vicissitudes of 
parish life, therefore, are very great, and'the anxieties attend- 
ing parish work are crushing. The clergy in the smaller 
cities and towns are occasionally appalled by this situation, 
but the city clergy suffer quite as severe a strain, even 
though the conditions of their work be somewhat different. 
Some years ago there were, by actual count, four hundred and 
fifty odd communicants here in this Cathedral Parish of St. 
Paul. Of that number considerably more than three hun- 
dred have gone elsewhere, and in many cases they have given 
no hint as to their proposed hegira. But, while such a loss 
has been sustained, literally hundreds have come to take their 
places, for the parish reports eight hundred communicants 
to this Convention. What must have been the labor of 
keeping such a great company of souls in mind? Where a 
pastor’s responsibility begins and where it ends, in itself, is 
a serious question. What and where, as he faces financial 
and social problems that must be solved, are the resources 
upon which he may depend? He sees a great city leaping 
up into distinction among the cities of the land. What ought 
he to do to keep the pace, and, when once a decision has 
been made, where in this uncertain constituency shall he 
secure the means to enable him to act? The solution of 
such questions calls for initiative, persistence and marvelous 
caution, 

This is a matter for, which, as the Chief Pastor of the 
Diocese, I have great concern. I feel that we must prepare 
for large things. Every important town in Southern Califor- 
nia is growing rapidly, and we must expect a greater devel- 
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opment and growth. Possibly an opportunity may be given 
to me during the session of this Convention to indicate 
upon the maps at my command some of the points that should 
be cared for in the near future. Such an outline will be 
essential to a discussion of the budget which the Mission- 
ary Committee proposes to submit for your consideration. 
As chairman of that committee, I may say that it is deeply 
impressed with the strategic importance of the present mo- 
ment, and yet it feels itself powerless to cope with the situa- 
{ion upon the basis of its present income. Each year the 
justice of assessment and apportionment seems not to be 
apparent to every parish and mission affected by the one and 
the other. This is a matter about which the Finance and Mis- 
sionarv Committees have no alternative. They merely put 
the law which you have enacted into force. Again, the 
Missionary Committee is given a discretion in the disburse- 
ment of funds, which its members have believed you wish 
them to exercise, and in the exercise of that discretion, because 
they are quite aware that they may err, they court your coun- 
sel and advice. In view of all this, the committee will at an 
early hour submit a statement which will throw the respon- 
sibility into your hands. They recognize that it is work 
with which you are charged. You have the right to shape 
and direct their policy. They will give you the facts. They 
will offer an estimate of what money will be needed to ac- 
complish the work which they believe might well be inaug- 
urated and carried on. You will then be at liberty to direct 
the committee that you elect as to the policy which you 
desire pursued during the year. You may decide as to 
how far a policy of expansion shall be encouraged. You 
may decide as to the amount of money that shall be devoted 
to missionary work. You may adopt any method you choose 
for the raising of this money, and, should you prefer that in 
the future the policy of gradual reduction of appropriations 
be discontinued, you will be at liberty to say so. I am sure 


that you will be pleased to take the matter up and thoroughly 
discuss it. 


Last year I came to the Convention with a deep conviction, 
due to a study of figures and facts, that our Church had not 
arisen to its Evangelistic opportunity. And I think that 
you, my brethren, were thoroughly in sympathy with my 
view of the situation. Directly after the close of that Con- 
vention I renewed my efforts in search of information, and 
my journal will show that I traveled hundreds of miles in

quest of it. But my journal does not indicate the days I] 
spent in travel through the length and breadth of this city, 
that I might from personal knowledge judge of the need for 
the establishment of new centers of work. My investigation 
fairly startled me, for I discovered great areas of the city 
without any, or scarcely any, ministries’ of religion. Not only 
had not we, as a church, any work established, but as a rule 
neither had any other religious bodies pre-empted the ground. 
A little closer inspection disclosed two other facts. First, I 
learned that church families, not in attendance upon the 
services of the church, were living within the limits of the, 
city in such numbers that, without exagyeration, we could 
speak of them as enumerable by the hundreds; and, second, I 
learned that, in the State of California, and in the citv of Los 
Angeles, it was quite impossible to secure within certain sec- 
tions property suitable as sites for churches. In fact, if I may 
judge by building restrictions, churches are regarded as a 
menace to property values in some parts of the community in ‘ 
which we live. 

To speak of this latter subject, I already realized that vast 
numbers of our fellow-citizens had fallen away from the 
practices of religion, but this second fact inclined me to believe 
that many of them were inimical to it. I do not happen 
to know of any city in the world where the same condition 
exists. It may be as true of twenty cities in this western 
country. I hope it is not. Yet because it is true of Los 
Angeles I am appalled by the fact. Your interpretation of 
the situation may take a dozen different forms, but no one 
of them will be pleasant to contemplate. The plain truth is 
that if you or I wanted to purchase a piece of ground upon 
which to erect a church, near to the churchless masses, in 
certain parts of this city, we would be unable to do so. We 
would find that the restrictions upon all the surrounding 
sites were such that, upon no terms whatever, could we pur- 
chase for such a purpose. I can underttand, though I can- 
not sympathize with, the prejudice against the concomitant 
of the old church buildings. The church yards and the 
eraves of the dead had in my old home a peculiar charm for 
graves—of thedead had in -myold home—apeettiarcharm tor 
me. This, however, is a question of personal taste, but upon 
no hypothesis that I care to linger can I account for the un- 
willingness of any one to live near to a building, the silent 
witness for that which is highest and best in life, and which, 
as time goes on, is apt to assume forms more and more 
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pleasing to the taste. And yet it is true that this feeling 
of antipathy exists, and that our own people, in large num- 
bers, are making their homes in such sections, where they are 
practically cutting themselves off from the ministrations of 
religion, and where, without considerable ingenuity, it is not 
practicable to carry the ministrations of religion to them. 
And this brings me back to my first discovery. If I have 
found this great number of church families unattached to 
any parish, why, I ask, have thev chosen thus to establish 
homes with utter indifference to the Church and its privi- 
leges? They have selected the home spot in this new coun- 
try, and I find that certain causes were at work in that 
selection. Of course, in many cases, it has been merely a © 
question of funds. Such people have -wamed to get the best 
place they could for their money. In other cases it has been 
a question of esthetics. Such have purchased for a park 
or a view. Again, in other cases, the purchase has been 
due to social influences. Now I am enough a man of the 
world to appreciate the force of all the influences that have 
conduced to the result. The only thing I regret is that the 
church and its sacraments have meant so little that these peo- 
ple, solely for the sake of such reasons—excellent though 
they may be, but certainly unimportant compared with the 
reason that religion, if it means anything, shou'd have 
established—have been willing not only to create a home 
where church privileges could not be easily secured, but when 
once settled in the home they have become so indifferent 
to the spiritual life that they rarely, if ever, take the trouble 
to travel the distance which lies between the home and the 
Church’s open doors. 

Now, I speak of this because it brings me just where ] 
want to lead you. If such people really believed the Church 
to be the Body of Christ; if they were convinced that Christ 
instituted an organization over which He was to preside, 
and which He was to protect, and within whose folds His 
disciples were to achieve their spiritual destinies; could they 
deliberately cut themselves off from the congregations of 
God’s people? My conviction led me to say to you, last 
year, that we ought not to be satisfied with the results 
that follow our work; that we were getting far too little return 
for all the time and money that we, as a church, expend. 
But now I call you to contemplate a further fact. Those who 
have been baptized and confirmed in their Eastern homes, 
many of the few whom the Church has touched and whom 
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she actually enumerates among her meagre results, when 
they come here to this Western land, think so little of their 
Spiritual Mother that they are indifferent to her love and 
care, and the grace of her Sacramental life. Is not this a 
more serious matter than the one of which I spoke at the 
last Convention? Now, I call your attention to this fact for 
a purpose. We need to reach men, but we need also to con- 
vince them of the importance; of the great truths for. which 
the church stands. The people to whom I have referred 
are admirable people in many ways. I am quite sure that 
they are moral and that frequently they are spiritually apt; 
but the Church and the sacraments mean nothing to them, 
They have no serious convictions about the one or the other. 
They are well disposed towards, but not intelligently inter- 
ested in, the Church and the Christian faith. Their allegi- 
ance to their Spiritual Mother, therefore, sits lightly upon 
their hearts. In this free life of ours they quickly become 
the prey to the influences which are extant, and in time 
their religion becomes as nebulous as their convictions. That 
is the sort of material that we contribute to the thou- 
sand and one forms of religion so popular and so devastating 
to real spirituality. Now, the moral is an easy one to draw. 
We cannot escape the force of it. While we need to reach 
men and to qualify them, under the Holy Spirit’s guidance, to 
avail themselves, of the grace that Christ promises, still we 
must bear in mind that the Christian life was, by Christ’s 
ordinance, to be lived within a great institution, into which 
men were to be introduced by Baptism, and that every prop- 
erly baptized man has in the Sacrament been made a member 
of Christ, a child of God, and an inheritor of the Kingdom 
of Heaven. Membership in this institution should be given 
the distinction that belongs to it. And a neglect, that severs 
a connection which, by Christ’s own pledge, means so much, 
should be shown to entail a definite’and an awful loss to the 
soul. Of course a soul must consciously realize its relation 
to God and God’s relation to it. Of course the soul must 
live in a daily dependence upon the Spirit which proceeds 
from the Father and the Son; but the result will be the final 
disintegration of the Christian forces unless the soul realizes 
that it is a member of a great Spiritual Commonwealth to 
which it owes its allegiance, and that the blessings of the 
Commonwealth are contingent upon a citizen’s obedience to 
its laws, and a co-operation with his fellow-citizens; that, 
so far as we can see, judging from the Master’s teaching and 
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from the teaching of His disciples, the covenanted blessings 
are only for those who keep within the fold of the household 
of faith. 

I do not pretend to define Ecclesiastical limits. JI need 
not do so in such a presence as this. There ought to be 
no question as to the views of our own Church upon this 
subject. I wish, however, to make this clear, that the Chris- 
tion man is never regarded by Jesus or His disciples as 
standing alone. He belongs to a Body, and, if he is cut off 
from the Body by any act of his own, he imperils his spiritual 
welfare. His life must be a social life, knit into a social 
fabric; a life closely related to other lives; a life restricted 
and stimulated by other lives; a life fed by food and nurtured 
by training at the hand of that Body of which Christ is 
the Head. This I regard as fundamental. But this is deemed 
by so many as unimportant. Consequently, they withdraw 
from Church fellowship; neglect Church munistrations; affil- 
iate with any and every queer band or coterie. of men or 
women—psychological, religious or sociological—which hap- 
pens to come about. 

Is it not apparent, therefore, that the greatest care should 
be taken in training our people, and espenally our confirma- 
tion candidates, in this important and essential truth which 
I have said I regard as fundamental? What has become 
of those who have passed out from under our hands? Have 
they gone hence to cause the same anxiety elsewhere that 
the vagrant communicant in this Diocese gives to us? Let 
us be careful in the future about those tor whose spiritual 
education we are responsible. 

I am quite aware that we may so speak of this matter as 
to make the truth offensive, and we shall always do so should 
we speak of it in such a way as to divest it of spiritual sig- 
nificance. But I believe it is possible so to enforce the 
verities of the faith that they will make for deepening trust 
and spiritual earnestness. And when a truth is given that 
relationship to a soul, it will not be easily ignored or 
abandoned. 

My brethren, last year I asked you to bear in mind your 
responsibility for the unevangelized masses. Today I ask you 
to remember your responsibility for those who in time past 
have been actively connected with the Church, but who now 
have abandoned it. Our present parish system, if effectively 
worked, would help us to get hold of the scattered members 
of the flock. But not a parish in this Diocese is so manned 
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that it can do this. Then, let us either increase our clerical 
forces within existing parishes, or let us break up our over- 
grown parishes that we may start fresh work, where nothing 
under the old regime can be done. If our outlying, newly- 
created tracts are filling up with home builders, many of 
whom are Church people who have fallen from the faith and 
are failing to teach their children the Church’s gospel, then 
let us do something to supply the demand which these un- 
shepherded souls create. God has given us this opportunity. 
Ought we not to do something in the way of caring for those 
who once knew and loved the truth, but have now strayed 
from the fold? 

My brethren, I have finished my annual message to the 
Convention. I have commended serious and weighty mat- 
ters to your attention. I am aware that you cannot consider 
all of them at any length at this session of the Convention, 
but your time will have been well spent if you will consider 
the Missionarv topics to which I have been turning your. 
thoughts.

Report of Registrar and Librarian 


To the Eleventh Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles: : 


I beg to make my eleventh annual report as Registrar. 

The usual files of Church papers for the year have 
been made, with the addition of the New York Church- 
man from October 4th, 1904, to May 2oth, 1905, con- 
tributed by the wife of our Bishop. 


The accumulation of Bishop’s charges and addresses 
“continues, and other valuable sermons, including one 
“In Memoriam of the late Bishop McClaren, by the 
Rev. William E. Toll of Waukegan, III.” 


A nicely bound copy of “The World’s Congress of 
Religions at the Columbian Exposition,” profusely il- 
lustrated, was contributed by Mrs. Mary Selby, of Los 
Angeles. 


The Diocesan Chart brings its statistics down to the 
present. 


The Diocesan Scrap Book has ten additional pages 
of Parochial and Diocesan items, gathered from the 
local dailies and other sources. 


A record has been made of two corner-stone layings. 


We have secured the journals and annual reports of 
all of the 63 Dioceses and 15 of the 19 Domestic Mis- 
sionary Districts of the American Church. 


The new Diocese of Harrisburg is in the list with its 
Primary and Annual Journal for 1905. The Journal 
of 1900 of Western Virginia came, completing the file 
of that important Diocese. Duplicate journals for 1905 
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of a dozen Dioceses are on hand. The Journals of Cali- 
fornia and Southern Florida for 1906, received. 


The Journals of Ottawa, Canada, for 1905, and also 
of the General Synod of the Church of England in the 
Dominion of Canada for 1902 and 1905, received. 


Fortunately, the California Journal for 1906 was re- 
ceived just previous to the destructive earthquake and 
fire at San Francisco: 


Our own Diocese has already contributed liberally 
toward the relief of the much afflicted Mother Diocese 
of California. But your Registrar has ventured to 
offer, free of expense for carriage, the Registrar and 
Secretary of the Mother Diocese, any of our numerous 
duplicates, which may be needed to replace those lost in 
the destruction of their offices, including the account 
among office expenses. 

Before handing our Report to the Secretary we re- 
ceived answer that “everything in the Registrar’s care 
was burned up, save one manuscript and a few pam- 
phlets that lay upon the table in St. Matthew’s Church, 
San Mateo, that he most thankfully accepted our offer 
and would forward lists of what was needed at the 
earliest possible moment.” Still later—“that the new 
archives would probably be kept at San Mateo until a 
Diocesan house was reopened in San Francisco.” 

Providence has thus unexpectedly provided an op- 
portunity for the disposal of the duplicates accumu- 
lating on our shelves and also for the partial cancelling 
of a debt we owe the Mother Diocese for her generous 
gift of 600 duplicate journals from which to form the 
nucleus of our own archives. 

During the 12 months ending with April 30th, 56 
confirmation classes numbering from one to one hun- 
dred and thirty-eight (138) have been entered upon the 
Record, with a total of 737 confirmees. Men enlisting 
in the service of the civil government are required to 
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answer a score or more questions relating to their quali- 
fications, such as age, residence, nationality, etc. It is 
very important and desirable to have the full names, 
the ages, and the portion of Christendom whence come 
those who renew their enlistment in the service ot 
Christ at the time of confirmation. 


The Initials, only, give no clue to the sex of three. 
Of the others, we find 276 are males and 458 females. 
The ages of 157 were not furnished. Of the other 580:

Report of the. Standing Committee 


To the Eleventh Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles: 


The Standing Committee elected by the Tenth An- 
nual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles met in 
the office of the Dean of the Pro-Cathedral, Wednesday, 
May 24th, 1905, and organized by the election of the 
Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., President, and of the Rev. 
J. J. Wilkins, D. D., Secretary. 

Considered the application of St. Luke’s Mission, 
Vernon, Los Angeles, to organize as St. Luke’s Parish, 
also sat as a Council of Advice to the Bishop. 

July 5th, 1905—-The Committee gave consent to the 
election of a Coadjutor Bishop of the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia, and consented to the organization of St. 
Luke’s Mission, Vernon, into St. Luke’s Parish. 

July 21st, 1g05—Gave consent to Holy Trinity Mis- 
sion, Covina, to organize as Holy Trinity Parish, Co- 
vina; laid the application of the Diocese of Oregon for 
consent to the consecration of the Rev. Frederic E. J. 
Lloyd to be Coadjutor Bishop of Oregon on the table; 
consented to the consecration of the Rev. Frederick 
Foote Johnson to be Coadjutor Bishop of the Mission- 
ary Jurisdiction of South Dakota. 

November 7th, 1905—Sat as a Council of Advice to 
the Bishop. 

February and, 1906—Consented to the consecration 
of the Rev. John McCormick, D. D., to be Bishop Coad- 
jutor of the Diocese of Western Michigan; to the con- 
secration of the Rev. Edwin M. Parker to be Bishop 
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Coadjutor of the Diocese of New Hampshire; to the 
consecration of the Very Rev. Charles D. Williams, D.

Consented to the organization of the Mission of the 
Church of the Ascension, Boyle Heights, Los Angeles, 
as the Parish of the Church of the Ascension, Diocese 
of Los Angeles. 

Deferred action on the application of Mr. Judson 
Walker Reynolds for admission as a Candidate for Holy 
Orders. Later the Bishop, being present, said applica- 
tion was referred to a special committee. 

May 8th, 1906—Consented to the admission of Mr. 
Judson Walker Reynolds as a Candidate for Holy

Report of the Los Angeles Mission 
to the Deaf 


To the Eleventh Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles: 

The Mission to the Deaf has had another prosperous 
year and the work has been carried on with encouraging 
results. The sixteenth annual meeting was held in the 
St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral Parish House on the 12th 
of December, 1905, with an attendance of between fifty 
and sixty deaf mutes and some hearing friends. For the 
benefit of the latter the addresses in the sign language 
were kindly read orally by Mr. S. P. Owsley. A brief 
historical sketch of the Mission was given by Mr. 
Thomas Widd, the Lay Reader, who explained the 
objects and needs of such missions and the nature of 
the work. The need of the Mission was brought to the 
attention of teachers of the deaf and their friends by 
noticing their difficulty and inability to join in ordinary 
Divine worship with advantage on account of their 
deafness, which catsed them to lapse into spiritual dark- 
ness. After leaving school they were without a Shep- 
herd till these missions were started by the Episcopal 
Church for their resuce. 

The deaf needed the Gospel carried to them in the 
sign language by which they were educated at school, 
and to help them to bear their daily burdens; to raise 
the standard of right among them; to visit and comfort 

_them in sickness; to help them to find employment at 
their various trades; and with the Divine blessing, to 
lead them to a knowledge of Him who “hath done all 
things well, who maketh both the deaf to hear and the 
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dumb to speak.” Instead of speech and song we use 
the sign language, which is to the deaf what sound is to 
hearing people. We spell words and sentences on the 
fingers, as well as proper names and sermon texts, but 
the flow of thought goes on in the’ sign language. We 
have often to deal with deaf mutes from schools in 
foreign lands besides our own—French, German, 
Dutch, Swedes and Norwegians—who all understand 
the language of signs, and they thus receive the Gospel 
news without knowing much of the English language 
or the preacher knowing their native tongue. 

Our Mission is the only one on the Pacific Coast that 
is conducted on the same lines as those pursued by those. 
missions founded by the late Rev. Dr. Gallaudet and 
his co-laborers, which were modelled after those estab- 
lished by the Episcopal Church in England, which keep 
an “open door” for all deaf mutes who wish to attend 
the services and hear the glad tidings in their peculiar 
language. 

The deaf mutes of the Mission contributed $12 as 
their Easter offering thisyear, which they desired should 
be given to St. Paul’s Church as a small token of their 
gratitude for the privilege of the free use of the Parish 
Hall for their services. They are mostly poor, hard- 
working people, and keenly appreciate the kindness 
shown them by the Church and all who are interested 
in their welfare. 

The services are held every Sunday at 3 p.m., in the 
Parish Hall, and the average attendance is twenty.

Services—II a.m., every Sunday, Junior Church, 
service and sermon compressed into half an hour, to 
which half of the Sunday School children remain; at 
1 :30, the first Sunday of the month, celebration of the 
Holy Communion. Sunday evening, 7:45, Evening 
Prayer and sermon. The object of the Junior Church 
is to train the children first in the habit of Church at- 
tendance; secondly, in the worship of the Church 
through the liturgical services. The habits of the peo- 
ple making it impossible to gather a congregation of 
adults in the morning, the next thing is to raise up a 
congregation. Average attendance at the services for 
year: Morning, May, 17; June, 21; July, 27; August, 
12; September, 24; October, 33; November, 39; De- 
cember, 38; January, 43; February, 40; March, 36; 
April, 40. Evening, May, 25; June, 36; July, 79; Aug- 
ust, 48; September, 39; October, 34; November, 32; 
December, 45; January, 41; February, 49; March, 30; 
April, 39. Attendance at both services is quite regular, 
the variations in the evening service being caused by 
special attractions, as the use of stereopticon, which 
usually doubles the number. While the services in the 
evening have not grown as we hoped, they mean much 
to those who come. The spirit is earnest and friendly 
and the service is “‘a light in a dark place.” te 


Sunday School—Here, as elsewhere, the hope of the 
Church. Attendance steady, order good, teachers faith- 
ful, interest maintained without sensational methods, 
prizes, rewards or bribes of any kind. Curriculum in- 
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cludes kindergarten method for the primary class, and 
what has been called laboratory work for intermediate 
classes. Classes work at tables, writing answers to 
questions on lesson sheets, these to be collected into 
books and illustrated with pictures selected by the 
pupils, each pupil to make his own book. An effort is 
also made to interest each class in some form of Chris- 
tian service. 

Settlement Work—Appended is a printed review of 
the work which is here presented as a report. 
_ The One Need—The enlargement of the work by the 
taking up of the new point at Towne Avenue and Sev- 
enth Street involves the question of the maintenance 
of the work at the Church of the Neighborhood. It 
seemed at first as if the property at Ninth and Wilson 
would all have to be sold in order to acquire the New- 
‘man property. This danger has been obviated. The 
Ninth Street property remains untouched, and we have 
five years in which’to acquire the other at the present 
purchase price of $11,000. With regard to the settle- 
ment work, the various departments are now well or- 
ganized, so that the management of them can be largely 
delegated to others. By discontinuing the services of a 
district nurse and of a choir leader and reducing the 
rent of building for the branch Sunday School from 
$12.50 to $5, I have reduced the expenses so that there 
need be no uneasiness about the finances of the Church 
of the Neighborhood if pledges and donations continue 
next year as this. The one thing your Missionary can- 
not provide for is the continuance of the services. It 
will be necessary to have services Sunday morning 
and evening at the Towne Ave. Church. There should 
be a clergyman or competent layman at the Neighbor- 
hood Sunday School, and some kind of morning service 
maintained, and there must be a service with sermon, or 
a good address, in the evening. Less than this will be 
to lose what has been gathered with hard work and to 
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take a step backward. The community is changing. 
Factories are coming in. It is too soon to say what 
changes may take place in population. It may in course 
of time become necessary to move the Mission a few 
blocks to the west or to the east, but to discontinue ser- 
vices would be to discourage and disappoint not a few 
persons to whom the Church is coming to mean much 
and to leave the Sunday School without any logical 
sequel. I have been working on the slow policy of 
building the Church from the Sunday School. If the 
Church were to be withdrawn, the Sunday School work 
would be left without meaning. In short, to abandon 
the services would mean the final abandonment of the 
field, the responsibility for which the Church accepted 
some years ago. 

Can the Board of Missions make an additional ap- 
propriation of any amount toward the salary of an as- 
sistant for the whole field? If the Board will pledge a 
definite amount, I will endeavor to make up the balance 
from pledges in the Church of the Neighborhood and 
from friends of the work. 


THomas. C, MARSHALL. 
The Neighborhood League—A society of men and 
women working for the good of the neighborhood, 
especially by trying to build up the Sunday evening ser- 
vice and holding monthly socials. Meets Sunday even- 
ings at 7 o'clock; first part of the meeting devoted to 
business ,the remainder to study of the Prayer Book. 
Girls’ Friendly Society—Only local society in the 
Diocese. Associates, 2; members, 7; probationers, 5; 
candidates, 9; and 2 boys. Meets Saturday afternoons 
at 2 o'clock in the Club Room under the direction of 
Miss Brookman, Miss Wright and Miss Steiger. Work 
meetings with occasional social meetings and outings. 
Whatever the girls make with their hands is afterwards 
given to some cause—sent to Alaska, or to the Indians, 
so that Christian service is the keynote of the society’s 
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work. Object, to save the girls by introducing them 
to the best in life, Christian fellowship and the service 
of others. 


Boys’ Club—Meets every Tuesday under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Hopkins. Boys from 11 to 17 admitted. 
Work sustained by subscriptions of ten interested ladies 
in the city. The boys by their own choice pay 25 cents 
per month and 25 cents initiation fee. About 30 mem- 
bers, organized on the model of a lodge under the name 
of “Knights of Courage,” with password, grip and 
ritual based on the ideas of courage and honor. Three- 
fourths of the members are boys outside of the Sunday 
School. A small house and two lots have been rented 
for club house and play ground. The weekly meetings 
are at the Church. Mr. Hopkins has the confidence of 
the boys and is resourceful. He has probably the hard- 
est of our problems to solve, and we are confident of his 
ultimate success. 


Men’s Club—The club room in the new building is at 
the disposal of the men’s club every evening and is pro- 
vided with games and magazines. Every Tuesday even- 
ing the men gather for business, games and refresh- 
ments. Once a month there is a special social meeting, 
to which guests are invited. The club is self-support- 
ing; membership 15. Only open room in this section 
of the city in which men can spend their evenings. 
Coffee is generously furnished by Mrs. Clacius of St. 
Paul’s. 

Woman’s Club—Just organized; to meet twice a 
month in the afternoon for sociability and to talk over 
subjects of interest to women. Subject at first regular 
meeting, “Corporal Punishment of Children.” 

Kindergarten—Every school day from 9 to 11:30 a. 
m. Kindergartners furnished by the State Normal 
School under the supervision of Miss French. Average 
attendance 20, about two-thirds Italian and Greek. No 
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public kindergarten near enough for the children of this 
neighborhood. Expenses about $10 per month. 


Dispensary—Staff: Dr. Titian J. Coffey, Dr. A. P. 
Wilson, Dr. Hill Hastings. Dr. Wilson comes for con- 
sultation every Tuesday and Friday at 11 a.m., Dr. 
Coffey and Dr. Hastings for special cases by arrange- 
ment. ‘Trained nurse in attendance. Well equipped 
room; drugs to extent of $10 per month furnished by 
the city ; $5 per month by the Young Woman’s Mission- 
ary Society of All Saints’ Church, Pasadena; $2 per 
month by the Sick and Needy Society, St. Paul’s. Re- 
port of Miss Morison for seven months from Septem- 
ber, 1905, ‘to April, 1906, shows 387 cases treated, 216 
being children. Nationalities: American, 87; Italian, 
go; Greek, 76; German, 30; Mexican, 40; French, 16; 
Negro, 48. There are several individual pledges to this 
work. For want of funds the services of a visiting 
nurse were dispensed with May Ist, but Miss Harris has 
without salary undertaken the work at the dispensary 
as nurse in charge. 

Clothing Bureau—Second-hand clothing donated by 
Churches and individuals is sold five mornings in the 
week in the clothing shed. Thus clothing reaches the 
deserving, self-respect is saved, and the work is as- 
sisted. Wagon will call anywhere in the city for pack- 
ages, and the bureau will pay the freight on shipments 
from outside. Friends of the work are urged to save 
their laid-aside clothing and at intervals have the wagon 
call, or send it by freight; in the latter case not neglect- 
~ ing to mail the bill of lading. Contributions of clothing 
have fallen off this Spring, we trust only temporarily. 
No easier and better way to help the settlement work. 
Next year we hope to be able to use household furnish- 
ings as well as clothing. Telephones, Home 7082, 
Sunset Main 4967.

Report of the Board of Missions 


The Board of Missions, in presenting its annual re- 
port together with the special report on that part of the 
Bishop’s address referred to it, takes this opportunity 
first of all to congratulate the Churchmen of the Diocese 
on the splendid results of the past year. 


The statement of the Treasurer, submitted to the 
Convention, is one that any Diocese might well be proud 
of. 


The year was begun with practically nothing to our 
credit in the bank. To-day we have a substantial sur- 
plus with which to begin the new fiscal year. 


It is a mattter of congratulation that the Church 
spiritually has kept pace with the Church financially. 

Everywhere there seems to be in all departments of 
activity a deepening interest in all that makes for the 
upbuilding and extension of the Kingdom, 


The Board believes that a very large share of the 
credit for what has been accomplished must be given to 
the faithful and devoted men who have done such mag- 
nificent service for the Master in the missionary work 
of the Diocese. Our regret must be that, while they 
have done so much for the Church, the Church laboring 
under an ever increasing financial burden is able to do 
comparatively little for them.

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APPENDIX M. 


Report of the Executive Board of the 
Sunday School Institute 


To the Eleventh Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles: 


The Executive Board of the Sunday School Institute 
has the pleasure of reporting two remarkable under- 
takings carried on with unqualified success during the 
past year. 

The first of these was the Summer School held at 
Long Beach from July 11th to the 14th, at which 
our beloved Bishop was for the first time enabled to 
attend. We feel that, by his presence and helpful as- 
sistance, the school so greatly profited that this third 
session seems to have at last attained the excellence to- 
ward which all aimed. Everyone turned with gratitude 
to those who contributed their time and interest so ser- 
viceably to all. 


The second undertaking was the carrying out of the 
plan formulated the previous year of securing Prof. 
Richard G. Moulton of the University of Chicago for 
a course of lectures upon the literature of the Bible. 
That visit proved an event of invaluable inspiration to 
the Diocese and the City of Los Angeles, for it brought 
the restoration of the Bible to many who had lost touch 
with its sublime literature, and revived interest in the 
educational importance of Biblical literature to the Eng- 
lish-speaking race. Prof. Moulton presented the spir- 
itual value of a literary study of the Scriptures in a way 
which has made the Bible a new book even to old 
scholars, and we believe that the beneficial influence of 
those lectures has extended far outside the limits of 
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our own Church. It is perhaps a distant vision, but 
nevertheless a sincere desire, to secure Prof. Moulton 
for some occasion when a more extended course of lec- 
tures may be given. It is no small matter to the Board 
to be able to report the financial success of this under- 
taking as well as its great spiritual value. 

For the first time the Board issued a calendar with the. 
view of keeping in the minds of both teachers and schol- 
ars the occasions of Sunday School Diocesan meetings. 
It is hoped that the new issue will be in a less experi- 
mental form. 

The teachers and Bible Class have been maintained 
during the latter half of the year in preparation for a 
more complete course during the coming year. 

The Pre-Lenten meeting of the Sunday Schools, oc- 
curring in connection with the celebration of the first 
ten years of our Bishop’s devoted ministrations, proved 
of exceptional interest and profit. The roll showed 
thirty schools represented and in each the report of the 
delegates on the following Sunday spread new interest 
in the Bishop’s parish—his ever-growing Diocese. 

The Advent offering, which was asked for Diocesan 
Missionary use, seems to represent a smaller number of 
schools responding to the call than last -vear, though the 
amount is greater. . 

The Board has found itself unequal to the task of 
providing a uniform Sunday School curriculum, and 
believes it advisable to await the report of the efficient 
and learned Committee of the General Convention 
before adding to the numberless lists of schedules al- 
ready issued by various Dioceses. 


There is but one matter of regret which the Board is 
obliged to report, namely, that in October its efficient 
and most enthusiastic Chairman, the Rev. Walton Hall 
Doggett, found it necessary to retire. It was doubly a 
regret inasmuch as the success of the past year was but 
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the carrying out of his own plans in which he was most 
deeply interested. We take this opportunity of express- 
ing our appreciation of the Rev. Mr. Doggett’s whole- 
hearted and effective work as Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Board for.a year and a half, during which the 
Institute evolved progressive plans and attained an 
excellence helpful to the whole Diocese. 


The Chairman appointed to fill the vacancy desires 
to express his gratitude to Bishop Johnson for his 
kindly and forbearing assistance, without which it 
would have been impossible for him to assume the po- 
sition. In the zealous and well-informed Secretary of 
the Board the new chairman found a pillar of support 
that enabled him to feel confidence at a time when he 
himself possessed totally inadequate knowledge and 
capacity. 

The Board feels that for the success of our Sunday 
Schools what is needed, is not more machinery, but a 
far deeper soul-secking interest in the children of the 
Church.

During the year, the General Missionary has gone 
in and out amongst the towns along the Santa Fé road, 
scattered Church people have been called upon, and 
Church papers sent to them. 


One hundred and fifty-eight services conducted. Ad- 
ministered the Holy Communion 59 times. Baptized 
t8. Presented 14 in confirmation. Marriages 2. De- 
‘iveréd 20 stereopticon lectures on the life of Christ, 
and Missionary work in the Dioceses. 

Many of the churches, hitherto visited by the Gen- 
eral Missionary, have by the sanction of the Bishop 
and kind consent of the Priests in the adjacent parishes, 
been joined to them, for spiritual oversight. Thus— 

San Bernardino takes care of Colton,

This enables the General Missionary to take up new 
work and concentrate more time on a particular place, 
that may need attention. 

The first Sunday in the month is given to the Needles, 
where we have good congregations, 45 members in 
Sunday School, and a children’s choir of 20 voices. 
The church has been neatly furnished through the 
efforts of the Guild and children. Everything is paid 
for and $170 remains in the treasury. This has been 
due to the invincible energy of Mrs. John Denair.The 
fourth Sunday in the month is now given to La Jolla, 
San Diego, where good work has been done by Mr. 
D. Cleveland. We believe the Church has a future 
here, and pray God that we may do our part. 
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The month of November was given to Lompoc, and 
Santa Maria, Santa Barbara county, where we found 
Miss Mary Cutter doing a heroic work in the Sunday. 
School. Some 50 families were visited. Most of our 
Church people have moved away front Lompoc, and 
none have taken their place. 

Services have also been given to Randsburg and 
Barstow, and sick calls made to Topock, over the Colo- 
rado River, in the Needles mountains, where we ad- 
ministered the Holy Communion to the dying. 

The Church of the Good Shepherd, Ocean Park, 
The work here for the last four months has been in our 
hands.

St. Paut’s Pro-CATHEDRAL, 
Los ANGELES, May 15th, A. D. 1907. 

The Twelfth Annual Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
opened with the celebration of the Holy Communion in 
St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los Angeles, at Io a. m. on 
this day. ; 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by the Rev. J. D. Easter, D. D., as Epistoler, 
and Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D..D., as Gospeller, and in 
the administration of the Sacred Elements by the Very 
Rev. J. J. Wilkins, D. D., Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph. D., 
and Rey. Henderson Judd. 

At the close of the service the Convention was called 
to order for business, the Right Reverend, the Bishop, 
taking the chair. 

The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy entitled to 
seats in the Convention, and fifty-five responded to 
their names. 

The roll-call of Parishes and Missions followed, of 
which thirty-five responded, being represented by one 
hundred Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready for 
business. 

The Committee on Credentials reported the certifi- 
cates of Lay-Delegates from twenty-five Parishes and 
twenty-one Missions as correct, and recommended that 
the Lay-Delegates from St. Matthias’ Church, Los 
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Angeles, and All Saints’ Church, San Diego, be recog- 
aized and received as duly qualified representatives, 
when the said Parishes shall have been admitted into 
union with the Convention. 


The election of a Secretary was then proceeded with, 
Rev. Alfred Fletcher being nominated by Rev. A. G. 
Leitrews DED: 


No other nomination being made, on motion nomi- 
nations were closed. A resolution that the Secretary 
be requested to cast the ballot of the Convention for 
Rev. Alfred Fletcher failed of adoption, Rev. J. D. 
Easter, D. D., objecting to such a procedure on prin- 
ciple. 

A ballot was then taken, resulting in the unanimous 
election of Rev. Alfred Fletcher, thirty of the Clergy 
and twenty-five of the Parishes and Missions casting 
their votes. 

The Secretary appointed Rev. Thomas C. Marshall 
as Assistant Secretary. 

The Bishop delivered his annual address (Appendix 
A). On motion of Rev. Dr. Wilkins, a Committee of 
three was appointed by the Chair to consider that por- 
tion of the Bishop’s address which related to the 
“Clergy Relief Fund” and to report to this Convention. 

committee—Very Rev. J. J. Wilkins, D. D., Rev. 
Wm. MacCormack, Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph. D. 

On motion of Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., the Chair 
appointed a Committee of three to consider that portion 
of the address relating to the Missionary work of the 
Diocese and to report upon any recommendations re- 
ferred to it, which was made the order of the day on 
Thursday at 10 o’clock. 

Committee—Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., Rev. L. G. 
Morris, Mr. G. W. Parsons. : 

On motion of Rev. Baker P. Lee, that portion of 
the Bishop’s address relating to the Men’s Thank Of- 
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fering was referred to a Committee of three, and was 
appointed as the Order of Business at the evening ses- 
sion on the same day.

Rev. Dr, Trew moved that an evening session of the 
Convention be held at 7:45 o’clock this evening. 
Adopted. 


On motion the Convention adjourned to meet at 2:30 
p.m. 


On assembling in the Parish Hall at the hour named, 
Mr. T. L. Winder moved a suspension of the Order 
of Business and that the calling of the roll of the Lay- © 
Delegates be dispensed with. Carried. 


The Chair announced the appointment. of the Reg- 
ular Committees. (See pages 3 and 4.) — 


Rev. Dr. Dotten presented the Report of the Com- 
mittee on the Admission of Parishes and Missions into 
union with the Convention, as follows: 


The Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions into union with the Convention respectfully 
reports that it has received the application of All 
Saints’ Church, San Diego, and of St. Matthias’ 
Church, Los Angeles, for admission into union with this 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles. The Com- 
mittee finds that each of these Parishes has complied 
with the canonical requirements and recommends that 
they be admitted. 

M. C. Dorren, 
AWE.

The recommendation was adopted, and the above- 
named Parishes were, on motion, admitted into union 
with the Convention. 
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Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Commit- 
tee on Canons, as follows: 


The Committee on Canons respectfully reports: 


I. As to the report of the Special Committee, found 
on page 23 of the Convention Journal of 1906, defining 
the word “communicant” “for the purposes of these 
canons,” this Committee reports: That it finds that 
provision has already been made, in the note attached to 
the form of the annual parochial statistical and financial 
report required by Section 109 of the Canons, for the 
elimination from that report of the registered communi- 
cants who have failed to communicate at their Parish 
Church once during the preceding year; and that, in 
the judgment of the Committee, it is impracticable to 
more definitely fix the meaning of the word “commu- 
nicant” as used elsewhere in the canons. The Com- 
mittee therefore reports against the adoption of the 
canon proposed by the Special Committee. 


Il. The Committee reports favorably upon the res- 
olution of the Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., as found on 
page 31 of Convention Journal of 1906, and recom- 
mends that Section 108 of the Canons be amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following sentence: 

“Every financial report of a Parish or a Mission, 
before being filed with the Secretary of the Convention, 
shall be audited and approved in writing by an Audit- 
ing Committee appointed by the vestry of the Parish 
or the officers of the Mission, as the case may be, said 
approval to be attached to or endorsed upon the re- 
port.” 

III. As to the resolution of the Rev. H. L. Badger, 
found on page 34 of the Convention Journal of 1906, 
requiring an amendment of the Canons directing that 
the Board of Missions shall be elected by the joint 
vote of the Clerical and Lay-Delegates present, this 
Committee reports against such proposed amendment 
for the reason that the existing provisions of the Con- 
stitutions, the Canons, and the Rules of Order already 
provide for that method of procedure. 

IV. The-resolution of Mr. H.-E. Brett, also found 
on page 34 of the Convention Journal of 1906, asking 
for a report from this Committee as to the power of the 
Convention to prohibit or regulate the use of proxies at 
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Parish meetings, was referred to a Special Committee, 
whitch made an elaborate report on the subject. ‘This 
report, which was adopted by che Committee, may be 
summarized as follows: 


(1) The Convention has the power either to pro- 
hibit or to regulate the voting by proxy at Parish elec- 
tions, so far as concerns the Parish as a purely eccle- 
siastical organization. 


(2) It is impracticable to distinguish between the 
purely ecclesiastical organization and the incorporated 
Parish. 


3) The members of the incorporated Parish have, 
by the Code of the State, the right to vote by proxy at 
all their meetings, and no Canon of the Convention, or 
by-law of the corporation, can deprive the members of 
that right. 


(4) .The Convention has the right to regulate the 
methods of voting by proxy, as have also the several 
Parish incorporations by by-law. The filing of the 
proxies a reasonable time before the meeting could 
legally be required by by-law. 

(5) In order to do away with the right to vote by 
proxy, amendments of the Civil Code by the Legisla- 
ture are necessary. To effect this the co-operation of 
the social, religious, benevolent, literary and scientific 
corporations in the State is essential. 


(6) This Committee recommends the adoption by 
the Convention of the following resolution : 

Resolved, “That the Diocese of Los Angeles in the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, by its delegates in Con- 
vention duly assembled, respectfully petitions the Leg- 
islature of the State of California to enact such amend- 
ments to the Civil Code of the State as shall prohibit 
the voting by proxy at all meetings. of the members 
of literary, religious, scientific, social and benevolent 
corporations, having no capital stock or shares, not or- 
ganized or conducted for furnishing specific financial 
aid, benefit or profit to their members and incorporated 
under the provisions of Div. I, Part IV, Title XII, 
Civil Code of this State, unless the By-Laws of the 
corporation shall expressly confer the right to vote by 
proxy upon its members; provided, however, that ‘such 
prohibition shall not apply to voting at special meet- 
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ings, called under the provisions of the Civil Code to 
consider and act upon specific questions, whereat, by 
the provisions of the Code, an affirmative vote of two- 
thirds of the members of the corporation is requisite 
to adopt the measure under consideration.” 

(7) This Committee further recommends that a 
Special Committee of five be appointed by the Con- 
vention to obtain like action by the religious, social and 
other bodies interested throughout the State, and that 
the Convention cause to be printed 250 copies of an 
address to be prepared by said Special Committee in 
order to properly present the subject. 

(8) In view of the conclusion arrived at and of the 
fact that legislative action can be had within two years, 
this Committee recommends that no action be taken by 
the Convention in the way of amending the Canons in 
this respect at present. 

V. The Committee has received the following pro- 
posed amendments to the Canons, submitted by Mr. 
Esk. Brett: 

Title II, Canon IV, Section 95—Amend by striking 
out the first paragraph of the present Canon and sub- 
stituting therefor the following: 

“The election for Vestrymen and Trustees shall be 
by ballot. The Rector and Wardens acting as a Com- 
mittee on Credentials shall prepare a list of all per- 
sons qualified to vote at the annual Parish Meeting, and 
shall post the same in a conspicuous place at or near 
the principal entrance to the church not later than the 
tenth day of April. Protests against the omission of 
any name from such list of voters, or against the 
wrongful inclusion of any name therein, may be lodged 
with the Committee and decided by them, subject to 
appeal to the Bishop or the Parish Meeting. All per- 
sons who may become qualified electors of the Parish 
after the posting of such list shall be entitled to have 
their names added thereto. The following shall be 
qualified electors :” 

Also, subject to the adoption by the Convention of 
the above amendment : 

Amend Title II, Canon I, Section 61, by adding 
thereto: 

“The officers of the Mission, acting as a Committee 
on Credentials, shall prepare a list of all persons quali- 
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fied to vote at such Annual Meeting, and shall post the 
same in a conspicuous place at or near the principal 
entrance to the mission church not later than the tenth 
‘day of April. Protests against the omission of any 
name from such list of voters, or against the wrongful 
inclusion of any name therein, may be lodged with 
the Committee and decided by them, subject to appeal 
to the Bishop or to the Annual Meeting. All persons 
who may become qualified electors of the Mission after 
the posting of such list shall be entitled to have their 
names added thereto.” 

Your Committee, after careful consideration, rec- 
ommends that the foregoing amendments, proposed by 
Mr. Brett, be not adopted. 

The list of registered communicants, and the books 
of the Secretary, showing the regular contributors, to- 
gether with the common repute as to regular attend- 
ance, are quite sufficient, in the judgment of the Com- 
mittee, to determine prima facie the right of suffrage. 

If voting by proxy be eliminated the cases will be ex- 
ceedingly rare where a contest. will arise upon the 
right to vote of a person present in person, and such 
claim can be quickly settled by the Parish Meeting. 

The annual preparation and posting of the list of 
voters would be a great burden, especially in the larger 
parishes.

The report of the Committee on Canons was re- 
ceived, and, in accordance with its several recommen- 
dations, Rev. Dr. Trew offered the following resolu- 
tions: 


I. That the report of the Special Committee, re- 
lating to the word “Communicant,” be not approved. 
Adopted. 

II. That Section 108 of the Canons be amended by 
adding the sentence, “Every financial report of a Par- 
ish or a Mission,” etc.,.as recommended by, and em- 
bodied in, the report of the Committee. Adopted. 

III. That the resolution of Rev. H. L. Badger, 
providing that the Board of Missions shall be elected 
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by joint vote of the delegates present, be not adopted, 
as being unnecessary. Adopted. 

IV. 1. That the Convention petition the Legisla- 
ture of the State of California regarding the prohib- 
iting of voting by proxy, in accordance with the terms 
suggested by the Committee. Adopted. 

2. That a Special Committee of five be appointed 
by the Chair to confer with other bodies interested and 
that the Convention authorize the printing of 250 copies 
of an address to be prepared in furtherance of the mat- 
ter. Adopted. 

3. That the Convention defer any further action in 
the matter of amending the Canons in this respect until 
the Special Committee shall have reported. Adopted. 

V. That the proposed amendment of Mr. Brett, 
relative to posting the list of voters, be not adopted. 
Adopted. 


This action, on motion of Rev. Dr. Trew, was after- 
wards reconsidered and, by resolution, the ptoposed 
amendment was again referred to the Committee on 
Canons. 


Mr. R. E. Peterson offered a resolution petitioning 
the Convention for authority to change the name of St. 
Andrew’s Mission, South Pasadena, to St. James’ Mis- 
sion, for reasons stated. 


On motion of Rev. Dr. Trew, the matter was re- 
ferred to a Special Committee. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee, Rev. A. G. 
L. Trew, D. D., Rev. B. J. Davis, Mr. Daniel’ Cleve- 
land. 


Rev. Wm. McCormack presented the report of the 
Board of Missions, which gave a most encouraging 
statement regarding the character of the work done 
and referred to the year just closed as the “banner 
year.” Received. (Appendix B.) 


Rev. Henderson Judd presented the report of the 
Registrar. (Appendix C.) 
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On motion of Rev. Wm. MacCormack the report 
was accepted and a hearty vote of thanks was extended 
to Rev. Henderson Judd for his long and effective 
service as Registrar. 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the report of the Treas- 
urer of the Convention, prominent features of which 
were that, owing to the generous contributions for 
Missionary purposes in the Diocese, a sum of $1000 
was set aside as a “Supply Fund,” an additional amount 
in the nature of a “bonus” was given to the Mission- 
aries at the end of the year, and there was a balance of 
more than seven hundred dollars in the treasury. Re- 
ceived. (Appendix D.) 

A resolution was offered by Mr, T. L. Winder that 
the Treasurer be instructed to add the sum of $150, 
severally, to the amount appropriated for the expenses 
of each of the Clerical Deputies to ie General Conven- 
tion. Adopted. 

Rev. M. M. Moore, as District Secretary, presented 
the report of the Men’s Thank Offering, and moved 
that the report be received, filed and not printed in the 
Journal. Adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Church 
Extension Society with the resolution that the report 
be received and printed in the Journal. Adopted. 
(Appendix E.) 

A petition to the Convention from. the Sunday 
School Institute of the Diocese, requesting the appoint- 
ment of a Field Secretary, was read by Rev. Dr. Wil- 
kins and, on motion, was referred to the Special Com- 
mittee appointed by the Chair to consider the Mission- 
ary work of the Diocese. 

A communication from a Clerical Deputy of the Dio- 
cese of California, requesting action regarding the per- 
missive use of the Revised Version of the Holy Scrip- 
tures at Morning and Evening Prayer, was read by the 
Secretary. 
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The following resolution was presented by Rev. C. 
T. Murphy, Jr., seconded by Rev. P. H. Hickman: 

Resolved, “That the Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles respectfully petitions the General Con- 
vention to take such action as may be necessary in 
order to sanction the permissive use of the Revised Ver- 
sion of the Holy Scriptures in the reading of the les- 
sons at Morning and Evening Prayer,” and 

Further resolved, “That the Secretary is hereby in- 
structed to prepare such petition for presentation by the 
Deputies from this Diocese.” Adopted. 

Rev, Wm. F. Hubbard offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, “That the Treasurer of the Diocese be di- 
rected to place at the disposal of the Bishop the sum 
of fifty dollars from the General Fund; the whole or 
any part of such amount to be used by the Bishop at 
his discretion in furthering the work of the Inter-De- 
nominational Commission on Marriage and Divorce.” 
Adopted. 


The Convention then proceeded to place in nomina- 
tion candidates for the Standing Committee, Board of 
Missions, Deputies and Alternate Deputies to the Gen- 
eral Convention, Delegates to the District Missionaty 
Conference, Directors of the Corporation of the Dio- 
cese and Registrar.

The Convention reassembled at 7:45 p. m., when a 
very successful and largely attended Missionary meet- 
ing was held in the Parish Hall, at which stimulating 
addresses were given by the Bishop, Rev. P. H. Hick- 
man, Rev. Dr. Wilkins, Rev. M. M. Moore, Rev. J. 
D. H. Browne and Rev. Baker P. Lee on the subject 
of the Three Hundredth Annivérsary of the introduc- 
tion of Anglo-Saxon Christianity into this country and 
of the M. T. O. in relation thereto. 


Tuurspay, May 16th, 1907 


After Morning Prayer at 9 a. m., said by Rev. W. H. . 
Dyer and Rev. L. M. Idleman, the Bishop took the 
chair and called the Convention to order, 


The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. 


The roll-call followed of Clergy and Lay-Delegates 
who had not been heard to respond to their names on 
the preceding day. 


Ten o’clock having arrived, Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., 
presented the report of the Special Committee ap- 
pointed to consider that portion of the Bishop’s ad- 
dress relating to the Missionary work of the Diocese, 
as follows: 
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The Committee appointed to consider that portion 
of the Bishop’s address relating to the Missionary 
work of the Diocese is of the opinion that such remark- 
able development has taken place in the Missionary 
efforts made by the Church in Southern California, 
and in the Missionary needs and opportunities placed 
before the Church by the Providence of God, that the 
time is ripe for an important and decided advance to 
be made both in the Missionary ideals we are to hold 
before us and in the methods we should adopt to bring 
those ideals into effect. In line, therefore, with the 
suggestions of the Bishop the Committee submits the 
following resolutions, and recommends their adoption 
by this Convention : 


Resolved, That the Convention endorses the effort of 
the Bishop and the Board of Missions to provide a 
stipend of at least nine hundred dollars a year for every 
Clergyman engaged in active work under their direc- 
tion, and instructs the Board to put this policy into 
effect throughout the Diocese as rapidly as may be 
made possible by the offerings of the people. 


Resolved, That the Board of Missions be instructed 
to undertake the establishing of services at no new 
point in the Diocese where the entire energies of a 
Clergyman are required until a stipend of at least nine 
hundred dollars a year, or its equivalent, is provided. 


Resolved, That the Convention empowers and rec- 
ommends the Board of Missions to engage on the ap- 
pointment of the Bishop at a sufficient salary, so soon 
as the Missionary funds will allow, a Clergyman to act 
as a Field Secretary to the Board of Missions under 
the direction of the Bishop, and as an Associate to the 
City Missionary. 

Resolved, That the Convention empowers the Board 
of Missions to grant at their discretion the petition 
made by the Sunday School Institute to provide the 
services of a Field Secretary for the advance work of 
that body. 

Signed for the Committee.

Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Special 
Committee, to which was referred the petition of St.

Report of Committee to which was referred the 
application to the Convention for consent to change 
the name of the Mission at South Pasadena from St. 
Andrew’s to St. James’, respectfully reports that after 
consideration of the reasons given for application the 
Committee is convinced that the application should be 
granted, and recommends the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved, That this Convention hereby gives its con- 
sent to the change of name of the Mission at South 
Pasadena, from St. Andrew’s to St. James’.

Whereas, the Trustees of the General Clergy Relief 
Fund have set apart a large portion of their fund as a 
specific pension fund, be it therefore 

Resolved, That the Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles does hereby respectfully memorialize the 
General Convention of the Church as follows: 

To the General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of, America: 

The Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles here- 
by memorializes your honorable body to create a Com- 
mission, consisting of Bishops, Clergy and Laymen, 
whose duty it shall be to raise from the Church at 
large a sum of not less than five millions of dollars to 
be added to the General Clergy Relief Fund; and 
further to promote and encourage the merging of all 
Diocesan Funds for this purpose with the General 
Fund. 

The resolution and memorial were adopted. 

Rev. Dr. Wilkins moved that the Convention ad- 
journ until 2:30 p. m. 

On re-assembling at the hour named the Chair 
called the Convention to order. 

Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips offered a resolution that 
the apportionment for Diocesan Missions shall again 
be made upon the basis of $1.20 per capita for each 
Communicant.

Six months after suitable grounds and buildings ac- 
ceptable to the Bishop are provided and regular ser- 
vices established, the Bishop shall notify the Rector and 
Vestry of said Parish that on a certain day the Stand- 
ing Committee will meet to consider the question of 
the boundaries of said Mission, and the said Parish may 
be represented at said meeting by its Rector and War- 
dens and shall be permitted to present its objections, if 
any, to the Standing Committee. The decision of the 
Standing Committee shall be final, provided that no 
such boundary shall be established within one mile of 
the Parish Church.”

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APPENDIX A: 
The Bishop’s Address. 


Dear 3rethren of the Clergy and Laity: 

This Annual meeting of the Diocese in Convention 
is oi. which I hail with great satisfaction as giving 
me the opportunity to speak to my people upon sub- 
jects of great importance. I am under the impression 
that, while much needs to be done in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and needs to be done quickly, still you will 
agree with me that the official reports will show that 
as a Diocese we have acquitted ourselves with credit 
during the past twelve months. 

Before calling your attention, as is my custom, to 
such matters, I desire reverently to refer to those of 
my own order who have been called by God to higher 
service during the last year. These of my brethren 
in the Episcopate have passed out from this life into 
the life beyond: 

Sainuel Isaac Joseph Schereschewsky, of Shanghai. 

Isaac Lea Nicholson, of Milwaukee. 

George Franklin Seymour, of Springfield. 

Bishop Schereschewsky retired from the exercise of 
his office a number of years ago. Owing to failing 
health he was unequal to physical exercise. He was 
able, however, to continue his work in the study, and 
it is my impression that no Bishop has labored more 
effectively than he during these years of retirement. 
For nearly two decades, owing to paralysis, has this 
man, confined to his house, been dependent upon two 
servents for every change from his chair to his bed, 
and yet he it was who founded St. John’s College, 
Shanghai, said to be the finest institution of its kind 
in Asia. Twice he has translated into the Chinese lan- 
guage the entire Bible and the Prayer Book. And, as 
he could use but one finger upon the typewriter, you 
will see that this prelate was great in the qualities 
that make men powers in the world. Even some of 
our communicants, as Good Friday comes about, ques- 
tion the value of Missions to the Jews. Few men, 
how: ver, born within Christian families, have done so 
much for the cause of Christ as has Bishop Schere- 
schewsky, the son of Polish Jewish parents. 
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Bishop Nicholson was my friend. He was with me 
at niy consecration to the Episcopate. I had the re- 
gard and affection for him that all men had who knew 
him. One can hardly be reconciled to such 4 loss, 
because it seems to have been premature. In years 
at least we could not call him aged, but he had labored 
hard through a long ministry, consecrating his phy- 
sical energies, his intellectual gifts and his spiritual 
powers unreservedly to each field in which he had 
worked. And wherever he went, in consequence, his 
beautiful personality, which gave him a genius for 
friendship, brought about him a host of men whom 
invariably he lifted into a higher and better life. 


Of Bishop Seymour I speak as my preceptor and 
beloved companion. ‘Thirty-seven years have passed 
since first we met, and during all those years I gave 
to him my confidence and my love. He was a rare 
soul. Of his gifts of mind you and the church are 
fully aware; but he was a noble man,—and when I 
use that word I use it advisedly. He was fair, just 
and honorable, and the test of those qualities often 
gave him, as I know well, pain and grief. I recall 
occasions when a less chivalrous man than he would 
have suffered those who had no other claim upon him, 
save their manhood, to have been driven out from their 
chosen careers by the narrow men into whose hands 
they had fallen. Bishop Seymour was a knight by 
nature. He invariably championed the cause of the 
weak, and when the great Book is opened I am sure 
that to his credit it will be said that he was loyal 
to his convictions, and that his wish was that every 
man should be permitted to live undisturbed who was 
as honest as he. 


Nor must I omit a memorial note of one of our 
fellow-workers who, since last we met, has been taken 
to his reward. I know that every one who listens to 
me today will appreciate my desire to place upon record, 
in permanent form, a testimonial of regard and affec- 
tion for James F. Towell, whose loss from the Church 
on earth we shall never cease to mourn. I cannot 
always mention, on these annual occasions, the death 
of men who have been faithful, but I must make an 
exception in this case because of Mr. Towell’s unique 
personality and because of his great service to the 
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Diocese of Los Angeles. A man of distinguished line- 
age and attainment in the city of New York, in speak- 
ing of our friend, said to me that he was the best man 
that he had ever known. ‘That was a great tribute, and 
it was deserved. Mr. Towell was a gentle-iman. He 
was tender and kindly and loving and great-hearted. 
One felt that one’s life and reputation were safe in 
his hands. He evoked confidence everywhere, and ali 
sorts of men believed in him. There has never been 
a man upon the floor of this Convention who would 
not, at any time, have acceded to his simple request 
had consent been consistent with principle. Mr. Towell 
was the sort of man that one wanted to please. He 
was a man who made one feel that one wanted to be 
at one’s best with him. Many men have to a measur- 
able degree such an influence, but their influence is 
limited by a lack of other qualities that command an- 
other sort of respect, and that the respect which men 
to be useful in a large way must have. Mr. Towell 
possessed these gifts. His judgment in practical af- 
fairs, as an instance, was stich that we easily called 
him master. This Diocese has received from him ser- 
vice that can never be thoroughly estimated. Its se- 
curities are of an impregnable character simply because 
our friend gave in most unstinted fashion his intelli- 
gence and business judgment to every investment that 
the trustees of the Diocese were obliged to make: He 
literally spent days in caring for our interests, and the 
trustees of the Diocese will unite with me in saying that 
we owe to him a debt of gratitude that cannot be 
adequately computed. A good man and a strong man 
has lived. I thank God that He permitted me to know 
him. I thank God that in the infancy of this Diocese 
He permitted James F. Towell to have a part in its 
counsels. If as a Diocese we have done good work 
for God, I, as the Bishop, desire to place upon record 
my conviction that, under God, we owe much to the 
Christian character and the consecrated wisdom of 
him whom we mourn today. 

The year 1907 will always be regarded as an event- 
ful one in the Church’s annals. The General Conven- 
tion year always is. This year, however, commem- 
orating three hundred years of Church life in Amer- 
ica, 18 exceptionally significant. And were nothing to 
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be done this autumn at Richmond save commemorating 
this fact, | am disposed to say that that would be 
sufficient. JI am not at all inclined to undervalue the 
importance of the legislation which brings our Digest 
and Canon Law into accord with ideals of truth and 
justice. For that in the last analysis is what this much- 
abused legislation means. And one can never tell 
when one may have reason to be thankful that valuable 
time has been given to what, in a discrediting way, is 
called ‘“‘canon tinkering.” So far as I can foresee, 
there is much less likelihood than in former years that 
many days of the Convention will be devoted to such 
work. And I feel that the Church would distinctly 
gain could the three weeks be spent in drawing helpful 
contrasts between the past and the present and in out- 
lining wise measures for the development of the 
Church in the future. 


PEACE CONFERENCE. 


The Bishops of the American Church have been 
asked to urge the importance of the Peace Conference 
to be held at The Hagne in Holland in June. I am 
glad to have the opportunity to express my costviction 
upon this important matter. There was a time when’ 
appeal to physical force seemed to be the on vy prac- 
ticable recourse between disputants. A differvnce be- 
tween nations was settled so far as it could 1e upon 
the battlefield. And when individuals differed they 
were expected to meet either in duel or a conflict in 
which victory was given to the strongest muscles or 
the strongest wills. In either, or any event, a conflict 
was inevitable. My contention is that such conflicts 
have only determined one thing,—and that not the / 
important thing after all. Wars have changed maps, 
but they have never decided vital issues. In a rudi- 
mentary state of development the stronger aid, pre- 
sumably, the wiser nations have been obliged to create 
and enforce by arms the policies which commended 
themselves to their judgment; but we have reached 
a point where a battle should be regarded as a court 
of last resort. If it-be what one of our greatest 
American Generals has said that it was, then a nation 
should avoid war in such a way that the moral effect 
will be that it regards it as a necessary evil. 
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I am perfectly aware of what men will say about 
the practicability of The Hague Conference. It is the 
fancy of dreamers, they tell us, and from the rostrum 
-and from the pulpit we hear that great armies andT 
navies are essential to peace. That is placing the 
emphasis where it does not belong. ‘The strongest 
nations are not those which govern by force, hut those — 
which by a consistent policy have so stimulated the” 
intelligence and moral principle of their people that \ 
appeal to reason and a sense of right will nieet with 
a ready response. Russia and Turkey govern by force 
and arms. England and the United States trust the 
intelligence and principle of their citizens to uphold 
measures that are to be enforced. I do not claim that 
the ideal has been reached with us here, but I do claim 
that a government is secure just in proportion to its 
success in developing the intellectual. and moral fibre 
of its people. And that is effected when the physical 
forces are relied upon only in extremities, when an 
appeal to the mind and heart becomes the dominant 
thought which characterizes the initial and every suc- 
cessive appeal which a government makes to its people. 
It has taken the world a great many centtries to learn 
this lesson in home government. The Church and the 
State alike have been slow to realize that God’s causes 
are to he victorious because God has put at the com- 
mand of His people forces and powers that would 
make them invincible. Both the Church and the State 
at times have regarded themselves, within certain 
spheres, as a great police force divinely authorized to 
exercise an authority which should so control men 
that they must move in the line of some policy that 
seemed wise. That the State and Church have the 
right to enforce their laws by discipline, no one will 
deny, but when their only argument is the rack, the 
stake or Siberia, their strength is likely to be exhausted 
in time and then will come “the deluge.” Men call 
that a strong government. I call it a weak one. To 
me it is the height of unwisdom, and it is sure to fail 
and to fali. I do not regard the Church as strong 
when she is retained in her position by social, financial 
or civil fortifications. When she can dominate be- 
cause she arbitrarily dispenses social, financial and civic 
favors, then men will be afraid of her and her official 
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class; then they will cringe and fawn upon her and it; 
but, in the changes which time works, a vengeance 
will be wreaked upon her and she will realize how 
colossal her mistake has been. The Church will only 
be eftective as she remembers that the Angel o1 the 
Lord said to Zechariah that the victories of God were 
not due to might or power, but to the Spirit; that, as 
St. Paul says, the only defensive and offensive weapon 
that she may wield for assault or protection is the 
“sword of the Spirit.” The Church is effective, not 
when she enforces her gospel by threats against the 
life, rights and properties and eternal distrust of her 
constituency, but when with spiritual force and spirit- 
ual excellence she arrests attention and convinces men 
that God is on her side. The Church is bound to take 
that stand for her own good, and I am speaking in this 
way and at this time because I want the Church in this 
fashion to uphold the idealists who are witnessing to 
their conviction that the State should develop a similar 
policy as it deals with its own people and other nations. 
The ideal may not be realized for centuries, but it is 
the glory of the present generation that a considerable 
number of great men in many Christian nations have 
affrmed the conviction that the old order is passing 
away, and that intelligent men believing in God should 
settle their disputes by arbitration and not by war, as 
in the past; that war is only a horrible necessity that 
must be averted, if possible, and only resorted to when 
every other measure has failed. I can understand how 
the man who does not believe in Christ might view 
this position, but I frankly say that I cannot understand 
how a Christian man can justify any other position 
than it. It is my desire that the clergy of the Diocese 
should throw their influence upon the side of this 
peace-loving and peace-making policy. We can help 
to create a conviction that will produce far-reaching 
results. Let us do so. 


AGED AND INFIRM CLERGY. 
There is a matter in which I am deeply interested. 
I cannot feel that, as a Church, we have dealt wisely 
with what may be called the aged and infirm clergy 
question. I do not propose to waste words upon the 
claim which these men have upon the Church. No one 
needs to be convinced of that. My own feeling is 
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that the best is being done with our present machinery 
that we can expect, but that this is wholly insufficient. 
Were the clergy paid adequate salaries, justifying the 
expenditure of a small sum each year for life insurance, 
nothing more could be said. Such, however, is not 
the case. We should, therefore, adopt a policy large 
and broad enough to enable us to assist materially in 
providing for our old and enfeebled veterans. My 
objection to the present arrangement is that it differ- 
entiates the clergy. The better plan, to my mind, 
would be to’ break down the wall of partition _between 
the poorer clergy and the clergy possessed of means, 
and, at a given age, pension them all alike. That this 
could be done will be evident when we bear in mind 
that other religious bodies have built up great retiring 
funds. And if others have done this, why cannot we? 
Why cannot this Church of ours, which numbers in its 
membership thousands of rich people, create a fund 
sufficient to yield to every clergyman, disabled by age 
or disease, a pension that will ease the burden of .ad- 
vanced years or physical infirmity? If our diocesan 
funds could be merged into the fund gathered by the 
Society established by the General Convention with 
such an end in view, I would not only consent to but 
would urge the measure. I believe that such a measure 
would arouse enthusiasm throughout the Church. The 
condition that a grant from the “Aged and Infirm 
Clergy Fund” should be contingent upon a declaration 
of sources of income is resented, and this contingent 
condition has given rise to correspondence that has 
hurt to the very quick the tender life of some of God’s 
faithful and earnest priests. And yet that some such 
condition should be insisted upon is but reasonable. I 
feel that the only large and righteous solution of the 
situation is a system which will insure to every man 
who has faithfully served the Church such a pension 
as I have already indicated. Offer such a pension to 
every man alike. Do not discriminate between the rich 
and the poor so that the poor man may not with 
entire self-respect take what is given him. That would 
very largely eliminate the vexing features of the exist- 
ing situation. I am inclined to believe that if the 
“Aged and Infirm Clergy Fund” were administered 
upon such a principle, we could immediately secure a 
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union of the funds of the several dioceses, and possibly 
of the several societies, in our vast general fund, and, 
what is more, I am confident that, with such an end in 
view, enthusiasm would be aroused that would quickly 
create a fund ample for the need. 

The present system gives rise to suspicion. The 
unsavory correspondence in our Church papers testifies 
to this, and the expressions in private often show how 
deeply-seated this suspicion is. And I do not believe 
that we can change this until we change the system. 
We have a great opportunity, just at present, in the 
fact that God in His providence has placed the Rev. 
Alfred J. P. McClure at the administrative head of 
the fund collected under the auspices of the General 
Convention. He is a man of singular force and with 
a large spirit of initiative, and were the Church at large 
to adopt this broader scheme, which he has suggested, 
I am sure that it might be made a success. Just so 
long, however, as grants are made in such a way that 
certain humiliating conditions must be complied with— 
and which so far as I can see, are imperative—there 
will be an undercurrent of feeling that some one is 
being neglected or slighted or unjustly dealt with. Of 
course it will be said that the richer clergy do not need 
the assistance. True, but they have an option to refuse 
a pension, and my impression has been that the richer 
clergy have generally been faithful stewards of their 
wealth. I believe that we could trust them to use such 
a pension for God. 

Why should it not be a good thing for this Diocese, 
assembled in Convention, to pledge itself to yield its 
fund collected for the benefit of the aged and infirm 
clergy to the trustees of the General Fund, so soon as 
the scheme proposed by the Treasurer of the above- 
mentioned body is consummated and put into opera- 
tion? I would be grateful should this Convention 
authorize its representatives to the General Convention, 
soon to meet at Richmond, to memorialize that body 
to legislate in the direction of such a policy, which 
seems to me to be a wise and practicable one. 


EDUCATIONAL, INSTITUTIONS. 
I believe that the time has come when schools, both 


for boys and girls, should be established in Southern 
California under the patronage of the Church. Hith- 
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erto I have felt unable to cope with such a problem. 
Many things have had to be done to strengthen the 
agencies already in existence. There seems to be, 
however, a demand for educational institutions of 
Primary, Grammar and High School grades, and I 
have already given the matter serious consideration. 
My feeling is that such schools should be the peers 
of any schools in the country for intellectual, spiritual 
and physical training, and, having that end in view, 
I have approached educators of reputation and ability 
in the East and upon this Coast. An opportunity is 
offered to us at this time in the willingness of a woman 
of marked culture and experience to undertake the es- 
tablishment of a Girls’ School at Sierra Madre. That 
site is unparalleled. The well known salubrity of that 
far-stretching bench of land at the foot of the hills, 
together with its accessibility, fits it to be the site of 
such an important institution. The lady who has the 
project in mind is one of the few women who have 
been trained at the Institute of Technology in Boston, 
and for the last year she has had entire charge of 
the English department in the Marlborough School in 
this city. The distinction of training in one of the 
great institutions of the land, and, of honorable affilia- 
tion with a school standing deservedly so high as does - 
the Marlborough, is very great. We shall take plenty 
of time to effect our plans. At least a year will be 
needed to make the project known. I ask the clergy 
and the laity to co-operate with me in this effort. You 
may advertise it and you may secure patronage for the 
school. I rely upon you for assistance. 


MISSIONS OF THE CITY. 


At this point I feel bound to recur to the subject 
of which for two successive years I have spoken to 
this Convention. The tremendous growth of the city 
is a fact and not a theory. And an equally important 
fact is the arrival in this community of a considerable 
number of our own communion who are gradually 
drifting from the Church. As the Bishop, having the 
advanced work as my especial charge, I must keep 
these two classes in mind. We have a very exceptional 
problem in Los Angeles to solve, and we cannot rely 
upon the conventional methods for a solution. 
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There are two ways of dealing with this matter: 


First—The ideal way would be to create, we will 
say, ten strong centers. From these centers might 
radiate influences that would reach the remotest parts 
of our city. Then to the centers might be drawn all 
of the elements which in the natural order of things 
we might be expected to influence. To such an end 
these ten strong churches should be served with a staff 
of clergy and lay helpers. And, did these churches have 
them, they would be able to reach every soul within 
parochial limits, and the Church under such a system 
would be strong and effective as an organization. But 
in this city we have but two churches served by more 
than one clergyman, and in one case the second man 
only assists at Sunday services, and in the other case 
the second man’s time is shared by the Hospital. The 
rectors of the Churches in this city have a larger work 
upon their hands than any men I happen to know of 
in the American Church. I am aghast at the colossal 
responsibility for visiting and parochial ministration 
which rests upon them. Single-handed and alone they 
are coping with a situation that fairly bristles with 
opportunities and duties. And I believe that, to a 
man, they are doing everything,. humanly speaking, 
’ within their power to render the Church an effective 
agent. If each of these rectors could be supplied with 
five assistants, and did they have a corps of sisters 
and deaconesses to aid them in their work, such a 
body at the different points would be forces that might 
readily bring the scattered church folk into line, and so 
organize them that they would in turn effect the un- 
evangelized hosts that are coming to us from every 
direction. That’ would be ideal—but these men are 
practically alone. They have been alone. They are 
very likely to remain alone. In view of such a situation 
what probability is there that these parishes are to 
become the ideal organization that could reach the one 
hundred and fifty thousand people who never enter 
the church door, and the hundreds of church people 


who are drifting into indifference, infidelity and un- 
belief ? 


Second—The second scheme is the one for which I 
stand, as it seems to me the only practical one under 
the circumstances. Give the Bishop and Missionary 
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Committee, or to somebody, or anybody, the right to 
establish new centers of work. That these should never 
be nearer than a mile to each other, every one will 
admit. Usually it would be better that they should 
be more widely separated than that; but Sunday 
Schools should be accessible without the expenditure 
of car fare, and places of worship ought to be so estab- 
lished that a draft upon the family exchequer would 
not be a large one. In establishing such centers, the 
proprieties should be had in mind. No man should be 
asked to work in such a field without a proper support. 
I believe that a sum could be fixed upon by this Con- 
vention that might be the minimum ,and thus an effect- 
ive ministry would be assured to the field. I do not 
believe in establishing a lot of little starving missions 
in this city. I think that a bad, a very. bad, policy. 
And I am happy to say that every mission started 
under my own personal direction here, within the limits 
of Los Angeles, has been so nurtured that today it is 
either in a self-supporting condition or amply provided 
for. During these eleven years missions have been 
established by parishes within their own boundaries 
that have had a precarious existence. I have done 
what I could for such, but I have not felt that I should 
assume a burden which others have created. Those 
who had created them were able to carry them, and 
I could not accept the responsibility for failure, nor 
would I have asked for credit for success. But when 
all this has been said, I want to repeat that we should 
increase our centers of work at places which I could 
indicate so soon as we are able to employ at a living 
salary strong and able and effective workers. 


THE MISSION FUNDS. 


I am grateful because of a rather unique condition 
of things to which I now call your attention. No one 
save those familiar with the facts can know how hard 
it has been for the Missionary Committee to finance 
its work. ,I have received complaints on several occa- 
sions when the Committee has not only been blameless, 
but when its individual members had assumed personal 
obligations for thousands of dollars. Delays and re- 
trenchments cannot be accounted for in the public press, 
and yet there have been times when, with such judg- 
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ment as they have been endowed with by God, have 
the members of the Missionary Committee been obliged 
to counsel both the one and the other. The Board has 
always hesitated to report a deficit to the Convention. 
When it has done so it has been charged with bad 
financiering, and when it has not done so it has laid 
itself open to other charges which have been rather 
hard to bear. This year has been a banner one. The 
Diocese has splendidly fulfilled its implied promise 
made in a resolution offered last year at the Conven- 
tion. And, as a consequence, the Missionary Commit- 
tee has been able to inaugurate a movement which will 
mean very much to the Diocese in the future. In the 
first place a fund of one thousand dollars has been 
placed at interest in one of our banks subject to im- 
mediate recall which will enable the treasurer to pay 
without delay the stipends of our missionaries. For- 
merly, in case of deficiency, the treasurer of the Diocese 
has been obliged to delay payment of stipends until the 
last Tuesday in the month, or call a special meeting of 
the Committee. And even then it was always possible 
that individuals composing the Committee might be 
unwilling to assume financial obligations of a rather 
large nature. The contingency no longer exists and, 
owing to the generosity of the Diocese, we have set 
aside a fund to be replenished, when depleted, which 
will enable future Committees always to meet their 
obligations. That is a fine end to have achieved. Then, 
again, the Missionary Committee has been able to in- 
crease the income of the missionaries with a “bonus” 
at the end of the year. Long ago we fixed upon a 
certain ideal up to which we would like to bring the 
stipend of every missionary in the Diocese; but with 
the funds actually in hand, and after balancing proba- 
bilities, we have made the appropriations which the 
outlook seemed to justify. This year we find that we 
could have given a little more than we have done, as 
a balance remains in the treasury after all obligations 
have been met. This, we feel, should be divided among 
the missionaries that our ideal might more closely be 
realized. We thought that you would not want any 
missionary balance to be carried over into the coming 
year; that you had given this money for missionary 
purposes, and that it was the desire of the Convention 
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that each missionary should get as much as it is pos- 
sible to appropriate to the field. 


We are now in a position where I feel at perfect 
liberty to urge upon you a fuller recognition of an 
obligation to extra diocesan claims. The Church at 
large has a tremendous work pressing upon it. A 
Church with a vision has no right to ignore it. It 
has asked us in this Diocese to give a large sum to 
that work, and we can do it if we choose. Eleven 
years ago we raised for our own work two thousand 
dollars. ‘The last year we raised more than seven thou- 
sand. And with these gifts to mission work our con- 
tributions to other causes have increased, and no man 
whom I know has been impoverished by his generosity. 
Many men have felt that they could not spend so 
much upon themselves because they have given to God, 
but, I feel sure, the compensations have been such 
that no man would recall a cent given to Christ and 
His Church. 

This autumn also an offering by the men of the 
Church is to be made at Richmond. The children 
and the women have been giving to missions in large 
sums for many years, but the men have been satisfied 
with such vicarious contributions. This year the 
Church asks the men themselves to unite in making 
a great offering to commemorate the Three Hundredth 
Anniversary of the introduction of Anglo-Saxon Chris- 
tianity upon our shores. I do not propose to do more 
than commend this movement to the men of the Dio- 
cese. It is a movement that needs no word of mine 
to justify it. I am free to say that every churchman 
should be so proud of the traditions of this Church 
of ours that he will gladly give something toward the 
sum to be raised. May I not suggest an ideal? Sup- 
pose that the Clergy and the Working Committees 
undertake to secure a dollar from every male member 
of the mission or the parish for the fund. There is 
a virtue in definiteness. I believe we have found that 
out in the basis upon which I originally placed the 
offerings for our Diocesan Missionary work. I know 
of parishes where my plan has been tried and success 
seems likely to follow. I wish that the Clergy could 
see their way towards using this opportunity as a 
means for personal approach to men in the interest of 
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missions. When and where the men have a sense of 
responsibility at all, they are apt to confine their inter- 
ests to the material fabric of the church building. I 
wish that through the M. T. O. movement we could 
make the. masculine element in the Church realize its 
missionary privileges and obligations. I beg of you, 
brethren of the clergy and laity, to unite with a deter- 
mined purpose and will to make this thank offering 
worthy of such a Church as ours. Four months re- 
main in which to organize and agitate, and within that 
time every man of this Church should be personally 
approached in the interest of this splendid effort. 

My message is ended, and I commend you to God’s 
loving care, May the Holy Spirit guide you into wise 
counsels and to achieve that which may redound to 
the glory of God the Father, God the Son, and God 
the Holy Ghost.

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APPENDIX B. 
Report of the Board of Missions 


The Board of Missions, in its annual report to the 
Diocesan Convention of 1907, begs leave to offer its 
congratulations on the splendid success that has at- 
tended the missionary efforts during the past year. 
This is in every respect the banner year in the mission- 
ary effort of our Diocese. 

There has never been a twelve months when as much 
money was raised for the extension of the Church’s 
work in Southern California as is now the case, and if 
money is an expression of interest it is fair to say that 
the conscience of the church people has been mightily 
quickened. At this present moment every Mission sta- 
tion, great and small, is filled, with one exception. 

New work has been begun at many points, and in 
every place the outlook is most hopeful and promising. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction that the stipends 
of the Missionaries are being very perceptibly increased. 

Five years ago the average salary was $43 a month. 
Today the average is $56 per month. At that time 
there were but two men receiving what this Conven- 
tion feels every man ought to receive as a minimum, 
viz., $900 a year. 

There are at this present moment seven men who 
receive either that much, or more, and there is a very 
considerable number who are in receipt of stipends 
very near to that amount. 

During the past year eight regular business meet- 
ings were held by your Board. 

In accordance with the instruction of the Convention 
a year ago an effort was made to bring about an ex- 
change of pulpits for the purpose of emphasizing the 
Church’s opportunities and duty in its missionary work. 
It is not possible to state what the exact value of this 
venture was or what effect it had. But it seems to the 
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Board that sufficient good resulted from the experi- 
ment to justify its continuance on broader and more 
general lines. 

If a system of exchange could be brought about so 
that during all the winter months the missionary pol- 
icy of our Church could be presented in some part of 
our Diocese by those best qualified to give it utterance, 
it would seem that great and lasting good would come 
from it, 


Another matter of vital importance received the at- 
tention of your Board. It was felt that the time had 
come when the apportionment asked of us by the Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Society in New York 
City ought to be met. We have never yet given the 
amount expected of us, but with the deepening interest 
in our own Diocesan work it seems reasonable to think 
that the Missionary apportionments for work in this 
country and abroad, however great they may seem, 
will meet the same generous response as the appor- 
tionments for the Diocese of Los Angeles. We there- 
fore desire to press upon the loyal church people of 
Southern California the necessity of rising to this duty. 
We feel quite certain that they do not need to be re- 
minded of the fact that wherever our Church is work- 
ing the necessity to support that work is as imperative 
upon us as it is to spend and be spent in all that is being 
done at our very doors. We urge them, therefore, to 
give the same earnest thought to the duty we owe 
to the Board in New York, as they do to every call 
and appeal that comes to them at home. 

We believe with such a determination that every 
penny, and more, of the amount apportioned to us can 
be raised without the slightest hurt to any interest 
here. 


This report would be incomplete without a word 
of grateful recognition to Him who is the giver of 
every good and perfect gift. 

Whatever success we have had is of Him and 
through Him and by Him to whom be praise and 
glory and honor forever and ever.

Report of Registrar and Librarian 


To the Twelfth Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles: 

I beg to make my twelfth annual report as Regis- 
trar: 

To the usual files of Church papers—the Spirit of 
Missions, Church Standard, Living Church, Anglican 
Chronicle of Hawaii, Los Angeles Churchman and 
Church Messenger, Crusader and various Parish pa- 
pers—has been added the Southern Churchman. We 
were fortunate in commencing with October 1, 1906, 
as there has appeared with each issue beginning with 
that date a brief history of some one of the Colonial 
Churches of Virginia. 

These histories of our earliest American Churches 
have an intrinsic value to American Churchmen. They 
have much in harmony with the reports of the James- 
town Celebration of the present and their perusal ought 
to be an inspiration to the various members of the ap- 
proaching General Convention to be held in Richmond, 
October next. 

The accumulation of Bishops’ charges and sermons, 
and other valuable material of the same sort, has gone 
on. And so have the lists of catalogues of Theological 
Seminaries and Colleges, of Almanacs and _ similar 
statistical publications. 

Quite recently we received from Mrs. Mary Selby, 
of our See City, the New York Churchman from Jan- 
uary to June for the year 1878, excepting the single 
number of March 16th. These are the earliest copies 
of the New York Churchman in the Registry. 

A file of the New York Churchman for twenty years 
—1887 to 1907, inclusive—has been completed, ex- 
cepting only ten numbers, which we are yet in hopeful 
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pursuit of. This file has been brought about by addi- 
tional contributions, from the iBshop of the Diocese, of 
the Churchman for 1906, and also by numerous odd 
numbers contributed by Mrs. Eunice Finch of the Pro- 
Cathedral Parish, from her own private files. These 
odd numbers could not have been otherwise procured 
except at considerable trouble of correspondence and, 
possibly, outlays of money. They, therefore, place the 
Diocese under a special debt of acknowledged grati- 
tude to the donor. 

The numbers yet needed are November 12 and 26 
of 1887; July 11, October 31, November 7 and 14, 
December 26 of 1891; August 23 of 1902, and June 16, 
December 12 of 1903. 

Other additions to the Registry include the Century 
Dictionary, ten volumes, half Morocco binding, pro- 
fusely illustrated. This valuable dictionary is the gen- 
erous gift of our Gen. J. G. Chandler of the Pro-Ca- 
thedral. 

The Registrar of a Diocese organized eighty-seven 
years ago, in this report for 1906, uses the following 
words in referring to the Registry as a Library: 

“This Library has its use as a Depository of rare 
and valuable books which, if left in the possession of 
individuals, are sure to be lost.” And “this Library 
ought to supply the needs of the present. Fifty new 
books of modern thought, each year, would be helpful 
to all the Clergy. A plan of circulation could be de- 
vised by which the most isolated Missionary could be 
supplied.” 

The sooner our own Diocese can provide itself a 
Diocesan House, with a Registrar’s Office large enough 
to furnish room for such additional contributions, the 
better. And if the funds for the circulation of such 
helpful books, among the isolated and distant Clergy 
of the Diocese, could at once be provided, with one of 
their own number to take charge of the circulation, 
it would be a most admirable scheme. 
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We commend both important objects to the consid- 
eration of this Convention. 

The Diocesan Chart brings certain statistics down 
to the present, notably the large increase of Lay Read- 
ers in service. 

The Diocesan Scrap Book has eleven (11) additional 
pages of Parochial and Diocesan happenings from the 
standpoint of local dailies and other sources. If not 
always entirely reliable, they yet furnish information 
which is not included in the Diocesan Journals. 

The services of one ordination to the Priesthood 
have been put on record. 

We have secured the Journals and Annual Reports, 
for 1906, of 77 of the 63 Dioceses and 21 Domestic 
Missionary Districts of the American Church. This in- 
cludes the first of Cuba and of Old Mexico. 

Duplicate Journals of 1906 received, 40. 

Our donations to the Mother Diocese of California, 
from whose Registrar we have received most cordial 
acknowledgments, have been 527 Journals from our 
stock of Duplicates of 77 different Dioceses and Mis- 
sionary Districts, with an average of I to 24 each. 

Nine General Convention Journals, one of the year 
1868. 

Four Digests of Canons, one of the year 1857. 

The Canons of nine different Dioceses, including our 
last revised edition. 

The annual address and charges of our own Bishop 
for the last six years, 

Two hundred and sixteen copies of the Spirit of Mis- 
sions, including several of the earlier years and quite a 
number complete files of later years, 

Total number of pieces sent, 767; to form the nu- 
cleus of a new Registry to replace the one entirely de- 
stroyed by the earthquake and fire of April 18, 1906. 

We also included in the box a file of the Living 
Church for fifteen (15) years, the splendid contribu- 
tion of L. S. Porter of Altadena, Cal. 
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The expense of packing, cartage and freight to San 
Francisco was charged to this Diocese. 

From our duplicate Journals we have also made 
substantial contributions to the Registries of Harris- 
burg and Maine, for which we have received yery cor- 
dial expressions of thanks from their Registrars. 

During the twelve months ending with April 30, 
fifty-four (54) lists of confirmation classes of the Dio- 
cese, numbering from one to seventy-nine, each, have 
been received and entered upon the Record—with a to- 
tal of confirmees for the year of 515. Of these 187 
were males, 325 females, 318 were under 20 years of 
age, 350 were furnished by the American Church, 144 
by twelve denominational Churches; the sect of “Little 
Disciples” first appearing among them. 

Nineteen Parishes and Missions of the Diocese fur- 
nished no classes. 

Fifty-five per cent were confirmed in the See City.

Report of the Church Extension Society 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
for Southern California 


TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 


The Board of Directors of this Society respectfully 
submits its twentieth Annual Report to the Convention 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles ; and for the fuller infor- 
mation of the members of the Convention it would ask 
leave to repeat at this time some matter taken from 
previous reports, 


The Society was incorporated in March, 1887, as the 
result of action taken by a meeting representing the 
Churchmen of Southern California, in the preceding 
January. 

Its objects, as expressed in the Articles of Incorpo- 
ration, are: ‘To acquire by purchase, donation, or 
otherwise, lands and other property, real and personal ; 
to sell, convey, mortgage and lease the same; and to 
assist by loans or donations, in erecting churches, par- 
sonages, schools, hospitals, asylums and other build- 
ings, and to do all necessary things in connection there- 
with for the advancement of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church ‘in the State of California. And also to ac- 
quire and hold property, real and personal, in trust for 
any parish or mission now existing, or that may here- 
after be formed in compliance with the Constitution 
and Canons of said Church.” 

The purposes which it is designed to serve are chiefly 
these: 

1. To assist Mission Congregations in building or 
acquiring churches, parsonages, guildhalls and other 
necessary buildings; and generally, to do such service 
to struggling congregations within this Diocese as is 
done by the American Church Building Fund Commis- 
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sion for the Church at large, but with greater flexi- 
bility of conditions of loan or donation. Under this 
head, the Society has made loans, varying in amount 
from $200 to $500, to the congregations at Sierra 
Madre, Duarte, Glendale, Long Beach, San Pedro and 
Redondo, in Los Angeles County; to the Church of the 
Ascension, St. Luke’s Church, and to All Saints’ Mis- 
sion, in Los Angeles City; to the Missions at Fall 
Brook and Escondido in San Diego County; to St. 
James’ Mission, San Diego, and to All Saints’ Mission, 
Oxnard, Ventura County. 

2. To assist in securing land for churches, parson. 
ages or other church purposes, while the price is low, 
in new towns and settlements, where the two or there 
resident church people would not feel called on to take 
steps for the purpose because of their weakness in mem- 
bers and means. Such assistance will sometimes turn 
the scale in favor of the Church, and plant it perma- 
nently in places where otherwise no foothold would be 
gained for years. In many cases property thus secured 
for the Church will represent in a few years an im- 
mense increase of value. 

3. To hold property as trustee for unincorporated 
congregations. There was no Diocesan corporation 
until 1898, eleven years subsequent to the formation 
of this Society; and during those years the service 
rendered by it to the Church was of very great im- 
portance. Since the incorporation of the Diocese, the 
Society has taken title as Trustee only under special 
circumstances, or where some special reason called for 
it. Excepting only a few cases, the lots previously 
held by the Society have been deeded to the Trustees 
of the Diocese. 

The great aim of the Society at present is to assist 
struggling Missions in securing the necessary build- 
ing equipment. The list, already given, of Missions 
so assisted, will show how well this has already been 
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done. The capital of the Society has never amounted 
to more than about $1900. That fact, if made known, 
should occasion both surprise and regret. Surprise that 
so much has been done with means so small. Regret 
that members of the Church have not made the Society 
more efficient by giving it larger means. 

Nearly one-half of its small capital was given by 
two men, now deceased, whose names will always be 
held in honour in this Diocese—Mr. John W. Hugus 
and Mr. James F. Towell. Are there not others to fol- 
low in their steps? 

Loans to assist Missions in building are made on 
condition of repayment in three annual installments, 
with a low interest. Thus if any person should donate 
_ $100 to the Capital Fund of the Society, he will know 
that every three years, perpetually, a new Mission will 
be aided by him in procuring its church building. And 
so his hundred dollars will keep going on, long after 
he has passed away, until in a hundred years he will 
have helped to build not less than thirty-three churches. 

It has been made public that, by the will of a re- 
cently deceased Churchwoman, the Society is to receive 
a bequest of $30,000, in trust for the maintenance and 
extension of Missionary work in San Diego County. 
The estate is not yet settled, and the Society has, sc 
far, received no official information regarding it.

Report of the Auditing Committee 


To the Twelfth Annual Convention of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles: 

Your Auditing Committee begs to report: 

That it has made a careful examination of the books 
and accounts of the Directors of the Corporation of the 
Church in the Diocese, for the year ending May 9, 1907, 
and found the same correct. 

It has also examined the securities representing the 
invested funds of the Diocese, consisting of bonds and 
loans, the latter being secured by notes, mortgages and 
policies of insurance, all of which were found in order, 
except in the following particulars: Policies of insur- 
ance relating to the loans to W. J. Krutz and J. A. 
Keeney have expired but are now in process of renewal. 
The note and mortgage securing the loan to G. L. 
Eldredge are long past due, though still in effect; the 
Committee recommends that a new note and mortgage 
be given. 

The certificate of title relating to the loan to M. E. 
Knox has been withdrawn for some time past for pur- 
pose of making transfer of the property, and a receipt 
for the same appears in the file; the Committee rec- 
ommends that the certificate be returned at the earliest 
opportunity. 

The notes securing the several loans are on deposit 
with the First National Bank for collection, and were 
there inspected by your Committee. 

The remaining papers relating to the loans, together 
with the bonds, are kept in the safe at the Diocesan 
House under the personal charge of Mr. R. H. Norton, 
one of the Directors of the Corporation, a gentleman 
in every way well fitted to give the efficient and con- 
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stant attention demanded of the custodian of these se- 
curities. 

Your Committee approves of the recommendation 
made by Mr. Norton that all the bonds owned by the 
Diocese be registered. 

Your Committee has also examined the books of 
the Treasurer of the Diocese for the year ending May 
10, 1907, and found all accounts correct. Complete 
vouchers for all transactions are on file with the ex- 
ception of several receipts which have not as yet been 
returned to the Treasurer. Your Committee has sat- 
isfied itself that in these instances the disbursements 
have been regularly made. The balances shown to be 
due the several accounts are on deposit in the First 
National Bank to the credit of W. C. Mushet, Treas- 
urer of the Diocese of Los Angeles. 

The Committee feels that it is scarcely necessary to 
state that the Treasurer’s books are kept in the same 
excellent manner that it has been its pleasure to report 
in past years. 

Your Committee has also compared the Financia! 
Reports presented by the Directors of the Corpuration, 
and the Treasurer of the Diocese, with the books of the 
same, and find them in agreement therewith.

Served at St. Mary’s, Carlisle, 1869-74; St. 
Peter’s, Huddersfield, 1874-77; St. John Bap- 
tist’s, Leeds, 1877-80. Government Railway 
Chaplain in India, St. Andrew’s, Lahore, 1880- 
1895. Domestic Chaplain to the Lord Bishop of 
Lahore, 1892-95. Author of “Unto the Utmost 
Bounds of the Everlasting Hills.” 

Mr. Macduff’s long service in India resulted 
in his being almost incapacitated for the duties 
of his ministry, having, while there, received two 
sun-strokes, which so impaired his health that, 
for several years, he found it necessary to dwell 
at Clifton Springs Sanitarium, N. Y. Coming to 
California a few years ago, he again attempted to 
perform ministerial duties at Santa Paula, but 
found himself unequal to the work. For four or 
five years previous to his death he made his home 
in Montecito Valley, regularly attending the ser- 
vices of All Saints’-By-the-Sea, and taking such 
occasional services as his health permitted. His

Journal of the Proceedings of the 
Convention. 


St. PAuL’s PrRo-CATHEDRAL, 
Los ANGELES, May 13, A. D. 1908. 

The Thirteenth Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m., on this day. | 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by the Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, as Epis- 
toler, and Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., as Gospeller, and 
in the administration of the Sacred Elements by the 
Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph. 
D., Rev. J. D. H. Browne and Rev. George Robin- 
son. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy entitled 
to seats in the Convention, and forty-six responded to 
their names. 

The roll-call of Parishes and Missions followed, of 
which forty-six responded, being represented by one 
hundred and two Lay-Delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready for 
business. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. (Ap- 
pendix A.) 

Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips moved a suspension of 
the Rules of Order, and that the reading of the Order 
of Business be dispensed with. Adopted. 
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The Convention proceeding to the election of a 
Secretary, it was moved by Rev. Dr. Trew, seconded 
by Chaplain Hubbard, that the Chair be requested to 
cast the ballot of the Convention for the re-election. 
of the Rev. Alfred Fletcher. 


It was so ordered and, on the ballot being cast, the 
Chair declared Rev. Alfred Fletcher elected. 


The Secretary appointed Rev. T. ‘C. Marshall as 
Assistant Secretary. 


Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack offered a resolution 
that the courtesies of the Convention be extended to 
all visiting clergymen and that they be invited to oc- 
cupy seats on the floor. Adopted. 


Rev. Dr. Trew moved that that portion of the Bish- 
op’s address, relating to the Thank Offering to be 
presented at the Pan-Anglican Conference in London, 


be referred to a Committee of three to be appointed 
by the Chair. Adopted. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. Dr. 
Trew, Rev. Henderson Judd and Mr. C. K. Alley, 


Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., moved that the Chair be 
requested to appoint a Committee of three. to which 
shall be referred that portion of the Bishop’s address 
relating to the City Missions Society—to report to 
this Convention. Adopted. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. C. 
T. Murphy, Jr., Rev. T. C. Marshall and Very Rev. 
Wm. MacCormack. 


On motion of Rev. J. D. H. Browne, it was resolved 
that an evening session be held at 8 o'clock ; and that 
such session take the character of a Missionary meet- 
ing. 

Rev. Mr. Quimby moved that the Convention take a 
recess until 2:00 o’clock. 
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On reassembling in the Parish Hall at the hour 
named, the Chair announced the appointment of the 
Regular and Special Committees. (Pages 4 and 5.) 


Rev. Dr. Trew presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Canons: 


The Committee on Canons, in presenting its report 
on the matters submitted to it, recommends that the 
proposed amendment to Title II, Canon IV, Section 
95, offered by Mr. H. E. Brett, prescribing a method 
of preparing the lists of qualified voters at the annual 
Mission and Parish meetings, be not adopted. 

It, also, recommends the non-adoption of the pro- 
posed amendment to Title II, Canon II, Section 72, 
offered by Mr. R. H. Norton, relating to the forma- 
tion of a Mission within the limits of a Parish. 

It, further, recommends the adoption of a new 
Canon, to be known as Title II, Canon VIII, relating 
to Mission and Parish Guilds. 


As germane to the report of the Committee, though 
not a part of it, Dr. Trew also referred to the action 
of the Special Committee, appointed by the last Con- 
vention to petition the Legislature regarding the pre- 
vention of voting by proxy, and requested that the 
Chancellor of the Diocese be permitted, at his time, 
to report to the Convention the progress of such 
Special Committee. 


Such permission being given, Mr. H. T. Lee stated 
that the difficulties in the way of the: Special Commit- 
tee were so great and of so complicated a character, 
entailing the expenditure of a considerable sum of 
money, that much progress could not be made; and 
that it would require the undivided attention of some 
one person for several months to bring the matter to 
a successful issue. 


In accordance with the foregoing recommendations, 
Rev. Dr. Trew offered the following resolutions: 


1. That the proposed amendment to Title II, Canon 
IV, Section 95, be not adopted. Carried. 
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2. That the proposed amendment to Title II, Canon 
II, Section 72, be not adopted. Carried. 
3. That the proposed new Canon, Title II, Canon 
VIII, be adopted, as follows: 
MISSION OR PARISH GUILDS. 


Section 113. If any persons, members of a Mission 
or Parish, desire to organize a Guild for Church work 
within such Mission or Parish, provision shall be 
made for two classes of membership: 

1. Regular members ; 

2. Honorary members. 

The qualifications for “regular members” shall be 
those laid down for membership in Missions and Par- 
ishes, respectively, in Sections 61 and 95 of these 
Canons. 

Any person not qualified as above to be a regular 
member of the Guild, but desiring to co-operate in 
its work, may be admitted as an “honorary member” 
by vote of the other members; provided, however, 
that honorary members shall not have the right of 
voting, or of holding either of the following offices: 
President, Vice-President, Treasurer, or Secretary. 

Sec. 114. In the case of any Mission or Parish 

Guild, or similar association of members of a Mission 
or Parish, acquiring by purchase, donation or other- 
wise, real property for the benefit and uses of such 
‘Mission or Parish, the title thereto shall be vested, 
in the case of a Mission, in the Diocesan Corporation, 
upon the trusts and with the powers provided in Sec- 
tion 65 of these Canons; and in the case of a Parish, 
in the Parochial Corporation. 


The sections being acted upon separately, Section 
114 of the proposed new canon was adopted; Section 
113 was laid on the table for further consideration. 

Dr. W. G. Bower reported on behalf of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials that the certificates from twenty- 
eight Parishes and eighteen Missions were correct; 
and recommended that the Lay-Delegates from St. 
Luke’s Mission, Monrovia, be recognized and received 
as duly qualified representatives, when the said Mis- 


sion shall have been admitted into union with the 
Convention. 
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Rev. Dr. Dotten presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Admission of Parishes and Missions into 
union with the Convention—that it had received the 
application of All Saints’ Church, Highland Park, Los 
Angeles, and of St. Luke’s Mission, Monrovia, for 
admission into union with the Convention of the Dio- 
cese. 

The Committee finds that the aforesaid Parish and 
Mission have complied with the Canonical require- 
ments, and recommends that they be admitted. 

MM. C.~DoTten,

C. M. Moore. 


The recommendation was adopted, and the above- 
named Parish and Mission were, on motion, admitted 
into union with the Convention. 


The Treasurer read the list of delinquent Missions 
which had failed to pay the full amount of their Dio- 
cesan assessment. They were the following: Church 
of the Good Shepherd Mission, Hemet; St. Andrew’s 
Mission, Long Beach; Church of the Neighborhood 
Mission, Los Angeles; St. John’s Mission, Needles; 
Grace Mission, Oceanside; St. Paul’s Mission, San 
Jacinto; St. Matthias’ Mission, Whittier. 

The Treasurer, also, read the list of the Parishes 
and Missions which had failed to pay in full their 
Diocesan apportionment for the Missionary work of 
the Diocese: St. Michael’s Mission, Carlsbad; St. 
Mark’s Mission, Glendale; Church of the Good Shep- 
herd Mission, Hemet; Trinity Mission, Hueneme; St. 
Andrew’s Mission, Long Beach; Church of the As- 
cension, Jos Angeles; St. Luke’s Church, Los An- 
geles; St. Mark’s Mission, Los Angeles; Church of 
the Neighborhood Mission, Los Angeles; Grace Mis- 
sion, Oceanside; St. Paul’s Church, Pomona; St. 
Jokn’s Church, San Bernardino; St. Paul’s Church, 
San Diego; St. James’ Mission, San Diego; Church 
of Our Saviour, San Gabriel; St. Paul’s Mission, San 
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Jacinto; St. Paul’s Mission, Ventura; St. Matthias’ 
Mission, Whittier; St. John’s Mission, Wilmington. 


Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., presented the report of 
the Special Committee on that portion of the Bishop’s 
address relating to the City Mission Society, and asked 
for the unanimous consent of the Convention to refer 
a proposed new Canon on City Mission Societies—Ti- 
tle III, Canon VII, Section 143—to the Committee on 
Canons, to report to this Convention. 


Such unanimous consent was given, and a resolu- 
tion embodying such reference was adopted. 


The report of the Standing Committee was pre- 
sented by Rev. J. D. H. Browne, and was received 
and placed on file. (Appendix B.) 


Mr. W. C. Mushet read the report of the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, which, on motion, was received. (Ap- 
pendix C.) 


The thirteenth annual report of the Registrar was 
presented by Rev. Henderson Judd. (Appendix D.) 

Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack moved that, in re- 
ceiving the report, a hearty vote of thanks be ex- 
tended to the Registrar for his faithful and valuable 
services to the Diocese. Adopted. 


Mr. J. H. Pearman offered a resolution that, in 
view of the great importance to the Church of the 
matters which were discussed in the Bishop’s address, 
the fullest publicity be given to it: that, in furtherance 
of this, 5000 copies be ordered printed for general 
circulation, and that the clergy are hereby directed 
to read the entire address to their respective congre- 
gations at an early date. Adopted. 


Rev. J. D. H. Browne offered a resolution regarding 
the Eastman Educational Endowment Fund, that a 
Committee of three be appointed by the Chair to con- 
sider what steps should be taken looking to a propor- 
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tionate division of the, fund—to report to this Con- 
vention. Adopted. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. J. 
D. H. Browne, Mr. H. T. Lee and Mr. H. H. Duryee. 


The report of the Corporation of the Diocese was 
presented by the Treasurer. Received. (Appendix 
qa) 


Mr. H. E. Brett offered a resolution that the Special 
Committee, appointed to petition the Legislature re- 
garding the restriction of proxies, be discharged,- and 
that the Committee on Canons be requested to prepare 
and present to the next Convention a Canon regu- 
lating the use of proxies at Parish elections. Adopted. 


Communications from the Secretary of the House 
of Deputies, relating to the proposed changes in the 
Constitution of the Church, and from the Assistant 
Treasurer of the General Clergy Relief Fund, regard- 
ing the receipts and disbursements of that fund in 
this Diocese, were read by the Secretary and placed 
on file. 


On motion, the Convention proceeded to place in 
nomination the names of candidates for the several 
Committees.

Good Shepherd Mission, Hemet; Church of 
the Neighborhood Mission, Los Angeles; St. John’s 
Mission, Needles; Grace Mission, Oceanside; St. 
Paul’s Mission, San Jacinto. Adopted. 


The Secretary, in a statement regarding the publi- 
cation of the Journal, called attention to the tardiness 
of many of the Parishes and Missions in forwarding 
their annual Parochial reports, and said that eight of 
such reports were still lacking, thereby contributing 
to delay in printing the Journal.

“Convention sends greetings. Prays God’s blessing 


on your great work and pledges the support of the 
Church in this Diocese.” 


Rev. Wm. F. Hubbard presented the following reso- 
lution : 


Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be 
authorized to place the sum of thirty dollars at the 
disposal of the Bishop, to be used at his discretion, to 
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further the work of the Inter-Denominational Com- 
mission on Marriage and Divorce during the coming 
year. Adopted. 


Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack presented the report 
of the Board of Missions. Received. (Appendix H.) 


Mr. J. B. Phillips offered the following resolutions: 

Resolved, (1) That the apportionment for Diocesan 
Missions shall be, this year, at the rate of $1.20 per 
capita upon the number of communicants reported by 
each Parish and Mission in union with the Convention, 
to be tabulated by the Finance Committee in connec- 
tion with the assessments for Diocesan needs; 

(2) That in tabulating said communicants the 
Finance Committee is instructed to scrutinize the re- 
ports, is empowered to call for information from the 
Parish or Mission concerned, and is required to report 
to Convention any serious discrepancies found to exist. 


On motion these resolutions, severally, were adopted. 


Rev. Dr. Trew, on behalf of the Committee on 
Canons, reported its action on the matter referred to 
it, on the preceding day, by the Special Committee on 
City Missions, viz.: a proposed new Canon on ‘City 
Mission Societies, and recommended the adoption of 
the following as such Canon: 


TILE, Tit, CANON VII 
CITY MISSION SOCIETIES. 


Section 143. “In the discretion and under the di- 
rection of the Bishop of the Diocese, City Mission So- 
cieties may be organized for the purpose of ministering 
to such classes and conditions as are not reached by 
ordinary parochial agencies. All by-laws or rules 
drawn up for their government shall be subject to the 
approval of the Bishop, and to the authority of the 
Canons of the Diocese. The Clergyman who shall 
be appointed by the Bishop to the charge of any such 
Society shall present to the Bishop at each Annual 
Convention of the Diocese a detailed report of its 
work, and of its receipts and expenditures.” 


By resolution of the Convention, the Canon was 
adopted. 
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Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., as Chairman of the Special 
Committee on City Missions, presented this resolution : 


Resolved, That this Convention, recognizing the im- 
portance of giving permanent and efficient form to the 
City Mission work now being done in the City of 
Los Angeles, and, also, of providing for other forms 
of special work, which cannot be done by the Parishes 
and Missions separately, commends the Los Angeles 
City Mission Society to the consideration and support 
of the Clergy and congregations of the Diocese, and 
especially of this city, and further recommends that 
an opportunity be given the Superintendent, or his 
representative, to present the claims of the work, in 
each congregation, once during the year, and that an 
offering be taken for its support. Adopted. 


Rey. Joseph McConnell moved that the proposed 
new Canon, suggested as Title II], Canon VIII, Sec- 
tion 113, relating to the membership of Guilds in the 
Parishes and Missions, be referred back to the Com- 
mittee on Canons, the Committee to report to this 
Convention. 


The matter was so referred. 


The following resolution was presented by Mr. G. 
W. Parsons: 


Resolved, That this Convention is in full sympathy 
with the work of the Seaman’s Institute in the port 
of San Francisco during the last thirteen years, 
strongly advocates the adoption of some plan for 
bringing the sailors’ spiritual and temporal needs be- 
fore Church people, and recommends that co-operation 
in such work be requested of the Seaman’s Institute; 
and that, in accordance with the resolution adopted at 
the last Diocesan Convention at San Francisco :-— 

“One Sunday in the year be set apart by the Clergy 
of each Parish and Mission when the cause of the 
work of Missions to seamen may be definitely pleaded 
for our Southern California Coast; and be it also 

Resolved, That a Committee be appointed by the 
Bishop to promote and further the matter in question. 
Adopted. 


The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. ls 
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DEH Browne; Rev; RB; Gooden; Rev” Baker 2: 
Lee, Mr. G. W. Parsons and Mr. H. E. Brett. 

Mr. J. B. Phillips presented the report of the Special 
Committee on Proposed Form of Parochial Report. 

He stated that the form of report which the Com- 
mittee recommended was the result of a comparison 
of many similar forms as used in other Dioceses ; that, 
while it was not perfect, it seemed to have proved its 
effectiveness and its acceptability through its tentative 
use in this Diocese for two successive years, inasmuch 
as no serious criticism had been made, and no criticism 
at all in writing had been offered to the Committee 
which had it under consideration.. He moved the 
adoption of the report, and that the Committee be dis- 
charged from further service. Adopted. 


Rev. P. H. Hickman offered the following resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved, That the Diocese of Los Angeles, in Con- 
vention assembled, expresses its cordial sympathy with 
the efforts of the California Anti-Race Track League 
to suppress that form of gambling in the State of 
California. Adopted. 


Rey. Baker P. Lee presented the following: 


Resolved, ‘That the Secretary be instructed to con- 
form the title page of the Journal to the Preamble of 
the Constitution adopted at Richmond by the General 
Convention, so that it shall read, “Journal of the Thir- 
teenth Annual Convention of the Church i in the Diocese 
of Los Angeles.”” Adopted. 


Rev. J. D. H. Browne reported on behalf of the 
Special Committee on the Eastman Educational Fund, 


as follows: 

The Special Committee on the Eastman Educational 
Fund, to which was referred the resolution of the 
Rev. J. D. H. Browne, having carefully considered the 
subject in all of its details, as well as the past negotia- 
tions with the Trustees of the Fund; and in view of 
the fact that the said Trustees have never refused to 
make applicants from this Diocese beneficiaries of the 
Fund, respectfully reports that in its judgment it would 
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be unwise at the present time to reopen the question 
of the division of the Fund. 
Joun D. H. Browne,

On motion, the report was received. 


The Chair re-appointed Mr. H. T. Lee as Chan- 
cellor of the Diocese. 


Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., read a resolution adopted 
by the Sunday School Institute, “that the Sunday 
School Institute of the Diocese of Los Angeles again 
respectfully draws the attention of the Convention of 
the Diocese to the important place in the Missionary 
advance of the Diocese that should be held by the 
Sunday School work, and renews its petition for the 
provision of the services of a Field Secretary by the 
Board of Missions.” 

In connection therewith, Rev. Mr. Murphy offered 
a resolution that the Board of Missions be authorized 
to make such provision as soon as the funds at its 
disposal shall warrant it. Adopted. 


The following memorial resolution for deceased 
brethren was unanimously adopted by the Convention: 


Resoived, That this Convention sincerely grieves 
the loss of the Rev. John Brann and the Rev. Edward 
W. Meany, Priests of the Diocese and Clerical mem- 
bers of this Convention; and directs the Secretary to 
place a memorial page, for each of the deceased 
brethren, in the Convention Journal for this year. 

Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack presented the fol- 
lowing: 

Resolved, ‘That this Convention expresses its appre- 
ciation of the efforts of the Board of Missions to make 
the stipend of every Missionary in the Diocese $900 
a year, and respectfully urges the members of the 


Board to press the matter as quickly as the funds on 
hand may permit. Adopted. 


The report of the Hospital of the Good Samaritan 
was presented by Mr. Gregory Perkins, Jr., and re- 
ceived. (Appendix I.) 
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On behalf of Rev. M. M. Moore, District Secretary 
of the Men’s Thank Offering, the Secretary read his 
final report of the amount contributed by this Diocese 
towards that Offering. 

On motion, the report was received, and the Secre- - 
tary was instructed to print it as an appendix in the 
Journal. (Appendix J.) 

The Convention took a recess for ten minutes. 

On the Convention being called to order, the Judge 
of Election presented the report of the tellers on the 
first ballot. | 

All of the Committees being voted for simulta- 
neously, it required seven ballots to elect the Standing

C. T. Murphy, Jr., offered a resolution that the 
Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles send greet- 
ings, through the Rev. Dr. Bowers, to the Conference 
of the Eighth Missionary Department, and requests 
that the dates of future meetings of the Department 
be ‘set so as not to conflict with the Sessions of this 
Convention. Adopted. 


Rev. Dr. Trew reported .for the Committee on 
Canons in regard to the matter referred to it by the 
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resolution of Rev. Joseph McConnell, relating to a 
proposed new Canon on Guilds, and recommended the 
adoption by the Convention of the following: 


TITLE Il, CANON VIII. 
MISSION AND: PARISH GUILDS) ETC; 

Section 113. If any persons, members ‘of a Mis- 
sion or Parish, desire, having the approval of the Mis- 
sionary or Rector, to organize a Guild or other similar, 
Society for Church work within such Mission or Par- 
ish, provision shall be made that the regular members 
of such Societies, with right to vote and hold the offices 
‘of President, Vice-President, Treasurer or Secretary, 
shall possess the qualifications laid down for member- 
ship in Missions and Parishes, respectively, in Sections 
61 and 95 of these Canons. Other persons may be 
admitted as honorary members; provided, that the pro- 
visions of this Section (113) shall not apply to Guilds 
or Societies known as ‘“‘Junior Societies,” being those 
whose membership is chiefly composed of persons 
under age. 


By resolution of the Convention, the Canon was 
adopted. 


Mr. H. E. Brett offered a resolution to refer the 
following proposed Canon on Election Lists to the 
Committee on Canons, to be’ reported on at the next 
Convention : 


TitLé II, Canon IV, Secrion 95. Amend by strik- 
ing out the first paragraph of the present Canon and 
substituting therefor the following: 

“The election for Vestrymen and Trustees shall be 
by ballot. The Treasurer and Wardens acting as a 
Committee on Credentials shall prepare a list of all 
persons qualified-to vote at the annual Parish Meeting, 
and shall post the same in a conspicuous place at or , 
near the principal entrance to the Church, not later 
than the tenth day of April. Protests against the 
omission of any name from such list of voters, or 
against the wrongful inclusion of any name therein, 
may be lodged with the Committee not later than ten 
days before the date of the meeting, and decided by 
them not later than five days before the date of the 
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meeting, subject to appeal to the Bishop or Parish 
Meeting. All persons who may become qualified elect- 
ors of the Parish after the posting of such list shall 
be entitled to have their names added thereto. The 
following shall be qualified electors :” 


Also, subject to the adoption by the Convention of 
the above amendment: 


Amend Title II, Canon I, Section 61, by adding 
thereto: 


“The officers of the Mission, acting as a Committee 
on Credentials, shall prepare a list of all persons quali- 
fied to vote at such Annual Meeting, and shall post 
the same in a conspicuous place at or near the prin- 
cipal entrance to the Mission Church, not later than 
the tenth day of April. Protests against the omission 
of any name from such list of voters, or against the 
wrongful inclusion of any name therein, may be lodged 
with the Committee not later than ten days before 
the date of the meeting, and decided by them not later 
than five days before the date of the meeting, subject 
to appeal to the Bishop or to the Annual Meeting. All 
persons who may become qualified electors of the 
Mission after the posting of such list shall be entitled 
to have their names added thereto.” 


The resolution to refer was adopted. 


The Bishop stated to the Convention the purpose of 
the Pan-Anglican Thank-Offering, and said that he 
would like to convey from this Diocese a voluntary 
offering that in some degree would express the deep 
debt of gratitude we owe to the Mother-Church for 
her fostering care of the Church in this part of the 
world. 


Rev. Henry Quimby offered the following resolu- 
tion: 


Resolved, That, realizing the great benefits which 
this nation has received, under God, by the work and 
endeavor of the S. P. G., it is hereby suggested that 
the Clergy of the several Parishes and Missions re- 
quest the voluntary offerings of their congregations, 
on May 17th, to be added to the Thank-Offering to 
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be placed by the Bishop on the altar of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, London, at the Pan-Anglican Congress. 


Adopted. 


Rev. A. M. Porter moved that the delinquent lists 
of Parishes and Missions, not paying the full amount 
of their assessments for the Convention Fund and their 
apportionments for the Missionary Fund of the Dio- 
cese, be printed in the Journal as reported. Adopted. 

A motion was adopted that the reading of the min- 
utes of this day’s proceedings be dispensed with and 
that they be certified by the Chair. 

On motion of Rev. P. H. Hickman, the Convention 
adjourned sine die, the Bishop pronouncing the Bless- 
ing. -

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| APPENDIX A. 
The Bishop’s Address. 


Brethren Geloved : 


Each twelve months seem to be an epitome of 
life. Every season, as I prepare my Convention 
address, I find that life has been merely an adjust- 
ment of familiar facts, and incidents to a new con- 
dition of affairs. On some occasions, as would in- 
evitably be the case, some of those facts mean more 
to us than at other times, but they are the same 
facts after all. As an instance of this, death has 
come very near to me in the rank of my own order. 
The Rt. Rev. George Worthington, D. D., the late 
Bishop of Nebraska, had been the friend of my early 
manhood, as he had been the loving friend of my 
father and mother before me. I had been his guest 
in his rectory, while I was but yet in the freshman 
year of my college course, and a friendship extend- 
ing over a period of forty years is a sacred thing, 
viewed in almost any light. But Bishop Worth- 
ington had a genius for friendship. He loved his 
fellow men, and he had the faculty of letting them 
know that he loved them. His intimacy was close 
and sympathetic and cordial, so that one felt that 
one was taken into the sanctum of his soul when 
once his friendship had been given. It was not my 
privilege to know much of his Episcopal life, as that 
had always been lived in a part of the country re- 
mote from me, but I knew of him in his parish life, 
and I venture to say that no priest in the American 
Church has ever left a stronger impression than did 
he in Christ Church, Ballston Springs, New York, 
and St. John’s Church, Detroit, Michigan. I happen 
to know that he threw himself so eagerly into his 
first work that, within a year, at least three calls 
came to him from important parishes which felt 
that he was just the sort of man required for the 
work. In Detroit, today, after a lapse of nearly a 
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quarter of a century, his memory is held very sacred 
by hundreds whose lives were largely shaped by his 
influence. , 


The Rt. Rev. Henry Yates Satterlee, the first 
Bishop of Washington, was also a friend of my early 
life. Many of his relatives were the friends of my 
boyhood, and from the day of our first meeting, 
fully thirty-five years ago, we had been as close in 
our attachment as brothers, rarely, are. I think 
that I knew the working of his heart and mind as 
well as anyone in the world. He was essentially a 
man with a vision—a man of faith. One felt, when 
one had been with him, that one had been with a 
holy man. However cogently he might have rea- 
soned, I was more influenced by his personality than 
by his argument. It was enough for me that he felt 
the justice of a cause and the wisdom of a purpose. 
I always thought of him as living so close to God 
that he must-be led by Him, and so I felt that I 
ought to agree with him,-and I almost invariably 
did. Like Bishop Worthington, he, too, had a genius 
for friendship. These men, alike, were brethren 
beloved in the Lord, and so, alike, they brought 
about them hosts of; those who were ready always 
to help and to aid any cause for which they might 
plead. Others will tell of their gifts and their 
achievements. 1] knew these men in their inner 
lives, and I loved them, and my tribute must, if I 
speak from my heart, be a tribute of affection for 
them both. 

It had not been my privilege to know-the Rt. 
Rev. Leighton Coleman, D. D., for many years, but 
I knew him well enough to respect him profoundly 
as an earnest, devoted servant of his Master. I 
know that my feeling was very generally shared in 
the House of Bishops. 1 recall him and Bishop 
Tuttle in the days when this Church of ours first 
began to realize the largeness of its mission. Bishop 
Coleman was always in demand to voice the 
Church’s requirements and needs. His heart was 
tender and alive to every human interest, and few 
men have identified themselves with the great cause 
of temperance and economic improvement more in- 
timately than did he. 
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The body of the Rt. Rev. Ellison Capers, D. D., 
probably is now, while I am writing, awaiting 
burial. Bishop Caper’s forceful character secured 
for him distinguished position in the Army, the 
State and the Church. Those of you who were 
familiar with his firm, intellectual life, his distin- 
guished bearing, his courteous manner, will under- 
stand how naturally this would be so. He was an 
able Bishop, a loving father to his flock, a genial 
friend, and an honored man in the councils of his 
Church. 


A faithful priest, the Rev. John Brann, who had 
been working in this diocese, has been called to his 
rest. He came to us from the North, but he brought 
with him the seeds of a disease which caused his 
death. His short ministry attached him to his peo- 
ple and left an impress that will last for many years 
to come. 

While my pen is upon my paper, God has called 
to Himself Edward W. Meany, a priest for many 
years connected with this diocese. He had lived 
through days that have been trying both to the 
State and. Church, and every event had found him 
loyally devoted to his ideals. His nature was thor- 
oughly whole-hearted; his sympathy for the op- 
pressed, strong and with an intensity of conscience 
most refreshing in these days. He committed him- 
self unreservedly to the causes which he espoused. 
His keen interest in social and ecclesiastical ques- 
tions made for him firm and fast friends and gave 
him an influence which I am sure will long be felt 
by those with whom he was brought in contact. 


God be praised for these lives of splendid service, 
and grant to them eternal rest. 


We have reached the close of an eventful year. 
The diocese has been well manned, and the new 
fields well provided for. I cannot sufficiently ex- 
press my gratitude that just at the opportune occa- 
sion there have come to us from other dioceses 
men of experience, ability and power, to take charge 
of work, which is flourishing under their care. But 
we have suffered losses from our working force 
which cannot easily be replaced. We miss from this 
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congregation today the former Dean of this Pro- 
Cathedral, whose record in this diocese was so 
very full and rich. Dr. Wilkins came to Los An- 
geles at a time when we needed here at this center 
a forceful man, and such he quickly proved himself 
to be. A strong preacher, an able organizer, a lov- 
ing pastor, as he was, he has accomplished a work 
in the parish and diocese which will be a splendid 
memory for many a coming year. Of the cause in 
the interest of which he goes I spoke in my address 
last year. I believe it to be a great work, and I am 
satisfied that Dr. Wilkins is the man to accomplish 
it. Those, in the past, who have been interested in 
the clergy relief funds have relied largely upon the 
great gifts of men and women of wealth, and we 
cannot be too thankful for the fine results already 
attained. It was because of the enthusiasm and in- 
telligence of the Rev. Alfred J. P. McClure, who, as 
Assistant Treasurer of that fund, has done so much, 
that I was led last year to propose the memorial 
which, through Dr. Wilkin’s persuasive speech at 
Richmond, led the General Convention to create the 
“Five Million Dollar Pension Fund’ Commission. 
This new commission, at Dr. Wilkin’s suggestion, 
however, proposes to enter upon a crusade of edu- 
cation which it trusts will swing every communi- 
cant of the American Church into line. What we 
desire is to reach our people with our plea as the 
Lenten offering appeals to children, and the Trien- 
nial offering appeals to women, so that gradually 
and in increasing amount every man, woman and 
child will contribute each year something toward 
this important cause. The commission is organized 
for this work, and we propose to keep the subject 
before the Church. Brethren of the clergy, this is 
a niatter which concerns you, and we rely upon you 
to further it in every way that may be within your 
power. 


Within the diocese, possibly the most important 
work launched has been that known. as the City 
Mission Society of Los Angeles. The philanthropic, 
benevolent and educational agencies of this city 
have needed a sort of co-relationship to make them 
effective. In most of the large cities, this has been 
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secured through such a society as we have estab- 
lished. It is so easy to work at cross purposes that 
an organization enabling the Bishop to keep in 
touch with all that is being attempted is wise. I 
should be pleased were this society, as in New York 
and Pennsylvania, to:be recognized as in some way 
an adjunct of this Diocesan Convention. 


The question of Christian education is easily the 
most important one before the Church today. What- 
ever may be said for our public school system— 
and, for certain purposes and up to a certain point, 
too much cannot be said in its favor—still it must 
be admitted that it is defective. No system of edu- 
cation is perfect which leaves out of account the 
soul of the child, and soul training cannot be under- 
taken by the State. That must be done in the 
family and in the Church. I set aside for the time 
the question of parental responsibility, because I 
want to enforce upon you, gathered here in Con- 
vention, the responsibility of the Church in this im- 
portant matter. It is often said that as a Church 
our Sunday Schools are not up to the mark. If by 
that is meant that the Sunday Schools of other re- 
ligious bodies are nearer the mark than are ours, 
I deny the justice of the criticism. As a matter of 
fact, I am confident that neither our clergy nor our 
people would be satisfied with the success which 
has beguiled the hearts of Christian people of other 
names than our own. I am not disposed to criti- 
cize that success, such as it is, but I want to say that 
our clergy, almost to a man, feel that the only justi- 
fication of our Sunday School is that it should be a 
training institution for our children, an institution in | 
which the principles of the Christian religion, as 
taught by the Church, shall be inculcated, and be- 
cause it has often failed to do this our clergy are 
frequently faint-hearted and indifferent. “They are 
unwilling to foster a system which, under the influ- 
ence of certain earnest, zealous and warm-hearted 
men and women, would simply provide a nursery 
for children for an hour on Sunday, in which they 
are to be entertained and amused with whistling 
choruses and molluscular talk. The Church is not 
called to do this sort of thing, and our people— 
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clergy and laity alike—realize it. Our ideal is a 
different one, and we are slowly working toward its 
attainment, and we must do so if we are to save the 
situation. Unless the Church is prepared to enter 
upon a pedagogical campaign to supplement the 
_ work of the day-school, the future will be a sad one 
for the world. The task before us, my friends, is a 
supreme one, and so I am rejoicing in the effective- 
ness of our Sunday School Institute, and the pres- 
ence with us in this diocese of one who may be 
rightly spoken of as one of the Church’s Sunday 
School experts. Dr. Butler’s ideals are those which 
have been yours who are intolerant of sham. To 
my mind, no finer report upon the work of Sunday 
Schools has ever been presented to the Church than 
the document submitted by the National Commis- 
sion to the General Convention in October. That 
report was due, to a considerable extent, to the 
friend who has cast in his fortunes with us, He is 
deeply concerned that our Schools should be schools 
for the training of the souls of the children in the 
faith and practices of the Church, and he stands 
ready to help in every way in his power. 


Last year I spoke of my desire to establish board- 
ing schools of high grade in this diocese. The time, 
in my judgment, has never been ripe for this until 
the present day. When I came to Los Angeles, two 
independent schools for girls were in existence, but 
they were already so handicapped with debt that 
dissolution had begun. The situation. was such a 
complicated one, however, that everyone not imme- 
diately connected with the institution seemed to 
think that nature should be.permitted to take its 
course.: The principals of these schools were cul- 
tured Christian women, who had always been shield- 
ed from the-trying experiences with which they were 
forced to contend here, and consequently they were 
both obliged to abandon their work. A few years 
ago, a priest of the Church, since deposed, under- 
took to establish a school for boys-in the Montecito 
Valley. The diocese never assumed any canonical 
responsibility for this institution, and my relation- 
was merely nominal—such as I might have for any 
work undertaken for any proper purpose by a cler- 
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gyman of the Church who came to me with letters 
of a satisfactory character. The party responsible 
for it was the young man who one bright morning 
in May came into my office with the announcement 
that he proposed to establish a school in Southern 
California, and that he was backed by eastern capi- 
talists. He made his effort, and failed, for reasons 
that led me, in spite of commending letters, to pre- 
dict failure at a period very early in the venture. 

, Lhe time has come, however, when we ought to 
have not a school, but schools for boys and girls in 
several parts of the diocese. I am satisfied that 
Southern California offers a rather unusual oppor- 
tunity for an educational scheme of a large character, 
and that we might well contemplate the establish- 
ment of schools of a high grade for both sexes at 
several points, near to or in Santa Barbara, Los 
Angeles and San Diego. My plans are fairly well 
formed for the establishment of the first of these 
institutions, at San Diego. The Coronado Beach 
Company has offered to the diocese, upon most 
generous terms, a large building which will serve 
well our purpose for a boys’ school. The building 
and adjacent grounds, ample and sufficient as they 
are, are, however, but secondary things, after all. 
The primary need for such an institution is a com- 
petent Head Master, and I have secured a man for 
that position who is eminently well fitted for the 
task before him. First of all, he is already a master 
workman with boys. This is proved by the fact that 
last summer he was offered important places in 
three of the leading schools of the East, accepting a 
position in St. Paul’s School, Concord, where he is 
teaching at the present time. I have the testimony 
of leading educators in the East that Mr. Bell has 
what Dean Hodges terms “a positive genius for 
boys.” “Not only does Mr. Bell care for boys, but he 
has a power to shape character, which has been 
shown in cases where others have signally failed,” 
has Dr. Peabody, of Groton, written me. In con- 
nection with this effort we are contemplating a 
faculty which will insure training of the highest and 
best sort. 


I have also arranged for a school of a similar 
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character for girls at San Diego.. Mrs. Bentham, 
the wife of the Rev. C. E. Bentham, of Sierra Madre, 
has engaged to be its first principal. Mrs. Ben- 
tham’s training at the School of Technology, in 
Boston, is an assurance of her intellectual equip- 
ment for her work, but her fitness for it is attested 
by the honored place which she fills in the Marl- 
borough, here in this city. I should say that the 
success of any school under the management of so 
wise and versatile a woman as Mrs. Bentham is 
assured. | 


_ These schools will not be opened until the autumn 
of the year 1909. A long time, I admit, to wait, but 
much has to be done to make such schools what 
they should be. Buildings must be secured and fur- 
nished; funds must be raised to meet the require- 
ments of new institutions, and what is of the most 
serious importance, a suitable corps of teachers of 
a high grade must be employed, and all this re- 
quires time, thought and care. I am anxious that 
from the very outset these schools should command 
the respect of the best men and women of this com- 
munity. I want you to be proud of them, as posi- 
tive forces moulding and shaping character and ele- 
vating the intellectual life of the youth of Southern 
California. And, to do this, plans must be carefully 
conceived and laid. There are excellent schools in 
this country, but there are not enough of them, and 
this Church of ours must do something toward sup- 
plying the need. And what we ought to do is the 
thing I am trying to do. I call upon you all, alike, 
to aid me in this matter, and especially I ask you to 
make the project known. 


I have been thinking a good deal lately about a 
remark of a young priest to a fellow-priest and my- 
self. “It is,’ he said, “a hard thing to be an Angli- 
can.” And, as I have turned the remark over in my 
mind, I have arrived at the conclusion that this must 
be true, and the fact accounts for much that dis- 
tresses us in these present days. On the one side 
are those who conceive that the Church would be 
more Catholic did they succeed in popularizing, 
within the Anglican Communion, customs and the- 
ories which are distinctively illegal and Roman. It 
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is not a question of the value of these practices or 
doctrines, but that they are Roman no one can deny. 
This may not be to their discredit. There are some 
practices, modern and Roman, which are admirable 
and excellent. I hesitate to say that—not because 
it is not true, but because it seems to me as absurd 
to appear to commend a great Church which has 
produced Thomas A-Kempis, Catherine-of-Sienna 
and Thomas Aquinas, and a host of others as devout 
and learned as these; but unquestionably these and 
their ecclesiastical descendants stand for certain 
views about Christian doctrines which are distinc- 
tively their own. The Roman Church has delib- 
erately adopted these views concerning the Papacy, 
concerning the relation of the Blessed Virgin to the 
scheme of redemption, and concerning ceremonial 
uses of the Holy Sacrament of the Altar, and it has 
honestly supported them. ‘The Anglican Church, 
however, on the other hand, has had its views upon 
these subjects, and it, in turn, has honestly sup- 
ported them. And yet it is the Roman theories and 
practices and devotions that, in certain assemblages 
in the East, uneasy souls have said they would 
teach and use, whether legal or not. 

I can understand a man who after fresh study 
decides to change his ecclesiastical allegiance. I 
greatly deplore the fact that some have thought it 
necessary to da so. I do not belong to the class of 
ecclesiastics who attribute wrong motives to those 
who differ with them. Nor doI immediately charge 
those who leave us as a Christian body, to go else- 
where, with illiteracy or insanity. Many who have 
taken this step have been intelligent and devout, 
and they have followed the dictates of their con- 
sciences. A man ata certain point must, sometimes, 
break from a past, however cherished it may be, if 
he is to retain his self-respect. If his convictions 
have changed, that is the only thing he can do. He 
certainly ought not, in honesty, to remain where he 
is, out of harmony with the standards of his own 
Communion, seeking to use methods, and determin- 
ing, in the face of law, to use methods which belong 
to a Communion alien to the one with which, by his 
own volition, he is connected. 
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Let me,also,remind you that time has not changed 
another series of facts. There has always been a 
difference of opinion between the Churches of the 
Anglican Communion and the Reformed and Prot- 
estant bodies of England and the Continent. Our 
Church in her Ordinal and its preface states her 
grounds in unequivocal terms. She may be alto- 
gether wrong, and, if I may judge by what they say 
and do, I should think that there were those who, 
although partakers of and ministers at her altars, 
believe that she is wrong. I, for my part, however, 
believe that she is right in her theory about the 
Ministry and the Sacraments and that those are 
wrong who have questioned her position upon these 
subjects. I can see no breach of charity in this po- 
sition but, thinking as I do and pledged as I am to 
our standards, I should feel that I not only stultified 
myself but that I did myself a moral injury did I 
minimize or make light of what I have openly pro- 
fessed. This I have known communicants and 
priests at our altars to do. The Ordinal clearly 
states the Church’s theory of the ministry which, at 
the most solemn moments of our lives, we have de- 
clared we believed to be true. In consistency, there- 
fore, if we are eating the Church’s bread we have 
no right to imply, either directly or indirectly, that 
the Church is only half right and that those who 
deny her faith may be as near the truth as she. It 
is disloyalty to our spiritual mother, by innuendo 
and indirection, to imply that this ministry of ours 
is not by ecclesiastical lineage a part of the one 
great ministry instituted by Jesus Christ. 


The Presbyterian and Congregational Churches 
have accepted their own theories after deliberate 
thought and action. That has been their privilege, 
and, in consistency, they are very far from apolo- 
gizing for their mental attitude toward us. We, 
you and I, on the other hand, are committed to our 
system, and to act as though the differences between 
us and these several religious bodies: were still open 
questions is as disloyal to’: our own Church as it 
would be to sue to the Pope for a favorable state- 
ment as to the value of our orders, — 
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Anglicanism is a distinct principle easily under- 
stood and defined. It is not attenuated Romanism, 
on the one hand, nor is it modified Protestantism 
upon the other. 

Let me go back a bit to first principles. 

If I know anything about religion, a religious man 
is a man who accepts the law of God as the law 
of his life, and the object of successive revelations 
has been to enable man to obey the Divine com- 
mand, to impress upon him that the Lord God is 
worthy of obedience and that happiness lies in the 
track of it. It took the Jews a good many centuries 
to learn the lesson, but finally they learned it fairly 
well. The Christian Church is another school, but 
it is a school for advanced scholars. In it the dis- 
ciples of Jesus Christ were to be taught what He 
had commanded and then, within its sacred en- 
closure, they were to be trained in such obedience 
that they would gladly conform to His will. I con- 
ceive, then, that the first and the imperative obli- 
gation of a Christian Churchman is to obey. If he 
does not want to be under authority he is at lib- 
erty, as a free moral agent, to keep out of all re- 
ligious associations. That is his privilege, but if 
his preference brings him into any one of the 
Churches of the Anglican Communion he makes 
certain vows and, especially if he enters the min- 
istry, he pledges himself “to give faithful diligence 
always so to. minister the doctrines and sacraments 
and the discipline of Christ as the Lord hath com- 
manded and as this Church hath received the same.” 
Now, as I understand it, the distinctive note of 
Catholicity is obedience and there are vows and 
pledges to which we are voluntarily committed. 
And no matter what elaborately beautiful vesture 
we use or what ceremonies we observe, varying 
as such things do with national traditional Churches 
and with national temperament, we cease to be 
Catholics when we cease to obey. We may wish 
for things that this Church does not give us, and 
there are some that I wish for very much. We may 
desire privilegés that she does not allow us, and 
there are liberties which I believe that she might 
well grant, but a true Catholic, while he may agitate 
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and appeal for privileges and changes, must obey 
the laws which he has voluntarily accepted as the 
law of his ecclesiastical life. In days when anarchy 
is rampant, when legislators and executives create 
and enforce laws with the uncomfortable conviction 
that any day they may step out of the front door to 
death, simply because some one does not happen to 
like the laws they are making and executing; when 
in our colleges and universities the young men and — 
women resent the rules that make for temperance 
and decency; every man in this Church of ours 
should be punctilious in the matter of obedience no 
matter what his personal preference may be. 

The great point which I desire to emphasize is 
that this American Church has its laws and that 
our teachings and habits of worship must be in ac- 
cord with them. Unfortunately, in former days, cus- 
tom was made the standard of measure and all sorts 
of customs gradually grew up in the Church. At 
certain times and in certain places, practically, it 
has been the custom to ignore the Holy Com- 
munion, and, in the same day, even the surplice was 
not deemed necessary to decent worship. This de- 
fiance of law which “custom” created has, in later 
days, justified to themselves those who have intro- 
duced the Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament of 
the Altar. But such defiances of one party and the 
other have demonstrated how impossible is the 
policy which regards any use, simply because it has 
become a custom, as a standard. The use of custom 
is chaos. The American Church has her law for 
faith and practice and, no matter what we prefer 
or what we dislike, her office book provides us with 
a chart upon which our privileges and duties are 
written in language that cannot be misunderstood. 
I would not hamper the work of the clergy by im- 
posing irritating- conditions, but the Prayer Book, 
illuminated with the scholarship of Malcolm Macoll 
—shown in his masterly “The Reformation Settle- 
ment,’ and of Percy Dearmer, exhibited in his later 
book upon traditional liturgics, affords one every 
privilege one needs—to make the faith a power in 
the world. 


I cannot stop here. I want something more than 
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obedience. I want obedience plus respect and love 
for Anglicanism. The Anglican principle is the 
principle that is more in demand every day that we 
live. Anglicanism has been called, in a disparaging 
fashion, the easy policy of the via media; the middle 
way between the true and the false. It is the via 
media, but it is the middle way between the two 
extremes which the great theologians of the An- 
glican Church have declared to be two forms of © 
error. It is the middle way between a religion, on 
the one hand, which is being repudiated by the peo- 
ple whom it once held as by an iron grasp, and the 
religion, on the other hand, which its most talented 
adherents declare needs recasting to retain its hold 
upon the intelligence and affection of men. A mid- 
dle way between a religion of Italy, Spain and 
Mexico and the religion of Reginald Campbell and 
Mrs. Eddy. Yes, that is true and ought we not to 
+—rejoice in such a faith; a faith assured by the Min- 
istry of Apostolic Succession; a faith in which is 
“writ large” the doctrine of the Incarnation, includ- 
ing the sacramental verities of Baptismal Regenera- 
tion and the spiritual objective Presence of Jesus 
Christ in the Sacrament of the Eucharist; a 
faith in which, to the devout penitent, is as- 
sured in the Church’s absolution, the gift by 
Jesus Christ of cleansing pardon; a faith which 
affirms the presence of Jesus in all life to give His 
grace to every penitent and earnest and faithful 
soul. Anglicanism is something of which we may be 
proud! Its lineage reaches back in unbroken line 
to Jesus Christ who commissioned a ministry to 
go out into the world to speak in His name. It 
brings its little ones to the font and declares that 
Jesus, whom it represents, has incorporated them 
into His flock, and made them in that sacrament 
His own by adoption and grace. It trains these 
children, then, as the children of Jesus and in time 
brings them not as strangers but as His offspring to 
the sacramental rite in which He bestows the Holy 
Ghost, the Lord and Giver of Life. And then, as it 
places the sacred species in the hands of those who 
knee] at the Altar at each communion, it assures 
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them, again, that Jesus has come through and by 
this great sacrament to dwell with them. 

Anglicanism, speaking for its Master, has also its 
word of comfort to disheartened and wearied souls. 
It does not force the confidence of its children but 
it offers‘the “ministry of consolation” to every one 
whose conscience is disquieted. Such it bids open 
their grief to those who represent it and who are 
commissioned to speak the word that will allay 
doubt, dispel fear and give the assurance of God’s 
pardon through the Precious Blood. And, what is 
more, this great evangelical and sacramental gospel 
Anglicanism clothes in such outward form that 
every rite may be administered with a dignity that 
will command the respect and the reverence of the 
mind and heart of every intelligent and devout man. 
I am satisfied that no Body in the Christian world, 
measured by the gospel of the ‘Scriptures and the 
gospel of the early Church, has more to be proud of 
in the character of the message it teaches than has 
the Church of England and the Churches affiliated 
with her forming the Anglican Communion, which 
stands for the faith which I outline today. 

The misfortune of our system does not lie in any 
lack of precision or definiteness in teaching, but in 
the inherent weakness of the men who profess it, 
which they share with every man of the race. Where 
are the well-balanced characters? How few there 
are anywhere. Men are naturally disposed to be 
extremists. It is hard for them to see both sides of 
a question and to decide it fairly upon its merits. 
The judicial faculty is rare. Consequently, men in 
the Church are by nature disposed to look longingly 
over the barriers, in one direction or the other, and 
to exaggerate the value or the importance of some 
question about which there is a difference of opinion, 
between ourselves and those beyond our borders. 
As a result, they lose sight of the great and mighty 
truth for which the Church, to which in the provi 
dence of God they belong, is committed. I have no 
concern about Rome. She is a strong and powerful 
organization doing in her own way a great work 
for God, but I differ with her and protest in my 
inner life against the errors which, to my mind, im- 
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pair her usefulness and hinder her progress. That, 
however, is her own affair. Neither have I any con- 
cern about the disciples of Calvin, Wesley or Roger 
Williams. They, too, are under God, in their places, 
doing much, for which we can only be too thankful, 
but I believe that they have abandoned fundamental 
principles which are slowly wrecking their own 
ecclesiastical structures. Their own wise men are 
appreciating the fact as—witness Newman Smyth, 
in his recent book with its suggestive title—“Pass- 
ing Protestantism.” That, also, is their affair; not 
ours. In the midst of all this, I gladly remember 
always that we are members of the American 
Church, which is a part of the Anglican Com- 
munion. As such our allegiance is fixed and we 
have a proud heritage in the truths enshrined in 
our office book and liturgy. We have no apologies 
to offer, but we have a truth to proclaim and God 
will hold us accountable for the way in which we 
proclaim it. It is hard to be an Anglican, because 
it is always hard to secure theological and ecclesias- 
tical poise; but if, with all the fine intelligence, the 
great force of character, and the stores of piety and 
the resources of wealth with which we have been 
endowed, we should throw ourselves into a great 
propaganda of the Anglican theory of religion we 
might quickly bring this country to Christ. 

And this brings me to the point of which, in clos- 
ing, I wish to say a word. I am leaving, before 
many days have passed, for England. I am anxious 
to concentrate your interest and your prayers upon 
the supreme effort which at the close of each de- 
cade the Churches of the Anglican Communion 
make to impress the English speaking people with 
the significance of its position in the Christian 
world. During June and July there will be gathered 
from every quarter of the globe Bishops who are 
witnesses for the faith to which we are committed. 
The presence of hundreds of Bishops in itself is an 
important matter and the united action of such a 
body of men cannot fail to arrest attention and to 
arouse a spirit of loyalty essential to effective work. 
I am asking for two things in connection with this 
great Conference. 
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First in order, though not first in importance, I 
ask for your contributions that we may as a diocese 
give something toward the great thank-offering tc 
be made at a missionary service to be held at St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, London. I have not mentioned this 
fact earlier, for I appreciate that the demands upon 
you are so many that any systematic effort to raise a 
considerable sum of money for such a purpose would 
be out of place. I have felt that, if during this week 
a committee would undertake to gather such sums 
as would freely and easily be given, that would 
cover our obligation, and I trust that some such 
action will be taken. I am deeply interested in this 
fund and I want it to be a large one and I ask you 
to contribute to it generously. 

My second request closes my address today. | 
am sure that the great work of the Conference will 
be intellectual and spiritual. And that its end may 
be achieved we must look to God as the author and 
source of the gifts that will enable us to secure suc- 
cess. I have caused to be printed a short collect 
which I now authorize for use at times of public 
worship during the next three months. My dear 
people, the great help that you can give to the 
Council will be the assistance which comes from 
your concentrated interest and your prayers. 
Brethren of the clergy, I beg you to be faithful in 
the use of this prayer. Remember the Council at 
the altar and, as you plead the Blessed Sacrifice, I 
beg you to ask the Holy Spirit to lead us all into 
the way of the truth. And you, my brethren of the 
laity, I want you to remember that most of all we 
crave your spiritual aid and assistance. ‘Tremen- 
dous issues are at stake; great work is to be planned 
for and done. May we all so relate ourselves to 
the Giver of the perfect gift of grace that by and 
through our lives God may accomplish the work 
that He has called this Church to do.

The Secretary, the Rev. J. J. Wilkins, D. D., being 
about to leave the Diocese, resigned his office, and the 
Rev. J. D. H. Browne was unanimously elected in 
his place.

Whereas, The Very Rev. J. J. Wilkins, D. D., has 
tendered his resignation as Secretary of the Standing 
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Committee, upon this, the eve of his departure from 
Los Angeles, to enter upon his duties as General Sec- 
retary and Manager of the Five Million Dollar Clergy 
Relief and Pension Fund Commission, to which- im- 
portant position he has recently been appointed; be it

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APPENDIX D. 


Report of Registrar and Librarian 


To the Thirteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 

I beg to make my Thirteenth Annual Report as 
Registrar. 

The previous-files of Church papers have been con- 
tinued for another twelvemonth. 

We reported a year ago a twenty-year file of the 
New York Churchman, lacking but few numbers. In 
October last we secured the Churchman for the fol- 
lowing fifteen months at one year’s subscription. The 
numbers of the previous nine months have been gen- 
erously contributed from her private file by Mrs. 
Eunice Finch, of the Pro-Cathedral Parish; thus se- 
curing this valuable Church paper for two years and 
extending the file to twenty-two years. 

The Church Quarterly Review, London, is now 
being furnished in two copies at the same price as 
formerly paid for one, and its most helpful reading 
matter is within the reach of more persons who care 
to avail themselves of its contents. 

The accumulation of Bishops’ Charges and Special 
Sermons, and other valuable material of a similar char- 
acter from Clerics, has gone on, and so have cata- 
logues of Colleges and Theological Seminaries multi- 
plied on our shelves. Among the books of historical 
value added is the little volume, “The Colonial 
Churches of Virginia.” It is a reprint, in convenient 
book form, of the interesting story as told in the South- 
ern Churchman. 

With the receipt of the New York Churchman for 
fifteen months, came the free gift of the booklet con- 
taining the portraits of the House of Bishops of this 
American Church, including the one consecrated just 
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previous to the opening of the General Convention in 
October last. 


The Diocesan Chart, again, brings down certain sta- 
tistics of special value to those interested in the com- 
parative growth of the Church for forty-three years, 
in the territory occupied by the Diocese. 


The Registrar of the old Diocese of Pennsylvania 
has this to say of the value of Scrap Books: “If Reg- 
istrars would preserve local matters in scrap books, 
these would become valuable in time. The records 
of the doings of Clergymen might be those of future 
Bishops. And the history of leaders in Christ’s Church 
would be useful to aid biographers and Diocesan his- 
torians, which should exist in every Diocese. Suffice it 
to say that our Diocesan Scrap Book contains nearly 
two hundred pages of Parochial and Diocesan hap- 
penings gathered from various sources during the last 
twelve years. 

We have received 79 Journals and Annual Reports 
for 1907 of the 64 Dioceses and 25 Domestic Mis- 
sionary Districts of the American Church, including 
the Journal of the Diocese at Atlanta, authorized by 
the General Convention of 1907. 


Duplicates of 1907, 27. Journals of 1908, 5. The 
Journal of General Convention of 1907 is on file. 


Within the memory of some of us, it was not un- 
common for Annual Reports to contain the word 
“about” *in enumerating baptisms, confirmations, com- 
municants and so on. | Such statistics were of “about” 
as much value to the Diocese and the general Church 
as would be daily returns of local banks, clothed in 
such terminology, to a Clearing House. 

Wisdom has been learned, and the Church today 
expects her Clergy to furnish exact data for all Paro- 
chial transactions; for their communicants to be 
counted at least once each year, and for a variety of 
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other matters, needless to be specified, to be produced 
in detail. 


An enlargement of the scope of these Clerical duties, 
and for a specific purpose, has been recently proposed 
in the Church Standard. 


Such enlargement, and for that very purpose, was 
measurably provided for by our own Diocese from the 
outset. We refer to our system for gathering and 
preserving confirmation statistics. 


Something like it is felt to be necessary and is being 
gradually introduced in other Dioceses. 

A Clergyman of large experience writes us: “Your 
system is what I would have adopted in our Diocese, 
and the lack of something similar leaves even my 
Bishop in great uncertainty about his confirmations.” 

We had the pleasure of furnishing him copies of 
our Confirmation Blanks. 

We ought to say, just here, that there is yet con- 
siderable difficulty in securing these statistics, and 
hence the frequent embarrassment of your Registrar. 

But bating all drawbacks, we are able to report that 
during the Convention year, fifty-nine (59) Confirma- 
tion Class returns, numbering 1 to 42 each, have come 
in and have been placed on record, with a total of 591 
confirmees—5 more classes and 80 more confirmees 
than last year. 

Of the 68 Parishes and Missions, 27 furnished no 
classes; 6 had each 2 classes, 1 had 3 classes, and 2 
had 4 classes. : 

The See City Parishes furnished 50 per cent of the 
whole number confirmed. Of the 591, 199 were were 
males and 392 females. For once, the age of every 
one has been secured, and 326 are found to be under 
20 years. 

The source of 13 was not given. Of the rest, the 
American Church furnished 369; Church of England, 
10. Thirteen denominations supplied 209. The sect 
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of the Irvingites, for the first time, is represented 
among the 28 hitherto denominational sources of 
supply. 

We ask you to consider these matters, for a mo- 
ment, from other and more important standpoints. 

Does it not come to you, with special interest, that 
the percentage of confirmees under 20 years of age 
has been steadily growing, reaching, as it did last year, 
61 per cent of the whole; and that so large a number 
before reaching that critical period in their moral his- 
tory have renewed their baptismal vows and recon- 
secrated themselves to God? 

Are you not glad to hear that the number of men— 
brothers, sons, and husbands—who, to the great joy 
of their households, their Rectors and their Bishop, 
have anew considered their religious obligations, has 
been increasing ? 

Should we not all rejoice that men and women, at 
such advanced ages as 60, 70, 80 and over, have, from 
our own congregations, come to publicly acknowledge 
Christ’s claims upon them; and that some, upon their 
death-beds, have, at their last hour, repented and 
begged to receive the Apostolic blessing? 

Confessedly, it is a source of much pleasure to find 
that already quite fifteen hundred (1500) who were 
born in dissent, have, in this Diocese, been returning 
to the Church of their grandfathers and given us the 
privilege of welcoming them with open arms. 

But should it not be of still greater interest, that 
the percentage of confirmees from our own house- 
holds has been steadily increasing from year to year, 
and last year reached 70 per cent of the whole? 

And once more: Much is being said and written 
just now of those who are going over to the Papacy 
from among Protestants, including our own Church. 
Could you have access to the secular and religious 
press, and even Scrap Books, of three-quarters of a 
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century ago, you would find that such secession to 
Rome today is nothing new. 

There is, however, an important side of this matter 
to be looked at by those seriously troubled—a side 
which the secular press too often overlooks, and one 
which Romanists find it convenient to publicly ignore. 


Leaving out of account the exchange of ecclesiasti- 
cal relationships by Clergymen, going in both direc- 
tions, we should inquire as to those who are coming 
to us from the Roman laity. We can already show 
you the names of at least 115 who were baptized by 
Roman Priests, but who have been confirmed in this 
Diocese. If you add those received without re-con- 
firmation, the number would be considerably increased. 


We sincerely believe the exact percentage in the 
whole American Church, if known, would be found 
to be still higher. But carry this percentage in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles to the whole number being 
confirmed in the American Church each year, and we 
should hear of the hundreds—to be exact, 1300—leav- 
ing Rome for the Church every twelve months. 


Or, for the lifetime of our young Diocese, at least 
15,000—enough to constitute a Diocese of communi- 
cants twice the size of our own. 


And this does not take into account the other thou- 
sands whom the Papacy is losing, every year, to Pro- 
testant bodies, a loss which Romanists again keep to 
themselves. 


Facts of such a character, which can not only be 
verified but furnished also by ourselves, measurably 
relieve over-anxious souls about what is so much 
talked about at present. 

It is nothing for Churchmen to boast of; while it is 
proper at times to make wise and just comparisons; 
and, upon the authority of Bishop Hall of Vermont, to 
‘know that “the Church’s percentage of growth in this 
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country ig the highest of all bodies—not counting in 
this calculation the growth of the Roman Catholics by 
immigration, and the gains in the growth of the pop- 
ulation.” 

Of the Diocesan Library we have nothing particular 
to report. No large contributions of books have been 
received; nor have we heard of special pledges to en- 
large the scope of the reading matter; nor of pros- 
pects for increasing the space upon which to spread 
to advantage the volumes already in hand. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

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APPENDIX F. 
Report of the Auditing Committee 


To the Thirteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 


Your Auditing Committee begs to report: 

That it has made a careful examination of the books 
and accounts of the Directors of the Corporation of 
the Church in the Diocese, for the year ending May 
6th, 1908, and found the same correct. It has com- 
pared the entries in said books with the Financial 
Report presented by the Directors of the Corporation 
and found them in agreement therewith. 


The securities representing the invested funds of 
the Diocese, consisting of bonds and loans—the latter 
secured by notes, mortgages and policies of insur- 
ance—were also examined and found in order, except 
as follows: In-two instances the Committee found 
that policies of insurance had expired recently, but 
ascertained that the same were in process of renewal. 

The loan to T. and M. S. Griffith has been paid 
since the closing of the books; the papers referring to 
same have been withdrawn and the money deposited 


in the bank. One mortgage was not found by the 
Committee, but was ascertained to be in the hands of 


the Attorney for the Corporation. 

The Committee finds that the loan of $2,250.00, 
reported under the name of J. A. Keeney, really con- 
sists of two loans originally standing in that name. 
The first loan for $1,000.00 had been transferred to 
A. E. Robinson, since deceased, and whose estate is 
in process of administration. The second loan for 
$1,250.00 has been transferred to C. M. and T. W. 
Robinson, and new papers have been executed for the 
same. The Committee finds, however, that no notice 
of these transfers was given to the Treasurer, who 
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has had charge of the books of the Corporation, al- 
though the same form no part of his official duties, 
and in consequence the said loans remain on the books 
under the original name. The notes securing the 
several loans are on deposit with the First National 
Bank for collection. Your Committee inspected the 
notes and found them all in good order, with interest 
payments duly credited. 

The remaining papers referring to the loans, to- 
gether with the bonds, are deposited in the safe at the 
Diocesan House. 

Your Committee is informed that their recommenda- 
tion made last year that the bonds should be registered, 
has been found impracticable, as no provision for reg- 
istering these bonds was made when they were issued 
Your Committee suggests to the Directors of the Cor- 
poration that greater security for the care of all these 
valuable papers is desirable and would be obtained by 
placing the same in some safe deposit vault. 

You Committee having also examined the books of 
the Treasurer of the Diocese for the year ending May 
6th, 1908, finds them correct in all particulars, and 
kept in the careful manner customary with the Treas- 
urer, Mr. W. C. Mushet. Vouchers on file for all 
transactions are complete, except that a few receipts 
have not been returned to the Treasurer through the 
mail. In these instances the Committee has satisfied 
itself that the payments have been made as entered. 
The balances shown to be due the several accounts 
are on deposit in the First National Bank to the credit 
of W. C. Mushet, Treasurer of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. The Committee has compared the Treas- 
urer’s report with his books and found them in agree- 
ment.

Report of the Finance Committee 
; 1908-1909. 


To the Thirteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 


The Finance Committee reports the following ex-. 
penditures as necessary to provide for Diocesan needs © 
for the coming year. These are to be added to the 
salaries of the Bishop and other Diocesan Officers, as 
heretofore, and the total assessed upon the Parishes 
and Missions represented in Convention. This assess- 
ment is in accordance with the Canon, current expenses 
only being taken into account. 


The only addition of any consequence to the budget 
of former years is the sum-of $600.00, suggested by 
the Bishop, to be allowed for legal services and advice 
to the Bishop, and to the Corporation of the Diocese, 
during the year to come, in matters of detail with 
which it would not be proper to burden the Chan- 
cellor. This addition, and exonerations as usual to 
four Parishes and Missions, by reason of their con- 
tributions to the Endowment Fund in the past, will 
require the raising of the rate of assessment to five 
per cent this year. 

The number of Communicants reported remains 
about the same as last year—current expenses of Par- 
ishes and Missions being about $2,000.00 in excess of 
the year preceding.

The Rev. Edward Willcocks Meany spent the 
last years of his life ostensibly in educational 
work, but his priestly functions were exercised 
without money and without price in behalf of 
his brother clergy in the Diocese, and numer- 
ous individuals who sought him for spiritual 
counsel. 


He was intellectually of the ablest of our 
clergy, a close thinker on all questions, religious 
or economic. An aristocrat by birth and train- 
ing, he was especially beloved by the working 
men of Los Angeles with whom his economic 
views associated him. 

The funeral occurred at St. Matthias’ Church,

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION. 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 12, A. D., 1909. 

The Fourteenth Annual Convention of the Church 

in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m., on this day. 
» The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by Rev. J. D. H. Browne, as Epistoler, and 
Rey. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., as Gospeller, and in the 
administration of the Sacred Elements by the Rev. 
Henderson Judd, Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph. D., and 
Rev. J. Arthur Evans. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy entitled 
to seats in the Convention, and sixty-one responded 
to their names. 

The roll-eall of Parishes and Missions followed, of 
which forty responded, being represented by one 
hundred and eleven Lay-delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready for 
business. 

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix A.) 

Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips moved a suspension of 
the Rules of Order, and that the reading of the Or- 
der of Business be dispensed with. Adopted. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Trew, seconded by Rev. P. 
H. Hickman, Rev. Alfred Fletcher was re-elected 
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Secretary. The Secretary appointed Rev. C. T. Mar- 
shall Assistant Secretary. 

On motion of Very Rev. Wm. A CCaedake it was 
resolved that the matter relating to the Board of 
Missions, referred to in the Bishop’s address, be 
made the Order of the Day immediately after No. 
10 in the Order of Business. Adopted. 

On motion of Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, it was 
resolved that the subject of the Pension Fund re- 
ferred to in the Bishop’s address, be made the Order 
of the Day at 10 o0’clock tomorrow morning. Adopt- 
ed. 

It was moved by Rev. Dr. Trew that the Conven- 
tion adjourn to meet at 2:30 p. m. 

The Convention being reassembled in the Parish 
Hall at the hour named, the Chair announced the 
appointment of Regular Committees. (Page 4.)

The report of the Board of Missions was presented 
by Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, the Secretary of 
the Board. It represented in clear and convincing 
terms, giving itemized expenses as its basis, that the 
financial need of the Board for the missionary work 
of the Diocese, during the current year, would be 
$12,634 from the parishes and missions—more than 
$4,000 in excess of the amount asked for and receiv- 
ed from the Diocese last year; and appealing to the 
Convention to rise to the opportunity it left the re- 
sponsibility of designating the amount to be fur- 
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nished.to_it, offering the following tentative resolu- 
tion: 

sehesolivede thats Sens: tee be raised for Diocesan 
Missions: for the year 1909-1910’’—the amount to be 
filled in by the Convention. 


On motion of Rev. Harry Thompson the report 
was received. (Appendix B.) 

Rev. Harry Thoinpson called attention to an in- 
accuracy in the report, as to the amount stated to 
have been appropriated for the Mission Church of 
the Angels, Garvanza, and offered a resolution that 
such inaceurcy be corrected. ~ 

On motion of Rev. Baker P. Lee, the matter was 
referred to a committee of three, to be appointed by 
the chair and report to the Convention tomorrow. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee: Rev. 
Baker P. Lee, Rev. Harry Thompson and Mr. W. C. 
Mushet. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., moved that the sum of 
$12,634, the amount designated by the Board as 
heeded for the missionary work of the Diocese, be 
the amount of the missionary budget. 

By resolution of the Convention this motion, m- 
volving the amount, was laid on the table until the 
method of raising the amount should be decided on. 

The Very Rev. Dean Brewster, Bishop-elect of 
Western Colorado, being present in the Convention, 
the Bishop invited him to take a seat beside the © 
Chair. 

Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., offered the following: 

Resolved, That the increase in the apportionment 
on the parishes and missions for Diocesan Missions, 
above that laid in former years of $1.20 per com- 
municant, be laid on the basis of current parish ex- 
penses. , 

Rev. J. D. H. Browne moved, as a substitute, 
‘That the Finance Committee be instructed to allot 
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the apportionment for the missionary work of the 
Diocese on the same basis as that on which the 
assessment for the Convention Fund is provided for, 
viz., the items of ‘‘current expenses’’ in the returns 
of the several parishes and missions; it being under- 
stood that every member of each congregation shall 
be expected to become a subscriber for missionary 
purposes.’’ Lost. 


Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips moved, in amendment 
to Rev. C. T. Murphy’s motion, that the basis of 
apportionment for obtaining the full amount be per 
capita on the number of communicants reported. 
Adopted. 

The resolution of Rev. C. T. Murphy was then 
adopted, as amended. 

Mr. J. B. Phillips moved that the main mention: 
as to the amount, be taken from the table and that 
a vote be taken within ten minutes. 

Rev. Leshe E. Learned moved, as a substitute, 
that the question of the amount be voted on imme- 
diately without debate. Carried. 

The vote was taken, and the sum’ of $12,634 was 
adopted by the Convention as the amount to be 
raised for the missionary work of the Diocese during 
the current year. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials was 
presented by Mr. C. M. Swinnerton, that the certi- 
ficates of twenty-eight parishes and twenty missions 
were correct, and recommended that the Lay-dele- 
gates from Trinity Mission, Cahuenga District, St. 
Mark’s Mission, Los Angeles, and St. John’s Mission, 
Sawtelle, be received as duly qualified representa- 
tives, when the said Missions shall have been ad- 
mitted into union with the Convention. 

On motion, the Convention proceeded to place in

On motion, the roll-eall of Lay-delegates was dis- 
pensed with, and the members not present yesterday 
were requested to report to the Secretary. 

The report of the Standing Committee was pre- 
sented by Rev. J. D. H. Browne. Received. (Ap- 
pendix C.) 

The report of the Registrar was read by Rev. Hen- 
derson Judd. Received. (Appendix D.) 

On motion of Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack, a 
hearty vote of thanks was tendered to the Registrar 
for the excellence and permanent value to the Dio- 
cese of his report and of the reports in previous 
years. G ; 

A resolution of Mr. H. E. Brett provided ‘‘that the 
Registrar be authorized in future to have his very 


valuable and interesting report printed for distri- 
bution to the Convention.’’ Adopted. 


Rey. P. H. Hickman moved that the Finance Com- 
mittee be requested to appropriate $50 for the main- 
tenance of the work of the Registry. Adopted. 

Ten o’clock having arrived, Very Rev. Wm. Mae- 
Cormack moved that the Order of the Day, in re- 
lation to the Clergy Pension Fund, be changed so 
that in shall come immediately after recess. Adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips read the report of the 
Finance Committee, which was received. (Appen- 
dix E.) ' 

Rev. J. Arthur Evans moved that the regular 
Order of the Day—the election to committees—be 
postponed for half an hour and that the report of 
the Committee on Canons be presented. Adopted. 

The Committee on Canons by its Secretary, Rev. 
P. H. Hickman, presented its report; and on his mo- 
tion the Convention proceeded to the consideration 
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of the severa] matters which had been referred to the 
Committee, in the following order: — ; 


1. A proposed amendment, (offered by Mr. H. 
E. Brett), to Section 95, Canon IV, Title II, by strik- 
ing out the first paragraph of the present Canon, 
and substituting therefor the following: 


‘‘The election for Vestrymen and Trustees shall be 
by ballot. The Treasurer and Wardens acting as a 
Committee on Credentials shall prepare a list of all 
persons qualified to vote at the annual Parish Meet- 
ing, and shall post the same in a conspicuous place at 
or near the principal entrance to the Church, not 
later than the tenth day of April. Protests against 
the omission of any name from such list of voters, 
or against the wrongful inclusion of any name there- 
in, may be lodged with the Committee not later than 
ten days: before the date of the meeting, and decided 
by them not later than five days before the date of 
the meeting, subject to appeal to the Bishop or Par- 
ish Meeting. All persons who may become qualified 
electors of the Parish after the posting of such list 
shall be entitled to have their names added thereto. 
The following shall be qualified electors :’’ 


Also, subject to the adoption by the Convention of 
the above amendment: 


Amend Title II, Canon I, Section 61, by adding 
thereto: 


‘““The officers of the Mission, acting as a Committee 
on Credentials, shall prepare a list of all persons 
qualified to vote at such Annual Meeting, and shall 
post the same in a conspicuous place at or near the 
principal entrance to the Mission Church, not later 
than the tenth day of April. Protests against the 
omission of any name from such list of voters, or 
against the wrongful inclusion of any name therein, 
may be lodged with the Committee not later than 
ten days before the date of the meeting, and decided 
by them not later than five days before the date of 
the meeting, subject to appeal to the Bishop or to 
the Annual Meeting. All persons who may become 
qualified electors of the Mission after the posting 
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of such list shall be entitled to have their names add- 
ed thereto.’’ 

The Committee reported against the adoption of 
these amendments, and on motion the report was ap- 
proved. 

2. In comphance with the direction of the last 
Convention (see page 23, Journal of 1908) the Com- 
mittee presented an amendment to Title IJ, Canon 
IV, Section 95, in order to regulate the use of prox- 
ies. 


Amend Title II, Canon IV, Section 95 (page 37) 
by adding a sub-section (c) as follows: 


(¢) No person shall be permitted to vote by proxy, 
unless he shall have filed with the Secretary of the 
Vestry not less than five days previous to the date of 
meeting at which said proxy is intended to be used, 
a proxy in writing designating the person who shall 
be authorized to cast his vote; provided that the per- 
son so designated shall himself be a duly qualified 
voter, and that no person shall be permitted to vote 
at any meeting upon more than one proxy; and, pro- 
vided further, that in parishes not incorporated, and 
in missions, voting by proxy shall not be allowed. 

This was adopted. 

3. The Committee recommended the adoption of a 
substitute offered by Mr. Henry T. Lee for subdivi- 
sion (3) of Section 65, Title II, as follows: 


‘“(3.) Whenever the said Mission shall be erected 
into and become a Parish in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Constitutions and Canons of the said 
Diocese of Los Angeles, and shall be duly admitted 
as a Parish into union with the Convention of said 
Diocese, and shall be incorporated as a Religious Cor- 
poration in accordance with the provisions of said 
Constitutions and Canons and under and by virtue 
of the laws of the State of California, then said trust 
shall terminate and said property shall vest in and 
belong to said Religious Corporation of such Parish ; 
and the said Diocesan Corporation, trustee as afore- 
said, shall execute a grant deed of conveyance of 
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the said property to-the said corporation of such Par- 
ish as evidence of and for the better assurance of 
Title.’’ 
The Committee further mmeauinonded the adoption 
of an amendment offered by the same gentleman to 
the following subdivision (4) of Section: 65, Title J J Ah 
page 3’) by inserting the words, 
‘as the successor of said Mission, and withia the 
init of its Canonical boundaries ;”’ 
so that it shall read :— 


‘*(4.) Ifthe said Mission shall cease to exist and be 
dissolved in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Canons, and no Parish organization shall be 
effected and incorporated under said Canons and 
Laws, as the successor of said mission, and within 
the limits of its Canonical boundaries, within the per- 
iod of one year after said dissolution, then to hold, 
manage, control, sell and convey the ‘said property, 
and apply the same, or the proceeds thereof, to and 
for such beneficial use of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in said Diocese of Logs Angeles, as said trus- 
tee shall deem for the best interest of said Church, 
in accordance with the purposes and powers set 
forth in its Article of Incorporation.’’ 


On motions duly made both of the foregoing a- 
mendments were adopted. 

4. A-substitute for Title III, Conon L athe 
115, presented’ ee Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, in the ils 
ing words: 


“At each Annual Cbtivention of this ee ere 
shall be elected two. Clergymen and two Laymen, 
each to serve for two years, who, with the Bishop 
and the two. Clergymen and the two Laymen: who 
itive elected at the previous Convention, shall consti- 
tute the Board of Missions, of which the- Bishop 
shall be ex-officio Chairman. In the absence of the 
Bishop from any of its meetings, the Board shall 
elect from its Clerical members a Chairman, pro tem- 
pore. The Board shall have power to fill ‘vacancies 
occurring in its own body. At all meetings of the 
Board of Missions the Presidents of Convocations 
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shall be entitled to the privileges of the floor, with- 
out the power to vote. Provided that at the Con- 
vention at which this amendment is adopted there 
shall be elected four Clergymen and four Laymen, 
and of those elected the two of each Order receiving 
the greater number of votes shall be declared elected 
for a term of two years, and the two of each order 
receiving the lesser number of votes shall be declared 
elected for a term of one year.”’ 

This was submitted to the Convention without any 
recommendation in either direction. This was done | 
because, while the Committee approves of the end 
sought by it, yet it believes that that end is already 
sufficiently secured under the Canon at present in 
force; and the Committee is averse to the making of 
any alteration in existing laws unless it can be 
shown that the change will result in clear and impor- 
tant gain. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved that the report as a 
whole be adopted. Carried. 

Mr. Thomas then moved the adoption of his a- 
mendment, which on further motion of Very Rev. 
Wm. MacCormack was laid on the table. 

Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D.; presented the report of 
the Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions into union with the.Convention, as follows: 

The Committee on Admission of Parishes and Mis- 
sions into union with the Convention begs to report 
applications received from St. Mark’s Mission, Los 
Angeles; Trinity Mission, Cahuenga District; and 
St. John’s Mission, Sawtelle, and all canonical re- 
quirements having been comphed with, it recom- 
mends that these Missions be admitted.

C. Sanford, secretary of the Eighth Missionary De- 
partment, in relation to Seamen’s work. In con- 
nection herewith, and in furtherance of its object, 
Mr. G. W. Parsons requested the continuance of the 
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Committee on Seamen’s work with the addition 
thereto by the Chair of the name of Rev. C. L. Bar- 
nes. 

The following resolution and preamble was pre- 
sented by Rev. P. H. Hickman: 

Whereas the General Convention sitting at Rich- 
mond in October, 1907, proposed a-preamble to the 
Constitution as follows: 

This American Church, first planted in Virginia, 
in the year of our Lord 1607, by representatives of 
the ancient Church of England; acknowledging the 
Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments to 
be the Word of God, the record of God’s revelation 
of Himself in His Son, and to contain all things nee- 
essary to salvation; holding the Catholic Creeds, to- 
wit, the Apostles’ Creed and the Nicene Creed, to be 
a sufficient statement of the Christian Faith; main- 
taining the Order of the Sacred Ministry in such 
form as from the Apostles’ time they have continued ; 
reverently conserving the Sacraments ordained by 
Christ Hiniself; and accounting to be members of 
the lock of Christ all those who have been duly 
baptized in the Name of the Father and of the Son 
and of the Holy Ghost; has set forth and established, 
for the furtherance of the work to which it has been 
called of God, the following 


CONSTITUTION: 


Therefore, resolved, That the fore-going Preamble 
be referred to the Committee on Canons with re- 
quest for a report to the Convention of 1910 upon 
the legal import of the phrases of the Preamble. 

On motion, the matter was so referred. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas presented the following: 

_ Resolved, To take from the table and refer to the 
Committee on Canons for report to the next Annual 
Convention the proposed amendment to the Canons 
Title HI, Canon I, Section 115, incorporating therein 
the requirement that the election of members of the 


Board of Missions shall be by the concurrent vote of 
both orders. 
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The resolution was adopted and the matter so re- 
ferred. ~~ 

Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., moved the following reso- 
lution: 

Fesolved, That this Convention, recognizing the 
importance of the City Mission work now being 
done in the City of Los Angeles, commends the Los 
Angeles City Mission Society to the consideration 
and support of the Clergy and congregations. of the 
Diocese, and especially of this city, and further rec- 
ommends that opportunity be given the Superintend- 
ent, or his representative, to present the claims of 
the work, in each congregation once during the year, 
and that an offering be taken for its support. A- 
dopted. 

The following resolutions were. presented by ps 
Henderson Judd: 


Resolved, That this Convention desires to acknow- 
ledge with sincere thanks to the New York Prayer- 
Book and Bible Society of New York their generous 
donations, hitherto, through their Bishop, to this 
Diocese, for the benefit of its Missions. Adopted. 

Pesolved, That the Bishop of the Diocese be re- 
quested, if it meets with his favor, to issue a Form of 
Prayer for the Deaf-Mutes, for use in the Diocese on 
Ephphatha Sunday, each year. Adopted. 

Mr. C. M. Swinnerton offered the following: 

Resolved, That this Convention as a body heartily 
thanks the promoters of the Missionary Banquet for 
their foresight and fruitful labors in bringing the 
Banquet to such a successful issue. Adopted. 

Rev. P. H. Hickman moved, as follows: 

Resolved, That the Secretary be requested to print 
in the Journal, after the name of each Clergyman in 
the clergy list, the date of his ordination; and also, 
if ordained without the Diocese, the date of his ad- 
mission. 

Pesolved, That the Secretary be vaeneeked to print 
in the Journal after the name of each Parish and 
Mission the date of its admission to the Convention. 
Adopted.

Mr. W. C. Mushet read the report of the Directors 
of the Corporation of the Diocesg. Received. (Ap- 
pendix J.) 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved a reference to the Com- 
mittee on Canons of the following proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitutions of the Diocese: 


CONSTITUTIONS. 


Artiele XIII, Section 38,—Amend by striking out 
the present Section and substituting therefor the 
following: 


‘At each Annual Convention there shall be elect- 
ed by the concurrent votes of both Orders, Clerical 
and Lay, two Presbyters and two Laymen for a per- 
iod of two years, who shall with the two Presbyters 
and two Laymen who were elected at the previous 
Convention, constitute the Standing Committee ;— 
they shall continue in office until their successors 
are appointed; Provided that, at the Convention at 
which this amendment is finally adopted by the Con- 
vention, and concurred in by the Bishop, there shall 
be elected four Presbyters and four Laymen, and of 
those elected the two of each Order receiving the 
greater number of votes shall be declared elected 
for a term of two years, and the two of each order 
receiving the lesser number of votes shall be declar- 
ed elected for a term of one year.’’ 

On motion of Rev. P. H. Hickman it was laid on 
the table. 


The following resolution was presented by’ Rev. 
K. L. Howe: 


That the Sunday School Institute of the Diocese of 
Los Angeles again respectfully draws the attention 
of the Convention of the Diocese to the important 
place in the Missionary advance of the Diocese that 
should be held by the Sunday School work, and re- 
news its petition for the provision of the services of 
a Field Secretary by the Board of Missions. 


In connection with this, the resolution was offered 
that the Mission Board be authorized to make such 
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provision so soon as the funds at its disposal shall 
warrant the step being taken. Adopted. 

Mr. C. W. Swinnerton moved that the Secretary be 
instructed to have two thousand copies of the Bish- 
op’s address printed for distribution among the Par- 
ishes and Missions. Adopted. 

«A. motion was adopted providing for the payment 
of $15 to the janitor of St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral for 

services to the Convention. 

’ Resolutions of thanks to the Parishes of the city, 
for their generous entertainment of delegates, and 
to the press, were adopted. 

A motion was adopted that the reading of the 
minutes of this day’s proceedings be dispensed with 
and that they be certified by the Chair. 

On motion, the ‘Convention adjourned, sine, die, 
the Bishop pronouncing the Blessing.

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. | 





Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


Within each twelve months a rich harvest of 
experience must always be gathered, and those 
which lie behind us, since last we met in Convention, 
have been no exception to the rule. Since last May 
many things have happened and as usual, both at 
home and abroad, many changes have occurred about 
which I would gladly speak had I the time. That, 
however, is so restricted that I must confine myself 
to subjects which are absolutely of prime importance. 

As has been my custom, let me first recall to you 
the names of the brethren of my own order who have, 
during the period named, departed this life in the 
faith and fear of God. Henry Codman Potter, the 
distinguished Bishop of New York, and I suppose 
that no one will question but that in many ways he 
was for years the most prominent churchman in 
America, and, exceptionally endowed as he was by 
nature, he also had easily become one of the foremost 
citizens of his city and state. George De Normandie 
Gillespie, the Bishop of Western Michigan, by qual- 
ities of a different sort, but not less valuable, within 
a somewhat smaller circle also gained for himself a 
position which in his way he as distinctly adorned 
as did his brother of New York. 

The Missionary Bishop of Western Colorado died 
within twelve months after his consecration to his 
high office. He brought to the position rare exper- 
lence and intense earnestness and much had been 
hoped for from his ministry in the new country to 
which he went. We may not question the wisdom 
of the Providence that called him home. I am sure 
that, did we but know, we would thank God for the 
end of the human life which in the light of events 
seemed so essential to-the cause of religion in his 
great mission field. 

While writing this address word comes to us of 
the passing of George C. Thomas, of Philadelphia. 
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He was in certain ways the most remarkable man I 
ever met. That he was a man of great ability in 
his own line of work is attested by his success. First 
and last, however, there are a good many rich men 
in this world but Mr. Thomas was unique in this 
respect—that in the getting of his wealth he never 
failed to recognize his responsibility to make a re- 
turn of personal service to God. He gave vast sums 
of money to innumerable good causes, but I am in- 
clined to believe that such benefactions will have 
been forgotten long before the influence due to his 
personal service will cease. He gave himself as 
well as his money—yes, before he gave his money 
did he give himself to the cause in which he was so 
interested. And here was the secret of his power. 
For instance, he took the time to know by personal 
contact hundreds of young children now grown into 
useful manhood and womanhood. These will pass 
on to coming generations the principles of a genuine 
devoted Christian life which he wonderfully ex- 
emplified. George C. Thomas, standing as one of 
the responsible partners in: the foremost banking 
house of America, had time to act as treasurer of the 
Board of Missions. which handles many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars every year. He had time to 
serve his own diocese in many ways. Te had time 
to serve his parish as a vestryman. He had time to 
plan for the Sunday Schools of the country in 
general. He had time so to plan for the Sunday 
School of his own Church of the Apostles in Phila- 
delphia, in particular, that its membership has 
reached up not only into the hundreds but the thou- 
sands. The life of this man written for busy, busy 
men might have a wholesome influence. 

There are two names to which, however, I must 
refer. The Rev. George Robinson, of blessed mem- 
ory, a priest of this diocese, passed into life eternal 
during my absence last year. <A sweet, beautiful 
and strong soul. He was beloved and admired and 
respected by all who knew his great powers and 
great worth. He was very close to me through a 
long period of his ministry and I learned to know 
him as a man as well as a priest and he never failed 
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me. May light perpetual shine upon him. He was 
an holy and an elect soul and God has taken him 
to Himself. 

Another death has occurred during this year 
which has been a personal loss to many, very many, 
in this diocese. Deaconess Emma Grebe had a 
unique place in the Church of Southern California. 
The greater portion of her life had been passed with 
us and it had been knit into the very fabric of the 
Church. She was among the very first to welcome 
me when I came to Los Angeles, and it was to her and 
in her own home I paid my last visit before starting 
for England last spring. Through all those years 
she had increasingly created for herself a place in 
the affections of her Bishop and her fellow-workers 
under him. Gradually her vocation dawned upon 
her. She had always been interested in missionary 
work in the best sense.- So long as I had known her 
had she shown a self-sacrificing purpose to bring 
to others a knowledge of the truth that had made 
her so happy and so free. In time she discovered 
that the life of ministry was open to her. Then she 
realized that God had ealled her to it and then, with 
a determination which never faltered, she fitted her- 
self for the work in which she achieved such marked 
success. Most of you knew her and loved her, 
but to me was accorded the rare privilege of a con- 
fidence that gave me a knowledge of her inner life 
that enabled me to estimate her character as few 
could do. The springs of her life were transpar- 
ently pure. I believe that Deaconess Grebe had in 
mind solely and entirely the glory of God. She 
loved the Church system devotedly and knew noth- 
ing but it. The Church’s language was the only 
language she spoke. The Church’s methods were 
the only ones with which she was familiar, and yet, 
while every thought to which she gave expression 
was conceived in the phrase and form of the Church’s 
familiar terms, they were not mere form to her but, 
invariably, she gave the impression that they were 
‘congenial settings for God-inspired thoughts. She 
won people to the Church because one felt that for 
her the Church and the sacraments were the means 
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by which her life had been illumined and through 
which she was seeking to make men realize that they 
could get the clearest vision of divine things. She 
was a mystic but she was also eminently practical. 
Who of you who knew her do not recall the judicious 
means she employed to accomplish her ends? For 
instance, in establishing missions, several of which 
were largely due to her influence, she would care- 
fully visit an entire neighborhood and by getting 
into touch with the people create the enthusiasm in 
them to undertake the work. She would inspire and 
guide but she forced the people themselves to take 
the initiative and so commit themselves to the effort. 
If she wanted money, by her. intelligence invariably 
she made her co-workers feel that the smallest gifts 
of faith were as much needed as the large ones. If 
she wanted co-operation, she so sought it everywhere 
that everyone was interested so soon as she set her 
hand to work. And then, in addition to her de- 
votion and practical intelligence, Deaconess Grebe 
was generous in her judgment, loving in her inter- 
course, courageous and brave in the face of diffi- 
culties. What shall be the results of such a minis- 
try? Who ean tell? God be praised for this life. 
I venture to say that its effect will not cease until 
the great book shall have been opened and the secret 
things hidden from the world shall have been dis- 
closed. Who of us, my brethren, could not have 
learned much at the feet of her whom God has 
called to Himself? And am I not right in beheving 
that the memory of this saintly woman will be an 
inspiration, for many a long year, in this diocese 
blessed by her presence and her work? 

There are two institutions of the national Church 
to which I wish to turn your attention. Asa diocese 
we owe much to the American Church Building 
Fund Commission. At least fifteen missions have 
been finished by gifts from it. I have never been 
refused a grant from its officials when I have com- 
plied with their very proper conditions. I believe 
that we owe much to this institution and upon gen- 
eral principles I bespeak for it from every congrega- 
tion an annual contribution to its fund, and I remind 
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every mission which has been a beneficiary that it is 
in honor bound to make some contribution to the 
work of the Commission which so generously, in its 
hour of need, lifted the burden from its shoulders. 

The other institution whose claim I urge is that of 
the Clergy Relief Fund. In building up the Five 
Million Dollar Fund, we must bear in mind that until 
it becomes available the Church’s great society must 
make good the grants which it has already pledged 
to the aged and infirm clergy. Some contribution 
should go from every congregation to the general 
society, each year, until the five million dollars shall 
have been raised. 

And this leads me to speak of that Commission and 
its work. Only one thing needs to be done to give 
the Commission success. The Church must be made 
to believe that success is possible. I know that the 
great obstacle with which Dr. Wilkins has been con- 
fronted is the apparent inability of the clergy to 
see that the largest things are possible if they will 
only arouse themselves to initiate and push efforts in 
behalf of his work. The laity are far more deeply 
interested than the clergy suspect. What is needed 
is faith, enthusiasm and wise organization to secure 
the money desired. In the past, the efforts in the 
interest of the ‘‘Church Building Fund,’’ ‘‘Thank- 
Offering,’’ and objects of a kindred nature have not 
lacked this in leaders. Those men have done won- 
ders, but, to a man, they have at times been discour- 
aged, for the reason that the clergy have not taken 
hold of the work with a spirit that would ensure 
success. That was the burden of George Wharton 
Pepper’s message to Richmond. Judge Prince, who 
gave a whole year to the Church Building Fund Com- 
mission, would tell the same story; and Dr. Wilkins 
in several communications, though full of enthu- 
siasm, assures me that his work lies in making not 
his lay brethren but his clerical brethren, the men for 
whom he is working, appreciate the need of careful, 
painstaking, persistent effort to keep his mission in 
mind. To be sure, some of us have done something, 
but what man in this diocese has organized the work 
in his parish so that from this time on gifts to the 
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fund may be expected. And, yet, only as our people 
are fully advised of the tremendous need and of the 
way in which they may help to meet it may we hope 
to see this important movement carried on to a suc- 
cessful issue. 

The great obstacle in the way to your heeding this 
eall to a special work is apparent to me. I am 
reminding you of the claims of this fund. I have 
also reminded you of the’claim of the Church Build- 
ing Commission. And the claims of diocesan mis- 
sions are incessant, while the city and convocation 
missions are always in evidence, and I venture to say 
that the apportionment for Domestic and Foreign 
Missions looms big before your eyes many and many 
a time throughout the year. In communities where 
the Church is struggling for funds with which to 
erect church buildings, rectories and guild halls, as 
well as for funds for clerical support, the accumula- 
tion of duty and obligation becomes so great that it 
is well nigh appalling. This is not fully understood 
by our brethren in well established communities 
living, as they do, upon settled incomes and in 
houses which have been their home for a generation, 
and worshipping in churches built by their fathers. 
They have fallen heir to domestic and ecclesiastical 
equipment, and parochial and diocesan needs, what- 
ever they may be, are at least reduced to a minimum. 
There will always be such needs in every diocese and 
parish, but they cannot be so imperious in the older 
communities as in the new country, peopled 
with colonists, where everything,—houses, schools 
and churches—must be built from the founda- 
tion stone to the ridge poles of the houses 
in which they are to live. That was the 
eondition thirty years ago in every part of Southern 
California, and it is the actual condition in many 
parts of Southern California today. I allude to this 
fact for two reasons. Jf my words are read by our 
Eastern friends who are disposed to be critical, as 
they sometimes are, because we, here, do not do more 
for extra-diocesan work than we have done, let 
me ask them to take this fact into consideration in 
forming their estimate. And then, in the second 
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place, I want the clergy and the laity of the diocese 
to realize that I, the Bishop, appreciate the strain 
upon them and that I am confident that they have 
been doing splendidly, measured by any just stand- 
ard, when they have placed themselves within the 
first of all of the dioceses in the country in their 
contribution towards the work of God. Figures 
prove that fact. We have not by any means reached 
the ideal, but we are rising a little higher each year. 
and, please God, upon our avowed policy we shall in 
time reach it. I want the time to come when we can 
relieve the Board of Missions from any appropria- 
tion, when we shall ask nothing from them, and what 
is more, when we shall send to them the entire 
amount asked from us as a diocese to their advanced 
work. To this end two things will be necessary. 
1st. We must simplify our methods. I know that 
some of my brethren do not agree with me but I 
believe that, could we arrive at a system by which 
offerings for missions might be massed in two gifts, 
our people would contribute with greater satisfaction 
and greater ease. At the present time, inasmuch as 
the distinction between different causes and funds 
is not always clear, (and that can hardly be helped 
when they are so many), the feeling in our congre- 
gations is that one is always giving to the same 
object; or, if not that, that one is never sure when 
another appeal is to be made. My own conviction 
is, if we could say to our people—we would like you 
to make two subscriptions, one for work within and 
one for work without the diocese, and when you have 
given those two sums, in any way you please, that 
that will be all which we shall ask from you during 
the current year—I am inclined to believe that then 
they would respond quickly and generously. Such 
adefinite arrangement~-would divest the whole 
question of uncertainty. There would be no further 
conjecture as to the causes helped and supported and 
no uncertainty about further appeals. The subject 
could be closed for twelve months. A process of 
education in mission motive and work could be con- 
tinued, but the subject of money need not be men- 
tioned until subscriptions were to be renewed. 


t 
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It will be necessary, in the second place, to push 
our present policy to its legitimate conclusion. We 
began by asking every communicant to give ten 
cents per month to the missionary cause and that 
policy, so far as I am aware, was after several years’ 
trial deemed to be perfectly satisfactory. Indeed, it 
was so satisfactory that the convention, by its own 
act, voted to apportion the missionary budget to the 
several congregations upon that basis. So long as 
we have asked for contributions upon that ratio no 
one objected but, so soon as the convention author- 
ized the missionary committee actually to assess each 
communicant at the well known rate, protests have 
arisen. In the merits of the recent discussions I 
have no particular interest but I do hold to my 
original contention, and I am prepared to justify it 
by results—that everyone attached to the Church™ 
should do something to aid her advanced work 
within the diocese and beyond her borders. By 
msistence upon this pohey we increased our offer- 
ings from eighteen hundred to eight thousand dollars 
per annum. I have caused an analysis of fiscal 
reports of several of the important dioceses in the 
East to be made, where other policies are in vogue, 
and I find that this diocese, in proportion, has done 
better each year than they, and practically that each 
year we have done better than in the year that pre- 
ceded. I desire, therefore, to adhere to this policy 
and I wish that we were so equipped in the diocesan 
office with a clerical service that we could aid in the 
appeal which the clergy are called to make for this 
cause. I wish it were possible for us to establish 
here at the Pro-Cathedral a clearing house so that we 
could know how and where to address every church- 
man in Southern California, and that to every such 
churchman might be sent literature which would 
keep him so informed as to our missionary work that, 
when the clergy presented the cause, they would 
speak to people already alive to the importance of 
the issues at stake. I am thoroughly convinced that 
a policy which reaches the individual and arrests his 
attention is the one to succeed. I desire more than 
a family gift, from its head. I want the time to come 
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when every member of every family shall make some 
sort of a pledge to missions. Each member of the 
household should be trained to save for the cause 
and at the stated time to contribute toward it. If, 
however, that has not been done and, upon the 
quarterly Sunday, the father suddenly realizes the 
fact and finds that he can contribute but five dollars 
for a family of five, let him give a dollar into the 
hand of each member of the household and, with his 
gift, let him instruct those who are to place this 
money upon the alms-basin that it is a contribution 
toward a cause which has a claim upon every disciple 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Let him impress upon his family the responsibility 
which each one bears for the success of God’s work. 
All this will take time and devotion but it will pro- 
duce the result. It is the painstaking method but it 
tells. System and persistence win the day and I 
shall not cease to plead for this policy until it be- 
comes the established one in the diocese of Los 
Angeles. 

For several years, as you are aware, I have been 
planning for schools. I have been deliberate, for 
I am aware that deliberation in all such work is 
essential to substantial success. I am gratified to 
be able to say that the school for girls has been 
established in San Diego and that already we have 
every reason to believe that its future is assured. 
We have quite as many boarders as with our present 
equipment we can accommodate and our school- 
rooms are full to overflowing. Indeed, we are being 
crowded ont of the present quarters and have been 
obliged to plan for quite double our present numbers 
who are likely to come to us this next year. I make 
this statement through you to the diocese. Applica- 
tion for admission must be made at an early day by 
those who desire to enter their daughters in Septem- 
ber and such application should be made direetly to 
the principal, Mrs. Bentham, at the school. I believe 
that this school will be a great credit to the Church. 
The faculty, in quality, has no superior upon this 
coast and evidences are not wanting which lead me 
to believe that the school’s patrons fully recognize 
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this fact. The ideals are the highest and the meth- 
ods are quite up to the best standards of the day. 
Our purpose is to educate our girls in the truest 
sense. In a Christian home we will strive to sur- 
round them with refining influences and, then, so to 
train them intellectually that they may either enter 
college well prepared or pass out into active life 
with minds stored with useful information and, in 
either case, so cultured as to enable them to take the 
positions in the world to which in the providence of 
God they have been called. 

During my absence in England, last year, I began 
to plan for the coming season and one of my schemes 
contemplated the delivery by some of the able men 
of the diocese of a series of papers relating to the 
history and office of the Anglican Communion. These 
were delivered here in this Pro-Cathedral during 
Lent. That scholarship of a high order was shown 
in carrying out this scheme was recognized by all 
who heard them. The work done appealed to 
thoughtful men and one felt, at the close of the 
season, that this Church of ours had had a place in 
the affairs of men of which we might well be proud, 
and we realized that a duty was incumbent upon us" 
to maintain for coming generations the traditions 
of our fathers. The point was made and established 
that while Christ, primarily, appealed to the in- 
dividual and based His plans upon the regenerated 
life of the individual, stili he had in mind the build- 
ing up of a civilization which was to be brought 
about by a combination in one great organization— 
the Church—of the forces inherent in regenerated 
individual life. He wanted the ‘‘kingdom of this 
world’’ to become His own kingdom and, to attain 
this end, He conceived of an institution into which 
were to be incorporated by sacramental means those 
who accepted Him as Master and Guide. Appar- 
ently, Christ’s idea was that this great Church 
should be the witness and teacher of His truths 
throughout all ages. It was a magnificent concep- 
tion. Has it been realized? J think that it has. To 
be sure, the Christian world today, and for that 
matter almost from the beginning, has not presented 
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a united front to the world. Christians in every 
age, like St. Peter and St. Paul, have ‘‘withstood 
each other to the face,’’ but in spite of these differ- 
ences, as was so recently shown by the present Bishop 
of Exeter, all those who have been baptized are bound 
by-a mystical ghostly sacramental tie to the Body of 
Christ, and so, necessarily, by a similar tie to each 
other; and those so related to each other, and inter: 
related to Christ, constitute the Catholic Church of 
the Creeds. In the Messianic terms of the Psalmist, 
it is as true of the mystical body as of the physical 
body of Christ ‘‘that while all His bones may be out 
of joint,’’ yet ‘‘not a bone has been broken.’’ And 
this conception is one that we ought always to bear 
in mind. Sacraments do not unite us to coteries 
and sects and denominations or communions. A 
man is not by baptism made a member of the Angli- 
ean, the Methodist or Presbyterian or Roman 
Churches, but by the sacrament he is made a member 
of the one great*Church of God and so, by right of 
his baptism, everyone who calls himself a Christian 
may claim for himself the privileges of membership 
in the Catholic Church. Whatever may be the ap- 
pearance of things, a mystical sacramental bond 
unites all such souls to Christ, and so to each other, 
who have been baptized in the name of The Father, 
The Son and The Holy Ghost. Now my contention 
is, that, though hampered by divisions, the great 
mystical Church has gone on doing its work for its 
Master, and that gradually it is, in God’s own way, 
accomplishing His purpose. 

That which we call the Anglican Communion, and 
of which we are a part, has always stood for a large 
view of its own position and office. It is needless 
for me to argue for its place in the religious world. 
It claims for its ministry unbroken lineage from the 
Apostles and the same independence of foreign 
dominion which characterized the national churches 
of the primitive days. The Lenten lectures, also, 
fixed these facts beyond dispute and, not to secure 
au intellectual victory but to set at rest questions 
which must be settled if the Church ig ever to do its 
best work for God, I desired that they should. <A 
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ministry, with an unbroken succession from the 
Apostles, once established, creates in itself a condi- 
tion which can only be accounted for upon the 
hypothesis that it derives its commission from Christ 
to teach the Gospel which it practises. I have never 
heard that statement more effectively argued than 
by a priest in this diocese. - Ag he has affirmed, the 
Jewish Passover :annot be accounted for except upon 
the hypothesis that God did for Israel exactly that 
to which the Passover witnesses, and so a continuous 
visible ministry and a. sacramental system attest to 
men that Christ actually did come with gifts of grace 
and life for the world. These questions of ecclesias- 
tical lineage and practice, running back to apostolic 
days, give the burden of proof to Him and for His 
Gospel, of which they claim to be a part. If the 
message of the Triune God and of the Incarnate Life 
has been delivered in every one of the twenty cen- 
turies by men claiming to have a commission to 
deliver it, those who call it in question must justify 
the denial by pointing out the time when the fiction 
was devised and the man or men who were bold 
enough or powerful enough to impose it upon intelli- 
gent people. With a continuous practice and cus- 
tom invariably bound up with the preaching of the 
Christian Faith, one cannot account for such a stu- 
pendous system except as each generation of the 
Church believed that the commission which it had 
received from its predecessor had been handed down 
to it from Jesus who had claimed to be the Lord and 
Giver of Life. Take out of the system the Ministry 
of Apostolic Succession and the Sacraments and, 
while you have a beautiful message left, still it lacks 
a certain backing and, sooner or later, it is bound 
to suffer the fate of all the messages which men have 
received. This is not a petty question about which 
men may differ. It is a mighty issue in which this, 
our Church, is standing for a principle. She does 
not now discredit, nor has she ever discredited, other 
ministries owned, as they have been, by God by 
marvelous blessings, but for her own ministry she 
does claim apostolic origin and she urges the un- 
broken conviction of the ages to its apostolic origin 
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as a fact to be accounted for before men may logi- 
cally refuse to accept her gospel. The fact is—a visi- 
ble Church with a history enables us today to point 
out the time, the place, the conditions under which 
the papacy and mariolatry were introduced and as- 
~ sumed prominence in certain parts of the Christian 
world. The same fact enables us to point out the 
time, place and conditions under which devotional 
practices subversive of the simple institutions of our 
Lord have been introduced. There, we are able to 
say, was the place and date when each one of these 
vain theories gained a foothold in the Church of God, 
and those calling in question the faith of the gospel. 
which we preach are confronted with a similar task. 
The Church’s history is an open book. If the orig- 
inal gospel did not include the Trinity, the Incarna- 
tion, the Atonement, the Sacramental System, it 
remains for those who do not accept these great 
verities to show when they were invented and where 
they were introduced into the creeds. As Tertullian 
practically said, ‘‘The novelty of a doctrine is easily 
established and its novelty is its refutation.’? It 
remains for the sceptic to unroll the line of Bishops 
and to fix upon the false and wicked man the respon- 
sibility which belongs to him for the introduction 
into the creed of the elements which he denies to 
be a part of the faith as it was in Jesus. 

Do you not see, therefore, that we attach import- 
ance to our theory of the ministry because its visible 
character, easily traced, becomes a great mainstay 
for the faith? While without discrediting other 
ministries which satisfy the demands of those who 
exercise and use them, and without, for a moment, 
questioning that God employs them to advance His 
cause, the Anglican Communion claims that, for the 
reason given, it is incumbent upon it to be true to 
its own tradition—that from the Apostles’ time 
there have been bishops, priests and deacons in the 
Church of God who have been admitted to their 
several offices by prayer and imposition of hands. 

And, furthermore, I am satisfied that the day will 
come when the Christian world will rejoice that our 
Church has shielded its ministry as she has, and 
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guarded this truth concerning it because, amid the 
inevitable changes and chances of time, it is sure tu 
prove to be a bulwark to the essential truths of the - 
Gospel. I am not concerned about the validity of 
other ministries nor as to the value of the agencies 
which other religious bodies use. In the course of 
my life, if I can judge by results, I have arrived at 
the conclusion that God may set an estimate upon 
other people and their means, which may be quite 
different from the one which hitherto I have held. 
I have, therefore, long since decided that it is not 
wise to sneer at or, by innuendo, to east aspersion 
upon people with whom I may differ. In a word, 
while I have been enjoined ‘‘boldly to rebuke vice,”’ 
I have learned that I am not called to. censure others 
with whom I am at intellectual variance, but rather 
to justify my own principles by obedient acquies- 
cence in the ideals, purposes, aims and methods of 
this Church to which in the providence of God I 
belong. 

Now how shall we do this?) My answer is—by 
cultivating a sense of proportion in holding and 
teaching the faith. I am more and more convinced 
that the danger menacing the Christian world at 
large is the lack of a sense of perspective. Let me 
illustrate.It would seem as though the end to be 
reached ought always to be of prime consideration 
to a disciple of Christ. But is it? Christ came to 
the world to set at work forces that would produce 
character and the keynote of that character was tu 
be love. Indeed, St. John makes it the test of the 
genuineness of discipleship. ‘‘We know that we 
have passed from death unto life becatise we love 
the brethren.’?’ While we must value the truths 
imbedded into the structure of our Holy Faith; 
while the propagation of them one and all demands 
our loyal support; while sociological schemes deserve 
our constant and generous aid; while devotion in 
the closet and at the altar is ignored at the very 
peril of our spiritual life; yet ‘‘without charity they 
are nothing worth.’’ Do Christian men generally 
believe that to be true? While I have been at my 
desk I have heard of two missionaries to the Indians, 
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(I am glad they are not our own), who, though living 
in the same community, never speak when they meet 
upon the road, and each has a following which 
practically adopts the same attitude toward the 
other. A minister in one of the churches, in a city 
well known to me, recently told me that he was not 
only ignored but treated with scant courtesy by the 
Christian ministers of his community with whom he 
could not agree. He is an able man, a godly man, 
but because of his views he was not simply left alone 
but he had been held up to contempt and scorn in 
public assemblies. 

I think I understand the animus back of such a 
situation.I can easily fancy to myself the unctuous 
justification for a policy of this sort. Doubtless, 
these loveless men who have adopted it are intelli- 
gently and conscientiously devoted to certain as- 
pects of the truth which they believe to be vital and, 
in its interests, they deem it disloyal to God to 
consort with those who deny it. It is but a step to 
the attitude which they have assumed. Having 
refused to recognize a Roman Catholic or a Univer- 
salist or a Christian Scientist, when they meet one 
on the street, they have made themselves believe 
that they are rebuking vice. They seem to have 
forgotten entirely that the greatest thing in the 
world is love and that, by its power alone, they have 
been sent out to win men from their pernicious error 
to Divine truth. They have forgotten this funda- 
mental principle of love, and actually they justify 
their ostracism, which wounds and hurts and frets 
and irritates other disciples of Jesus, upon the ground 
that they do not happen to think in harmony with 
themselves about certain corollaries of the Christian 
faith. Not only does this monstrous situation lack 
the element of love but, in a fancied interest for the 
Gospel of love, there has been infused into it that 
which in the world men call hate. Does the Gospel 
of love require such a boycott for its defense? T 
claim that a man who adopts it has no sense of 
perspective, no sense of proportion, and that so far 
from protecting the faith for which he is so much 
concerned, by cutting himself offfrom the man with 
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whom he is at variance, he has by his act of petty 
discourtesy given its interests a staggering blow. 
The Christian faith suffers far more from the loveless 
lives of its own adherents than it does from the 
antagonisms of its most violent opponents, and a 
Christian man who does not realize this is in serious 
danger of losing his own soul. Read through the 
Gospels and it is love that is forced into the fore- 
front of every message which Jesus gave. Love 
was His new and great command. He asked for 
personal love for Himself. ‘‘My.son, give Me thine . 
heart,’’ is His first great imperious call, and after 
that He enjoins, as only second in importance, the 
love of one’s neighbor. He did want men to think 
aright but before all else He wanted them to adjust 
their affections to right ends. And until a man has 
done that his good work and his correct theology, 
his ardent and beautiful worship, will serve merely 
as the exquisite mausoleum for a corpse. <A soul 
that does not love is dead. 

In order to reach this point I have drawn my 
illustrations from other religious bodies than our 
own. I have felt that I would deal with my subject 
‘more effectively if I could divest it of the elements 
which might give it such an association as would 
render it valueless to us. If, however, bitter: an- 
tagonism can beguile the representatives of rival 
religious communities, so that they forget the very 
graces which their spiritual experience should culti- 
vate, I quite believe that the same may be true of 
partisans within our own communion. Our avowed 
policy is the comprehension of all who agree in the 
essentials of the faith, but just at this point is intro- 
duced the element of controversy. What are the 
essentials, men ask, and in drawing the line between 
essentials and non-essentials, they at times have 
grown bitter, and crimination and recrimination 
have followed each other in quick succession. JI am 
fairly well advised of what is going on in the eccles- 
iastical world, for I see the English and American 
papers, each week; and if I may judge by what I 
read in them I think I almost always detect the lack 
of the spirit that ‘‘suffereth long and is kind,’’ and 
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that ‘‘thinketh no evil’’ in many of the movements 
of the day. If we were to base our opinion of the 
men and women of our own Church upon the 

speeches one may hear in the Mother Country, at 

well known meetings by men of each school of 

thought, one would be led to believe that the Church — 
was in a piteous plight; that a conspiracy was on 
foot upon the one hand to rebind us to Rome, and 
upon the other to betray the sacred trust of the 
Apostolic Ministry; but no sane, intelligent man 
believes such to be the case. Insane men do. They 
will band together, as they have done in England, 
and break into churches and destroy valued fabrics 
and furniture. By partisan gatherings of all schools 
of thought, they will harangue excited audiences 
and charge all sorts of motives to the men with 
whom they differ, but as time passes on they all 
alike are obliged to admit that, somehow or other, 
God’s blessing seems to rest upon those whom they 
have been so busily cursing, and that all alike are 
doing work for the souls and bodies of men that 
could only be accomplished by those who are in lov- 
ing, vital companionship with God. This is all due 
to what we may call the propagandist spirit. There 
are two ways in which we may preach the Faith. 
We may teach it because we have felt its power and 
want to pass the good thing on to others, or we may 
teach it because with our minds we have thought 
out the scheme and are anxious to make other men 
think just as we do. The first man is a missionary, 
the second a propagandist. The first man brings 
peace; the second man, war. The first man is like 
St. John in his ripe old age. The second like St. 
Peter cutting off the ear of the High Priest’s servant 
in the garden. Now, my friends, we must cultivate 
the loving spirit of St. John, if we want to do Christ’s 
work. Men in the Church who represent schools of 
thought must not only respect but literally love each 
other, and all alike must learn to love souls if they 
expect the Church to achieve its destiny. By love I 
do not mean mawkish, sentimental emotion. I mean 
an honest attachment based upon a respect for man 
because he is a soul and because within every such © 
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man there is the capacity, under God, of becoming 
like Jesus, the ideal man. That should be our feel- 
ing toward every man who loyally accepts the 
Nicene Creed, even though his ‘‘pious opinions’’ 
about a hundred other matters are not such as we 
may hold. And we, who are united by the bond of 
this Nicene faith, ought to reach out in genuine 
affection to every other soul for whom Christ died. 
The race is crude and undeveloped; hardly a man of 
us has done more than make a fair start in spiritual 
things and, as we go about our work, we may grow. 
critical and petulant and irritable because the 
world does not accept our views and respond to our 
appeals. Then, at these moments, will be the time 
when we may draw the sword and hack off some 
unfortunate man’s ear. We may carry our points. 
We may get our victories but, if we get them by the 
sword of will power, or by indirection or shrewd- 
ness or intolerance or guile or any purely human 
method, we shall utterly fail and God will hold us. 
to account. We shall never convert the world by 
machinery or by argument. Both are needed in 
their places but, through the agericies we employ 
and into the gospel we preach, we must show to men, 
‘with whom we work and for whom we work, not 
that we feel that we ought to lové, but that we 
actually do love their souls. Failing this we shall 
never bring men to Christ. 

_Now, this is what I mean by proportion and per- 
spective. It is putting first things first. If a blind 
man, who knew little or nothing about the important 
doctrines of the Incarnation and the Atonement, 
could win the commendation of Christ, it would seem 
that, in spite of his ignorance of essential truth, Jesus 
found in his soul something which—to say the least 
—was of precedent importance even to the blessed 
knowledge which you and I have, and He loved him 
for that. Here, then, is the ideal for the Church and 
for our Church if she wants to achieve her destiny. 
She has no right to play fast and loose with any 
truth. Nor has she the right to undervalue the 
great dogmas of the Faith, but she must learn to 
place the emphasis just where it belongs. She must 
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be broad enough and discriminating enough and 
honest enough to find the things that are really 
worth while in those who are blind, indifferent, it 
may be, to some of her splendid gifts. Again, 
gradually, through twenty centuries the face of 
Christianity has been changed, and many of the 
changes in practice have been to its advantage, but 
that they are novel no one can deny. Could you 
believe that Christian men would permit these 
novelties, (and they are not the monopoly of any 
set of churchmen), to separate them from their 
fellow churchmen? That is not putting first things 
first. That policy lacks perspective and proportion, 
and yet this is often done. I do not ask anyone to 
yield anything that has blessed him in spiritual 
things, but I say—put first things first. Keep in 
mind the object and the purpose of all religion. 
Cultivate the mind that was in Christ as He viewed 
the world. Full your mind with His ideals about 
souls and strive to do His work for them. Then will 
there no longer be any novelties to disturb our peace. 
The heart of the Church will be so full of the divine 
enthusiasm for Jesus Christ, and so convinced of His 
supreme power to convert the world, that every 
doctrine it preaches and every sacrament it admin- 
isters will be transfused with the spirit which draws 
men closer and closer to the Master whom we serve.

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APPEND XB. oie , 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


The Board of Missions in making its annual re- 
port desires to put emphasis upon the fact that dur- 
ing the past year the expenses of maintaining the 
services at the different missionary points through- 
ont the Diocese have very materially increased. 

This has been due in the main to additional ap- 
propriations made in the belief that the conditions 
justified them. 

The following comparison will to some extent il- 
lustrate the point: 

The warrant for the month of April, 1908, amount- 
ed to $743. 

The warrant for the month of April, 1909, amount- 
ed to $909.34. 

This means that last month the missionary work 
cost the Diocese $166.34 more than for the same 
month a year ago. 

While it is a matter of congratulation that we 
have been able to meet all expenses notwithstand- 
ing this increase, with a small balance left over, 
still it must be borne in mind that the Emergency 
Fund has been entirely spent in doing so. 

At the present time we are helping to maintain 
services at the following places with the estimated 
yearly cost as indicated below: 

San Pedro, $600; Anaheim, $360; Carlsbad, San 
Luis Rey, Merle, $210; Whittier, $240, Glendale, 
$300; Covina $100; Rev. Mr. Welton, $120; Rev. 
Mr. DeWolf $120; Rev. T. G. Marshall, $1200; Re- 
dondo Beach, $300; St. James, San Diego, $450; 
Church of the Angels, Gayenza $180; IIueneme, 
Oxnard, $492; Monrovia and Duarte, $480; National 
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City, $240; Escondido, $396; Alhambra, $510; St. 
Andrew’s, Los Angeles; $360; Corona, $300; Orange, 
$510; Bostonia, $300; Alamitos, $420; Oceanside, 
Fallbrook, $396; Sawtelle, $600; La Jolla, $540; 
Ventura, Santa Paula, $3.60; Needles, $300; Hemet, 
San Jacinto, $360; General Missionary, $300. _ 

This, in the aggregate, is a budget of $11,044. We 
must add to this $450 for the salaries of Secretary, 
Treasurer and office expenses; which brings the total 
to $11,494. 

This is the minimum that we must have, if we 
maintain upon its present basis the work already 
begun. 

This sum, if it is voted by the Convention, will be 
distributed as follows: 

Ventura County, $852; Riverside County, 5.40; 
San Bernardino County, $300; Orange County, $870; 
San Diego County, $2,832; Los Angeles County, | 
outside the city, $4,030; Los Angeles City, $988. 

It must be evident to everybody in Southern 
California that there is a growing immigration west- 
ward. People are pouring into the country by the 
thousands. : 

New places, with the most promising futures, are 
springing up on every hand where the Church ought 
to be, but is not. In the great county of Imperial 
with the brightest prospects from a material point 
of: view for development, there is as yet not one 
clergyman of our Church and not one building which 
we can call our own. 

There are, in other sections of the Diocese, almost 
a dozen points where work might be begun and 
where Missions might be established that, in the pres- 
ent decade, would develop into self-supporting par- 
ishes. 

Constantly there are coming to the Bishop of the 
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Diocese the most urgent appeals for help. 

It is, therefore, his belief that the following new 
work ought to be begun, and he believes it can be, 
if the Church is willing to sanction the additional 
expenditure of money:

Now, the amount necessary to carry out, in its 
entirety, the program thus outlined is $13,834. 

Deducting the $1,200 received from the Board of 
Missions, in New York, there remains $12,634 to be 
provided for by this Convention, if in its Judgment 
it thinks best to do so. 

The members of the Board of Missions are but the 
agents of the Church. They control no enterprises 
and administer no funds of their own. 

In this matter they are unanimous that it is the 
business of the Convention to finally determine the 
amount of money to be expended, this coming year, 
in the missionary work of the Diocese. 

If the entire sum is voted, they will spend it to the 
best of their judgment and ability, where it will do 
the most good. If but a portion of the amount named 
is given to them, they will take that and make it go 
as far and help as many people as is possible. 

It seems to them that the raising of funds for mis- 
sionary work in this Diocese would be materially 
helped if a field Secretary were appointed. 

Such a man would be able to go from place to 
place, would scatter information about the work 
and its needs and would stir up an enthusiasm for 
missions that would produce the results that are de- 
voutly wished for. 
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If it were possible to print in leaflet form an 
attractive and carefully prepared statement of our 
methods, giving such data as in the judgment of 
the Bishop and the Missionary Committee might be 
deemed helpful, the message of a Field Secretary 
would be much more likely to win the response that 
we have in mind. This literature could be dis- 
tributed broadcast throughout the Diocese. It would 
find its way into places where the living voice would 
not be able to go, and the results, we believe, would 
far outweigh any actual cost that the preparation 
and printing might involve. \ 

The Board of Missions does not say to the Con- 
vention: 

How much it shall give or how it shall raise that 
amount which it may be willing to give. 

But it is their judgment that the financial burden 
resting upon the Church would be lightened if the 
delegates from the Missions, present here today, 
would voluntarily offer to increase the pledge which 
they have already made to the salary of the Clergy- 
man in charge. 

This would allow the Board to reduce its appro-, 
priation and relieve materially the situation that 
presses so heavily upon the hearts of us all. 

There are, at present, 25 men at-work. If, in each 
case, there was an increase of only $25 a year, that 
would result in the saving to the treasury of the 
Mission Board of $6 :25. 

It does not seem unreasonable to suppose that 
more even than that—perhaps fully a thousand dol- 
lars—of the amount that’-we desire might be pro- 
vided for in some such way as suggested. 

It would be a most gracious act if those who have 
been helped generously, when the Church was well 
able to do so, should now, in the crisis before us, of 
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their own motion assume a larger share of the mis- 
sionary burden as an expression of their apprecia- 
tion of what had been received. 

But the call to sacrifice is to all: 

To the Missions which have been receiving as the 
Church has been able to give; 

To the parishes which have been giving largely and 
generously to every appeal of missionary enlarge- 
ment. 

We must all stand together at this time. The 
Church must be brought up to the colors, not vice 
versa. 

So will we lengthen our cords and strengthen our 
stakes until the kingdoms of this world shall become 
the kingdom of our Lord and of His Christ. 
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APPENDIX C. 
REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 





The Standing Committee elected by the Thirteenth 
Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
consisting of the Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D.D., the Rev. 
M. C. Dotten, Ph.D., the Rev. J. Arthur Evans, and 
the Rev. J. D. H. Browne; and Messrs. the Hon. Thos. 
L. Winder, Mr. Daniel Cleveland, Mr. C. D. Adams, 
and Dr. J. M. Radebaugh, met on the 15th day of 
May, 1908, and organized by the election of the Rev. 
A. G. L. Trew, D.D., as President, and the Rev. J. D. 
H. Browne as Secretary. 

On July 20, the Committee dealt with an applica- 
tion from All Saints, Los Angeles, for permission to 
extend its boundaries. Pending the canonical in- 
quiries the application was subsequently withdrawn. 

An appheation at the same time was read from 
the Diocese of Virginia, asking consent to the elec- 
tion of a Coadjutor Bishop for that Diocese, on the 
ground of extent of territory and a more vigorous 
prosecution of the work. Consent was unanimously 
given. 

Also, at the same time, a communication was read 
from the Diocese of Maryland asking for consent to 
the ordination and consecration of the Rev. Fred- 
erick Joseph Kinsman, M.A.,B.D., as Bishop of said 
Diocese. The Canons in such cases having been com- 
plied with, unanimous consent was given, and the 
testimonials were signed. 

On September 7.—A communication was read from 
the Diocese of Washington, D. C., through its Stand- 
ing Committee, asking for consent to the ordination 
and consecration of the Rev. Alfred Harding, D.D., 
as Bishop of said Diocese. The Canons in this case, 
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having been complied with, consent was unanimous- 
ly given, and the testimonials were signed. 

On January 27th, 1909.—The Committee sat with 
the Bishop as a Council of Advice. 

On March 3.—A communication was read from the 
Most Rev. D. 8. Tuttle, D.D., LU-D., D.C.L., Presid- 
ing Bishop of the Church in the United States, an- 
nouncing the election by the House of Bishops in 
special session, convened in New York City for the 
purpose, of the Rev. Nathaniel Seymour Thomas, 
D.D., to be Missionary Bishop of the Diocese of 
Wyoming, and of the Rev. Benjamin Brewster, M.A., 
to be Missionary Bishop of the Diocese of Western 
Colorado, and asking the approval ofthis Committee 
of said election. On motion consent was unanimously 
given, in each ease, and the testimonials were signed. 

At the same time, application was received from 
St. James’ Mission,South Pasadena, asking canon- 
ical permission to become a Parish. The required 
number of names being appended to the petition, 
and everything found satisfactory, unanimous con- 
sent was given, and the Secretary instructed to com- 
municate the fact to the Bishop. 

On April 9—An application was received from Mr. 
Arthur Lionel Walters, B.A., a candidate for Holy 
Orders, asking to be recommended to the Bishop for 
ordination into the Sacred Order of Deacons. The 
testimonials required by the Canons, being enclosed 
with the application and found complete and highly 
satisfactory, the Committee unanimously recom- 
mended Mr. Walters, and signed the canonical testi- 
monials.

REPORT OF REGISTRAR AND LIBRARIAN. 


To the Fourteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 


I beg to make my fourteenth annual report as 
Registrar. 

It was Cicero who, two thousand years ago, wrote 
the short and terse paragraph that ‘‘not to know 
what happened before we were born is to remain 
always children.’’ We, certainly, ought to be famil- 
iar with what has happened around us, for at least a 
twelve months past, if we wish not to come under the 
category mentioned. The children of our Civil War 
heroes rightly perpetuate the memory of those who 
suffered and died during the fearful conflict. Do 
not the faithful clergy and laity of every diocese 
deserve some honor bestowed upon them after wear- 
ing themselves out in the service of the Church? 
And, yet, it is possible to know less of these faithful 
heroes and of their self-sacrificing labors, and even of 
the sanctuaries in which we worship, than we do of 
the religious heroes and of the old abbeys and grand 
cathedrals of Europe. 

We are anxious that our report may furnish 
valuable information to all concerned. To the con- 
tinued files of church papers, reported a year since, 
has been added the Pacific Churchman, commencing 
with the current year. It was stopped awhile since, 
as it had become so exclusively a Diocesan paper. 
But as it proposes to become the exponent of the 
Eighth Missionary Department and has, also, its 
bright correspondent from the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, we decided to put it back again in the Reg- 
try. 
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The Anglican Church Chronicle of Honolulu has 
been turned over to Bishop Restarick, who has so 
thoroughly ‘‘Americanized’’ it, under the name, 
Hawaiian Church Chronicle, that it would be difficult 
without the help of the first number of the new issue, 
to recognize its predecessor. -We commend the Ha: 
waiian Church Chronicle to those who are interested 
in learning what the Church is doing in the Hawa- 
iias. The illustrations of church buildings are fine 
and the price is $1.00. 

For the information of Bible classes, the ‘‘Bible 
Lands, a small Quarterly Paper of Jerusalem and 
the East Mission,’’ will be found henceforth in the 
Registry. What Bishop Blyth and his co-workers 
in Jerusalem, and in adjacent parts, are accomplish- 
ing should be familiar to all of us. 

The Church Quarterly Review, London, aims ‘‘te 
be representative of and loyal to the best traditions 
of the whole Anglican Communion.”’ January num- 
ber of 1909 has the best article we have read upon 
the reason for the falling off of candidates for the 
Holy Ministry. And the April number contains, 
among other important papers, a most instructive 
article on Modernism. And now that the Pan- 
Anglican Congress and the Lambeth Conference have 
drawn the bonds closer together, between the Church 
in the United States and in England, the readers and 
contributors from this side of the Atlantic should 
naturally multiply. 

Seventy-three years of the history of missions of 
the American Church are already to be found in 
the Spirit of Missions on our shelves. We often 

‘wonder why our mission elasses do not more regu- 
larly consult these volumes. Divided into conven- 
ient epochs, the chapters ought to furnish one of the 
most entertaining and thrilling series of papers on 
missions. 
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The value of such a file of the Spirit of Missions 
is being appreciated all through the Church, and we 
have had the privilege of contributing, from our own 
earliest duplicates, to complete the file for the Dio- 
cese of Western New York. 

The accumulation of Bishops’ Charges, and of ser- 
mons by other clerics, and, also, of catalogues of all 
sorts has gone on. The Diocesan Chart and Scrap 
Book, have again something for those not yet born, 
if it shall not especially attract those already living. 

If we correctly interpret Sec. 35, Canon IV, the 
Registrar should have, by the hearty co-operation 
of the Rectors, a file of all parochial papers publish- 
ed in the Diocese. The future value of these paro- 
chial ventures, however humble or insignificant at 
the time, must increase as the years go on, and no 
history of the Diocese could be complete without the 
help of them. Your Registrar has succeeded in 
gathering only the following:

By Sec. 136, Canon IV, the Registrar is 
expected to secure donations of journals of the 
American Church ‘‘from year to year.’’ 

We are able to report, on hand, 2721 separate 
journals. Of these, 2349 were in the Registry one 
year ago. 82 are for the year 1908, from the 84 
Dioceses and Missionary Districts. Alaska publishes 
no separate report. 1 Diocese is yet behind, 3 
came from Cuba, 2, Old Mexico, and 3 from 
our European churches. The balance of the 288 
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of previous years have been secured, since last Con- 
vention, at a small outlay of postage and expressage, 
and through the most cordial co-operation of the Sec- 
retaries, and courteous assistance of the Registrars 
of our several dioceses. Most of the 288 would 
never again be within our reach, ‘‘for léve or 
money.’’ Only a single journal had to be paid for, 
75 cents. A few others can be had upon the same 
terms, but unless otherwise ordered, we shall confine 
our efforts to keeping up the files, for the future. 

It may interest you, as well as answer inquiries 
already made, to learn that we have complete files 
of the journals of 18 dioceses, and that 24 others lack 
only one to four each—practically 42 files in all. 

Others reach back to very early dates. 

Massachusetts lacks only 9 to complete the story 
of its 125 years’ life. ‘ 

Connecticut runs from 1840 to the present; with 
1792 to 1820 before. 

Vermont, 1865 to the present, lacking 1, with 7 
of its earliest years. 

Of Pennsylvania, we have a journal of 1797, and 
the others, commencing with 1844, to date, saving 1. 

Without multiplying illustrations: 

New Jersey, organized 1785, sent us a file from 
1785 to 1816, and 1862 to the present, lacking only 
2. 

Perhaps you, who care little for statistics of this 
character, are inquiring, ‘‘ What is the good of all 
these journals to the Diocése?’’ We refer you to 
those who have, for a single year past, been consult- 
ing our files, and particularly to the Rev. Mr. Hick- 
man, whose paper on the American Church Epoch, 
read before the united congregations,, in the Pro- 
Cathedral, during Lent, was so full of interesting 
information, and bristled with facts new to some of 
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us, and yet gathered largely from the Diocesan 
Registry. 

After forwarding to us several of his earlier jour- 
nals and promising others later on, the humorous 
secretary of Michigan, for the last 27 years, asks, 
‘“‘What is your object in securing these full sets of 
journals? It seems a strange attempt.’’ 

We have turned him, for treatment, over to the 
veteran Registrar of the American Church, who is, 
also, something of an adept in the employment of the 
‘‘Emmanuel Movement.’’ 

Added to this report of Diocesan Journals should 
be that we have those of the General Convention 
from 1789 to the present, excepting for 1814, 1817, 
1820, 1823, 1826, 1829, 1838, 1841, 1853; and we 
invite contributions of any or of all of these 9, by 
those who have, and who are willing to part with, 
them. 

Of Confirmations, we are happy to acknowledge 
the prompt returns, within the prescribed limit, of 
most of the 59 classes, by the rectors. An exception, 
notable, was that of a class of only 3, which required 
44 days’ time, 2 letters and 2 postal cards, to secure, 
and then without the source being given. <A postal 
eard-return finally brought the information from 
the priest’s wife! 

The instance of notably exceptional promptness 
was that of a class of 50, which reached us within 24 
hours, with every data in full. 

Of the 59 classes, ranging from 1 to 50 each, and 
aggregating 533 confirmees, 337 were furnished by 
the American Church; 7, Church of England; 61, 
Methodists; 28, Presbyterians; 21 each, by Congre- 
gationalists, Baptists (including Campbellites) and 
Romanists; 19, Lutheran; 5, Japanese Buddhists; 
1 each, by Quakers, Unitarians, Independents, and 
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United Brethren; 1, Eclectic; and 8 from ‘‘no- 
where.’’ 3 
Parishes and Missions furnishing one or more

DONATIONS TO THE DIOCESE. 


Before concluding my report, mention should be 
made of a matter which concerns the welfare of the 
Diocese, but which comes under the supervision of 
the Registrar. The Diocese has been made the bene- 
ficiary of the N. Y. Bible and Prayer Book Society, 
through the Bishop, of Bibles, Prayer Books and 
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Hymnals, for its missions and missions started by 
parishes within the Diocese. Some of our clergy 
think the donations should have been more generous 
and some of them gently criticize the Registrar for 
not more promptly granting requests which do not 
bear the Bishop’s consent. Suffice it to say that the 
donations so far reach 250 Bibles, 1732 Prayers, 
1550 Hymnals, at the quoted value of $781.40. De- 
ducting freight charges from New York of $34.90, 
leaves $746.50, what these books would have cost us 
in addition to freight. charges. 

‘We send considerable money to the Hast. So much 
has come back to us, for the benefit of our mission 
work, and deserves some acknowledgement on the 
part of this Convention, to the N. Y. Bible and 
Prayer Book Society.’

1909-1910, 





To the Fourteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese 
of Los Angeles: 

The Finance Committee finds the budget for the 
current year was so well digested in its preparation 
and was so satisfactory in its items and total as to 
require practically no revision—so the expenses for 
the coming year, that is to say, 1909-1910, are fixed 
by the Committee as the same, and last year’s re- 
port as to expenses has been copied verbatim. 

See report appended: 

The amount of running expenses of the various 
Parishes and Missions ¢anonically connected. with 
the Diocese, and therefore subject to assessment, 
is in the agregate $2500 more this year than last; 
viz: $85,000. 

Most of the organizations showed a small and ap- 
parently healthy growth. One large Parish was 
forced by necessity to cut its expenses some $3500.00 
this year and that large amount, of course, offsets 
much growth in other directions, thus reducing 
the average. 

The Board has this year scrutinized more care- 
fully than ever the number of communicants re- 
ported and the figures leading to the totals given 
in the various reports, and finds the net number for 
this year somewhat larger than for last year, name- 
ly: $7066—last year being $6976. 

In doing this the Financial Committee was acting 
under the definite authority conferred upon it by 
Canon last year, there having been up to this time 
no specific authority discoverable for what seems 
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only proper supervision of the accounts rendered 
of communicants. In the Board’s opinion this 
supervision has had excellent results and is salutary. 

For the first time, the number of communicants 
reported will be found added to the list of assess- 
ments. The Finance Committee thinks these figures 
are now about correct—much dead-wood having 
been apparently cut off. 

It seems plain that, in the past there has been much 
inflation in the number of communicants; and that 
we have been congratulating ourselves upon a 
growth which the facts have not warranted. Now 
a proper check has been established, we may ex- 
pect greater accuracy.

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APPENDIX G. 
REPORT OF THE AUDITING COMMITTEE. 


To the Fourteenth Annual, Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles: 


Your Auditing Committee begs to report :— 

That it has carefully examined the books of the 
Corporation of the Diocese for the year ending May 
7th, comparing the entries therein with the vouchers 
and pass book of the bank, and found the same cor- 
rect. It has also compared the entries in said books 
with the report presented by the Directors of the 
Corporation, and found them in agreement. 

Your Committee finds that the suggestion embodied 
in its report last year, that the bonds owned by the 
Diocese should be placed in a Safe Deposit, has been 
adopted by the Directors. The bonds are now kept 
in a box in the Safe Deposit vault of the Park Bank 
in the care of Mr. W. C. Mushet who has duly re- 
ceipted for the key of said box. These bonds were 
inspected by the Committee and found as reported, 
with coupons attached. 

The notes securing the several loans made by the 
Corporation, are placed for collection with the First 
National Bank, and were there inspected by your 
Committee. These notes were found in due order 
with the interest payments indorsed on them. In 
the case of the H. C. Judge loan, for $1,500.00, the 
Committee found two notes for $1,500.00 each. The 
original note matured October 12th, 1908, and a new 
note bearing that date has been executed, Evidently 
the old note should have been surrendered to the 
maker when the new note was accepted, but this was 
not done. The Committee also finds that the inter- 
est payment of January 16th, 1909, was indorsed on 
the old note instead of the new one. 
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Respecting the loan of J. M. Gerling for $9,000.00, 
which was mentioned in the Director’s report for 
last year as delinquent in the sum of $315.00 for in- 
terest; your Committee learns that proceedings were 
instituted to foreclose the mortgage, and that the 
property has been sold under judgment of the Court, 
and the money has been paid in full to the Attorney 
for the Corporation. As a result of such sale the 
Attorney for the corporation has within the past 
week paid into the bank the sum of $10,041.25, on 
account of principal and accrued interest. A further 
sum due on account of interest and expenses awaits 
adjustment before a final settlement with the Treas- 
urer is effected. 

The Conimittee calls attention to the fact that the 
following notes reached maturity on the dates men- 
tioned : 

L. J. and H. Miles, May 4th, 1909. 

J. A. Keeney, June 30th, 1906. 

R. Whitehead, August 10th, 1908. 

M. E. Knox, January 20th, 1909. 

The remaining papers relating to the several loans, 
comprising Mortgages, Certificates of Title, Policies 
of Insurance, etc., are kept in the safe at the Dio- 
cesan House in charge of Mr. F. T. Sibley, Attorney 
for the Corporation. They were inspected by your 
Committee and found in due order with the follow- 
ing exceptions: 

L. J. and H. Miles loan; Insurance policy expired 
January 17th, 1909. 

C. M. and T. W. Robinson loan; Insurance policy 
expired April 27th, 1909. 

E. and M. Thomas loan; Insurance policy expired 
January 8th, 1909. 

H. C. Judge loan; Mortgage, Certificate of Title 
and Bank receipt for new note, missing from file; 
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memorandum on envelope showing same taken by 
Mr. Sibley, October 12th, 1908. 

M. E. Knox loan; Mortgage, Certificate of Title 
and Insurance Policy missing from file; memotran- 
dum on envelope showing two latter taken by Mr. 
Sibley November 24, 1908. 

EK. and E. Weagley loan; Mortgage missing from 
file. This is the same mortgage which was reported 
by the Committee last year as being in the hands of 
the Attorney for the Corporation. 

Your Committee realizes that the custody of these 
papers and labor of keeping them all in due order, 
with the constant care required to see that Insurance 
Policies are kept in force and that all the other de- 
tails arising out of a loan business are promptly at- 
tended to, is a serious task, the burden of which must 
increase as the invested funds of the Diocese in- 
crease. Further these duties call for special experi- 
ence on the part of those charged with them, and 
your Committee respectfully suggests that the Di- 
rectors of the Corporation consider the advisability 
of placing these papers in the care of one of the Trust 
Companies who have departments organized for 
transacting this kind of business; or make some 
other arrangement by which they will receive more 
systematic attention and may be readily available 
for inspection. Your Committee finds that under ex- 
isting conditions the inspection of these loan papers, 
and the obtaining of information regarding them, 
constitutes the most burdensome portions of its 
labors. . 

Your Committee has also made a careful examina- 
tion of the books of the Treasurer of the Diocese 
for the year ending May 7th, checking the entries 
therein, and has found them correct and admirably 
kept in all particulars. The vouchers on file for 
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the various transactions are complete in all respects, 
except that some receipts have not as yet reached 
the Treasurer. The Committee is satisfied that in 
each of these instances the payment has been prop- 
erly made. 

The Committee also compared the Treasurer’s 
printed report with his books and found them in 
agreement. The balances due the several funds are 
on deposit in the First National Bank to the credit 
of W. C. Mushet, Treasurer. 

The Committee desires to acknowledge the cour- 
teous and valuable assistance accorded it by the 
Treasurer and his Assistant, Mr. H. I. Thomas, in 
making its investigation.

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APPENDIX I. 


Report of the Superintendent of the Los Angeles 
City Mission Society to the Diocesan Con- 
vention, May, 1909. 


The Society is now undertaking inter-parochial 
work in four departments—in charge of standing 
committees. ° 

(1) Missionary Department. (a) Work in pub- 
lic institutions. During the entire year semi-month- 
ly services have been maintained at the County Farm 
where there are about 250 inmates from all parts of 
the County of Los Angeles, a most attractive field. 
Services have been held every Sunday at the City 
Jail or the Stockade by Mr. Geo. A. Webb, who rep- 
resents in this work both the Society and the Bro- 
therhood of St. Andrew. Mr. Webb has also visited 
regularly twice a week at the County Hospital, where 
are about 300 patients, and frequently in the County 
Jail. Incident to this work have been much corres- 
pondence, acts of service for prisoners and patients 
both before and after discharge. No records are 
kept of this personal service, but the Church owes 
a debt of gratitude to Mr. Webb who out of a heart 
of love, without a cent of compensation, devotes a 
large part of his time to this unrecordable but in- 
valuable work. There have been three confirmations 
at the Hospital. 

(b) The Mission of St. Philip the Evangelist. 
Services have been maintained throughout the year 
for colored people, largely by Mr. E. D. Williams, 
who also without financial conpensation has render- 
ed most faithful and valuable service. Classes have 
also been conducted in sewing, millinery, chair-can- 
ing and basketry by Miss Margaret Sanford, an edu- 
cated young colored woman, a communicant and a 
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graduate of St. Augustine’s School, Raleigh, N. C. 
Funds for her work have been supplied by the Social 
Service Department. An important work is pos- 
sible among the 12,000 negroes now resident in Los 
Angeles. 

(2) Relief Department. The clergy and others 
are asked instead of giving money to unknown ap- 
plicants to refer them to our office and to give the 
money they would otherwise use in such cases 
through our committee. Only by such a plan can 
duplication be prevented and worthy cases be ade- 
quately helped; 115 men passed through our office in 
the first six months. In January of this year the 
superintendent organized for the Associated Chari- 
ties on rented property adjoining the Church of the 
Neighborhood Settlement the Public Wood Yard 
and Labor Bureau where in four months 246 men 
worked and 735 nights’ lodgings were given. The 
department is unable now for want of funds to as- 
sist even the discharged prisoners and the convales- 
cents who come directly under our work. We can 
do a most valuable moral work as well as one that 
will actually save money to the Church, when the 
clergy and people learn to refrain from giving | 
small sums of money to get rid of troublesome cases, 
and will support and use a joint bureau conducted 
in the name and spirit of the Church. _ If the rescue 
mission proposed by Mr. W. T. Hadley and cordially 
endorsed by the Society can be established with lodg- 
ings, employment bureau and mission hall relief 
work can be done with something like efficiency. 
For most of those who want our assistance, the only 
adequate relief is moral regeneration. Only when 
we are equipped to offer men all that they need— 
food, clothing, temporary work, physical and moral 
cleanliness and spiritual strength—will we be equip- 
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ped to do the Master’s work for the men of the street. 

(3) Social Service Department. This depart- 
ment is in charge of the Settlement work at the 
Church of the Neighborhood. All the regular activ- 
ities of the Settlement have been maintained during 
the year—daily free kindergarten with from 25 to 
30 children; Saturday afternoon sewing school in 
charge of Deaconess Steiger, with an enrollment of 
70, average attendance of 45; Tuesday afternoon 
sewing school 14th Street, average 35; boys’ clubs 
for gymnastics and music under H. A. Wyckoff and 
E. C. Hopkins, with membership of 55 boys under 
sixteen years of age, and 25 over sixteen years of 
age; a cabinet making shop on 14th Street well 
equipped with six benches, open five periods a week, 
in charge of R. A. Mauch; a Girls’ Friendly Society 
and a Junior Auxiliary; a free circulating library of 
500 volumes, kept open by the faithful services of 
Mrs. Mark Rice; the Clothing Bureau, where second- 
hand clothing is sold and given away. Above every- 
thing else the Settlement is a good neighbor in the 
community, where a thousand acts of service are 
rendered of which no account is taken, the influence 
of which would defy computation. It is the purpose 


of the Board to secure the services of at least one— 
probably two’ deaconesses trained in Settlement 


work, who will reside in the Settlement and con- 
duct its work. 

(4) Educational Department. The object of 
the Educational Department, is (1) ‘‘The study 
of social conditions both locally and abroad, for the 
purpose of presenting information to the churches 
of the Diocese; (2) The accumulation of a library 
that shall be useful to the Society; (3) The provid- 
ing of lectures and addresses appropriate to the 
work of the Society; (4) To assist in the preparation 
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of the Society’s publications: (5) To work towards 
the establishment of a Scholarship Fund for the 
purpose of educating men and women for social ser- 
viee.’’ A foundation for the social service lbrary 
was laid in the donation by Mrs. Weston of eleven 
selected volumes. ~ To these have been added other 
books and many valuable pamphlets and reports. 
As soon as the Society has a central office conveni- 
ent to the center of the city the library will be open- 
ed there for the use of-all persons interested in the 
special subjects. One lecture on Tuberculosis was 
given by Dr. George Kress at the Neighborhood Hall, 
and literature on the same subject has been dis- 
tributed at the railroad stations, to the district 
nurses and the Housing Commission Inspector. 

We plead not only for funds to carry on this work 
but for a more conscientious and intelligent con- 
sideration of social problems—more personal co- 
operation in their study and practical solution. 
When the whole age is thrilling to the eall to social 
service, will the Church awake only when the oppor- 
tunity is past—instead of taking its stand as the 
watchman upon the walls, the herald of progress and 
of the new and better day for humanity—the day 
when every Christian man shall feel himself his 
brother’s keeper and the accepted proof of religion 
shall be the one of the Master’s setting—tender care 
for the hungry, naked, sick, imprisoned—even the 
least of these his brethren?

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL INSTITUTE. 


The annual Sunday School rally met Sunday after- 
noon, May 9, in Simpson’s Auditorium. Over 1000 
children were present, representing several Parish- 
es and Missions of the Diocese. -Addresses were 
given by Rt. Rev. Jos. H. Johnson, D. D., Bishop of 
the Diocese and by Rev. Robt. L. Windsor. The 
views on the screen explained by Mr. Windsor, 
brought us into the missionary fields of Alaska where - 
our representative, Miss Heintz, is working with 
Bishop Rowe. The Bishop’s banner was awarded 
to St. Andrew’ S Sunday School for the largest at- 
tendance the past year. 

The Institute opened Monday morning. 

Rey. Leslie E. Learned, of All Saints’, Pasadena, 
addressed the Sunday School delegates on the im- 
’ portance of correct Bible study. 

There were 89 delegates from 33 of the Sunday 
Schools present.

The Board of Directors herewith submits the 22nd 
annual report, and in doing so would say that it is 
a matter of both gratification and regret that it has 
been compelled to refuse requests for loans. It was 
gratifving as showing that all our available capital 
was already out in active work, accomplishing to the 
limit of its capacity one of the great purposes for 
which our Society was established—the helping of 
struggling congregations to acquire their neces- 
sary building equipment. But on the other hand 
it is a cause of regret and disappointment that the 
pitiful meagreness of our funds should so sorely re- 
strict the usefulness of the Society, and impede its 
agency in the extension of the Church. 

The total amount of our capital is less than $1700. 
St. Luke’s Parish, Long Beach, holds a loan of $800; 
and in April of 1908, a loan of $700 was made to the 
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Bishop of the Diocese as a corporation sole, for the 
benefit of two missions in the west and southwestern 
portions of Los Angeles, the money being secured 
by a mortgage on the land purchased for one of the 
missions. Both of these loans are for three years, 
payable in three annual installments, with half year- 
ly interest at six per cent. 

Looking back over the history of the Society, 
when we contrast the small sum which has been our 
instrument with the record of what we have accom- 
plished in strengthening the missionary work of the 
Diocese, the result is more than gratifying—it is 
truly surprising. Not less than sixteen places, in 
various directions throughout the Diocese, have rea- 
son to be thankful for assistance given by this So- 
ciety in critical stages of their existence. 

They are: Trinity Mission, at Escondido; St. 
Polyearp’s Mission at Colton; St. John’s Mission at 
Fallbrook; Christ Church Mission at Redondo Beach; 
St. James’ Mission, at San Diego; St. Mark’s Mission, 
at Glendale; St. Luke’s, at Long Beach, (two differ- 
ent loans), Ascension Church, Los Angeles; St. 
Luke’s, Los Angeles; Ascension Church, at Sierra 
Madre; All Saints’ Mission, at Duarte; St. Peter’s 
’ Mission, at, San Pedro; St. John’s Mission at Wil- 
mington; All Saints’, Los Angeles; All Saints’ Mis- 
sion, at Oxnard; and St. James’ Mission, and St. An- 
drew’s Mission, both in Los Angeles. 

The enumeration of these names enables us to chal- 
lenge comparison with any record, so far as concerns 
benefit done in this diocese, made by any similar 
organization within the American Church; and the 
Society may fittingly and justly claim that, for its 
work’s sake, it should receive from every member of 
the Church in Southern California generous recog- 
nition expressed in both word and deed. 
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There is no limitation upon the usefulness to the 
Diocese, excepting the limit of its capital; and gener- 
ous members of the Church who approve of its work 
may, if they wish it, readily expand the limit. They 
may feel assured that any money which they add to 
the capital of the Society will continually serve the 
permanent extension of the Church after they have 
passed from earthly life. 

A matter which the Board: considers most desir- 
‘able is the procuring of a special fund to enable it to 
earry out another of the great objects for which the 
Society was organized. We refer to the securing of 
lots in such of the many new town-sites throughout 
the Diocese as shall give reasonable assurance of sub- 
stantial growth and permanence. In their early 
stage, land enough for church and rectory and par- 
ish school and hall may be got for a mere fraction of 
what a single lot, hardly large enough for a church, 
would cost a few years later. The misfortune is 
that during the early stage the two or three resident 
Church people, because of their weakness, can take 
no action. Here is the opportunity. Neither the 
Mission Board nor the Corporation of the Diocese 
has authority to do it; but this corporation could 
secure the site and hold it in trust until needed. The 
Church would thus secure the advantage, first, of 
being planted in the community much earlier; and, 
second, of receiving property ample enough for fut- 
ure development, at the initial price, though its value 
in the meanwhile might have become very much 
peLeaver, 

We submit herewith the Treasurer’s statement of 
sums received and paid out during the year. We 
also present a summary of a statement which the 
Treasurer has compiled from the accounts of the 
Seciety from its beginning, setting down the amounts 
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which have been loaned to the various missions, to- 
gether with sums advanced from time to time in 
order to safeguard the property of the missions by 
payment of insurance, taxes and street assessments, 
as well as by direct donations. This summary shows 
that from a capital of less than $1700 the Society has 
enabled sixteen Missions to have the use of $5962.59 ; 
an amount equal to three and one-half times its 
capital; and has made donations to several Missions 
amounting in all to $671.13. 

This record surely justifies the Board in looking 
for the day when the larger capital which friends of 
the Church shall entrust to its use shall result in 
still larger usefulness to the Church in Southern 
California.

Angeles,’’ is the Trustee under the Canons of all the 
permanent invested funds of the Diocese, that is: 

The Episcopate Endowment Fund; 

The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund ; 

The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund; 

The Diocesan Missionary Endowment Fund. 

The Diocesan Corporation is also the Trustee to 
which should be conveyed all property for the bene- 
fit and use of the organized missions of the Diocese 
under the trusts provided in the Canons. 

The Bishop of the Diocese is incorporated as a 
corporation sole under the name of ‘‘The Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of 
Los Angeles,’’ and is authorized to receive and ad- 
minister all trust funds and property for the use and 
benefit of the Church in the Diocese which may be 
intrusted to him, including all religious, benevolent 
or educational objects connected therewith. All 
gifts, bequests or devises for the establishment of 
the Cathedral, or of Schools under the auspices of 
the Church, will be received and held by the Bishop, 
as corporation sole, until the incorporation of the 
several and appropriate corporations authorized to 
receive and administer the respective funds and 
property. 

‘“The Hospital of the Good Samaritan’’ is the cor- 
porate title of the Hospital organization, which, al- 
though organized and conducted under the auspices 
of Church people, is not officially connected with or 
under the control of the Diocese. 

Free beds in perpetuity may be endowed in the 
hospital upon payment of $5,000, or gifts, bequests 
or devises for the benefit of the hospital may be 
made to the Corporation.

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JOURNAL OF THE PROCEEDINGS OF THE 
CONVENTION. 


St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, 
Los Angeles, May 18, A. D., 1910. 

The Fifteenth Annual Convention of the Church 
in the Diocese of Los Angeles opened with the cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion in St. Paul’s Pro- 
Cathedral, Los Angeles, at 10 a. m. on this day. 

The Celebrant was the Right Rev. Joseph Horsfall 
Johnson, D. D., the Bishop of the Diocese. He was 
assisted by Rev. Henry J. Camp, as Epistoler, and 
Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D., as Gospeller, and in the ad- 
ministration of the Sacred Elements by the Rev. 
Henderson Judd, Rev. C. H. Hibbard, D.D., and Rev. 
J. D. H. Browne. 

At the close of the service the Convention was 
called to order for business, the Right Reverend, the 
Bishop, taking the chair. 

The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy entitled 
to seats in the Convention, and sixty-four responded 
to their names. 

The roll-call of Parishes and Missions followed, of 
which forty-eight responded, being represented by 
one hundred and twenty-two Lay-delegates. 

A constitutional quorum of both orders being pres- 
ent, the Chairman declared the Convention ready 
for business, 

Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips moved a suspension of 
the Rules of Order, and that the reading of the Or- 
der of Business be dispensed with. Adopted. 

On, motion of Rev. Dr. Trew, Rev. Alfred Fletcher 
was re-elected Secretary. The Secretary appointed 
Rey. T. C. Marshall as Assistant Secretary.

The Bishop then delivered his annual address. 
(Appendix A.) 

The following preamble and resolution was of- 
fered by Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D.: 

Whereas, the great commission enjoined by our 
Lord upon His Church is to go into all the world 
and preach the Gospel to every creature; and 


Whereas, therefore, the work of Missions is the 
primary duty of the Church, and of every member 
thereof ; 

Therefore be it resolved, that in order to place 
this Convention distinctly in the line of Christ’s 
will, the missionary work of the Diocese shall be 
given right of way; and upon reconvening after 
the mid-day intermission the order of business 
shall be suspended and the report of the Board of 
Missions shall be called for and shall be the order 
of business until it be disposed of. Adopted. 

On motion the Convention adjourned to meet at 
2300p) am. 

The Convention being reassembled in the Parish 
Hall at the hour named, the Chair announced the 
appointment of the regular committees. (Page 4.) 

The Secretary moved a suspension of the Rules 
of Order and that the Clergy and Lay-delegates who 
had not responded to their names on roll-call hand 
in their names at the Secretary’s desk. Carried. 

In: pursuance of the resolution previously adopt- 
ed, Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack presented the re- 
port of the Board of Missions. (Appendix B.) 

Rey. T. C. Marshall, as Field Secretary of the 
Board, read his report to the Convention. It con- 
tained a large amount of valuable information, care- 
fully tabulated, regarding the actual condition of 
the missions of the Diocese. (Appendix C.) 
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Rev. T. C. Marshall also presented his report as 
Superintendent of the City Mission Society. (Ap- 
pendix D.) 

These reports, by resolution of the Convention, 
were ordered to be printed in the Journal. 

In order that all the information available might 
be placed before the Convention, Mr. W. C. Mushet, 
the Treasurer of the Diocese, read that portion of 
his report which related to the work of the Board 
of Missions. 

From the Treasurer’s report it appeared that the 
following missions were delinquent in paying the 
full amount of their Diocesan assessment: St. An- 
drew’s Mission, Long Beach; St. John’s Mission, 
Needles; St. James’ Mission, San Diego and All 
Saints’ Mission, San Luis Rey. 

On motion of Rev. L. E. Learned the report of 
the Board of Missions was received. 

Rev. L. E. Learned moved, further, that the 
amount recommended by the Board—$12,500 for 
Diocesan Missions and $5,500 for Domestic and For- 
eign Missions—be the Missionary budget to be ap- 
portioned on the Parishes and Missions for the en- 
suing year. Adopted. 

As to the method of raising the above amounts, 
Rey. J. D. H. Browne offered the following: 

feesolved, That the Finance Committee be ‘auth- 
orized and instructed to base their apportionment 
for the coming year for Diocesan Missions on the 
Expenditure of Current Expenses of the several 
Parishes and Missions, the same being now the basis 
of Assessment for the Diocesan and Convention 
Fund. 


The following amendment to this resolution was 
accepted by Rev. Mr. Browne, and 
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Be it further resolved, That the apportionment 
of the Convention to the several parishes for Dioce- 
san and General Missions be brought to the atten- 
tion of every member of the Church by the proper 
financial authority of each parish. 

A vote by orders being called for, the resolution 
was adopted, thirty-two of the clergy voting for the 
motion, twenuy-two against; and of the parishes and 
missions, twenty-eight for and twenty-two against. 

Prior to the vote being taken, the Committee on 
Credentials presented their report, that the certifi- 
cates of lay-delegaves from twenty-eight parishes 
and twenty-five missions had been examined and 
approved. 

Rey. C. T. Murphy, Jr., presented the following 
resolution: 

feesolved, ‘hat the Diocesan Mission Board be 
insiructed to lay a second and ideal apportionment 
in accordance with the suggestion made by the 
Bishop, on the basis of current parish expenses. 
Adopted. 

Rev. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D., presented the following 
report: 

‘The Committee on the Admission of Parishes and 
Missions into Union with the Convention begs to re- 
port that it has received applications from 

1. St. Luke’s Parish, Monrovia; 

St. Mark’s Parish, Upland; 
Holy Trinity Mission, Alhambra; 
St. Philip’s Mission, Los Angeles; 

5. St. James’ Parish, South Pasadena; 

6. St. Matthias’ Mission, Imperial; 
and finding in each case that all canonical require- 
ments have been complied with, it recommends that 
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these parishes and missions be received into union 
with this Convention.

On motion of Mr. H. E. Brett, the Secretary was 
instructed to have the nominations for all offices 
printed on a single ballot, with instructions as 
to voting; the elections for the several offices to pro- 
ceed simultaneously. 

Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips offered the following 
resolution: ; 


Resolved, That the Finance Committee are hereby 
instructed to apportion the amounts needed for 
Domestic and Foreign Missions and for Diocesan 
Missions separately, so that, should there be any 
deficiency in the total, it shall not be chargeable to 
the latter alone. The percentages necessary to raise 
the sums of $5,500 and $12,500 are calculated upon 
last year’s running expenses—6 per cent for the 
General Board and 14 per cent for the Diocesan 
Board of Missions, and those shall be for the coming 
year the percentages of apportionment. Adopted. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Trew, the report of the 
Committee on Canons was made the order of busi- 
ness immediately after routine business tomorrow. 

The Secretary, requesting the privilege to report 
to the Convention, called attention to the frequent 
omissions and inaccuracies in many of the parochial 
reports, and the consequent unreliability of diocesan 
statistics except as approximate figures. He stated 
that he had inaugurated a system which would over- 
come the difficulty and render the statistics accurate 
for the coming year, and asked the Convention to 
endorse his action by adopting the following resolu- 
tion: That it shall be the duty of the Secretary,

where important omissions and serious errors occur 
in the parochial reports, to refer the reports back to 
the persons making them, with the request that they 
be corrected; and that, in view of the great import- 
ance of reliable statistics, for the good name of the 
Church and the Diocese, it is the sense of this Con- 
vention that every Clergyman and parish treasurer, 
in fulfillment of his canonical obligation, should do 
his utmost to make the reports complete and ac- 
curate. Adopted. 

The report of the Standing Committee was pre- 
sented by Rev. J. D. H. Browne. Received. (Ap- 
pendix E). 

Mr. W. C. Mushet presented the Treasurer’s re- 
port. Received. (Appendix F). 

On motion the Convention proceeded to place in 
nomination the names of candidates for the several 
committees.

On Wednesday evening at 6:30, the second annual 
Missionary Dinner was given in the Y.M.C.A. Dining 
Hall, in which about two hundred men, clergymen 
and laymen, participated. The occasion was char- 
acterized by an enthusiasm for missions, unprece- 
dented in the Diocese, both at home and abroad—in 
the Diocesan, the Domestic and Foreign fields—the 
impetus having been given in that direction by the 
address of the Bishop and the deliberations of the 
Convention during the day. 

Inspiring addresses were given on the subject by 
the Bishop, Rev. lL. C. Sanford, Secretary of the 
Highth Missionary Department; Rev. J. H. D. 
Browne, Rev. ©. F. Blaisdell, Rev. Wm. J. Cleveland, 
Rev. .H. C. Collins, M:D., Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips, 
Mr. C. M. Gair, Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, Mr. G. W. 
Parsons, and Mr. J. H. Pearman. 
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Rev. Baker P. Lee asked the privilege of the floor, 
and offered a resolution that the Bishop be requested 
to arrange for the holding of a Mid-winter Mass 
Missionary Meeting, to be held in the city of Los 
Angeles, and to which large delegations from the 
parishes and missions of the Diocese shall be in- 


vited. Adopted. 
Thursday, May 19, 1910. 


The Holy Eucharist was celebrated in the Pro- 
Cathedral at 7:30 a. m. by Rev. C. E. Spalding. 

After Morning Prayer, at 9 a.m., said by Rev. L. 
M. Idleman, the Bishop took the chair and called the 
Convention to order. 

The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. 

Following upon routine business, Rev. Dr. Trew 
presented the report of the Committee on Canons. 

The Committee on Canons beg leave to submit the 
following recommendations upon the proposed a- 
mendments to the Constitutions and Canons and 
upon the resolutions referred to them by the Con- 
vention of 1909: 

1. That a substitute for Title III, Canon I, Sec- 
tion 115, presented by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, in the 
following words: 

‘“At each annual Convention of this Diocese there 
shall be elected two Clergymen and two Laymen, 
each to serve for two years, who, with the Bishop 
and the two Clergymen and the two Laymen who 
were elected at the previous Convention, shall con- 
stitute the Board of Missions, of which the Bishop 
shall be ex-officio Chairman. In the absence of the 
Bishop from any of its meetings, the Board shall 
elect from its Clerical members a Chairman, pro tem- 
cies occurring in its own body. At all meetings of 
pore. The Board shall have the power to fill vacan- 
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the Board of Missions the Presidents of Convocations 
shall be entitled to privileges of the floor,, without 
the power to vote. Provided that at the Convention 
at which this amendment is adopted there shall be 
elected four Clergymen and four Laymen, and of 
those elected the two of each Order receiving the 
greater number of votes shall be declared elected 
for a term of two years, and the two of each Order 
receiving the lesser number of votes shall be elected 
for a term of one year :’’—(Jo. of 1909, pp. 32 and 
42.)—be not adopted. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved,'as a substitute, that 
it be referred to a Special Committee to report to 
next Convention. Carried. 

The Bishop appointed as such Committee Rev. 
Harry Thompson, Rev. Robert Renison, Rev. R. 
L. Windsor, Mr. H. Ivor Thomas and Mr. J. Earle 
Jardine. 

2. That an amendment to Canon IJ, Title III, en- 
titled ‘‘The Board of Missions,’’ § 115, of the Can- 
ons, inserting the words ‘“‘by the concurrent votes 
of both orders, Clerical and Lay,’’ after the word 
‘eleeted’’ in the second line, presented by Mr. H. 
Ivor Thomas (Jo. of 1909, p. 42), whereby the Canon 
would read, 

CANON TI. 
The Board of Missions. 

§ 115. At each annual Convention of this Diocese 
there shall be elected by the concurrent votes of 
both orders, Clerical and Lay, four Clergymen and 
four Laymen, who, with the Bishop, shall constitute 
the Board of Missions, of which the Bishop shall be 
ex-officio Chairman, ete.—be adopted. Carried. 

3. That in compliance with the resolution of the 
Rev. P. H. Hickman (Jo. of 1909, p. 44), requesting 
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‘‘a report to the Convention of 1910 upon the legal 
import of the phrases of the ‘‘Preamble’’ adopted by 
the General Convention at Richmond in 1907, in the 
following form: 


‘“‘This American Church, first planted in Virginia, 
in the year of Our Lord 1607, by representatives of 
the ancient Church of England; acknowledging the 
Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments to 
be the Word of God, the record of God’s revelation 
of Himself in His Son, and to contain all things 
necessary to salvation; holding the Catholic Creeds, 
to-wit, the Apostles’ Creed and the Nicene Creed, to 
be a sufficient statement of the Christian Faith; 
maintaining the Order of the Sacred Ministry in 
such form as from the Apostles’ time they have 
continued; reverently conserving the Sacraments 
ordained by Christ Himself; and accounting to be 
members of the flock of Christ all those who have 
been duly baptized in the Name of the Father and 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost; has set forth and 
established, for the furtherance of the work to 
which it has been called of God, the following Con- 
stitution : 

The Committee reports that in its judgment the 
phrase “‘This American Chureh’’ in the proposed 
Preamble to the Constitution is descriptive only and 
‘does not operate as effecting a change of name of 
this Church. 

On this section of the report of the Committee on 
Canons Rev. P. H. Hickman, Secretary of the Com- 
mittee, presented the following minority report with 
resolution appended: 

MINORITY ‘REPORT. 


Committee on Canons, 


The undersigned begs leave to signify his dissent 


' 
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to the definition by the majority of the Committee 
on Canons of the legal import of the phrase ‘‘This 
American Church’’ in the proposed Preamble to the 
Constitution. 

The title “‘Protestant Episcopal,’’ exists by usage 
and not by enactment. 

At no time has the General Convention from Oct. 
2d, 1789, to the present day by any resolution, can- 
on or constitutional enactment adopted that title. 

There is prefixed to the provisional Constitution 
of the Constitutional Convention of 1785, these 
words: “‘A General Ecclesiastical Constitution of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America’’ (p. 13, Bishop Perry’s Handbook 
of the General Convention). The same words appear 
prefixed to the Constitution as adopted by the Na- 
tional Church, Oct. 2d, 1789. 

This appearance of the descriptive title—Protes- 
tant Episcopal—is without any record of enactment, 
and by this assumption this descriptive title, Protes- 
tant Episcopal, has by the confirmation of usage be- 
come the title of the Church. 

The insertion of the descriptive title, ‘‘ American 
Church,’’ in the Preamble, is a similar, an identical 
‘act; and, by usage, is already becoming in practice 
a common title of the Church. 

But the insertion of this phrase in the Preamble 
is, in addition, associated with two important con- 
stitutional and canonical processes. It is the climax 
of a period of constitutional and canonical revision, 
beginning in 1892 and resulting in a revised Con- 
stitution and a new body of Canons. 

Further. in this process of revision, the descriptive 
title, Protestant Episcopal, has been eliminated from 
the Constitution, save only in Article VIII, in the 
declaration to be taken prior to consecration and 
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ordination, ‘‘I do believe the Holy Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testament to be the Word of God and 
to contain all things necessary to salvation and I 
do solemnly engage to conform to the doctrine, 
discipline and worship of this Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America.’’ This is 
the only occurrence of the title in the Constitution. 

While in the new body of Canons it occurs only 
twice outside of the Canon containing the Constitu- 
tion of the Board of Missions as enacted by the Leg- 
islature of New York, in nineteen instances was that 
descriptive title omitted in the new body of Canons. 

The Preamble as the climax of this process of re- 
vision and the appearance of the new descriptive 
title, the American Church, in the Preamble in asso- 
ciation with the elimination of the descriptive title, 
Protestant Episcopal, from the Constitutions and 
Canons, manifestly indicate a method similar to the 
methods of 1785 and 1789, where, by use and not by 
enactment, the title, Protestant Episcopal, came into 
being in the National Church; and thus again, in 
1907, by use and not by enactment, the Preamble 
gives a national title to the Church of the founders 
of the nation. 

In place, therefore, of the judgment of the major- 
ity of the committee, I offer the following resolution 
as a definition of the legal import of the phrase 
“This American Church.’’ 

Fesolved, That in the judgment of the Convention 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles, the adoption of the 
Preamble to the Constitution will operate to entitle 
this Church, after January Ist, 1911, the American 
Church. 

Respectfully submitted, 
P. H. HICKMAN. 

The resolution concluding the minority report 
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and offered by Rev. P. H. Hickman was adopted. 

4. That the resolutions of Mr. H. E. Brett, adopt- 
ed by the Convention of 1909, p. 40 of the Journal, 
be adopted in the following form: 

a. That 600 copies of a new edition of these Con- 
‘stitutions and Canons be printed; that the amend- 
ments be codified by a committee consisting of the 
Secretary of the Convention and the Chairman of 
the Committee on Canons; and that a copy of the 
amended Constitutions and Canons be sent to each 
Clergyman and to the Wardens of all Parishes and 
the Missions, and that for all other and additional 
copies a charge of 25 cents per copy be paid. 

Mr. George L. Bugbee moved in amendment that 
the Constitutions and Canons of the Diocese be dis- 
tributed free of charge to all who need them. 
Adopted. ; 

The original resolution, as amended, was then 
adopted. 

b. Resolved, That a Special Committee be ap- 
pointed by the Chair to prepare forms for use in 
the organization of Missions and Parishes under the 
Canons and in the incorporation of Parishes and 
that forms so prepared be printed as an appendix 
to the Canons. Adopted. 

The Bishop appointed as such committee Rev. 
A. G. L. Trew, D.D., Rev. C. H. Hibbard, D.D., Rev. 
M. M. Moore, Mr. T. L. Winder and Mr. Gregory 
Perkins, Jr. 

The Committee further submit the following rec- 
ommendations upon the proposed amendments sub- 
mitted to them in accordance with Canon IV, Title 
VI, Section 205, Subsection ¢: (presented by Canon 
Hibbard) : 

1. That a proposed addition to Title III, to be 
entitled Canon VII: 
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‘“Commission on Church Architecture. 

‘‘Seetion 143. There shall be a commission of 
the Diocese to be known as the Commission on 
Church Architecture, which shall consist of the 
Bishop, together with two Clergymen, and two Lay- 
men to be appointed annually by him. ; 

‘Section 144. It shall be the duty of the officers 
of every Mission of the Diocese to lay before this 
Commission the plans of any new Church, or Chapel, 
or of proposed changes in the construction of any 
existent Church or Chapel; and no such work of 
erection or material change shall be undertaken 
until the said plans have received the approval of 
the Commission. 

“Section 145. It is earnestly recommended that 
every Parish by its Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen, 
shall confer with this Commission for its counsel and 
advice before the plans of any new Church or 
Chapel, or the plans of any proposed material 
changes in any existent Church or Chapel are adopt- 
ed; and it is further recommended that no contract 
for such work of erection or change shall be signed 
before such conference:’’—be adopted. Carried. 

2. That a proposed amendment to Canon V, 
Title II, presented by Dan’! Cleveland, Esq., sub- 
stituting for Section 101 of said Canon the follow- 
ing: : 
“Section 101. Upon the election of a Rector, the 
Chureh Wardens of the Parish shall give immediate 
notice of such election to the Bishop of this Diocese, 
or, if there be no Bishop, to the Standing Commit- 
tee, whereupon the Bishop of this Diocese, or if 
there be no Bishop, the Standing Committee, within 
thirty days after receiving such notice, shall com- 
municate to the Church Wardens of such Parish, in 
writing, his or its approval, or disapproval, of the 


Ih 
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election of the person so chosen. The disapproval by 
the Ecclesiastical Authority shall work the annull- 
ment of the election and the Vestry of such Parish 
may thereupon proceed to another election, calling 
a different person from the one previously chosen. 
The Ecclesiastical Authority shall be again notified 
as before. The KHeclesiastical Authority may ap- 
prove, or disapprove, of such second election in the 
same manner, and with the same effect as in the 
previous election. This procedure shall be pursued 
until finally a Rector is elected who is satisfactory 
to both the Parish Vestry and the said Ecclesiastical 
Authority. The failure of the Ecclesiastical Authority 
to act upon said election within said period of thirty 
days shall operate as an approval:’’—be adopted. 

Mr. H. T. Lee desired to be put on record as having 
given in Committee a minority report. Lost. 

3. That a proposed amendment to Canon VII, 
Title I, presented by the Rev. T. C. Marshall, sub- 
stituting for the present Subsection 51 the following: 

§ 51. A Committee of Philanthropy and Social 
Service to consist of three Clergymen and three Lay- 
men to which shall be referred all matters per- 
taining to the general charities of the Church in this 
Diocese. It shall also be the duty of this Com- 
mittee to study all social and civil movements which 
have a bearing upon public morality and social con- 
ditions, and to report at each annual Convention on 
such matters of this kind as the Committee shall 
deem pertinent.’’—be adopted. Adopted. 

4. That a proposed amendment to Title I, Canon 
IV, § 15, presented by the Rev. P. H. Hickman, add- 
ing to the first sentence the proviso: 

‘‘Provided that the Committee on Finance shall 
have power to excuse any newly-admitted Parish 
from one-half its Missionary apportionment for any 
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or all of the five years immediately following its ad- 
mission to the Convention :’’—be adopted. 

At Rev. P. H. Hickman’s request this proposed 
amendment was withdrawn. 

5. That a proposed substitute for Section 108 of 
Title II, Canon VI, presented by the Rev. Dr. Trew 
as follows: 

‘*§ 108. On or before the 5th day of May of each 
year, each Parish and Mission shall file, in dupli- 
cate, with the Secretary of the Convention a statisti- 
eal and financial report. The Secretary shall de- 
liver one copy thereof to the Committee on Finance 
for the next Annual Convention to be used in pre- 
paring a schedule of assessment for Diocesan and 
.Convention purposes. Any Parish or Mission fail- 
ing to furnish an Annual Report, as provided here- 
in, shall be liable to an arbitrary assessment by the 
Finance Committee :’’—be adopted. Adopted. 

On motion this was reconsidered, and Mr. H. C. 
Ranney moved that the 10th of May be substituted 
for the 5th of May. 

Rev. C. L. Barnes moved in amendment that May 
7th be substituted for May 5th. Adopted. 

The original resolution, as amended, was then 
adopted. 

6. That an amendment of Section 124 of Canon 
IJ, Title III, of Convocations, presented by Henry 
T. Lee, Esq., substituting the words ‘‘the Counties 
of San Diego and Imperial’’ for the words ‘‘the 
County of San Diego:’’—hbe adopted. Adopted. 

Rey. L. E. Learned moved that the Secretary be 
directed to send four copies of the Form of Paro- 
chial Report instead of three to each Parish and 
Mission. Adopted. 

The Convention adjourned to meet at 2:30 p.m. 

On reassembling, the Convention proceeded to 
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ballot: for the elections, the Chair appointing Mr. H. 
Ivor Thomas as Judge of Election; Rev. R. B. Good- 
en and Mr. E. H. Spencer as tellers for the clerical 
vote, and the Rev. M. M. Moore and Mr. Henry 
Daggett tellers for the lay vote. Subsequently, Rev. 
B. J. Davis relieved Rev. R. B. Gooden and Rev. N. 
N. Badger was appointed teller instead of Rev. Mr. 
Davis: 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Trew, the vote for Directors 
of the Corporation of the Diocese was eliminated 
from the single ballot, being a joint vote, not by 
orders. 

The Chair appointed as tellers for the joint vote 
Rev. George Eley and Mr. Cyril R. Smyth. 

During the progress of the elections the business 
of the Convention proceeded. 

Rev. Dr. Trew nominated Rev. P. H. Hickman as 
candidate for election as Deputy to the General Con- 
vention. 

The Secretary read a telegram from Mr. George 
Gordon King, Treasurer of the General Board of 
Missions; also one from Rev. Dr. Wilkins, General 
Seeretary of the Clergy Pension Fund Commission:

The Pension Fund Commission sends fraternal 
greetings to its founder, the Diocese of Los Angeles, 
in Convention assembled.

Help us to make inspiring report to 
the General Convention. New legislation will be 
necessary: Your earnest cooperation is desired.

On motion of Very Rev. Wm, MacCormack, the 
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Secretary was instructed to send the following reply 
to Rev. Dr. Wilkins: |

The report of the Registrar was presented by Rev. 
Henderson Judd. 

On motion of Rev. Dr. Trew the report was re- 
ceived with an expression of the appreciation of the 
Convention of the valuable services rendered to the 
Diocese by the faithful and painstaking work of the 
Registrar. (Appendix G). 

The report of the Corporation of the Diocese was 
presented by Mr. Gregory Perkins, Jr. Received. 
(Appendix H). 

On recommendation of the Directors, Article IV 
of the By-Laws of the Corporation was by resolution 
amended to read as follows (the amendment consist- 
ing in adding that portion printed in black a 

ARTICLE IV. 
Duties of Directors. 

The Directors shall enter upon, take possess of, 
receive, hold, and administer for the use of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, and subject to its constitutions, canons, 
rules and regulations, all property, which the said 
Church now owns or may acquire or become entitled 
to, excepting such property, money or funds as are 
now, or may hereafter be otherwise provided for or 
disposed of under the constitutions, canons, rules or 
regulations of said Church, or held by others upon 
trusts created by the Donors thereof, or by operation 
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of law. For purposes of investment, all the Perma- 
nent Funds of the Diocese may be consolidated into 
one in order to give to each of the Permanent Funds 
more diversified investments than would be possible 


if the same were invested separately, the interest 
earnings thereon to be paid, pro rata, to the several 
Funds; and any profits or accumulations arising 
from such investment of said consolidated Fund shall 
be credited on the books of the Corporation to the 
several Funds, pro rata, and any loss or shrinkage 
- on such investments shall be charged on the books 
of the Corporation, likewise pro rata, to the several 
Funds. And they shall likewise enter upon, take 
possession of, receive, hold and administer for the 
use of parishes, missions and congregations of said 
Church and subject to the constitutions, canons, rules 
and regulations of said Church, all property granted 
or entrusted to the Corporation for the use of such 
parishes, missions or congregations, whether such 
property, money or funds be acquired or held for the 
use of churches, parsonages, hospitals, schools, col- 
leges, orphan asylums, homes, cemeteries, or other 
religious, benevolent or educational purposes. Pro- 
vided, that said Corporation shall not mortgage or 
alienate any real estate held for any of the purposes 
aforesaid without the consent of the Bishop and 
Standing Committee, and provided, further, that all 
churches held by said Corporation shall be used ex- 
clusively for the worship and religious services of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, and according to 
the constitutions, canons, rules and reguiations there- 
of. They shall cause to be kept a complete record 
of all their acts and proceedings and shall present 
to the Annual Convention a report and full state- 
ment of their acts and proceedings and of the prop- 
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erty acquired, received, disposed of and held by 
them. 

On motion a further amendment to the same Arti- 
cle IV was adopted by the insertion, between the 
words ‘‘purposes’’ and ‘‘provided,”’ of the following 
clause : 

‘*Provided, that before accepting deed of property 
in trust for any mission or congregation the directors 
be furnished with a satisfactory certificate or ab- 
stract of title showing good title in the grantor, 
and’’. 

The Chair reappointed Mr. H. T. Lee as Chancellor 
of the Diocese, and bore testimony to the value, to 
himself personally and to the Diocese, of the Chan- 
cellor’s learned counsel and advice. 

The Chair announced the reappointment of the 
Special Committees with the exception of one Com- 
mittee—that'on the Laymen’s Forward Movement— 
the appointees to which are given in the usual place. 
(Page 5).

Espec- 
jal attention is invited to an annual publication of 
the work of its director, Captain Farr, and be. it 
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Fesolved, That if possible a consolidation of in- 
terests be effected with the successful and well known 
‘‘Home for Seamen’’ organization in San Francisco, 
and their valuable aid and assistance be secured for 
the cause and that a regularly appointéd committee ~ 
be directed to confer at an early date with the San 
Francisco body with power to act. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Parsons was adopt- 
ed. 

Mr. Parsons also offered the following resolution: 

That this Convention is in full sympathy with the 
Sunday School Forward Movement recently started 
at Christ Church, this city, and recommends that its 
example be followed by all of the Sunday-Schools 
in the Diocese, as being a movement well caleu- 
lated to advance the best interests of the youth of 
the parish and a distinct aid to the Church at large. 
Adopted. : 

Rev. P. H. Hickman offered the following resolu- 
tion: 


eesolved, That the Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles expresses its cordial sympathy 
with the efforts of the Public Welfare Committee of 
the City Council to improve the moral condition of 
-the city, and further expresses its hearty apprecia- 
tion of the diligence and skill, the earnestness and 
patience with which it has prepared the new license 
ordinance regulating the liquor traffic. Adopted. 

On motion of Rev. C. T. Murphy, Jr., the Conven- 
tion appropriated the sum of $50.00, monthly, for 
the expenses of a stenographer for the Bishop’s 
office. 

The following resolution was presented by Rev. J. 
H. D. Browne and seconded by Rev. C. F. Blaisdell: 


feesolved, That whereas the present condition of 
the Convocations is unsatisfactory, a Special Com- 
mittee of seven, of whom the three Presidents at 
present in office shall be members, be appointed to 
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suggest and report to the Convention of next year 
what changes and improvements in the present Canon 
are necessary to make Convoeations efficient instru- 
ments in advancing the missionary work of the 
Church. Adopted. 


_ Chaplain Hubbard presented a. report of the work 
of the Interdenominational Commission on Marriage 
and Divorce, in which he emphasized the undesir- 
able pre-eminence which the State of California has 
attained in the matter of divorce. Among the forty- 
nine states making returns for 1900, California ranks 
' third in divorce rate: this state having granted more 
than 50,000 divorces in forty years ending December 
31st, 1906. He drew attention to the fact that, 
while San Francisco, for thirty years previous to 
this date (1906) ranked second among all the nearly 
3,000 counties in the Union in the gross number of 
divorces granted yearly—thus, among all the great 
cities of the earth, being second only to Chicago in 
the largest number of divorces granted—Los Angeles 
county now exceeds San Francisco in the number of 
petitions for divorce filed for the month of January, 
1909. He drew an appalling picture, and urged the 
members of the Convention to do all that lies in their 
power to stay the raising plague of divorce that is 
devastating our homes and destroying the sense of 
personal purity. 

At the suggestion of Rev. L. E. Learned, Rev. H. 
©. Collins, M.D., was given the privilege of the floor, 
and addressed the Convention in an earnest appeal 
on behalf of Foreign Missions. 

On motion of Rev. C. F. Blaisdell the Fodomine 
resolution was presented: 

Resolved, That the members of the Episcopal Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, in Convention assembled, re- 
commend earnestly that the forthcoming State Legis- 
lature take such steps as may be necessary to trans- 
form the penitentiary at San Quentin into a reform 
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atory, to substitute the indeterminate for the de- 
terminate sentence, and to procure, as far as lies in 
its power, the abolition of the fee system. 

Respectfully submitted by the Prison Reform 
League, 443 S. Main St., Los Angeles, Cal. Adopted. 

Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack moved that the Sec- 
retary be instructed to print 2,000 copies of the 
Bishop’s address for distribution in the Diocese. 
Adopted. 

Rev. L. E. Learned moved that a cordial vote of 
thanks be tendered to Mr. Ernest Douglas, organist 
of St. Paul’s Church, for his valuable’ aid in pro- 
moting the Convention service. Adopted. 

On motion of Mr. H. E. Brett, Convention ad- 
journed to meet at 9:30 a.m. on Friday. 

Friday, May 20, 1910. 

Following the Holy Eucharist at 7:30 a.m., and 
Morning Prayer at 9:00 a.m., the Convention assem- 
bled and was called to order by the Chair. 

The minutes of yesterday’s proceedings were read 
and approved. , 

Voting in the fourth ballot for the completion of 
the Standing Committee—one clerical member to be 
elected; of the Board of Missions—one clerical and 
two lay members to be elected; and of Deputies to 
the General Convention—two clerical Deputies and 
one lay Deputy to be elected—was resumed, the re- 
sult being noted in the tables previously given. 

Mr. J. Bakewell Phillips moved that the matter of 
providing for the salary of the stenographer for the 
Bishop’s office be left to the discretion of the Finance 
Committee. Adopted. 

‘Rev. Henry Quimby moved that a Committee on 
Expediting Business, consisting of three members, be 
appointed by the Chair; that this Committee have 
.the right of way at the next annual Convention to 
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present a report of recommendations. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee, Rev. 
Henry Quimby, Rev. A. R. Taylor, and Mr. Stuart 
Hotchkiss. 

Mr. A: W. Morgan moved the following: 

That, in view of the fact that there is no assess- 
ment for diocesan expenses, the members of this 
Convention, for themselves individually and on be- 
half of the parishes and missions which they repre- 
sent, hereby pledge themselves to*use their best en- 
deavors to meet the ideal apportionment for mis-— 
sionary purposes. Adopted. 

Rey. A. M. Smith offered the following resolution: 

That, whereas there has been formed in the Church 
a League of Prayer whose special purpose is to pro- 
mote intercession for Domestic and Horeign Mis- 
sions, 


Be it resolved, That this Convention request the 
Committee of the Laymen’s Forward Movement to 
acquaint themselves with the work of this League 
and do all in their power to spread the great work 
of definite intercession for missions ubeeus pent the 
Church in the Diocese. Adopted. 


Very Rev. Wm. MacCormack moved thet the 
Bishop’s Address in the Quiet Hour be submitted to 
a Special Committee for the purpose of compiling © 
extracts from it, and ‘that 1,500 of these be printed 
for distribution. Adopted. 

The Chair appointed as such Committee Very Rev. 
Wm. MacCormack and Rev. M. M. Moore. 

Rey. M. C. Dotten, Ph.D., moved: that an expres- 
sion of gratitude be extended to the parishes of Los 
Angeles for their kind and generous hospitality to 
the members of the Convention. Adopted. 

Mr. H. Ivor Thomas moved the following: 

' That, in order to facilitate voting and counting of 
ballots, all ballots be printed on separate slips of 
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paper of different colors, with squares in which to 
record the vote, similar to political ballots, and that 
a separate set of tellers be appointed on each Board, 
under the charge of one Judge of Election. Adopt- 
ed: 

Rev. Henry Quimby moved a reconsideration of 
his resolution on Expediting Business. ; 

On motion the Committee, already appointed, was 
extended to five members, the Chair adding the 
names of Mr. H. Ivor Thomas and Mr. H. E. Brett;

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APPENDIX A. 
THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 


Dear Brethren of the Clergy and Laity: 


There is no duty devolving upon me as Bishop to 
which I look forward with greater pleasure than the 
preparation of this annual address to the Diocesan 
Convention. I have always regarded the occasion 
as more than opportunity to tell you of the work 
which I have done. Such a report accompanies this 
address each year. In its place it is important, and 
when spread upon the records it becomes for many 
purposes an invaluable asset, but I have usually 
omitted statistics because it has seemed to me that 
the recital of them at this place and time served no 
practical end. My wish has been in these addresses 
to take you into my confidence; to tell you something 
of my aims and desires, that I might secure your 
support and co- -operation in the work I am undertak- 
ing to accomplish. 

In accord with my custom I will, first, call to mind 
the loss which the Church has sustained during this 
last year in the death of one of my own order—the 
great Bishop of South Dakota—and Bishop Hare 
was really great who passed to his reward in the 
month of October. It is a fine thing for the Church 
when she can command such talents for pioneer 
- work. Bishop Hare’s antecedents and culture fitted 
him to hold any position in the Church which could 
have been offered to him. The tradition of his life and 
the keenness of his intellect were such that he might 
have aspired to any place within the Church’s gift, 
but, viewed from the standpoint of the world, he 
chose like Moses ‘‘the reproaches’’ rather than the 
““treasures.’’ Yes, indeed, he lost what men call 
‘‘life,’’ but did he not in the truest sense find “‘life?”’ 
If a magnificent harvest of souls; if an imperial place 
in the estimate of the strdng, powerful men who are 
making the West; if the ardent and devoted love of 
an ever-widening circle of friends among the best 
people of this nation; if the continuing and con- 
stantly deepening respect of his peers in the Episco- 
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pate mean things that are really worth while, then 
William Hobart Hare found a far richer, fuller life 
than is given to many men to enjoy. His was a life 


of constant witness to the beauty and power of 
faithfulness and sacrifice, and I am sure that 
throughout this American Church the prayer has 
arisen from thousands of hearts, ‘‘Grant, O God, 
eternal rest to this Thy son who has departed this 
life in Thy fear and love.”’ 

Before taking up the subject upon which I am 
placing special emphasis today, I want to express 
my great gratification with the results that have 
attended my efforts to found schools in the diocese. 
Frankly, I have a large scheme in mind, I believe 
in Christian education, and I am satisfied that in 

~ every large center there ought to be established day 
schools which shall be under distinctly Christian in- 
fluence. Magazine articles, not written by alarm- 
ists, have within the last few months shown you the 

~sort of science and morals which is being doled out 
to the children in the colleges and high schools of 
the country. I have no crude, hysterical criticism 
of the GODless biologist to offer you. I recognize 
that, if he is in a teacher’s desk in a university or 
a school, he must teach what he believes to be true, 
but, if he teaches our children, they will in the end 
be as GODless as he, and we shall only have our- 
selves to blame. We have put our children in his 
hands, and like an honest man he has done and said 
the thing that seemed right to him. If Christian 
biology cannot be taught in our public schools, then 
we, as Christian men, should bring into existence 
schools in which the Christian Religion will be re- 
cognized and taught. If GOD be a bogey, a fiction, 
a fancy, then we need not be concerned, but if GOD 
is the eternal fact in the changing universe, then 
our children ought to be taught to reckon with it, 
and I believe they ought+to he taught to reckon with 
it every day of their lives, and that the teaching 
should come from the scholarly men and women 
into whose hands we have placed them for their life 
training. 
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- We ought to have Boys’ and Girls’ Day Schools 
in every city of the diocese and we could have if 
the Church people in such centers were alive to the 
problem. ! 


In my mind such schools should be tributory to, 
at least, two boarding schools for the two sexes. In 
working out my scheme I have been able to give a 
practical illustration of my plan, and I wish that 
in Los Angeles and Santa Barbara, Riverside and 
Redlands, and other important cities, I had such a 
day school for girls as I have been able to establish 
at San Diego, and were these several communities 
familiar with what I have done, I am sure that they 
would be as anxious for the establishment of the 
schools as I am. 


We shail need but one boarding school for girls 
and that is being built at La Jolla at the present 
time. In the autumn we shall be prepared to room 
about forty girls, and application for vacancies are 
rapidly being made. 

Two things are necessary for my plan. First, gen- 
‘ erous men and women must supply us with money. 
Three great-hearted and wise-minded friends, Miss 
Ellen and Miss Virginia Scripps, and Mr. Charles T. 
Hinde, have given to me nearly sixty thousand 
dollars as the foundation upon which these schools 
in the south are to be built and, while less money 
would be required for the maintenance of day 
schools, yet if the Churchmen, in this city and else- 
where, want their children to enjoy the privilege 
of such a school as these generous ladies have enabled 
me to establish at San Diego, they must bear in mind 
the cost and prepare to make the sacrifice. — 

In the second place, a keen-witted, scholarly man 
or woman who understands boys or girls must be 
found for the Principal of any school we may estab- 
lish. Before all else this is necessary, and fortunate- 
ly in our first venture we have found just the woman 
for the place. The first year of the Bishop’s School 
for'Girls’ has been a success because Mrs. Bentham 
has from the outset known exactly what to do and 
how to do it, and she has gathered about her a fa-

culty of exceptional quality who have loyally sup- 
ported her in her efforts. In the coming year she is 
adding to her faculty certain women who come to 
us with equipment gained in the class rooms of the 
best teachers in this country and Europe, and at 
your school will be offered as fine privileges for your 
daughters as can be found in any school in the 
country. JI want these schools to stand for the high- 
est Christian scholarship, and I am already realizing 
my hopes, because in God’s providence Mrs. Ben- 
tham has had her hand upon the school wheel. I 
wish also to say that under the careful pastoral train- 
ing of the rector, Mr. Bentham, himself a Bible 
student and an instructor in Church history very 
far above the average, the girls are being led to 
appreciate the Gospel as this Church has received 
the same. Indeed, I believe that the very fact that 
emphasis has been given to this aspect of the work 
has already created an impression that has commend- 
ed our school to the citizens of San Diego. 


Already, conditionally, a large sum of money has 
been offered to me for the Boys’ Boarding School, 
which I trust to establish at an early date. 

‘Brethren of the clergy, will you not preach about 
Christian education within the next month? Don’t 
put it off until the fall; preach about it in June. 
June, the season for commencements, is essentially a 
school month. 


I must not pass on to my main topic without an 
allusion to the Training School for Deaconesses, the 
prospectus of which will be distributed in this Con- 
vention. The school is in. charge of trusted and. 
trustworthy men, and its faculty is such as to com- 
mand your cordial respect. 

This last year has made certain matters very clear 
to my mind and I find that I am joyfully readjust- 
ing myself to them. Because the truth is so tremen- 
dously far-reaching in its scope, because it is so 
large and inclusive, I find myself rejoicing every 
day, and more and more as the days come.and go, in 
the fact that Jesus came to disclose that God is 
resident in every soul and seeking to enlighten every 
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man who has come into the world. As I think of 
that truth it seems to me that duty becomes privi- 
lege, that, in the light of that truth to the Church 
at large and to me and to every soul illumined by it, 
is given the opportunity to help God express Himself . 
through human lives. 


The Church’s work is to be God’s helper as He is 
striving to make men realize certain great facts. 
And‘as I think of her mission in this diocese, as I 
think of you, my brethren in the ministry and 
brethren of the laity, and as I think of myself, my 
consuming desire is to be able so to think and speak 
and act that I may lead you to see and do the things 
that will make it easier for God to control the 
destinies of the men whom we touch than it would 
have been had we not lived here in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

What a grand thought it is that we can help God 
accomplish some purpose He has at heart! Here is 
a vulgar-minded, purse-proud man, whois gloating 
over a ten-story building into the. erectién of which 
he has put every energy of his brain and _ heart. 
Certainly God can and will show him something 
better to live for and to gloat over if He has the 
chance: or, again, last month, a woman of the town, 
brought to her degradation and shame by her folly 
and her vanity, took her own life in the despair of 
the moment. Surely God has something to say to 
that poor, wayward child. Last month, three fine 
looking, well dressed young men were evicted, .be- 
cause of their intoxication, from the car on which I: 
was riding. Do you not believe that God yearns 
for their reclamation ? 

Then, on the other hand, almost every Sunday of 
last year I have laid my hands in Confirmation upon 
classes of sweet-faced and clear-eyed boys and girls. 
There is more work to be done for those children if 
the opportunity is given to God. So, we touch every 
day men and women who have either rejected or 
accepted Christ, and God knows this. Now, if my 
thought be true, God has at heart some message for 
every one of the souls to whom I have alluded, and 
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the work of the Church and the ministry is to create 
as far as they can the conditions that will make it 
easier for Him to deliver the message. The Church 
and the ministry have been splendidly equipped with 
wealth and intelligence, and I look upon the com 
mission of the one and the other to be that each be- 
come such a co-laborer that God can reach all these 
souls of which I have spoken. Such opportunities 
as these call for wisdom, judgment, tact, tenderness 
and courage, but these are ‘‘the fruit of the Spirit’”’ 
which have been pledged to us as part of our equip- 
ment as we are striving to fulfill Christ’s commission, 
and it is to personal service to such souls, with the 
equipment of such spiritual gifts, that we are called. 
But will you tell me where there is a man for whom 
God has not got a message? If there be none such, 
then the field, literally, is the world. We have a 
mission to every man. very man is, indeed, a very 
inclusive term, but let us remember that we are 
pledged as disciples to service for every man, who- 
ever he may be, if by our prayer, our money or our 
. influence, we may reach him. 

Let me also remind you that, within the scope of 
Christ’s commission, we are sure to find that we are 
called to special ministries to those for whom Christ 
has an interest and to whom we have a peculiar op- 
portunity to take the message. Such an one lies 
before us here in California in the near future. With 
the completion of the Panama Canal there will come 
to us in swarms vast numbers of emigrants from 
foreign countries. These hordes must be brought 
_ instantly in touch with Christian influence which 
-will shape and form their lives after the fashion of 
our best American ideals or the consequence will be 
appalling. This, however, is purely a personal, civic 
of social estimate of the situation. We, you and J, 
must regard it from a still higher position than that. 
God will bring those people here to this coast with a’ 
purpose. Such as they are they will come to us and 
it will lie within our power as Christian men so to 
prepare the way that, when they arrive, God may 
the more easily lead and guide them. 
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My brethren, we have an opportunity to help God: 
as He is striving to enlighten the heart of that sordid 
man beguiled by his wealth; the courtezan and the 
rakes degraded through their folly; or again, the 
good men about us; for God has a message for them 
as well as for the worldly man and the sot. Man, 
everywhere, here and beyond the seas, offers us in 
his very needs and situation, opportunities to help 
God; and so, too, we may help God as all this vast 
mass of life, coming to us in the near future, is 
broken up into fresh combinations—creating, as the 
new canal across the isthmus will, fresh conditions. 
What splendid privileges these opportunities are and 
are to be! They call into activity every intelligent 
and moral and spiritual and physical power with 
which we have been endowed. This'is a man’s work, 
and it is the finest work that the greatest of the 
great men, the world over, could undertake to ac- 
complish. ; 

In view of what I am saying, you can readily 
account. for my interest in the Laymen’s Forward 
Missionary Movement. While I have been deeply 
impressed and while I am sincerely thankful for its 
immediate material success, the feature of the move- 
ment, however, which appealed to me most profound- 
ly, has been the conviction, everywhere indicated, 
that the Christian world—if it only chose to do so— 
could create the conditions that would make it pos- 
sible for God in Christ Jesus to reach every nation 
with His influence in the present generation. Let 
that thought sink into the mind of the Christian — 
world‘and the thing can-and will be done. Vast 
sums of money with the missionary end in view 
have been raised, and I am greatly gratified 
by that fact, but that these sums have been raised 
because of a personal love for Christ, and not by 
‘over-wrought appeal to emotion, is the significant 
fact after all. These gifts have been,an indication 
of the effect of a generous religious profession, and 
my comfort is in the fact that this religious convic- 
tion has been the inspiring one back of these contri- 
butions, and my concern is, first, to deepen and to 
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spread it so that a permanent force will have been 
set at work that will enable the Church to achieve 
its destiny. 

It was with that thought in mind that I appointed : 
the Laymen’s Committee, of whose work we are con- 
stantly hearing. I know that the members of that 
committee have caught my thought; I know that 
they have at heart my purpose. Let me tell you 
_ what I said to the committee at the outset. I told 
them that there were two ways of approaching this 
subject. 


First: I said, you may appeal to a not wholly 
unjustifiable pride. You may compare our Church 
and its record with the record of other Churches and 
taunt our people into larger gifts. You may show 
how meager, compared with some other religious 
bodies, have been our contributions to the missionary 
cause—or, appealing to pride, you may spur our 
people on by a comparison which indicates that they 
are somewhat better than some other men are. And, 
then, when you speak of the diocese and the parish, 
you may so express a jealousy for the good name of 
the one or of the other that the appeal will be to a 
pride which is wholly unchristian and. thoroughly 
ungodhke. As you who are listening to me today 
will see, appeals akin to this ought sometimes to be 
made, but only rarely, and then with the greatest 
delicacy and care. Frankly, when a priest glee- 
fully tells me that his parish has paid its entire 
apportionment, while I am glad of the fact, I feel 
as though he and I should kneel down then and there 
and ask God to save us from the ‘‘vice of our vir- 
tues.’’ Therefore, because there is an evil possible 
in such appeals as these, I have warned the committee 
at this point. 

The other way of approaching the subject is the 
one which I have outlined already and upon this I 
have placed the emphasis in speaking to the com- 
mittee. I affirm that the work of the Church is a 
world-wide one, because, if God has a purpose for 
every man, the Church is bound to help Him ac- 
complish His purpose. And if the Church is God’s 
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helper, then its work must be to deal. with every 
fresh combination of circumstances, because such 
recombination has been brought about by God that 
He may secure certain results in human society. As 
the accomplishment, of God’s purpose everywhere, 
and in every movement in which He is seeking to 
elevate the race, should be the great prime motive 
for mission activity, we should invariably strive to 
‘look as God does at. this great subject. The question 
that should make us active and earnest and generous 
should be, not what will Roman Catholics and Meth- 
odists.and Presbyterians, or the diocesan authorities 
of California or Olympia or Pennsylvania, or the 
rector and vestry of St. Peter’s or St. Martin’s of 
this.or any other city think of us, if we do not give 
more for missions, but. what -does God want us 
through. the Church to do. Other religious. bodies 
and distant diocesan authorities and neighboring 
rectors have no right to comment or criticize and, 
if. they had, in the nature of things their criticism 
could hardly be fair. God is the only factor with 
whom we have to deal in this matter, and the ques- 
tion which should concern every Christian man is 
his duty, not in man’s sight but in God’s eyes. His 
anxiety should be to get a satisfactory answer to the 
question, ‘‘Lord, what wouldst Zhou have me to 
do?’’—in other words, ‘‘Lord, show me my oppor- 
tunity to help You.’’ And when he has heard the 
answer to that. question and obeyed the command he 
ought to be indifferent to what men may think. 
That is the key-note which I want the Laymen’s 
Committee to strike everywhere—that is the note I 
want every priest to strike at every missionary 
meeting held within this diocese. 

Here are the general principles. Now, let us con- 
sider. their application to the. body of. Christians 
“ whom we, gathered here today, represent. Let me, 
first, remind you that God needs and wants more 
than money from every man. Before he asks for 
‘‘vours’’ he asks for ‘‘you.’’ Every Christian man 
ewes something of personal service to God. J may 
startle some of the laymen here today when I say 
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that serving on vestries or diocesan committees or 
attending conventions or ushering in church does 
not meet the demand. Such admirable service helps 
the ecclesiastical wheels to go round, and the wheels 
must turn and somebody must turn them, but I have 
in mind that Godless man who is rejoicing in his 
ten-story building; I am thinking of the young men 
and girls who are committing spiritual suicide; I am 
looking into the future and the crowds of untutored 
human lives that will confront us at an early day 
rising before me; I recall Jesus Christ and I hear 
Him utter the words that force me to believe that 
the field is the world, and I want. to say as emphati- 
cally as I can that “‘every man’’ must help God to 
make Christian men and women out of these crude 
lives. My friends, some of you say this is the 
priest’s work and you would throw the responsi- 
bility of it all upon him. No, you are wrong. This 
is the Church’s work and the clergy are not the 
Church. The clergy did not ‘‘enter the Church”’ as 
the wretched, misleading phase goes when they were 
ordained to the Church’s ministry. They entered 
the Church when they were baptized, and, when God 
called them to special work in a special order, He 
merely assigned to them the duties which, when per- 
formed, would most effectively aid the Church ac- 
complish its great task. Every man owes some ser- 
vice to the Church to help different sorts and con- 
ditions of men to enter into their heritage of enno- 
bling faith and truth. Every baptized man must do 
something for some one that will make it easier for 
that other person to hear and see what God wants 
him to know and understand if he expects God to 
disclose any more truth to 42m. That is God’s con- 
dition. Go to the next man; ‘‘Go, tell -Peter;’’ do 
something in Christ’s name.. Then the blessing will 
return to you. ‘ 


My brethren, I feel the importance of all this so 
strongly that I almost hesitate in passing on to a 
further duty for it seems to me that, if what I have 
said were as important to you as it is to me, it would 
not be necessary for me to speak of ““yours,’’ for if 
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you have consecrated yourselves to the service of: 
Jesus Christ you simply can not withhold ‘‘yours’’— 
your money from the cause so dear to.the Master’s 
heart. And yet I am, as a practical man, aware that 
you must be advised about methods of administra- 
tion if I am to secure your cooperation with my plan. 


Thirteen years ago I asked the communicants of 
this diocese to give each month, at least, ten cents 
to our missionary work. This method was criticized. 
That I expected, but the critics were generous, and, 
long ago, it was agreed that, upon the whole, the 
scheme is as good a one as has been suggested. 

I want to say a few things about this method 
which makes it dear to my heart. First, it empha- 
sizes the importance of every man who has volun- 
tarily renewed his baptismal vows and it sets a stand- 
ard for him. It suggests what I believe to be a prac- 
tical plan to the average man. 


Two adverse comments are urged here. It is said 
that the standard is too high; that there are families 
in which there are several young people who find 
the burden of such a standard too heavy to bear. I 
grant you that such may be the case. There may be 
those who could not contribute even so small a sum 
as the one I have named without much sacrifice, but 
T am disposed to believe that if the poorest man in 
this diocese were asked what he would give, zof to 
help the parish or the diocese to pay an apportion- 
ment, but to help on the work that God wanted to 
have done, he would volunteer to give the dime; I 
believe even more. A check for one hundred dollars 
for Foreign Missions came to me through the mail 
not long since from one living in a parish that finds 
it difficult to make up its apportionment. This per- 
son was not rich, but God’s call, not through me by 
the way, had reached a quickened soul and this was 
the consequence. I am satisfied that there are very 
few, admitting that there might be some such, who 
could not, give all that we ask if we only approached 
them as God’s messengers pleading in His name. In 
Christ’s name we can always count upon winning 
men to duty. This policy rarely fails. 
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The other adverse comment, strangely enough, is 
that our standard is too low. But you will recall 
that in every appeal for missions sent out by me, the 
words‘‘at least’’ have been inserted. J have invari- 
ably asked for, at least, the ten cents per month, as- 
suming that those who had an ample income would 
give proportionately a larger sum than the man who 
is in receipt of a day’s wage: I have repeatedly 
spoken to this point. I have many times in conver- 
sation with the clergy and the laity said that a man 
should give in proportion to his means, but practi- 
cally no maximum sum can be named in asking for 
such and kindred causes. We may ask for a mini- 
mum, but any givén maximum sum would fail to 
meet the cases of great numbers of our people. This 
must be a matter of conscience. I have known a 
woman who has given fifty dollars for a ball ticket 
heralded as a philanthropist when she has given five 
dollars to a charity. The government confessedly 
cannot collect an income tax. Men who would not 
He about anything else will do all they can to escape 
any sort of tax. Many a man is financially color- 

blind. Jt must be evident that the Church certainly 
- could not accomplish much by apportioning her mis- 
sionary budget upon the basis of what some man, be 
he bishop, rector or vestryman, may thing it proper 
that some other man, supposed to be wealthy, should 
give. This is the opportunity for conscience cul- 
ture. Without hesitation we may ask every man to 
give monthly his ten cents, but in additon to this we 
ought to ask every man as he stands consciously be- 
fore God to give as much more as he believes that 
God has a right to expect of him. We must make 
men realize the presence and the claim of God. We 
must infuse into the appeal love of God and man. 
We must create a God consciousness and a sense of 
accountability to Him. When this has been accom: 
plished, then men will give ag they have been bless- 
ed, but until we have reached the place where that 
is done, the cause of God will suffer want. 

I think that, at this place, I might allude to the 
point which is akin to what I have been saying. I 
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am not responsible for the apportionment policy 
adopted several years ago in this diocese. I did ‘not 
inaugurate it, but I ask fair treatment for it. Some 
of the clergy claim that a parish, composed mainly - 
of men of ample fortune, should be expected to give 
in larger proportion than a parish of an equal num- 
ber of communicants, most of whom are wage earn- 
_ ers. I do not believe that anyone will be found to 
question such a claim as that. It is perfectly fair, 
but is not the parish in one respect pretty much the 
same sort of an entity that a man is, and must we 
not treat it in the same way as we do the individual? 
We can fix the minimum sum which the average man 
might be expected to give, but have I not shown you 
that we must leave the maximum sum to the con- 
science? We may calculate with a fair degree of 
justice what the average man can give, but who . 
could suggest a sum which the men who are in pos- 
session of more than average wealth should contri- 
bute to missions? For when we leave the average 
man we start upon an ascending scale which con- 
tinues to rise until we reach the multi-millionaire. 
It is evident, that in view of this we must appeal at 
the point of departure from the average man to the 
conscience. No other alternative is open to us. 

So, in apportioning the missionary budget to our 
church congregations, we can apportion a definite 
sum to all upon a certain principle, but the congre- 
gations which include large numbers of men cf means 
ought to realize that a larger obhgation rests upon 
them, with their large wealth, than upon the impov- 
erished flock worshiping in the small missions seat- 
tered up and down through the diocese. That, how- 
ever, is a matter for the parish conscience. Neither the 
Convention nor the Missionary Committee could de- 
cide upon any figure that would be fair or just either 
to the congregation or to the diocese. *No one is able 
to say what a rich man or a rich parish should give. 
A man in Brooklyn died the other day whose estate 
turned out to be worth several millions of dollars. 
He had been a clerk in a well known" banking house. 
He had lived for years like a man with a fine salary 


, 
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but mot like an affluent man. Doubtless he was 
thought to be fairly rich, and had he been assessed 
for any cause he would have been asked to give far 


. less than he could easily have afforded to contribute. 


The only wise method to deal with men and parishes 
like these is to throw them back upon their consci- 
ence. The Church may say to them, ‘‘ten cents per — 
month from each baptized person or communicant . 
is the least you should give,’’ but she could add 
‘God help you in the light of your many’ blessings 
to do more than that. You alone know your duty 
and God wil! hold you accountable for the perfor- 
mance of that.’’ That is the policy’that will bring 
satisfactory results. 


. IT am anxious as I close my address to leave a 
thought in your mind which will be followed by con- 
» sequences which will be of value to the diocese and 
the Church at large. I admit that, since the Conven- 
tion held here in Los Angeles in March in the inter- 
ests of the Forward Movement, and until the present 
Convention had been ealled, I have not been con- 
cerned about promises and figures. Pledges, to be 
of value, must be made by responsible parties, and 
no party can with any certainty say what this dio- 
cese will do but this Convention, and I believe that 
to all intents and purposes the same will be found 
to be true of other religious bodies as well as 
our own. I happen to know that one church in 
California, which was committed upon the spur 
of an excited moment to a startling pledge by an 
irresponsible member of its congregation, had not, 
within a few days of this present time, secured a 
cent of veritable cash, nor a pledge of a single. dol- 
lar to enable it to make good the promise of its un- 
authorized spokesman. At the time, what I felt 
should be the result of the Missionary Convention 
was that the laymen should be led to organize for a 
thorough canvass of the laymen throughout the 
Church. I wanted the laymen to get the enthusiasm 
of the Forward Movement and then to organize a 
local movement which would reach every man and 
would so reach every Churchman in Southern Cali- 
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fornia that he would feel called by God to help Him 
convert the world. Of all this I have already told 
you, and the work of organization is going on. I do 
not expect my ideal will be reached during this year, © 
but we have begun the work, and by education and 
agitation we in time will reach the ideal. It has 
taken fourteen years to bring up the contribution 
for the missions within the diocese to twelve thou- 
sand dollars. However, our people have been so 
trained ‘that, humanly speaking, that income’ is as- 
sured. So ought it to be with the scheme which I 
am outlining. We must adopt a policy at once defi- 
nite and simple toward which we shall press with de 
termination. We must create under the influence of 
the Holy Spirit, a proper motive for Missions and 
then we must keep the subject as a personal religious - 
obligation always before the people. If we do this 
I am confident that we shall accomplish our purpose. 

What I propose is in view of what we have already 
done in this diocese during the last year. Within 
that time we have nearly if not quite raised the 
twelve thousand dollars for diocesan work. We 
have raised possibly one-half of -our extra-diocesan 
apportionment.and about as much more for the City 
Missions, Social Service and the Bishop’s fund, say 
seventeen thousand dollars in all. 

Now let me make two propositions, and I have 
counselled with wise men upon my project, which 
was suggested to me by one of the representative 
men of this diocese. 

My first proposition is that we undertake to raise 
that for which the Church through this Convention 
and through the Board of Missions, in New York, 
asks: 1:e., 

We shall raise the Convention pledge........$12,000.00 
We shall raise our apportionment..................... 5,500.00 


Amounting in alls topo c2.4 leh es oe ee $17,500.00 

Now, my brethren, if we rely upon the contribu- 
tions of the members of our congregations who hap- 
pen to be present when the quarterly offerings for 
missions are made, we shall never get any such sum 
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as this, but if ‘‘every man’’ be made the slogan of 
this campaign and “‘every man’’ is brought face to 
face with the privilege and the obligation of Chris" 
' tian discipleship, then this should be the very least 
gift to the forward work of Christ which we shall 
be content to make. It will not be an undertaking 
in excess of what we virtually pledged to raise last 
year. It. is practically the same. Twelve thousand 
dollars for work in Southern California and fifty- 
five hundred for work beyond the diocese. 


My second proposition is based upon another as- 
sumption than that every man will give a little. 
I would like every man to give more-than a little. 
Every man’s principle should be to give as he has 
been blessed by God. And if every Churchman ‘in 
Southern California does this, ought we not to raise 
each year twenty-five thousand dollars for the 
Church mission work at home and abroad? Some- 
one said, at a recent laymen’s meeting, that a penny 
a day from every one of the seven thousand com- 
municants in this diocese would secure for us more 
than twenty-five thousand dollars for advanced work 
for God. Surely, taking man for man, that is not 
much for which to ask, and then, when we bear in 
mind the hundreds of men in our community who 
are living within their income, what a paltry sum * 
would five, ten, fifteen or fifty dollars from each of 
them be to help on such a cause as that for which I 
have been pleading. I am speaking of men whose 
income is more than two thousand dollars per year. 
When a man is in receipt of so much as that, ten 
cents per month to help on the most important cause 
that a soul can contemplate is hardly in accord with 
his ability, and when his income reaches tens of 
thousands, what must we say of even fifty dollars. 
which I have placed as a high water mark. Twenty- 
five thousand dollars, if men do give as they are 
blessed, would be quickly raised. 


Now, if my propositions strike you as of value, let 
me suggest that this Convention give its imprimatur 
to what I call my ‘‘Every man’’ Committee, already 
appointed and at work, and that it also endorse my 
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effort through this committee:to reach every Church- 
man with the attempt to secure from him a pledge 
to the advance work of the Church commensurate 
with his financial ability. 

I would suggest two resolutions: 

First: Resolve that this Convention, so far as it 
is able to. do so, pledge the Churchmen of Southern 
California to raise at least five thousand. five hun- 
dred dollars for missions beyond its own jurisdiction, 
and twelve thousand for work within the diocese. 

Second: Realizing that the Church never fails its 
Master when appeal is made to its conscience, and 
having in mind the financial ability of the Church 
represented in this community by men and women 
of wealth, and believing that, if our work were thor- 
oughly organized, the sum of twenty-five thousand 
dollars for the advancement of the cause of Christ 
at home and abroad could be raised within this dio- 
cese this year, therefore, resolve that this Convention, 
in view of our increasing obligations, suggest that 
the annual gift of that sum for missions be the ideal 
which at the present time we place before our people 
as the one we will undertake to reach during the 
next five years. 

Furthermore, having these two. suggestions in 
mind, let this Convention request the authorities of 
the diocese, in making out the apportionment, to 
make out two such apportionments; the one to be 
based upon the first suggestion and the other upon 
the second. The first would be ‘the apportionment 
which the imperative needs of the Church seem 
to place upon us. The second would be an ideal 
which would enjoin the Church courageously t6 rise 
to the work which its Master moves it to do. The 
first would be the apportionment of duty, the second 
an apportionment of splendid and glorious privilege.

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APPENDIX B. 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 


The Board of Missions in presenting its annual 
report desires first of all to put on record its earnest 
thanksgiving to Almighty God, the Giver of every 
good and perfect gift, for the many blessings and 
evidences of His favor during the year just passed. 

Had it not been for His all-gracious Providence 
we are convinced that we should have failed to do 
many things which today we rejoice to know we 
have accomplished. In the second place we desire 
to congratulate the Church in this Diocese that she 
has responded so magnificently to the call that one 
year ago was made upon her. 

At that time it was necessary to ask for an in- 
crease in the missionary apportionment of 50 per 
cent over the largest sum that we had ever con- 
tributed before for church extension. Taking all 
the conditions into consideration that confront our 
church people in this western land, it was a splendid 
vision that inspired the Convention one year ago to 
pledge itself to raise $12,500. 

Many left for their homes with a feeling that the 
task to which we had set ourselves was a stupendous : 
if not an impossible one. We have not, of course, 
quite reached that mark; but, when the returns are 
all in, we are convinced that fully 75 per cent of 
the increase asked for shall have been raised, and 
that the total amount of offerings for missionary 
work in Southern California will be away and be- 
yond anything ever contributed in the history of the 
Diocese of Los Angeles. 

It ought to be said here that, during the year, we 
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have had to borrow $3,500 in order to carry on the 
work and pay promptly the stipends of the mission- 
aries. Of this we have paid back $2,000, leaving a 
balance of $1,500. Against this there is cash in the 
treasury amounting to $1,014.07 which makes the 
actual deficit for the year $485.93. 

We believe that this result for which we are de- 
voutly thankful was made possible by the earnest, 
loyal, self-sacrificmg cooperation of clergy and 
people. 

In season and out of season, from one end of the 
Diocese to the other, the cause of missions was given 
the foremost place and the right of way in all our 
churches. Oftentimes, local needs were put to 
one side and the undivided energies of the entire 
parish were directed to meeting the apportionment. 

In our rejoicing today over what has been accom- 
plished we desire to express our deep and heartfelt 
appreciation of the superb service and splendid = 
self-sacrifice exhibited by the Church at large. 

The policy of the Board has been to give as econ- 
omical an administration of the funds entrusted to 
their care as, in their judgment, the demands of the 
work would permit. 


To that end a committee was appointed very early 
in the year to look over the appropriations that were 
being made. to the missions and report what, if any, 
reductions ought to be made. The action of the 
Board was based upon the expectation that, where- 
ever a reduction was made, the mission would in- 
erease its pledge in order to meet it, so that the 
stipend of the missionary might not be reduced. 

Two very important considerations influenced the 
Board in taking such a step as this. In the first 
place, it has always seemed to the members of the 
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missionary committee that it was a very important 
part of their duty to encourage missions receiving 
financial help to become self-supporting parishes 
just as quickly as possible. 

In the second place, the only way by which new 
work could be started at promising centers under 
our limited income was by reducing appropriations 
wherever in the judgment of the Board the local 
conditions would permit. This has never been a 
pleasant task, but in the present instance the Board 
has been gratified at the cordial reception which 
the measure has met with and believes that, if the 
policy is consistently followed up, great good will 
result. 

In a community such as ours new methods must 
be adopted to meet the new conditions constantly 
arising and new ventures must be entered upon un- 
less we are willing to fall utterly behind in the race. 

We are convinced that, in the near future, the 
great problem that will confront the Church in this 
Diocese will be the problem of taking care of the 
eity. 

We have a population in Los Angeles of fully 
300,000 people. In less than a quarter of a century 
this will be inereased, according to the most con- 
servative estimate, to fully a million. It must be 
evident to everybody, in the face of these facts, 
that the amount of money spent in establishing the 
Church in this rapidly increasing metropolitan cen- 
ter is utterly inadequate. As the situation pre- 
sents itself to us we believe that the present meth- 
ods in vogue do not now,.and never will, fully or 
satisfactorily minister to the extension or establish- 
ment of the Church. 

One great objection against them is this. They 
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are too expensive, and unless some more economical 
method is discovered, our attitude to city misions 
must be always a matter of regret. 

It is our opinion that this need not be. If an as- 
sociate mission could be started in Los Angeles, 
such as has proved itself of inestimable value else- 
where, it would be possible to do the work of the 
Church much more efficiently than seems to be pos- 
sible under the present system. 

We, therefore, most earnestly commend to the in- 
coming Board the early consideration of this im- 
portant matter in the hope that very soon they will 
be able, along the lines indicated, to reach out and 
minister to the thousands of lonely and unshepherd- 
ed people in our midst. 

From time to time there come to the Board of 
Missions appeals for help, with which the members 
have more or less sympathy. It is safe to say that 
no communication has ever been presented to the 
Board in favor of which they were more cordially 
disposed than that contained in the resolution of- 
fered in the interests of the ‘‘silent-people.’’ 

In every large center of population up and down 
the Pacific Coast there may be found a little com- 
pany of men and women to whom have been denied 
the blessing of hearing and speech. 

These people are cut off almost entirely from the 
opportunities of regular worship offered in the 
Church’s services of Morning and Evening Prayer. 
The only way by which these spiritual privileges 
can be provided for them is through the medium of 
the sign language of one of their own people. In 
the East and Middle West clergymen of our Church 
go from one place to another and minister to these 


“‘silent-people’’ in the way they are accustomed to 
communicate to each other. 
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The time has come, we believe, when the far West 
should follow the example of the other sections of 
the country and employ some one competent to do 
this work and so provide, so far as lies in our power, 
the ministrations of the Church for those from whom 
have been withheld some of the greatest blessings 
of mankind. 


It may be that the new Board will hesitate to in- 
cur an indebtedness which, as the matter now 
stands, cannot be provided for. 

But there is not the slightest doubt that sufficient 
money can be raised privately to carry the work on 
until next year when the Convention can set aside 
sufficient money to maintain and care for the work. 

There is another matter of very greatest moment 
which has, thus far, failed to receive the attention 
in this Diocese which it deserves, We refer to the 
apportionment for Domestic and Foreign Missions. 

Acting upon the suggestion of Dr. Lloyd two 
years ago, we fixed our apportionment for the Dio- 
cese at $4,000 and not at $5,500 as determined by the 
General Board of Missions. But even at this figure 
we have barely ever raised more than 50 per cent of 
the amount. To be sure there has been some slight 
increase from year to year. But a careful study of 
the contributions will reveal the fact that the in- 
erease has been brought about—not because there 
is any widespread interest in the matter—but, main- 
ly beeause some half dozen parishes have increased 
their offerings beyond what they had given in pre- 
vious years. 

Brethren, this ought not to be. We are obligated 
to raise the apportionment for Domestic and For- 
eign Missions quite as much as for missions within 

the Diocese of Log Angeles. Our duty to preach

the Gospel in China and Japan is just as great as 
our duty to preach it at our very doors. 

And we are derelict in what the Master of the 
Church expects of us if we fail, as many are doing. 
to attach the same importance to offerings for work 
in the foreign field that we are accustomed to attach 


to offerings for the work that is being carried on 
within the limits of our own jurisdiction. 

’ An average hen will lay eggs that will aggregate 
more in value than the contributions of many 
churches to the spread of Christ’s ‘kingdom througa- 
out the world. 

Now, one word more as to what the work out- 
lined in this report will cost. 

The apportionment to this Diocese from the Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missionary Society is fixed at 
$5,500. I am instructed to ask for that as our con- 
tribution to the sublime endeavor that is being made 
today to bring the world to Jesus Christ. 


Just what we ought to determine upon as a prop- 
er sum for the missionary work that we are engag- 
ed in within the Diocese was a much more difficult 
matter. 


A special committee of the Board was appointed 
to go over the situation very carefully They gave 
it their best thought. They consulted with the 
Bishop and the Field Secretary and, after deduct- 
ing what may reasonably be expected from outside 
sources, they made report that the sum of $12,500, 
additional, would be necessary to adequately pro- 
vide for the work already under way in the city and 
Diocese at large and for all new work that is likely 
to be started during the coming year. 

What is needed then is $18,000—$5,500 for Do- 
mestic and Foreign Missions and $12,500 for Dio- 
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cesan missions. The message of the great festival of 
Whitsunday is still ringing in the hearts of many. 

Surely, as we enter upon this new endeavor we 
‘may claim this promise and this assurance for our 
own selves. 

‘“Ye shall receive power after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you and ye shall be witnesses unto Me 
unto the uttermost parts of the earth of the wonder- 
ful works of God.’’

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APPENDIX C. 


Report of the Field Secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions to Convention, May, 1910. . 


In pursuance of the instructions of the Board of 
Missions to prepare a report for Convention giving 
information about the missionary fields, blanks were 
prepared and_ sent out to the missionaries. These 
have all been returned and will be placed on file, 
forming a valuable fund of information for the uses 
of the incoming Board of Missions. The informa- 
tion contained in these reports and the results of a 
year’s personal study of the mission work of the 
- Diocese are the basis of the present report. 

The returns show that services are held in 43 
places, 37 of which represent organized missions, 
37 have property, lots, buildings or both. Serving 
these are 25 missionaries, including one who re- 
ceives no appropriation from the Board, (only the 
offerings at the services). Of these 25, 16 serve 
only one mission, 1 serves a mission in connection 
with his parish, 6 serve two missions, 2 serve 4 mis- 
sions. The figures raise the question whether the 
grouping of missions might not be carried farther 
with economy to the Diocese and better the stipends 
for the clergy. Of the 43 stations, 19 are in the 
Convotation of Los Angeles,14—Convocation of San 
Diego, 5—Convocation of Santa Barbara, 5—Convo- 
cation of San Bernardino. Six are at present va- 
cant. 

The stipends of the missionaries range from 
$35.00 to $100.00 a month as follows:

The total monthly appropriations for the 24 mis- 
sionaries is $883.50; average $36.80. Deducting 
the average appropriation from the average stipend, 
we have as the average amount raised in the mis- 
sions or groups for the support of their clergy, 
$32.50. That is, the percentage of self support is 
something less than 50 per cent; for every $9.00 

» given by the Board $8.00 being raised in the field. 
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A table prepared by Mr. H. Ivor Thomas, at the 
request of the Bishop, yields some interesting in- 
formation as to the total amount of assistance ren- 
dered by the Diocesan Mission Fund to our missions 
in the past. Of 34 missions for which we have the 
figures, 

4 have received aid from the Board for 1 year. 

2 have received aid from the Board for 2 years. 

2 have received aid from the Board for 3 years. 

1 has received aid from the Board for 5 years. 

2 have received aid from the Board for 6 years. 

3 have received aid from the Board for 8 years. 

3 have received aid from the Board for 9 years. 

4 have received aid from the Board for 10 years. 

4 have received aid from the Board for 11 years 
- 3 have received aid from the Board for 13 years. 

6 have received aid from the Board for 14 years. 

Of these 34, 17 have been receiving missionary 
funds for 10 years or more. An analysis of statis-

With these figures before us, we can more readily 
understand why the Board of Missions felt justified 
in introducing a decreasing scale of appropriations 
intended not to reduce the salaries of any: of the 
missionaries but to stimulate the missions to increas- 
ing efforts toward self support. 

In attempting to form an idea of the importance 
of our mission work together with the prospects for 
future growth I have roughly classified the 43 mis- 
sions into 8 groups, as follows:

One comes from a careful study of the missionary 
situation in this Diocese with a sense of the great- 
ness of the field and of the opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities of the Church in this rapidly growing 
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country. With this is also the sense that we are not 
quite measuring up to our opportunity, that we are 
not quite masters. of the problems, with which we 
are faced. Rejoicing as we all must in the great 
erowth of missionary work, the splendid service 
being rendered by our missionaries in so many places, 
we still must frankly ask ourselves: What of the 
twelve dead missions whose names, skeleton-hke, 
stare at us from the Diocesan records?—(S. Barna- 
bas, Los Angeles; Tustin, San Fernando, Alamitos, 
Perris, Moreno, Carpenteria, Colegrove, Colton, 
Compton, Elsinore, Chino). What of communities 
such as Temecula, Ora Grande, Victorville, where 
there are no missionaries of any denomination doing 
religious work? What of the scattered sheep of 
our own fold in the mountain valleys and isolated 
country places, whom we have no method to reach? 
What of the important towns in which we have no 
missions? Are our people being cared for in them? 
Fullerton, San Fernando, Glendora, Azusa, Clare- 
mont? What of the growing sections in the south 
and southwest and west parts of our city? Are we 
adequately supplying them with Church privileges? 

May I be permitted to call attention to one thing, 
the seriousness of the condition with reference to 
Sunday School work in this Diocese. With 15 out 
of 43 missions reporting no Sunday Schools and 4 
reporting less than 10 pupils what outlook is there 
for the Church in these communities where our mis- 
sionary funds are being used? The Sunday School 
has been found by other religious bodies to be the 
most useful, practicable missionary agency, often 
preceding the organization of the church. Sunday 
School missionaries are employed who establish 
schools in communities where the maintenance of 
services is not as yet possible, out of which figures 
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show that a large number of new churches develop, 
while, from the Sunday Schools in connection with 
the mission churches, the churches themselves are 
fed. May there not be more than an apparent con- 
nection between the facts that we have so large a 
number of missions that have required support for 
many years, and so many missions without any Sun- 
day. School work? In the 17 missions are only 278 
pupils and teachers. Some provision for stimula- 
ting the Sunday School work of the Diocese would 
go directly to the root of our problem. 

The missionary problem in the Diocese is such _ 
that it should call forth the consecration not only of 
money but closest thought and highest practic- 
able wisdom. Say we—‘‘in six months and then 
cometh the harvest.’’ Lift up your eyes. Behold! 
the fields are now ripe for the harvest.

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APPENDIX D. 


Second Annual Report of the Superintendent of the 
Los Angeles City Mission Society to the Dio- 
cesan Convention, May 18, 1910. 


The year past has been one of readjustment to the 
new conditions created by the removal of the Super- 
intendent from residence in the Settlement and the 
assignment to him of new duties in connection with 
the Diocesan Board of Missions. In consequence of 
these changes we have had to face new and difficult 
problems as to both the work itself and the support 
of the same. The work is now in a very satisfactory 
condition and looking ahead the future seems to 
bristle with opportunities. 

The Settlement under Deaconesses Anna and 
Mary, called from St. Margaret’s House, German- 
town, Penn., is open with all its activities, kinder- 
garten, sewing school, Girls’ Friendly Society, boys’ 
elubs and neighborhood work. The character and 
qualifications of our new headworkers are a guaran- 
tee that the social work of the Settlement will be 
efficient and that it will be infused with religion ‘as 
must be the case if there is to be any real and per- 
manent uplifting of the community. By the imitia- 
tive of the Society, with the cooperation of the 
Board of Missions, provision has been made insuring 
the permanence of the work for colored people, the 
Mission of St. Philip the Evangelist. The Rev. W. 
T. Cleghorn, calléd from Pine Bluff, Ark., took up 
his work February 1st. A well located lot has been 
secured and a place of worship will soon be provided, 
the whole property to be acquired gradually by the 
mission. Interest is growing and the prospects for 
the work are bright. 
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The Clothing Bureau has not only helped many 
scores of people during the year but has paid in 
$748.54 to the support of the work. It is hoped that 
this year the profits may be used for actual relief 
work for which we have now absolutely no provi- 
sion. A Woman’s Relhef Committee has been form- 
ed and Deaconess Steiger devotes her whole time to 
relief work for which she is fitted by an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the people whom it is her work to 
help. 

The work in the public institutions grows in in- 
terest and importance. Services have been main- 
tained throughout the year at the County Farm and 
the City Jail. The County Hospital has been visited 
regularly throughout the year. Each month is as- 
signed to one of our clergy who agrees to visit at 
least two afternoons in the month and to be ready 
to respond to any calls for pastoral services. <A 
number of laymen, both men and women, give their 
services regularly to visit this institution. 

On the 17th of March a shelter for homeless men 
was opened in the City Mission House, 1428 EH. 14th 
St., with Mr. W. T. Hadley as chairman of the com- 
mittee in charge and Mr. J. C. Willoughby as resi- 
dent house director. Provision is made for the care 
of six men at one time where they can find a tem- 
porary home with cheerful, Christian infiuences, 
while such plans are made for their future as each 
one’s case may require. The home has been named 
Hadley Memorial in honor of Col. H. H. Hadley of 
New York, our distinguished Church rescue mis- 


sion worker. 

The report of last year called attention to the 
absolute necessity for such a home if the Church is 
to minister with intelligence and sympathy to those 
who, helpless by their own mistake or misfortune, 
look to us for succor. 
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The lot for the proposed St. Barnabas’ House has — 
been bought on Mission Road immediately opposite 
the gate of the County Hospital. We trust this year 
will see the wiping out of the indebtedness of 
$136.30 and the erection of the house which is to 
serve as a house of ‘‘Consolation,’’ a place of recrea- 
tion, refreshment and spiritual help to those of the 
patients who are able to come out from the Hospital, 
and as a home for convalescents from this or any 
other hospital who are as yet unable to go out and 
get work. Everyone familiar with hospital condi- 
tions in Los Angeles knows the need of a convales- 
cent home in our city to meet a want for which no 
provision at all is made. Here is a splendid oppor- 
tunity for some one of means to found an institu- 
tion which will have a place of its own and do untold 
good. 

The City Mission Society should, we believe, re- 
ceive a large share of the Church’s consideration 
and support. This society aims to act for the par- 
ishes and missions in doing what no one of them is 
equipped to do or undertakes to do, outside of caring 
for the unfortunate cf its own household. Its work 
is the direct fulfilment of the Master’s command to 
eare for the sick, the hungry, the stranger, the im- 
prisoned, the destitute. Its work is not secular but 
spiritual—bearing spirtual fruit and prompted 
throughout by a desire to redeem human character 
and to bring men, women and children to a know- 
ledge of Jesus Christ. Its work is necessary to the 
-health of the Church itself, which must ever find its 
life, if it find it at all, by losing it for Christ’s sake. 
Its work is distinctly missionary work, directed to 
people who, geographically near, are in point of want 
of opportunity, of isolation, of helplessness as re- 
mote as many to whom we send missionaries across 
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the sea. Finally, this work is indispensable if the 
Church is to do her part in preparing socially for 
the increase of congestion and the aggravated social 
conditions which will be the corollaries of the com- 
pletion of those three gigantic undertakings which 
are to push our city into the rank of the foremost 
communities of America, the Panama Canal, the 
Aqueduct System and the Los Angeles Free Harbor. 
‘‘Prepare for 1915’’ must be our motto if we have 
any outlook, any statesmanship in the Church. The 
City Mission Society fills a distinct place among the 
agencies for social service in this city. While co- 
operating with all other social agencies it has its 
own particular field and duplicates nothing that 
others are doing. The Church’s contribution to the 
’ program for social betterment in Los Angeles and 
Southern California should be to make this society 
what it is capable of becoming, to give to it some- 
thing more than canonical authority and _ resolu- 
tions of endorsement, to give to it thought and time 
and means to do its work. As a definite practical 
suggestion in conclusion, 1 ask therefore that this 
Convention give to the work of this society at this 
time adequate consideration along with the other 
missionary work of the Church and that it provide 
for the incorporation in the missionary budget for 
Diocesan Missions $2,100.00 to meet the necessary 
expenses of the Central Executive Board this com- 
ing year.

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APPENDIX E. 
REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE. 


To the Fifteenth Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles: 

The Standing Committee elected by the Four- 
teenth Annual Convention of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, consisting of the Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D. D., 
the Rev. C. H. Hibbard, D.D., the Rev. Lewis G. Mor- 
ris and the Rev. J. D. H. Browne; and of Daniel 
Cleveland, Esq., Henry T. Lee, Esq., Dr. J. M. Rade- 
baugh, and Dr. J. E. Cowles, met on the 13th day of 
May, 1909, and organized by the election of the Rev. 
A. G. L. Trew, D. D., as President, and Rev. J. D. H. 
Browne, as Secretary. 

On June 24th, the Committee met, at which time 
a letter was read from H. T. Lée, Esq., resigning 
from the Committee. On motion, Major Lee’s resig- 
nation was accepted, and. afterwards, Mr. C. D. 
Adams was unanimously elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by Major lLee’s retirement. At the same 
time, consent was given to the mortgaging of cer- 
tain property in San Pedro, the money to be applied 
in completing the new rectory. 

At the same time, the application was read of Mr. 
Duncan Salisbury Merwin, formerly a minister of 
the religious body known as Congregationalists, to 
be admitted a candidate for Holy Orders in the 
Chureh. The canonical credentials and testimonials 
accompanying the application being in due and 
proper form, the request was granted, and the testi- 
monials to the Bishop, in such cases, signed by all 
the members present. 

At the same time, a communication was read from 
the Diocese of Maryland, asking consent of this Com- 
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mittee to the consecration of the Rev. John Gardner 
Murray, M. A., presbyter, as Bishop Coadjutor of 
said Diocese. The necessary testimonials, as re- 
quired by the canons, having been received and 
every evidence furnished of the fitness of the priest 
named, consent was unanimously given, and the 
form of testimonials, provided in such cases, signed 
by the members present. 

On October 5th, the Committee met, when a com- 
munication was read from a number of communi- 
eants of the Church living in the town of Upland 
and adjacent territory, making request in canonical 
form, to be allowed to organize a parish. On motion 
the usual course was ordered taken, and the Secre- 
tary was instructed to inform Christ Church, On- 
tario, of the request. 

On November 24th, the Committee met, and the 
matter of the request from Upland was considered, 
and evidence was received in connection therewith 
from the parties concerned. After discussion, fur- 
ther time was given to the petitioners for fuller 
particulars. : 

On November 29th, the Committee. again met, and 
after the fullest discussion gave consent to the for- 
mation of the new parish of St. Mark, Upland. 

Also, at the same time, the application of Mr. 
Archie William Noel Porter, to become a candidate 
for Holy Orders, accompanied by canonical cer- 
tificates, was read, and on motion, the request was 
granted, and the testimonials to the Bishop signed 
by the members present. 

At the same time, the application of Mr. John C. 
Donnell to become a candidate for Holy Orders, ac- 
companied by the proper canonical certificates, was 
read, and on motion granted, and the testimonials, 
in such cases provided, signed by all present.

On December 15th, the Committee met to arrange 
the boundaries of the new parish of Upland. After 
most careful consideration given to the matter, the 
Committee gave its unanimous consent to certain 
boundaries agreeable to the interests involved, 
which it recommended to the Bishop for his appro- 
val.

REPORT OF REGISTRAR-LIBRARIAN. 


To the Fifteenth Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles: 

I beg to make my fifteenth annual report as 
Registrar. 

A resolution passed at our last Diocesan Conven- 
tio authorized the Registrar to present his report in 
printed form for distribution to the Convention. 
This might invite verbal explanations by the Regis- 
trar, before they were through with him. The ‘‘best 
of books’’ encourages us to believe that those who 
inform us of our mistakes are valuable friends. One 
of these valuable friends of ours said to us once, 
after we had interpolated our written report with 
‘‘verbal notes,’’ that it made a ‘‘botch of it,’’ and 
we are inclined to believe it had been true. 

Greatly fearing an attempt to illuminate a printed 
report in such a way might result in a similiar and 
perhaps worse ‘‘botch’’ and, since our present one, 
for reasons that could readily be surmised, was not 
completed in time to reach the printer before the 
Convention; and, further, as it is to be much shorter 
than usual, we beg the privilege of reading it to you. 

The number of Church publications now coming 
regularly and on file in the office, is twelve, viz: 

The Spirit of Missions, the New York Churchman, 
the Pacific Churchman, the Silent Churchman, the 
Living Church, the Hawaiian Church Chronicle, the 
Bible Lands, the Church Quarterly Review, the Los 
Angeles Churchman and Church Messenger, the Rev. 
I’. U. Bugbee’s “‘Parish Messenger’’ of Pomona, and 
the Rev. T. C. Marshall’s ‘‘Open Door,’’ a legitimate 
and worthy appealer for City Missions. 
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The accumulation of sermons by Bishops and 
other clerics of lower degree ought: to be of service 
to clerics with limited libraries, in supplying ‘‘ser- 
mon stuff.’’ 

The Diocesan Scrap Book will, once more, enable 
‘“us to see ourselves as ithers see us,’’ through secu- 
lar eyes. 

The Diocesan Chart may not enable you to locate 
comets and other wandering inhabitants of the uni- 
verse, but will exhibit commendable progress in mat- 
ters more ecclesiastical. 


DIOCESAN JOURNALS AND CONVOCATION RE- 
PORTS OF THE AMERICAN CHURCH. 


Alaska publishes no annual report. North Da- 
kota did not for 1909. That of Marquette is hope- 
fully on its way to our office, while the remaining 
83 for 1909 are already on our shelves, with a few, 
also, for 1910. 3 

The reports of Cuba and Old Mexico for 1909, are 
also on hand. 

A large number of duplicates for the year en- 
eroach upon our limited space. 

The value of our files has been, again, demonstrat- 
ed, by the loan of our Kansas file, for six months, to 
that Diocese, from which to supply important ma- 
terial to complete its own imperfect history. 

CONFIRMATIONS. 

Of the 74 Parishes and Missions being worked in 
the Diocese, 23 have failed to report to us, confirma- 
tions for the last 12 months. 

The other 51 have reported 70 classes numbering 
1 to 47 each, with a total of 602 confirmees—the 
largest number but one for any year in the history 
of the Diocese, and the greatest number of classes 


by 8. 
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It took only three ‘‘reminders’’ and 113 days ‘to 
secure a class of but 2, while another class of 8 
times 2 was reported by mail in exactly 18 hours 
from the moment of their confirmation and with 
every specification called for. 

There was one class of 7, all boys under 16. 

There was one class of 5, all girls under 34. 

There was one class of 4, all girls under 51. 

And one class, ‘‘a girl’? under 82. 

Of the 602 confirmees, 372 were furnished by the 
American Chureh; 11, the Church of England; 73, 
Methodists; 28, Presbyterians; 18 Congregationlists ; 
15, Campbellites ; 13, Baptists; 12, Lutheran; 11, Uni- 
tarians; 9, Romanists; 4, Shintoists; 3, Quakers; 1 
each by German Reformed, United Brethren, Wes- 
leyan Methodists, Free Methodists, the Nazarenes, 
Reformed and Jews, 7; from ‘‘nowhere,’’ 19; not 
given, 5; the Emergency Hospital, 1; and the County 
Hospital, 2.

He may be 
still more in the lead, when the Journal for 1910 
appears. He will be anxious to know where he 
is in this race, which commenced 15 years ago, for 
8 years fluctuated, but for the last 6 years, he has 
been ahead. 

At this interesting period, the end of 15 years, we 
furnish, once more, the General Summary of con- 
firmees for the whole period:

Bishop’s School at San Diego, as it will be of vastly 
greater service there than with us. 

A catalogue of both series of books could be made, 
if the Convention will make the necessary appro- 
-priation to cover this expense. 

Wanted—A copy of the latest edition of the 
Prayer Book of the Anglican Church would be a — 
very acceptable and useful book in the Registry. Its 
need was felt in arranging for a recent memorial 
service of the late Edward 7th King of England, at 
the Pro-Cathedral. The best of care would be taken 
of it, if our English cousins would present us one. 

Some of you know, from experience, that more 
rigid rules have been found necessary in the loaning 
of books from these libraries. Please be considerate 
of the patience of the Librarian. 

DISTRIBUTION DEPARTMENT. 

158 Bibles, 392 Prayer Books and 404 Hymnals 
have been distributed among 15 missions, 1 Church 
school and at the County Farm, during this year. 

Were the New York Bible and Prayer Book So- 
ciety to be as generous towards all the other 85 
Dioceses and missionary jurisdictions of the Ameri- 
ean Church, as it has been to the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, we believe it would become bankrupt. We 
have received of them a valuation of nearly $1,150, 
so far, at the ordinary prices. Our missions may 
have to include the cash for a portion of the books 
they apply for in the near future. 

One minute more. A successful business man of 
the Church once said to his Bishop that were he on 
the Standing Committee he would not vote for the 
ordination to the Priesthood of any candidate who 
had not been in practical business for at least eight 
years. Extravagant, absurd, you say. But a dozen 
Priests ‘could plead for a training school for the 
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various parochial officers of their parishes. 

But do we not have repeated evidence of the need 
of improved business methods in the make-up of an- 
nual reports to the Secretary; an evolution of some- 
thing superior to what we have. 

We have furnished you a striking illustration in 
the loss of 452 confirmees in 14 years, from the Paro- 
chial Reports to the Secretary. 

The Secretary and others have called our atten- 
tion to serious errors in last year’s reports. 

We would not be satisfied with bank-book bal- 
ances which were not exact to a penny. But the, 
Bishop, Board of Missions and other agencies of the 
Diocese, as well as the Church Mission House in New 
York, the Annuals and Almanacs, each and all, need 
something besides ‘‘approximates,’’ ‘‘abouts’’ or 
‘““substantiallies.’’ They look for reliable figures, 
and without such accuracy there will be friction and 
irritation. 

The Secretary, yesterday, proposed a method for 
securing greater accuracy which was most heartily 
seconded. 

We hope we may receive as hearty seconding of 
our proposal for the creation of a statistical officer, 
answering to that of a Banking Clearing House of- 
ficer, who shall revise all parish reports, immedia- 
tely after each annual Convention, including the 
Registrar’s, and that his revision shall be final for 
the Secretary and printer. We ought to have expert 
business laymen who would be willing to undertake 
such a work, his office expenses only to be paid,

Annual Report of the Directors of the Corporation 
of the Diocese. 





To the Fifteenth Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles: 

The Directors of the Corporation of the Diocese 
are required, by Article IV of the By-Laws, to ‘‘pre- 
sent to the Annual Convention a report and full 
statement of their acts and proceedings, and of the 
property acquired, received, disposed of, and held 
by them.”’ 

OFFICERS. 

The Directors met May 26th, 1909, and organized 
by election of Officers, as reported in the Journal of 
the Fourteenth Annual Convention. 


BONDS. 

The bond of the Treasurer, as Treasurer of the 
Corporation, was fixed at $1,000.00. The Finance 
Committee of the Diocese, acting under the Canons, 
subsequently fixed the bond of the Treasurer, as 
Treasurer of the Diocese, in the sum of $5,000.00. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The President appointed as the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Corporation Messrs. Morgan, Blanken- 
horn and Perkins. 

The Secretary was requested to examine into and 
secure an adjustment of the title to the properties 
of the several Missions in the Diocese, it appearing, 
in many eases, that title was not vested in the Cor- 
poration, as required by the Canons, and title, in 
some cases, being obscure and incumplete. This 
matter was diligently prosecuted and more extend- 
ed reference to the same will be found later on in 
this report, as a special item. 
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NOT TO LOAN TO PARISHES. 


St. Mark’s Church, Glendale, informed the Direc- 
tors that it was desirous of negotiating a loan of 
$4,000 for the purpose of improving its property, 
and asked whether they would be willing to make 
such a loan out of funds held by the Corporation for 
investment. After careful consideration, it was de- 
clared to be the sense of the Directors that it would 
be against the proper policy to loan to any Parish 
or Mission in the Diocese funds held by the Corpora- 
tion for purpose of investment. 


MORTGAGE ST. PETER’S, SAN PEDRO. 


Request was received from St. Peter’s Mission, 
San Pedro, for leave to mortgage the property of 
the Mission for the purpose of securing sufficient 
funds to build a rectory upon the property; a loan 
of $1,000.00 having been arranged for, and the for- 
malities required by the Canons having been com- 
plied with. Permission was given and the neces- 
sary papers prepared. The Title Insurance & Trust 
Company of Los Angeles refused to pass title, rais- 
ing serious issues in connection with the form of 
trusts under which the Corporation receives and 
holds title to Mission property. In this particular 
case, delay was avoided by surrendering the deeds 
of conveyance and securing new deeds to an Officer 
of the Mission, who, in turn, executed the desired 
mortgage. The questions raised by the Title Insur- 
ance & Trust Company are referred to later on in 
this report, as a special item. 

At a meeting held August 23rd, 1909, the question 
of outlning a definite plan for the investment of 
funds held by the Corporation was considered, and 
a committee, consisting of Messrs. Lee, Perkins and 
Morgan, appointed to take the matier up, with 
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power to act. More extended reference to this will 
be found later on in this report, as a special item. 


CHANGE OF LOCATION—GOOD SHEPHERD, 
HEMET. 


At a meeting held February 7th, 1910, a request 
was received from the Mission of the Good Shep- 
herd, Hemet, asking that the corporation re-convey 
to W. F. Whittier Lots 9 and 10, Block 32, Townsite 
of Hemet, being the property conveyed by Mr. 
Whittier to the Corporation May 23rd, 1904, to be 
used for church purposes; arrangements having been 
made with Mr. Whittier for the purchase of more de- 
sirable property, to-wit: Lots 12 and 13, Block 31 
of said townsite, for a consideration of $900.00; the 
Mission to pay $400.00 cash and receive an allowance 
of $500.00 for the re-conveyance of the first deserib- 
ed property; the new property to be conveyed by 
Mr. Whittier to the Corporation. The Directors 
gave their consent to the transaction, subject to the 
obtaining of the necessary Order of Court, which was 
subsequently secured. The transaction will be com- 
pleted as soon as the necessary form of deed can be 
prepared and printed, which has been delayed by 
reason of the questions raised by the Title !nsurance 
& Trust Company, heretofore referred to. J 


DEED TO HOLY TRINITY, COVINA. 

On the same date a communication was received 
from the Church of the Holy Trinity Covina, calling 
attention to the fact that the Mission at that point 
had been erected into a Parish, and was, on May 
16th, 1906, admitted as a Parish into union with the 
Convention, and asking that the Corporation con- 
vey to the Parish Corporation the property upon 
which the Church stands, to-wit: The Southerly 
75 feet of Lots 11 and 12, Block 6, Town of Covina. 


i 
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The request was approved, and the President. and 
Secretary authorized to execute and deliver to the 
Parish Corporation a deed to the property. The 
deed was executed and delivered. The Directors 
have since been informed that there was, at the time 
of such conveyance, no Parish Corporation, but that 
steps are being taken to incorporate the Parish. The 
Directors have taken the necessary action to pro- 
vide for the execution and delivery of a corrected 
deed to the Parish corporation when formed. 


KEATING LEGACY. 


In September, 1909, the Corporation received from 
the Trustees in San Diego payment of the Keating 
Legacy, to be added to the Episcopate Endowment 
Fund. The amount received was $11,341.65, cover- 
ing the original legacy of $10,000.00, together with 
accrued interest. After deducting $41.65 to provide 
for incidental expenses connected with the closing 
up of the matter, the Directors decided to transfer 
to the Episcopate Endowment Fund the entire bal- 
ance of $11.300.00. 

CONVEYANCES RECEIVED. 


The following conveyances of real property have 
been made during the year to the Corporation, as 
Trustee for the Missions at the places named, to-wit: 

September 3, 1909, Sawtelle, Lot 38 of the Me- 
Clellan Tract. 

September 25, 1909, Imperial, Lots 1, 2 and 3, 
Block 96, Town of Imperial. 

TITLE TO MISSION PROPERTIES. 

With regard to the title to the Mission properties: 
The situation is one greatly to be regretted. Not- 
withstanding the earnest and painstaking efforts of 
the late James F. Towell, and his successors, very 
much remains to be accomplished. This matter was 
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taken up and diligently prosecuted by the Secretary 
of the Corporation at the beginning of the conven- 
tion year. He went over the Diocesan papers and 
records available and prepared an abstract showing 
the status of affairs as revealed thereby. There ap- 
peared to be thirty-three Missions in active opera- 
tion, and the status, as to title to property, as shown 
by such papers and records, was as follows:

It is greatly to be feared that, in many cases, for 
one reason or another, the original conveyance will 
be found to be invalid, even where there has been an 
effort to pass title as indicated above. 

There are ten Missions not at present in active 
operation, and, of these, in no case does the Corpora- 
tion appear to hold title to the property. There are 
ten Missions that do not at present appear upon the 
Diocesan list, and, of these, only in three cases 
does the corporation appear to hold title to the prop- 
extve 

After considering the situation thoroughly, the 
Directors came to the conclusion that there was 
only one satisfactory way of adjusting the matter, 
viz: To employ some responsible Abstract Com- 
pany to make the necessary search of records and 
report as to condition of title to all property—at 
least in the case of the missions in active operation. 
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The Title Insurance & Trust Company of Los An- 
geles consented to undertake this work, and gave 
reasonable assurance that, excepting in cases where 
there might be unusual difficulties encountered, the 
cost of each certificate or report should not exceed 
$25.00. The Secretary then communicated by letter 
with the Clerk, or other officer, of each of the above 
Missions, explaining the situation, calling attention 
to the terms of the Canon requiring title to Mission 
property to be vested in the corporation, and asking 
for authority to proceed. A blank form was enclos- 
ed, to be executed after meeting of the Officers of the 
Mission, authorizing the Directors of the Corporation 
to call upon the Mission for any sum not in excess 
of $25.00, for the purpose named. 

The following Missions gave authority as request- 
ed: 6 

Anaheim, St. Michael’s Mission; Escondido, Trin- 
ity Mission; Oceanside, Grace Mission; Redondo 
Beach, Christ Church Mission. 

Of the remaining twenty-nine, two or three re- 
ported inability to furnish the necessary amount; 
one wrote questioning the right of the Corporation 
to interfere and the necessity for vesting title in the 
Corporation; the majority did not even acknowledge 
receipt of the communication. 

The Directors hesitate to make any recommenda- 
tion. The seriousness of the situation will appear 
to every member of the Convention, and the Direc- 
tors can only urge that action be taken, without de- 
lay, to provide a remedy. 


FORM OF TRUSTS. 


Reference has already been made to the issues 
raised by the Title Insurance & Trust Company in 
the matter of the title to the property at San Pedro. 
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The Company criticised the form of trusts adopted 
several years ago, made a part of the Canons of the 
Diocese, and heretofore largely used in conveyances 
to the Corporation. As the question affected ex- 
isting titles, as well as those hereafter to be acquir- 
ed, its seriousness is apparent. It is hardly neces- 
sary at this time, to take up the legal points involv- 
ed. The Chancellor of the Diocese, who is also Vice 
President of the Corporation, gave the matter his 
personal attention, and, at the expenditure of much 
time and trouble, presented to the Title Insurance 
& Trust Company such conclusive arguments and 
authorities in support of the validity of the form of 
trusts that the same has been sustained, in every par- 
ticular, and the Attorney for the Title Insurance & 
Trust Company has withdrawn his objections. We 
are to be congratulated upon this favorable out- 
come. an 
INVESTMENT OF FUNDS. 

It seemed to the Directors that some changes 
could be made in the methods followed in the inyest- 
ment of funds held by the Corporation that would 
be productive of ultimate good, besides making the 
bookkeeping and accounting less cumbersome and 
easier of adjustment. It has been the custom, when 
an investment was made, to credit the same up, in 
whole or in part, to one or more of the Permanent 
Funds, following out the same method in regard to 
the revenue derived from such investment. This 
was done with the desire and intention of, in effect, 
investing the money belonging to each fund separat- 
ely, and ear-marking such investments. As a result, 
if loss should be incurred, either in the principal or 
income of such investment, the loss would fall en- 
tirely upon the Fund or Funds to which such invest- 
ment had been credited; and of course, when an in- 
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vestment was made, if there was on hand more 
money than the investment called for, such invest- 
ment had to be arbitrarily assigned to one or more 
of the funds; and such assignment would, to that 
extent, arbitrarily fix the earning capacity of such 
Fund or Funds, for three years or more, at five, six, 
or seven per cent, as the case might be. If uninvest- 
ed funds accumulated in the Bank, when invest- 
ments were hard to obtain, certain funds would be 
eut off, in whole or in part, from revenue, while 
other funds would be earning up to the full capa- 
eity. 

The desire of the Directors, in addition to making 
the accounting more simple, was to adopt some 
method which would produce an equal, pro rata, 
revenue for all the funds and, at the same time, 
make it certain that if there were any loss (or gain) 
the same would be borne (or received), pro rata, by 
all the Funds; each investment becoming, in effect, 
an insurer of all other investments. With this in 
mind, desiring to profit by the experience of an older 
Diocese, we communicated with the Treasurer of the 
Diocese of California. He informed us that they 
had, in this way, for some years past, consolidated 
the funds held by their corporation for investment, 
in order to give to each of the Permanent Funds 
more diversified investments than would be possible 
if the same were invested separately; that they had 
adopted the method from one of the Eastern Dio- 
ceses; that the same is now in use in a number of the ~ 
Eastern Dioceses; that when suggested for the Dio- 
cese of California it received, at first, criticism from 
certain eminent lawyers in San Francisco, who, after 
full investigation, gave full approval to the plan; 
and, that they had found the same to work with the 
utmost satisfaction in the Diocese of California. 
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Needless to say, the books of the Corporation would 
show precisely the amount held by the Corporation 
to the credit of each of the Permanent Funds, the 
mingling of funds being only for purposes of invest- 
ment. ; 

While approving the plan, the Directors felt that 
- the same should be placed before the Convention 
before it is put into aetual operation, and that the 
Convention, if approving, should, for present guid- 
ance and for future reference, evidence such ap- 
proval, and record the same, by incorporating the 
explicit authority into the By-Laws of the Corpora- 
tion. The Directors therefore propose and recom- 
mend that Article IV of the By-Laws of the Corpora- 
tion be amended (the amendment consisting in add- 
ing that portion printed in black type) to read as 
follows: 

ARTICLE IV. 
Duties of Directors. 

The Directors shall enter upon, take possession of, 
receive, hold, and administer for the use of the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los An- 
geles, and subject to its constitutions, canons, rules 
and regulations, all property, which the said Church 
now owns or may require or become entitled to, ex- 
cepting such property, money or funds as are now, 
or may hereafter be otherwise provided for or dis- 
posed of under the constitutions, canons, rules or 
regulations of said Church, or held by others upon 
trusts created by the Donors thereof, or by opera- 
tion of Law. For purposes of investment, all the 
Permanent Funds of the Diocese may be consolidat- 
ed into one in order to give to each of the Permanent 
Funds more diversified investments than would. be 
possible if the same were invested separately, the in- 
terest earnings thereon to be paid, pro rata, te the 
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several Funds; and any profits or accumulations 
arising from such investment of said consolidated 
Fund shall be credited on the books of the Corpora- 
tion to the several funds, pro rata, and any loss or 
shrinkage on such investments shall be charged on 


the books of the Corporation, likewise pro rata, to 
the several Funds. And they shall likewise enter 
upon, take possession of, receive, hold and adminis- 
ter for the use of parishes, missions and congrega- 
tions of said Church, and subject to the constitu- 
tions, canons, rules and regulations of said Church, 
all property granted or entrusted to the Corporation 
for the use of such parishes, missions or congrega- 
tions, whether such property, money or funds be 
acquired or held for the use of churches, parsonages, 
hospitals, schools, colleges, orphan asylums, homes, 
cemeteries, or other religious, benovelent or educa- 
tional purposes: Provided, that before accepting 
deed of property in trust for any mission or congre- 
gation the Directors be furnished with a satisfac- 
tory certificate or abstract of title showing good 
title in the grantor, and provided, that said Corpora- 
tion shall not mortgage or alienate any real estate 
held for any of the purposes aforesaid without the 
consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee, and 
provided, further, that all churches held by the said 
Corporation shall be used exclusively for the worship 
and religious services of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and according to the constitutions, canons, 
rules and regulations thereof. They shall cause 
to be kept a complete record of all their acts and 
proceedings and shall present to the Annual Conven- 
tion"a report and full statement of their acts and 
proceedings and of the property acquired, received, 
disposed of and held by them.

REPORT OF THE AUDITING COMMITTEE. 


May 18th, 1910. 

To the Fifteenth Annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles: 

Your Auditing Committee begs to report: 

That it has carefully examined the books of the 
Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. W. C. Mushet, for the 
year ending May 16th, 1910, checking all entries 
and, comparing the same with the vouchers on file, 
it has found them correct in every particular. As 
in past years, the Committee finds that a few receipts 
for payments made have not been returned to the 
Treasurer. The number of these is less than usual, 
and in each ease satisfactory evidence exists that the 
payments have been properly made. 

The Committee examined the printed report pre- 
pared by the Treasurer, comparing it with his book 
entries and finds them in agreement. The balances 
due the several funds are on deposit in the First 
National Bank to the credit of W. C. Mushet, Treas- - 
urer. 

Your Committee takes much pleasure in certify- 
ing to the excellent and painstaking manner in 
which the Treasurer has performed his duties. It 
has found many instances of the zealous care with 
which that officer has guarded the interests of the 
Diocese. 

The Permanent Funds of the Diocese are invested 
in first mortgage loans on real estate and interest 
bearing bonds, as listed in the report of the Direc- 
tors of the Corporation of the Diocese. These in- 
vestment bonds, to the value of $11,000.00, are kept 
in the safe-deposit vault of the Park Bank, the Dio-~ 
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cesan Treasurer being the custodian of the box. The 
bonds were duly inspected by your Committee. 

The notes securing the several loans are deposit- 
ed with the First National Bank for Collection. 
They were inspected by your Committee and found 
in good order with interest payments, as reported, 
properly indorsed on them. j 

The Mortgages, Certificates of Title, Policies of 
Insurance, and other papers relating to the various 
loans are kept in the safe at the Diocesan House. 
These papers are now in the charge of Mr. Gregory 
Perkins, Jr., Secretary of the Diocesan Corporation. 
It is very gratifying to the Committee to state that 
these papers are systematically cared for, being 
found in perfect order, and complete in every re- 
spect, with the following single exception. The 
mortgage for the E. Weagley loan has been reported 
missing for two years past and is apparently lost. 
This being a recorded document, a certified copy may 
be obtained, should that ever become necessary. 

Your Committee, following the custom of prece- 
ding years, called upon the Secretary of the Diocesan 
Corporation for the accounts of the Corporation 
for the past year, and was informed by that gentle- 
man that he had not kept any books for the business 
of the Corporation. Mr. Perkins further stated that 
when he took office he had intended to inaugurate 
a new system of accounting, but finding that the 
assent of the Convention to a change in the Corpora- 
tion by-laws was necessary, he had deferred opening 
the new books, the old books meanwhile remaining 
in the custody of the Diocesan Treasurer. That 
gentleman informs your Committee that in keeping 
the Corporation books for several years past he had 
acted merely in the capacity of book-keeper, under 
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salary, for the former Secretary of the Corporation. 
The Treasurer also stated that he had tendered the 
books to the present Secretary, and that gentleman 
having declined to receive them, he had kept a 
memorandum account of transactions for -his own 
information but had made no book entries. 

On the other hand, Mr. Perkins informs your Com- 
mittee that the statement by the Treasurer that he 
had tendered the books to the Secretary is erroneous. 
Mr. Perkins also exhibited to the.Committee corres- . 
pondence by which he claimed he had informed Mr. 
Mushet of the acts of the Corporation throughout 
the year, on the assumption that that gentleman was 
keeping the accounts posted. 

Your Committee regrets the necessity of calling 
attention to this unfortunate misunderstanding, but. ’ 
desires to point out that. unless some provision is 
made for posting these books there will exist 
no book record of the business of the Diocesan Cor- 
poration for the past year. 

Your Committee has examined the printed report 
of the Corporation of the Diocese as prepared by its 
Secretary. In the absence of book entries, as ex- 
plained above, the Committee has verified the report. 
from other sources of information and believes it 
to be correct in every particular. 

_ In their report of last year your Committee, refer- 
ing to the J. M. Gerling loan, stated that ‘‘a further 
sum due on account of interest and expenses awaits 
adjustment before a final settlement with the Treas- 
urer is affeeted.’”? On inquiry your Committee has 
been informed that the former attorney for the Cor- 
poration has not, as yet, made such final arrange- 
ments. The matter is receiving attention and an 
early adjustment may be expected.

Report of the Finance Committee for 1910 and 1911. 


, The total amount of the current expenses of the 
Parishes and Missions in this Diocese subject to 
assessment for the Bishop’s salary and the Conven- 
tion Fund is, for the year just ended, $90,959, as 
shown in detail in the list appended for reference. 

This is $5800.00 more than the total for the year 
preceding—a healthy growth. 

The number of communicants as reported, and 
shown in the same lst is for this year—7013, a loss 
of 53 from the year preceding. 

There were again several large reductions on iss 
part of City Parishes, whose officers, being interro- 
gated, said they had only ‘‘cut out the padding’’ and 
reduced the number to a proper basis. Counting up 
these reductions in excess of ten, we find a total of 
308. This of course offsets gains in other places, 
leaving the result about as last year. 

But if growth spiritual has not been in point of 
numbers, all that could be desired—financial results, 
with which this Committee has especially to do, 
have been quite otherwise. 

The reports show that during the past year, $15,- 
000 in round numbers ‘has been paid toward the re- 
duction of Parish and Mission debts and $20,000 
paid out for improvements. Add to these $22,000 
for Diocesan Missions and $2,600 for Domestic and 
Foreign Missions and we have a sum, which added 
to Diocesan expenses of $5,400 and current Paroch- 
ial expenses already noted of $91,000, makes a grand 
total (in round numbers) of $156,000 expended by 
this Diocese within the year just passed. 

The: Treasurer of the Diocese has reported a bal- 
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ance on hand of e707. 71, and has already en 
how that has come about. That Seon ee need 
not be repeated here. 

He assured the Finance Committee that the $54.000 
now in the Endowment Fund can be counted upan 
to earn at 6 per cent., $3240, making available for the 
coming year’s expenses a total of $5948.00. 

The Diocesan Budget appended shows a total to 
be raised of $5848, a margin of $100.00. 

That being the case, unless the Convention aati 
vote increased appropriations, there need be no 
Assessment for Diocesan Expenses for the coming 
year. 

The Finance Committee congratulates the mem- 
bers of the Convention upon this happy condition of 
affairs, which seems to clear the way for the large 
expenditures for Missions, both within and without 
the Diocese, for which the Bishop, the Mission Board 
and others have asked so earnestly. 

This Convention has just ordered an apportion- 
ment for General Missions of 6 per cent. and for 
Diocesan Missions of 14 per cent. upon the $91,000 
of expenditures already spoken of, and a. third, 
called an ‘‘ideal apportionment’’ of 10 per cent to be 
raised IF POSSIBLE, and the Finance Committee 
asks leave to complete its report later by adding to 
it these items.

Twenty-Third Annual Report. 

In presenting their twenty-third Annual Report, 
the Directors have pleasure in stating that during 
the past twelve months the Society has been enabled 
to extend its service to the Church in a special de- 
partment of our work, which will, we hope, be 
greatly enlarged in the future. 

The matter of our report may be put under two 
heads: 

1. The newer work to which we have just, refer- 
red, viz.: the Trusteeship for ‘‘the George J. Keating 
Memorial Fund.’’ 

2. The ordinary or general work of the Society. 

1. By the will of the late Mrs. Keating, widow of 
Mr. George J. Keating of San Diego, a sum of $30,- 
(00.00 was directed to be paid to certain trustees, 
to be by them held and invested,—the income aris- 
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ing therefrom to be paid to this Society; the Direct- 
ors of which are charged with the responsibility of 
expending it in the extension and maintenance of 
missionary work throughout and within San Diego 
and Imperial Counties. Under the order of the 
Court for the distribution of the estate, the holding 
trustees of this Fund, on the 15th of October last, 
paid over to your Directors as the trustees for its 
proper application and use, the sum of $4025.00, be- 
ing the interest which had accrued in the interval 
from the death of Mrs. Keating to July 16, 1909,—. 
the date of the Court’s order of settlement. The 
annual income of this fund, which, in accordance 
with Mrs. Keating’s will, is to be known as ‘‘the 
George J. Keating Memorial Fund,’’ will be about 
$1,500.00. The Directors, acting always in, harmony 
with the Bishop of the Diocese,—who bears the su- 
preme responsibility for conducting missionary work 
within the Diocese,—have made donations ranging 
in amount from $100 to $1,000 for the purpose of 
aiding three missions in San Diego County, and one 
in Imperial County, in procuring greatly needed 
buildings. One of the conditions under which grants 
are made is that they shall not be payable until the 
amount evoted shall be the amount needed for the 
completion of the final payment. 

The grant made to the mission at Imperial does not 
appear in the report of our Treasurer presented here- 
with, for the reason that at the date of this report 
it has not yet been drawn out. 

2. ‘Turning now to the general work of the So- 
ciety, we frankly admit that in the past twelve 
months it has been confined to very narrow limits. 
The small capital of the Society being aleady out 
on loans, doing what it can, it follows that when we 
have received from some mission an appeal to aid it 
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by a loan to its building fund, there has been but 
one reply that we could make, viz.: that the appli- 
eants must look elsewhere for the assistance which 
they had rightfully counted on receiving ‘from us. 
Until the Society has been entrusted by the people 
of the Church with a larger capital, the great work 
of helpfulness which it might accomplish will be left 
undone. 

The Directors feel that they will be pardoned for 
saying that very few people in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles seem to recognize the great agency for good 
which is at their elbow. And in this connection we 
would quote from last year’s report: 

‘‘Looking back over the history of the Society, 
when we contrast the small sum which has been our 
instrument with the record of what we have ac- 
complished in strengthening the missionary work of 
the Diocese, the result is more than gratifying— 
it is truly surprising. Not less than sixteen places, 
in various directions throughout the Diocese, have 
reason to be thankful for assistance given by this 
Society in critical stages of their existence. They 
are: Trinity Mission, at Escondido; St. Polycarp’s 
Mission at Colton; St. John’s Mission at Fallbrook; 
Christ Church, Redondo Beach; St. James’ Mission 
at San Diego; St. Mark’s Mission at Glendale; St. 
Luke’s at Long Beach, (two different loans) ; Ascen- 
sion Church, Los Angeles; St. Luke’s, Los Angeles; 
Ascension Church at Sierra Madre; All Saints’ Mis- 
sion at Duarte; St. Peter’s Mission at San Pedro; 
St. John’s Mission at Wilmington; All Saints’, Los 
Angeles; All Saints’ Mission at Oxnard, and St. 
James’ Mission, and at St. Andrew’s Mission, both in 
Los Angeles. 

The enumeration of these names enables us to 
challenge comparison with any record, so far as con- 
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cerns benefit done in this Diocese, made by any sim- 
ilar organization within the American Church; and 
the Society may fittingly and justly claim that, for 
its work’s sake, it should receive from every member 
of the Church in Southern California generous recog- 
nition. ' 

There is no limit upon its usefulness to the Dio- 
cese, excepting the limit of its capital; and generous 
members of the Church who approve of its work 
may, if they wish it, readily expand that limit.”’ 

We appeal for contributions to our capital. 


We append hereto a letter from the Bishop of the 
Diocese ; and we hope that the Board is not looking 
in vain for the day when the larger capital which 
friends of the Church shall entrust to our Society 
shall result in still larger usefulness to the Church 
in Southern California.

Under the capable and earnest chairman, Rev. 
Robt. B. Gooden, the Committee, we trust, are able 
to show some degree of progress in the Sunday 
School work of the Diocese. We' have endeavored 
to get into touch with all the schools and we have 
been gratified with their response and co-operation. 
We have reason to believe our Church schools are in 
a healthy condition and that the clergy, teachers 
and officers are very sincere in their desire to make 
the schools a strong factor in promoting the true 
spirit of worship and righteousness. The past year 
shows a large increase in numerical growth, and 
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better than that, the schools have given evidence, in 
their largest Lenten box offering, that they are 
missionary. 

We are conscious of one weakness, viz.: the lack 
of bringing together the teachers and workers into 
centers throughout the Diocese for mutual help, in- 
spiration and encouragement. 

During the past year we have held the summer 
school at Santa Monica in July, and one Convoca- 
tional Institute in Los Angeles in November. 

Your Secretary was invited to San Diego in March 
in the interest of Sunday School: work, and, by 
means of the co-operation of the faithful workers | 
there, was able to organize an Institute in San Diego 
Convocation.

IN MEMORIAM.

Henry Leonard Badger, Priest. 


A loyal and faithful Priest of the Church has been 
called to his Eternal reward in the death of the Rev. 
H. L. Badger, retired. Henry Leonard Badger was 
born at Gambier, Ohio, April 16th, 1841, and was 
graduated from Kenyon College in 1862, served for 
about a year in the 96th O. V. I. in Vicksburg cam- 
paign, was discharged for ill health. Studied at 
Bexley, taking his M.A. degree in 1866, and was ad- 
mitted into Deacons’ Orders in 1867, and Priests’ 
Orders in 1868. His first charge was Zion Church, 
Monroeville, O., and St. Luke’s, Milan, O. In 1869 
he became Rector of Christ Church, Warren, O. In 
1871 Rector of Christ Church, Pioche, O; and of St. 
James’, Piqua, O., in 1875.. In 1877 Mr. Badger was 
ealled to All Saints’ Chureh, Portsmouth, O., where 
for sixteen years he maintained the high standard of 
that well-known Parish. The health of his wife led 
him to accept work.in the Missionary District of 
Washington in 1893, where for ten years he did most 
faithful service. Coming to the Diocese of Los An- 
geles in 1903 to accept the position of Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Pomona, not only his Parish, but his 
brethren of the Clergy, and all who knew him, 
learned to appreciate his Christian integrity, and 
earnest self-denial, on behalf of others. 

On December 20 the Office for the Burial of the 
Dead was said in St. Paul’s Pro-Cathedral, Los An- 
geles, the Revs. Canon Hibbard and Dean MacCor- 
mack taking the first part of the Service, and the 
Bishopof the Diocese the Committal and the con- 
cluding Prayers. More than twenty of the Clergy at- 
tended the funeral, and a considerable congregation, 
testifying to the high regard and esteem in which our 
dear Brother was held by those who knew him best.

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CONSTITUTIONS 
Of The 


Diocese of Los Angeles 


As Adopted 1896, 
And Added to or Amended 1897 to 1910, inclusive. 


ARTICLE 1. 
The Title and Territory of the Diocese. 


- § 1. This Diocese shall be known and distinguished 
as the ‘“‘Diocese of Los Angeles’’; and its territory 
shall embrace that portion of the State of California 
comprised within the Counties of San Bernardino, — 
Ventura, Los Angeles, Santa Barbara, Riverside, 
Orange, San Diego and Imperial. 


ARTICLE ILI. 


Acceding to the Constitution of the General 
Convention. 


§ 2. The Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles 
accedes to the Constitution of that branch of the 
Holy Catholic Church, known in law as the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Church in the United States of Amer- 
ica, and recognizes the authority of the General 
Convention of the same. 


ARTICLE III. 
The Authority of the Diocese. 


§ 3. The authority of this Diocese is vested in and 
- exercised by its Bishop (and Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one), its Conventions, annual and special, 
and its Standing Committee, acting under and in 
subordination to the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United States of America, its General Convention, 
Constitution, Canons and Regulations. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
The Bishop. 


§ 5. The Bishop is the Ecclesiastical Authority of 
this Diocese. 

§ 6. The Bishop is the Chief Pastor thereof, and 
can officiate in the offices of the Church within any 
Mission or Parish, or elsewhere in this Diocese. 

§ 7. The Bishop is the Ordinary of all religious 
or benevolent organizations of the Church within this 
Diocese, and as such may attend and preside at any 
of their meetings, and has appellate jurisdiction over 
their proceedings, so far as is consistent with the law 
of the State. 

§ 8. Whenever the Bishop shall issue a Pastoral 
Letter, it shall be the duty of every Minister in 
charge of a congregation, on the Sunday succeeding 
its receipt, to read said letter to his congregation at 
Morning or Evening Prayer. 

§ 9. All controversies between the Rectors of two 
or more Parishes, or between a Parish, or its Vestry, 
and its Rector; or between persons adversely claim- 
ing to be Vestrymen of a Parish, shall be referred to 
the Ecclesiastical Authority for determination. 


ARTICLE V. 
Annual and Special Conventions. 


S$ 12. The Church in this Diocese shall assemble 
in Convention on the Wednesday next following the 
fifteenth day of May of every year, at such place as 
the previous Convention shall appoint. 

§ 13. The Bishop shall have power to call a Spec- 
ial Convention; and if he be incapable of acting, or 
the Episcopate be vacant, the Special Convention 
shall be called by the Standing Committee. The time, 
place and purpose of a Special Convention shall be 
designated by the Heclesiastical Authority calling it, 
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and no business other than that stated in the call 
shall be transacted, except by unanimous consent. 

$ 14. Thirty days’ notice shall be given of the 
meeting of every Annual or Special Convention, by 
the Secretary of the Convention, or in case of a va- 
cancy in this office, by the Secretary of the Standing 
Committee. The mode of notice shall be a circular, 
addressed to every Clergyman, and to the Clerk ot 
every Parish and Mission of this Diocese. 

§ 15. For satisfactory reasons, the Ecclesiastical 
Authority may change the time and place of Conven- 
tion, in accordance with the foregoing section of this 
Artiele. 

ARTICLE VI. 
The Members of the Convention. 


§. 18. The Convention shall be composed of Cler- 
gymen and Laymen. 

§ 19. The Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one, shall have a seat and a vote in the 
Convention. 

§ 20. Every Clergyman in regular standing, who 
is canonically connected with the Diocese, shall be 
entitled to a seat in the Convention; but the right to 
speak and vote shall belong only to such Clergyman 
in regular standing as shall have been for six months 
actually and canonically a resident of this Diocese ; 
provided, that at the time of the Convention he shall 
be actually settled as Rector or Assistant Minister, or 
shall be recognized as a Missionary by the Bishop or 
Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese, or shall be 
engaged as an instructor in some seminary or college 
under the auspices of the Church, or shall be a Chap- 
lain in the army or navy of the United States. A 
Clergyman’s canonical residence shall date from his 
ordination within the Diocese, or from the date of 
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acceptance of his letter of transfer by the Ecclesias- _ 
tical Authority of the Diocese. 

A Clergyman once entitled to a seat and a vote 
shall not be deprived of these privileges because dis- 
abled from the functions of his office by age or infirm- 
ity, or by being temporarily without charge ; provid- 
ed, that the latter reason shall not apply to a Clergy- 
man exclusively engaged in secular work. 

§ 21. The Lay Members shall consist of male 
Delegates, not exceeding five, from each Parish and 
Mission in union with the Convention. The Lay-Dele- 
gates from each Parish shall be chosen by the Vestry 
thereof, and the Lay-Delegates from each Mission 
shall be chosen by the members thereof; provided, 
that no person shall be competent to serve as a Lay- 
Delegate, unless he has been a qualified voter of the 
Parish or Mission he represents, during the six calen- 
dar months next before his election. Each Parish and 
Mission may at its discretion elect Alternate Dele- 
gates. 

§ 22. No person under Ecclesiastical censure or 
process, whether Clergyman or Layman, shall be 
allowed a seat in the Convention. 
ARTICLE VII. 
The Opening of the Convention. 

§ 24. Every Convention shall be opened with the 
celebration of the Holy Communion, and a sermon. 
The Bishop shall appoint the celebrant and the 
preacher, unless the Bishop shall himself elect to offi- 
ciate or preach, or deliver a charge. In case of the © 
incapability or absence of the Bishop, or of a vacancy 
in the Episcopate, the celebrant and the preacher 
shall be appointed by the Standing Committee. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
The President of the Convention. 


§ 25. The Bishop of this Diocese is ex-oficio Pres- 
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ident of the Convention. In the absence of the 
Bishop, the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, shall 
preside. In case the Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, 
if there be one, shall be absent or ineapable of acting, 
a President pro tempore shall be elected from among 
the Presbyters of the Convention. 


ARTICLE IX. 
The Secretary of the Convention. 


§ 27. At each Annual Convention a Secretary 
shall be elected from among the Clerical Members 
thereof, who shall continue in office until a successor 
be appointed. The duties of the Secretary shall be 
those prescribed in Section 14 of these Constitutions, 
and in the Canons of this Diocese, together with such 
other duties as may devolve upon him by resolution 
of the Convention. 

§ 28.. The Secretary shall appoint an Assistant 
Secretary from among the members of the Conven- 
tion. 

§ 29. In the absence of the Secretary his duties 
shall devolve upon the Assistant Secretary, if there 
be one; if not, upon the Secretary of the Standing 
Committee. 


ARTICLE X. 
The Treasurer. 


§ 31. The Treasurer of the Diocesan Corporation 
shall be ex-officio Treasurer of the Diocese. 
_ § 32. The duties of the Treasurer of the Diocese 
shall be those preseribed by the Canons of this Dio- 
cese, together with such as may devolve upon him by 
resolution of the Convention. 

§ 33. When not a Delegate to the Convention, the 
Treasurer shall be entitled, ex-oficzo, to all the rights 
and privileges of membership, except that of a vote. 
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ARTICLE XI. 


The Registrar of the Diocese. 


§ 34. At each Annual Convention, a Registrar 
shall be elected from among the Presbyters thereof, 
who shall continue in office until a successor be 
appointed. The duties of the Registrar shall be those 
prescribed by the Canons of this Diocese, together 
with such other duties as may devolve upon him by 
resolution of the Convention. 


ARTICLE XII. 


The Chancellor of the Diocese. 

§ 36. At each Annual Convention the Bishop shall 
appoint a Layman,a communicant of the Church, who 
shall be known as the Chancellor of the Diocese, and 
shall be the adviser of the Bishop in all legal affairs. 


ARTICLE XIII. 
The Standing Committee. 


§ 38. At each Annual Convention there shall be 
elected by the concurrent votes of both orders, Cleri- 
eal and Lay, a Standing Committee, to consist of 
four Presbyters and four Laymen, who shall continue 
in. office until their successors are appointed. 

§ 39. When the Diocese is without a Bishop, or in 
case of the inability to act of the Bishop and Bishop 
Coadjutor, if there be one, the Standing Committee 
shall be the Ecclesiastical Authority for all purposes 
declared in the General and Diocesan Canons; and in 
case of the absence from the Diocese of the Bishop 
and the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, the Stand- 
ing Committee, if authorized so to act under the 
Episcopal hand and seal, shall in like manner be the 
Keclesiastical Authority. 

§ 40. The Clerical Members of the Standing Com- 
mittee must be qualified members of the Convention, 
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and the Lay Members of the Committee must be com- 
municants of the Church in this Diocese. 

§ 41. The powers, functions and duties of the 
Standing Committee shall be those prescribed by the 
Canons of the General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, 
and by the Canons of this Diocese. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
The Deputies to the General Convention. 

§ 43. At the Annual Convention next preceding 
the triennial session of the General Convention, there 
shall be elected by the concurrent votes of both or- 
ders, Clericai and Lay, four Clerical and four Lay 
Deputies, who shall represent this Diocese in the said 
General Convention, and who shall continue in office 
until their successors are appointed. The Clerical 
Deputies shall be Presbyters canonically connected 
with this Diocese, and the Lay Deputies shall be resi- 
dent communicants of some Parish or Mission within 
its limits, in union with the Convention, or recogniz- 
ed by the Heclesiastical Authority. 

§ 44. At the same Convention there shall be 
chosen; in the same manner and with the same quali- 
fications as prescribed in Section 43 of this article, 
four Clergymen and four Laymen, who shall serve as 
Alternate Deputies. 

§ 45. The Keclesiastical Authority shall designate 
one or more of the Alternate Deputies, as the case 
may require, to fill any vacancy or vacancies which 
may in any way occur in the representation of this 
Diocese. 

ARTICLE XV. 
Mode of Election. 


§ 46. The mode of election of all officers provided 
for in these Constitutions, save the Chancellor of the 
Diocese, shall be by ballot. 
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ARTICLE XVI. 
The Transaction of Business. 


$47. In all matters which shall come before the 
Convention, the Clergy and the Laity shall deliberate 
in one body; and in voting by orders the Clergy shall 
vote as individuals, and the Laity by Parishes and 
Missions, the delegation from each Parish or Mission 
being entitled to one vote and no more; and when 
voting jointly, a majority of the votes of the members 
present shall be decisive, except as otherwise speci- 
fied in these Constitutions ; A7 oveded, that in any case 
when it shall be demanded by five votes (Clerical, or 
Lay, or both,) the two orders shall vote separately, 
and their concurrence shall be necessary to consti- 
tute a decision. . 


ARTICLE XVII. 


The Admission of Parishes and Missions. 


§ 48. “A Parish may be admitted into union with 
the Convention, on motion, by a majority of votes; 
provided, it shall have presented to the Convention a 
certificate from the Bishop of this Diocese, or, if there 
be no Bishop, from the Standing Committee, stating 
that he or they approve of the organization of such 
Parish; also a Constitution subscribed by the War- 
dens, in which such Parish expressly aecedes to the 
Constitution, Canons, doctrine, discipline and wor- 
ship of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Unit- 
ed States of America, and to the Constitutions and 
Canons of the Church in the Diocese of Log Angeles; 
also, satisfactory evidence that it is regularly organ- 
ized, with not less than five Vestrymen nor more than 
eleven, of whom two shall be ‘Wardens; also, that 
the Parish is able to support a Rector without mis- 
sionary aid. 

§ 49. <A Mission may be admitted into union with 
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the Convention, on motion, by a majority of votes; 
provided, it.shall have presented to the Convention a 
certificate from the Bishop of this Diocese, or if there 
be no Bishop, from the Standing Committee, stating 
that such Mission is duly organized. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 
The Forfeiture of Privileges. 


~§ 50. .Whenever any Parish in union with the 
Convention shall neglect, for three successive years, 
to make a Parochial report to the same, no Mission- 
ary report being made in its behalf, or during a like 
period shali neither have employed a Clergyman as 
its Parish Minister, nor requested of the Eeclesiasti- 
eal Authority the services of a Missionary; or when- 
ever any Parish in union with the Convention shall 
have persistently disregarded or refused to conform 
to any of the Canons of the Protestant. Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, or of the 
Church in this Diocese, due notice of such violation 
of Canon law having been given to such Parish by 
the Bishop, such Parish may be suspended from rep- 
resentation in the Convention, or its connection with 
this Diocese may be wholly dissolved by a two-thirds 
vote of each order, Clerical and Lay. Whenever in 
the opinion of the Bishop any Parish shall be lable 
to such forfeiture of privileges, he shall signify the 
same to the Convention in his annual address, and 
the Convention may thereupon proceed to suspend 
or dissolve such Parish, as the case may require. 


ARTICLE XIX. 
The Election of a Bishop. 
_ § 52. The election of a Bishop, or of a Bishop 


Coadjutor, for this Diocese shall be made in either .an 
Annual or a Special Convention ; Arovided, due notice 
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of said election be given, as hereinafter provided. 


§ 53. The call to elect a Bishop, or a Bishop Co- 
adjutor, shall emanate from the Standing Committee, 
who shall give, through their Secretary, at least 
thirty days’ written notice of such election to every 
Clergyman, Parish and Mission of this Diocese. 


§ 54. The election shall be made in the following 
manner: The Clergy and the Laity shall vote by 
orders, and the election shall be by ballot. If two- 
thirds of all the Clergy entitled to vote be present, 
and two-thirds of all the Parishes and Missions en- 
titled to vote be represented, then a majority of each 
order present shall determine a choice. If such two- 
thirds of the Clergy, Parishes and Missions be not 
present, then two-thirds of the votes of each order 
present shall be necessary to determine a choice; 
provided, that in all cases of the election of a Bishop, 
or of a Bishop Coadjutor, no Clergyman shall be en- 
titled to vote (Article VI of these Constitutions to 
the contrary notwithstanding) unless he shall have 
been, for at least six months immediately preceding 
the election, personally and canonically resident in 
this Diocese, and during all that time entitled to a 
seat and vote in the Convention of the same. 


ARTICLE XxX. 
Assessments. 


§ 55. The Convention shall have power to raise 
money by tax or assessment on the Parishes and 
Missions of this Diocese, by Canon or by Special 
Vote, for the regular expenses of this Diocese, and 
for euch other purposes as the Convention may from 
time to time approve and direct. The Convention 
shall also have the power to impose such penalty as 
may be deemed fit for neglect to pay such assess- 
ments when imposed. 
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ARTICLE XXII. 
Authentication and Preservation of Canons. 


§ 56. The Secretary of the Convention shall pro- 
cure and keep a suitable book, entitled ‘‘Constitu- 
tions and Canons of the Diocese of Los Angeles,’’ in 
which shall be recorded these Constitutions, with the 
certificate of their adoption. All Constitutions, Can- 
ons, and additions thereto, hereafter adopted by the 
Convention, shall be certified to by the President and 
Secretary of the Convention, as having been duly 
adopted, and shall, with the certificate of adoption, 
be recorded in the said book, and the said book shall 
be taken and regarded as prima facze evidence of the 
due adoption and correctness of all papers recorded 
therein under this article. 


ARTICLE XXII. 


Alterations and Amendments. 


§ 58. These Constitutions may be altered, or 
amended, or added to, in the following manner: Any 
proposed alteration, amendment, or addition, which 
shall have been introduced in writing, setting forth 
the article as amended, and duly considered and ap- 
proved at an Annual Convention, shall be referred to 
the next Annual Convention for final considera- 
tion and action; and if then approved and adopted 
by the Convention, by a majority of both orders, vot- 
ing separately, and coneurred in by the Bishop, it 
shall become law, and these Constitutions shall be 
held as altered, amended, or added to, accordingly ; 
provided, that the proposed alteration, amendment 
or addition may be amended before its adoption by a 
two-thirds vote of the Convention to which it was 
finally submitted. 
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ARTICLE XXIII. 
Incorporation. 


§ 60. The Church in this Diocese shall be incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of California, 
under the name and title of ‘‘The Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles.”? 


ARTICLE XXIV. 
Repeal. 


§ 62. All previous Constitutions of this Conven- 
tion and Diocese are hereby annulled and repealed. 


In accordance with Article XXII of these Consti- 
tutions, I hereby concur in the foregoing Constitu- 
tions, as adopted by the First Annual Convention, 
and amended by subsequent Conventions.

The Convention. 


CANON I. 
A Quorum, 


§ 1. No business shall be transacted at any An- 
nual or Special Convention of the Diocese of Los An- 
geles unless a quorum be present; a quorum shall 
consist of fifteen of the Clergy entitled to seats and 
votes in the Convention, together with twelve of the 
Parishes and Missions entitled to representation in 
the same. 

§ 2. No business shall be transacted by any Stand- 
ing or Special Committee of an Annual or Special 
Convention unless a quorum of such Committee shall 
be present, and said quorum shall be a majority of its 
members. 

§ 3. In case a quorum is not present at any An- 
nual or Special Convention, it is competent for the 
members present to adjourn from time to time, and 
when a quorum of any Committee of any Convention 
is not present, a like course may be adopted. 

CANON II. 
*Rules of Order. 

§ 5. In addition to the provisions of the Constitu- . 
tions and Canons of this Diocese, further regulation 
of legislative action shall be by Rules of Order, 
which, having been once adopted, shall continue: in 
foree until the same, in whole or in part, shall have 
been amended or repealed.

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CANON III. 
The Clerical Members. 


§ 9. One week before the meeting of any Annual 
or Special Convention of this Diocese, the Bishop 
shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, a list of all 
the Clergymen of the Church canonically resident in 
this Diocese; annexing the names of their respective 
Parishes, Missions or Chaplaincies, or of the institu- 
tions of learning in which they may be engaged; or 
in the case of those who are not engaged as herein 
stated, their places of residence only; and such list 
shall be laid before the Convention on the first day of 
the meeting and be prefixed to the Journal. In the 
said list of Clergy, or in a list appended thereto, 
shall be declared the names of those Clergy entitled 
to seats in the Convention, and such declaration shall 
be taken as presumptive evidence of the right of 
those who shall be thus indicated, and of the right of 
none others. 

§ 10. In case the Episcopate be vacant, or in case 
the Bishop be absent or incapable of acting, the duty 
of preparing the list of Clergy and the list of clerical 
members of the Convention shall devolve upon the 
Standing Committee of this Diocese. 

§ 11. When the right of any Clergyman of this 
Diocese to a seat in the Convention is claimed or dis- 
puted, either question shall be determined by the 
Convention, in accordance with the provisions of the 
Constitutions of this Diocese. 


CANON IV. 


The Lay Delegates. 


§ 13. The appointment of Lay-Delegates to any 
Annual or Special Convention shall be certified in 
writing by the Rector or Clergyman in charge of the 
Parish or Mission of which they are the representa- 
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tives, or, in his absence, by a Warden or by the Clerk 
of such Parish or Mission. Every certificate of the 
appointment of Lay-Delegates shall be substantially 
in the following form:

We hereby certify that, at a duly convened meeting, 
Parish [or the congregation of

And no other certificate or evidence of the appoint- 
ment of any Lay-Delegate or Delegates than such as 
is herein required shall be allowed or received. 


§ 14. The certificates of election of Lay-Delegates 
shall. be ferwarded to the acting Secretary of the 
Convention at least one week previous to the time 
appointed for its meeting, and from these certificates 
the Committee on Credentials shall prepare a list of 
the Lay Delegates entitled to seats and votes in the 
Convention. + 


§ 15. No Parish or Mission which shall fail to pay 
its’ quota of the assessments provided, whether by 
these Canons or by special resolution, shall be en- 
titled to representation in the Convention of this Dio- 
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cese. But when the name of any delinquent’ Parish 
or Mission shall be read, as provided in the Order of 
Business, the Delegate or Delegates from such 
delinquent Parish or Mission may be admitted to a 
seat by vote of the Convention, upon the phinies in 
full of the existing delinquency. 

§ 16. It is the duty of Lay-Delegates to attend 
the sessions of that Convention of which they are 
elected members, and to act for and in the name of 
the body delegating them, and their acts shall be 
binding upon the Parish or Mission which they ous 
resent.

CANON V. 
The Officers of the Convention. 


The Secretary. 


§ 20. In addition to the duties prescribed in the 
Constitutions of this Diocese, the Secretary of the 
Convention shall send to the Rector or Clergyman in 
charge of each Parish or Mission in union with this 
Convention blank certificates for the election of Lay- 
Delegates in the form prescribed in Section 13 of 
these Canons, at least thirty days prior to the time 
appointed for the meeting of any Annual or Special 
Convention of this Diocese; provided, that, if any 
such Parish or Mission be without a Clergyman, said 
blanks shall be sent to a Warden of the Parish or 
Mission. 

§ 21. The Secretary of the Convention shall also 
take minutes of the proceedings of the Convention, 
and when approved he shall enter them in a proper 
book; he shall preserve the Journal and Records, at- 
test the puble acts of Convention, and faithfully de- 
liver to his successor all books and papers which may 
be in his possession, relating to the affairs of the same. 
He shall also send annually a printed copy of the 
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Journal of the Convention to each Bishop of the 
Church in the United States, to the Secretary of the 
House of Deputies of the General Convention, to each 
of the Secretaries of Diocesan Conventions, to each 
Clergyman canonically connected with the Diocese 
of Los Angeles, and to each Lay-Delegate of the Con- 
vention of the same, and he shall furnish to each 
Clergyman, upon his canonical admission to the Dio- 
cese, a copy of the Constitutions and Canons of the 
same. He shall also furnish a list of the members of 
every Committee, appointed ad znterim, to the Chair- 
man of such Committee, with a copy of the resolu- 
tions providing for it. He shall also send to the 
Registrar of the Diocese a correct and certified copy 
of the proceedings of that Convention for which he 
is elected, and fifty copies of the printed Journal of 
the said Convention, together with all Journals of 
other Diocesan Conventions and documents bearing 
upon the history of the Church at large, which he 
shall have received as Secretary during the year. 

§ 22. The Secretary of the Convention shall also, 
within thirty days after any Annual or Special Con- 
vention shall have adjourned szze dze, furnish to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese a certified statement of all 
accounts allowed by the Convention; he shall exam- 
ine and certify to the Treasurer the bills for printing 
and other expenses of the Journal, and for any 
other official work which may be committed to him. 

§ 23. The Secretary of the Convention shall also 
send to each General Convention a certificate of the 
appointment of Clerical and Lay-Deputies; and he 
shall perform such other duties as may be from time 
to time required of him, by authority of the General 
or Diocesan Convention. 


The Treasurer. 


§ 26. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall have 
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charge of all current funds belonging to the Diocese, 
as declared by the Canons, and pay them out only on 
warrants drawn by the Canonical authorities. 


§ 27. The'Treasurer shall give satisfactory secur- 
ity for the faithful discharge of his duties, in an 
amount to be fixed by the Finance Committee, to the 
Diocesan Corporation for the benefit of the Diocese, 
which bond shall be in addition to and separate from 
any bond which may be required of him in his capac- 
ity as Treasurer of the Diocesan Corporation. 

§ 28. The Board of Directors of the Diocesan 
Corporation is hereby authorized and empowered to 
make such rules and regulations for the Treasurer 
of the Diocese to follow, as in their judgment shall 
seem just and necessary, and designate the deposi- 
taries and investments of the funds of the Diocese. 

§ 29. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall present 
at each Annual Convention a written statement of 
his account with the several funds for the previous 
year. He shall close his several accounts twelve 
days before the meeting of the Annual Convention. 

§ 30. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall notify 
the Treasurers of the several Parishes and Missions 
of their several assessments, within one month after 
the close of the Annual Convention, and also at least 
thirty days before the meeting of the next Annual 
Convention shall notify them of their respective 
dues and arrearages. 

§ 31. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall present 
to the Board of Missions a monthly statement of the 
balances on hand, and such other reasonable infor- 
mation as it may desire. 

§ 32. The books of the Treasurer of the Diocese 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Audit- 
ing Committee of the Convention, and of the Com- 
mittees charged with the management of the several 
funds of the Diocese.

§ 33. The Auditing Committee of the Convention 
shall, twice in the year, viz., in the month of October, 
and during the twelve days before the meeting of 
the Annual Convention, and at such other times as 
they may deem advisable, make an examination of 
the books and accounts of the Treasurer, and shall 
verify the amount of funds received, disbursed and 
held by him, and shall make an annual report of 
their findings to the Convention. 

§ 34. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall receive 
a salary to be fixed annually by the Convention. 

§ 35. The Secretary’s Journals and records and 
the Treasurer’s books shall be open at all times to 
the inspection of the Bishop, of the Standing Com- 
mittee, and of the Convention or any Committee 
thereof. 

CANON VI. 
The Business of the Convention. 

§ 38. At the opening of each Annual Convention, 
after divine service, the Bishop, or, in case of his ab- 
sence or inability to act, or of a vacancy in the Epis- 
copate, the Senior Presbyter present in the Conven- 
tion, shall take’ the chair, after which the procedure _ 
shall be according to an *Order of Business, which, 
having been once adopted, shall continue in force 
until the same, in whole or in part, shall have been 
amended, suspended or appealed. 

CANON VIL. 
The Regular Committees of the Convention. 

§ 44. The Regular Committees of the Convention 
shall be as follows: 

§ 45. A Committee on Credentials; to which may 
be referred all claims affecting the right to a seat or

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representative privilege in the Convention ; to consist 
of the Secretary of the Convention and two Laymen. 


§ 46. A Committee on the Incorporation of Par- 
ishes and organized Missions, and their admission 
into union with the Convention; to consist of one 
Clergyman and two Laymen. 


§ 47. A Committee on Finance; to consist of five 
Laymen. It shall be the duty of this Comaittee to 
report to the Annual Convention a schedule of assess- 
ment upon the various Parishes and Missions of the 
Diocese for the Diocesan Assessment Fund in an 
aggregate amount sufficient to pay the salary of the 
Bishop and the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, 
for the ensuing year, and to meet the necessary 
expenses of the Convention. 


The amount assessed upon each Parish or Mission 
for the above purpose shall be based upon its Current 
Expenses, being the amount paid for ministerial and 
other salaries, organist, choir, sexton, lights, heating, 
and all other current parochial expenses incurred for 
conducting and maintaining the services, the care, 
preservation, ordinary repairs and expenses of church 
buildings and parsonages and grounds, exclusive of 
interest paid and amounts paid on account of mort- 
gage, funded debt, or for permanent improvements, 
as shown by its Annual Report filed that year. Pro- 
vided, that if any Parish or Mission shall fail to fur- 
nish the Finance Committee of the Diocese with a 
copy of the financial part of its Annual Report filed 
that year, in the form provided in Canon XIII, Sec- 
tion 108, then the Finance Committee shall arbitrarily 
fix the amount of the assessment of each Parish or 
Mission. The Bishop, or in his absence the President 
of the Standing Committee, ‘shall appoint this Com- 
mittee at least one week before the Annual Conven- 
tion from the delegates thereto already chosen. 


e 
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Whenever an annual contribution is made towards 
the expenses of any Parish or Mission by any one 
person or any one family in an amount exceeding 
$300, the Finance Committee, on request of said Par- 
ish or Mission, shall reduce the gross amount of an- 
nual expenses returned by said Parish or Mission by 
an amount equal to such excess, and the assessment 
on said Parish or Mission shall be based on the 
amount thus reduced. 

§ 48. A Committee on Auditing; to consist of 
three Laymen to be appointed before or after the ad- 
journment of the Convention by the Bishop or pre- 
siding officer of the Convention. This committee 
shall sit during the recess of the Convention, and 
it shall be its duty to audit the accounts of the Treas- 
urer, and of others having charge of funds belonging 
to the Diocese, as required by Canons or Resolutions 
of the Convention. 

§ 49. A Committee on Canons; to consist of three 
Clergymen and three Laymen, to which may be 
referred all proposed amendments or alterations of 
the Constitutions and Canons of this Diocese. 

§ 50. A Committee on Christian Education; to 
consist of three Clergymen and two Laymen, to 
which may be referred all matters concerning educa- 
tional work in this Diocese. 

§ 51. A Committee on Philanthropy and Social 
Service; to consist of three Clergymen and three 
Laymen, to which shall be referred all matters per- 
taining to the general charities of the Church in this 
Diocese. It shall also be the duty of this Com- 
mittee to study all social and civil movements which 
have a bearing upon public morality and social con- 
ditions, and to report at each annual Convention on 
such matters of this kind as the Committee shall 
deem pertinent. 

§ 52. A Committee on the State of the Church; 
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to consist of two Clergymen and one Layman, to 
which may be referred all matters appertaining to 
the extension of the work of the Church in this Dio- 
cese, not specially assigned to any other Committee. 
§ 53. A Committee on Unfinished Business; to . 
consist of one Clergyman and two Laymen. ‘ 
§ 54. The Bishop shall have the right to appoint 
any of the Regular Committees in advance of the 
meeting of the Convention if occasion should require. 


The Mission and the Parish. 


CANON VIII. 
The Mission. 


§ 60. The Bishop shall supervise and control all 
missionary work within this Diocese. He shall, with 
the advice of the Board of Missions, establish and 
organize Missions, appoint all Missionaries. and 
transfer, suspend or remove such Missionaries when 
not inconsistent with the General Canons of the 
Church. 

§ 61. It shall be competent for any number of 
male adults, resident in any village, town, city, dis- 
trict or ward, not within the limits of a Mission or 


Parish already organized, to be organized as a Mis- 
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sion, with the consent and under the authority and 
direction of the Bishop of this Diocese. The organi- 
- gation of such Mission shall be effected by the ap- 
pointment, by the Bishop, of a Warden, a Clerk, and 
a Treasurer; and, thereafter, such officers shall be 
elected at the Annual Meeting of the Mission to be 
held on the Tuesday after the last Sunday in April, 
or as soon thereafter as possible, and at such meet- 
ings any person of lawful age, an attendant upon the 
services of the Mission, who for the previous sixty 
days shall have been registered a communicant, and 
any person of like age who shall have been a member 
of the congregation for a like period and shall have 
regularly contributed to the support of the Mission, 
the minimum amount of subscription to be preserib- 
ed by each Mission itself, shall be entitled to vote. 

§ 62. Upon the election of the officers of a Mis- 
sion a certificate shall be promptly forwarded to the 
Bishop by the Clerk of the Mission, which shall set 
forth the names and addresses of the officers-elect, 
and also the sum of money which the said Mission 
is prepared to pledge monthly for the support of a 
Missionary. 

§ 63. The members of each organized Mission 
shall, through their Treasurer, forward, on the Mon- 
day following the last Sunday of each month, to the 
Treasurer of the Diocese such sums as they shall 
have agreed to pay toward the stated salary of their 
Missionary, whether in their certificate to the Bishop 
or upon any subsequent occasion, and in case of fail- 


ure. the Board may withdraw the Missionary. 
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§ 64. Every Missionary of this Diocese shall be 
required to make a quarterly report, through the 
President of his Convocation, to the Board of Mis- 
sions of this Diocese, setting forth the condition and 
prospects of the Mission or Missions under his 
charge; he shall also submit an annual report to the 
Bishop of this Diocese and to the Board of Missions 
a week before the first.day’s session of each Annual — 
Convention. He shall also keep a register of the 
Mission in all respects, so far as practicable, as pro- 
vided in regard to the keeping of Parish Registers 
by Canon XII, Section 104. 

§ 65. The title to real estate given to or purchas- 
ed or in any way acquired by any Mission, for Chureh 
purposes, shall be vested in the Diocesan Corpora- 
tion upon the following trusts and with the following 
powers: 


(1) To hold the said property for the use of the 
said Mission so long as it shall continue to exist 
under the Canons of the Convention of said Diocese 
of Los Angeles ; provided, that the said Mission shall 
make provisions for and pay all taxes, insurance and 
other expenses pertaining to the care and preserva- 
tion of such property and of the improvements there- 
on. 

(2) Whenever the Canonical Officers of the Mis- 
sion shall make written request to said Diocesan Cor- 
poration, to which two-thirds of the members of 
said Mission shall signify their assent in writing, that 
the said premises be mortgaged to secure money 
borrowed and advanced for the improvement of said 
premises for Church purposes, then, in its diseretion, 
the said Diocesan Corporation, Trustee; with the con- 
sent of the Bishop and Standing Committee of the 
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Diocese, as provided in Article IV of its By-laws, 
may execute a mortgage in usual form, covering 
said premises so held by it, to secure the payment of 
such loan; but all mortgages so made shall contain 
an express stipulation that said Diocesan Corpora- 
tion shall not incur any corporate liability for the 
money so borrowed and received by said Mission, 
and that upon the foreclosure of such mortgage no 
judgment for deficiency shall be entered against 
said Corporation, Trustee. 

(3) Whenever the said Mission shall be erect- 
ed into and become a Parish in accordance with the 
provisions of the Constitutions and Canons of the 
said Diocese of Los Angeles, and shall be duly ad- 
mitted as-a Parish into union with the Convention 
of said Diocese, and shall be incorporated as a Reli- 
gious Corporation in accordance with the _ pro- 
visions of said Constitutions and Canons and under 
and by virtue of the laws of the State of California, 
then said trust shall terminate and said property 
shall vest in and belong to said Religious Corpora- 
tion of such Parish; and the said Diocesan Corpora- 
tien, trustee as aforesaid, shall execute a grant deed 
of conveyance of the said property to the said cor- 
poration of such Parish as evidence of and for the 
better assurance of Title. 


(4) If the said Mission shall cease to exist and be 
dissolved in accordance with the provisions of the 
said Canons, and no Parish organization shall be 
effected and incorporated under said Canons and 
Laws as the successor of said Mission, and within 
the limits of its Canonical boundaries, within the 
period of one year after said dissolution, then to 
hold, manage, control, sell and convey the said prop- 
erty, and apply the same, or the proceeds thereof, to 
and for such beneficial use of the Protestant Episco- 
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pal Church in said Diocese of Los Angeles, as said 
trustee shall deem for the best interest of said 
Church , in accordance with the purposes and powers 
set forth in its Articles of Incorporation. 


§ 66. The failure of the people of a Mission to 
fulfil any of the pledges made to the Bishop shall 
warrant him in withdrawing the Missionary and dis- 
solving the organization, in which event he shall be- 
come the custodian of all the property of the Mission 
not held as provided in Section 65 of this Canon. 


CANON IX. 
The Parish. 


§ 70. It shall be lawful for any number of male . 
persons of full age, not less than fifteen, desiring to 
organize a Parish and permanently resident in the 
village, town, city, district, or ward where the pro- 
posed Parish is to be located, to proceed in the man- 
ner following: 

The persons desiring to organize a Parish shall 
address to the Bishop of this Diocese an application 
substantially in the following form:

be spread upon the minutes of the Standing Com- 
mittee:

§ 72. In case the proposed Parish, or any terri- 
torial portion thereof, shall lie within the territorial 
limits of any existing Parish or Parishes, the Secre- 
tary of the Standing Committee shall notify the said 
Parish or Parishes that application for the organiza- 
tion of the proposed Parish has been made, and any 
objections to the organization of the proposed Parish 
shall be made in writing to the Bishop, and by him 
shall be laid before the Standing Committee for con- 
sideration. Within sixty days after the issuance of 
such notice by the Secretary, the Bishop and the 
Standing Committee shall make known their joint 
decision, and if it be in favor of the organization of 
the proposed Parish they shall issue the formal con- 
sent, as provided in Section 71 of this Canon; and 
such permission shall not take effect until the boun- 
daries of the new Parish shall have been prescribed 
and defined by the authority granting the permission. 

§ 73. Upon receipt of the formal consent of the 
Bishop and the Standing Committee, as set forth in 
Section 71 of this Canon, the persons interested may 
proceed forthwith to organize the proposed Parish. 
This shall be done at a public meeting, of which one 
week’s written notice shall be sent to each person 
signing the application asking the consent of the 
Bishop to the organization of the proposed Parish; 
and at the said meeting a Clergyman appointed by 
the Bishop shall preside. The proposed Parish shall 
organize (1) by adopting a Constitution, which shall 
specifically set forth the promises made in the appli- 
cation to the Bishop, together with the manner of 
electing Vestrymen; and (2) by the election of Ves- 
trymen—not less than five nor more than eleven— 
from whom shall be chosen two Wardens; and the 
name and title by which the said proposed Parish 
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shall be legally known shall be: ‘‘The Rector, War- 
dens. and Vestrymen’ of: i000 oe -Parish.’’ 

§ 74. Upon complying with all the provisions of 
the foregoing sections of this Canon, a Parish may 
become incorporated under the statute law. The 
Reetor of the Parish shall be ex-officio a member of 
the Board of Trustees, and (subject to the provisions 
of Canon XXXI, Section 196, Article 4) its 
President; and it is recommended that the Articles 
of Incorporation and the By-laws shall so provide, 
and shall also generally provide that the Constitution 
and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Chureh in 
the United States of America, and also the Constitu- 
tions and Canons of the said Church in the said Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, as the same now exist, or as they 
may hereafter be changed or amended, shall be a 
part of said By-laws; and whenever said Constitu- 
tions or Canons, or any of them, shall conflict with 
any of the provisions of said By-laws, they shall in 
such respects, and to that extent, override, supersede 
and effect the repeal of the said By-laws. 

§ 75. In the case of an established Parish seeking 
to change its boundaries, the Bishop and Standing 
Committee shall have power to determine the new 
boundaries, or to change the boundaries of any con- 
tiguous Parishes affected by such change, subject to 
the same conditions of notification, provisions for 
objection and time for decision as provided for in 
Section 72, and the said determination of the Bishop 
and Standing Committee shall be made known to 
the petitioning Parish in such manner as they shall 
‘ see fit. 

CANON X. 
Mission and Parish Boundaries. 


'§ 80. The bounds of a Parish or Mission shall be 
the limits of any village, town, city, county or section

of a county, as fixed by law, which may have been 
recognized by the Bishop in the organization of the 
same. If there be but one Parish or Mission witiin 
such village, town, city, county, or section or a 
county, it shall be deemed the spiritual cure of the 
Clergyman having charge thereof. If there be two 
or more Parishes or Missions therein, it shall be 
deemed the cure of the Clergymen thereof. In tne 
organization of a Parish within the territorial limits 
of an existing Parish or Mission, or of existing Paz- 
ishes or Missions, the bounds shall be those defined 
in the formal consent of the Bishop and the Standing 
Committee, as provided in section 71, Canon IX. 
In the organization of a Mission within the territorial 
limits of an existing Parish or Mission, or of ex- 
isting Parishes or Missions, the Bishop shall define 
and limit the bounds of the said Mission. 


§ 81. The boundaries as set forth in this Canon 
shall be held’as legally fixed, for all purposes of 
these Canons, until they shall be changed or modi- 
fied by the same authority which created them. 


§ 82. For the purpose only of private or domestic 
pastoral ministrations, the residence, wherever situ- 
. ated, of each registered parishioner of any Parish or 
Mission shall be deemed a part of the Parish or 
Mission in which such parishioner is registered. 


§ 83. Any Diocesan or Non-Parochial Church In- 
stitution, apart from the regularly established Par- 
ishes and Missions of the Diocese, in which, by the 
appointment of the Bishop, a Clergyman of the Dio- 
cese officiates as Chaplain, and any secular Institu- 
tion in which the ministrations of the Church are to 
be provided by or under the appointment of the 
Bishop, may be designated as the special cure of the 
Clergyman officiating therein, or in charge thereof, 
for purposes of ministering to the inmates, pupils, 
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patients and employees thereof, and for those pur- 
poses only. 


CANON XI. 
The Vestry. 


§ 90. At an annual Parish meeting, to be held on 
the Tuesday after the last Sunday in April, or as 
near that date as practicable, each Parish of the Dio- 
cese shall elect to manage its temporalities a Board 
of Trustees and Vestrymen, or Directors and Vestry- 
men, who shall be males of 21 years of age, qualified 
to vote for Vestrymen in the Parish which elects 
them, the number of which shall be governed by its 
articles of incorporation; and it is recommended for 
better assurance of conformity to the law of the 
State, that the Rector be counted in making up the 
number of the Trustees and be regularly elected to 
that office. In all new Parishes the number shall 
comply with the statute law of corporations of the 
State. 

§ 91. In every Parish the Vestrymen and Trus- 
tees, or Vestrymen and Directors, shall be the same 
number and the same persons. 

§ 92. If, from any cause, there be no election on 
the Tuesday after the last Sunday in April, as pro- 
vided in Section 90, the Vestry shall call an election 
as soon thereafter as practicable; provided, that in 
- all cases where the articles of incorporation of a 
Parish may conflict with the provisions of this 
Canon, the statute law shall be followed. 

§ 93. The Vestry shall have power to fill any 
vacancy or vacancies in their own body, and shall 
continue in office until their successors are elected. 

§ 94. Notice of the election of a Vestry shall be 
given during divine service on the Sunday preceding 
the day upon which an election is to be held; and on 
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the Sunday following, during divine service, the 
names of the Vestrymen elected shall be announced. 

§ 95. The election for Vestrymen and Trustees 
shall be by ballot. The following shall be qualified 
electors: : 

(a) Any person of lawful age, an attendant upon 
the services of the Parish, who for the previous sixty 
days shall have been registered upon the Parish 
Register as a communicant of that Parish; 

(b) Any baptized person of lawful age, an at- 
tendant upon the services of the Parish, who for the 
previous sixty days shall have been a pledged con- 
tributor to the support of the Parish, and whose name 
as a regular contributor shall have been for that 
period entered upon the books of the Treasurer of 
said Parish ; 

Provided, That each Parish may in its By-laws de- 
termine the minimum amount of subscription which 
shall qualify a voter under the provisions of the 
above sub-section (b). 

(c) No person shall be permitted to vote by 
proxy, unless he shall have filed with the Clerk of 
the Vestry not less than five days previous to the 
date of the meeting at which said proxy is intended 
to be used, a proxy in writing designating the per- 
son who shall be authorized to cast his vote; pro- 
vided that the person so designated shall himself be 
a duly qualified voter, and that no person shall be 
permitted to vote at any meeting upon more than 
one proxy; and, provided further, that in Parishes 
not incorporated, and in Missions, voting by proxy 
shall not be allowed. 

§ 96. Fromthe members of the Vestry shall be 
chosen a Senior Church Warden, and a Junior 
Church Warden, both of whom shall be communi- 
cants of the Church. In case the Parish be without 
a Rector, or in case of the organization of a new 
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Parish, both these officers shall be elected by the 
members of the Vestry. In all other cases the Rector 
shall appoint the Senior Church Warden, and the 
members of the Vestry shall elect the Junior Church 
Warden. ; 

§ 97. In ease a Parish be without a Rector, or the 
Rector be absent or unable to act, the Wardens, 
according to seniority in office, shall preside at all 
meetings of the Vestry and of the Parish. No meet- 
ing of a Vestry shall be valid in which there shall 
not be present either the Rector or one Warden. 

§ 98. A Clerk and a Treasurer, who may or may 
not be members of the Vestry, shall be elected an- 
nually, and shall. serve until their successors in 
office are chosen. | 


CANON XII. 
The Rector. 


§ 100. Whenever the Rectorship of a Parish shall 
become vacant by resignation or otherwise, the Ves- 
try shall, within five days, make written communica- 
tion of the fact to the Heclesiastical Authority, which 
may appoint a Clergyman to such vacancy pending 
the election of a Rector. Before proceeding to an 
election, however, the Senior Warden shall, within 
not less than ten nor more than thirty days after 
such communication to the Eeclesiastical Authority, 
call a meeting of the Vestry, giving ten days’ writ- 
ten notice thereof, and stating the purpose of the 
meeting to be the selection of a Rector. He shall at 
the same time notify the Bishop, if there be one, of 
the time and place of such meeting, and invite him 
to be present thereat. And twenty days after such 
meeting, the Senior Warden shall call a meeting of 
the Vestry, giving five days’ written notice thereof, 
and stating the purpose of the meeting to be the 
election. of a Rector; but such meeting may be ad- 
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journed from time to time, provided that the electjon 
be made within ninety days from the date of the 
creation of such vacancy. In electing a Rector an 
affirmative vote of a majority of the full number of 
Vestrymen shall be required. If the person selected 
should not be elected, or being elected should de- 
cline, the same procedure shall be followed, until an 
election and acceptance shall be secured; provided, 
that the Bishop may, in his discretion, and on request 
of the Vestry, suspend the above procedure and 
permit the immediate election of a Rector, or the 
postponement of the same to a specified time. 

§ 101. Upon the election of a Rector, the Church 
Wardens of the Parish shall give immediate notice 
of such election to the Bishop of this Diocese, or, if 
there be no Bishop, to the Standing Committee, 
whereupon the person elected may enter upon the 
duties of his calling. 

§ 103. The Rector, subject to the Bishop of this 
Diocese, shall have exclusive charge of all things 
pertaining to or-affecting the spiritual interests of 
the Parish. It shall be his duty and right to give 
order concerning public worship, together with all 
that appertains thereto. He shall at all times have 
access to the Church building or buildings, and shall 
have the custody of the keys of the same. He shall 
have the spiritual direction and control of all asso- 
‘clations of the Parish, and shall preside, with right 
to vote, at all Parish and Vestry meetings, and, also, 
at all meetings of the Board of Trustees of the incor- 
porated Parish, when a regularly elected member 
thereof. 

§ 104. The Rector shall keep a Parish Register to 
be furnished by, and which shall be the property of, 
the Parish, in which he shall keep the following 
records: 

(1) Records of all baptisms, marriages and 
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burials at which any Clergyman of the Church has 
officiated within the limits of the Parish; (2) a list 
of the persons confirmed therein; (3) a list of all 
communicants within his cure. He shall from time 
to time enter on the list of communicants, (a) the 


names of all persons confirmed in his Parish who 
have received the Holy Communion; (b) the names 
of all who have been received by letters of transfer 
from other Parishes; (¢c) the names of those who, 
being regular communicants in his Parish, he finds, 
after diligent inquiry, are not registered elsewhere. 
He shall from time to time, and at least annually, 
within one month before the meeting of the Diocesan 
Convention, revise such list and place an asterisk, or 
other appropriate symbol, opposite the names of all 
persons who have died, or received Holy Orders, or 
taken letters of transfer to other Parishes, or been 
excommunicated or suspended, or who have formally 
renounced the communion of the Church, or who, 
having removed from his Parish without notice, can- 
not be traced after reasonable time and due effort. 
At the time of making such revision of the list of 
registered communicants, the Rector shall enter upon 
the register, opposite the names which he has noted, 
as above provided, the cause and date of his action, 
and such persons shall thenceforth cease to be rec- 
koned as registered communicants of the Parish; it 
being, however, distinctly understood that such 
action shall in no wise affect the relations of any 
communicant of the Church at large, or his rights 
as a non-registered communicant. 

The Parish Register shall at all convenient times 
be open to the inspection of the Bishop or other Ee- 
clesiastical Authority of the Diocese, of the Wardens 
and Vestrymen, and of the qualified voters of the 
Parish. 
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CANON XIII. 
Financial and Parochial Reports. 


§ 108. On or before the seventh day of May of 
each year, each Parish and Mission shall file, in 
duplicate, with the Secretary of the Convention a 
statistical and financial report. The Secretary shall 
deliver one copy thereof to the Committee on Fi- 
nance for the next Annual Convention, to be used 
in preparing a schedule of assessment for Diocesan 
and Convention purposes. Any Parish or Mission 
failing to furnish an annual report, as provided here- 
in, shall be liable to an arbitrary assessment by the 
Finance Committee. 

§ 109. Every financial report of a Parish or a 
Mission, before being filed with the Seeretary of the 
Convention, shall be audited and approved in writ- 
ing by an Auditing Committee appointed by the Ves- 
try of the Parish or by the officers of the Mission, as 
the case may be; said approval to be attached to or 
endorsed upon the report. 

§ 110. The form of the annual report of each 
Parish shall be substantially as follows:

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CANON XIV. 


Obligation in Default of Representation. 

§ 112. If, for whatever cause, a Parish or Mission 
of this Diocese is not represented in any Convention 
of the same, or in any of the sessions thereof, such 
Parish or Mission shall nevertheless be bound by all 
acts of such Convention. 


CANON XV. 
Mission and Parish Guilds. 


§ 113. If any persons, members of a Mission or 
Parish, desire, having the approval of the Mission- 
ary or Rector, to organize a Guild or other similar 
Society for Church work within such Mission or Par- 
ish, provision shall be made that the regular mem- 
bers of such Societies, with right to vote and hold 
the offices of President, Vice-President, Treasurer or 
Secretary, shall possess the qualifications laid down 
for membership in Missions and Parishes, respective- 
ly, in Sections 61 and 95 of these Canons. Other 
persons may be admitted as honorary members; £70- 
vided, that the provisions of this section (113) shall 
not apply to Guilds or Societies known as ‘‘ Junior 
Societies,’’ being those whose membership is chief- 
ly composed of persons under age. 

§ 114. In the case of any Mission or Parish 
Guild, or similar association of members of a Mission 
or Parish, acquiring by purchase, donation or other- 
wise, real property for the benefit and uses of such 
Mission or Parish, the title thereto shall be vested, 
in the case of a Mission, in the Diocesan Corporation, 
upon the trusts and with the powers provided in 
Seetion 65 of these Canons; and in the ease of a Par- 
ish, in the Parochial Corporation. 
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Institutions of the Diocese. 


CANON XVI. 


The Board of Missions. 


§ 115. At each Annual Convention of this Dio- 
cese there shall be elected by the concurrent votes 
of both Orders, Clerical and Lay, four Clergymen 
and four Laymen, who, with the Bishop, shall con- 
stitute the Board of Missions, of which the Bishop 
shall be ex-oficzo Chairman. In the absence of the 
Bishop from any of its meetings, the Board shall 
elect from its Clerical members a Chairman, vo 
tempore. The Board shall have power to fill vacan- 
cies occurring in its own body. At all meetings of 
the Board of Missions the Presidents of Convocations 
shall be entitled to the privileges of the floor, with- 
out the power to vote. 


§ 116. The Board of Missions shall meet as soon 
after the adjournment of each annual Convention as 
is practicable, and elect a Secretary. The Board may 
meet at. such other times, on the call of the Bishop 
or any three members, as may be desired ; provided, 
that there shall be at least one meeting every quar- 
bert: 


§ 117. It is hereby declared to be the duty of the 
Board of Missions to devise means to awaken inter- 
est in the Missionary work of this Diocese, and to 
secure liberal offerings for the same; to make appro- 
priations for the support of the Missionaries ap- 
pointed by the Bishop, in proportion to the import- 
ance of the work assigned them, and according to 
the income of the Board. Every Mission shall be 
required to make four offerings a year for the Mis- 
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sion Board, and in other ways to contribute to the 
best of its ability toward the Missionary Funds of 
this Diocese. 

§ 118. No organized Parish shall receive finan- 
cial aid from the Board of Missions, except on writ- 
ten application of the Wardens and Vestry thereof, 
approved by the Bishop, and on condition that the 
Rector of said Parish shall perform such Missionary 
work outside of his Parish, as may be ordered by 
‘the Bishop. 

§ 119. The Board of Missions shall make a full 
report of its doings to each Annual Convention of 
this Diocese. 


CANON XVII. 
Convocations. 


§ 124. To facilitate the Missionary work of the 
‘Church, this Diocese shall be divided into districts 
to be known as Convocations. For the present, all 
territory within the Counties of San Diego and Im- 
perial shall be known as the Convocation of San 
Diego; all territory within the Counties of Riverside 
and San Bernardino as the Convocation of San Ber- 
nardino; all territory within the Counties of Orange 
and Los Angeles as the Convocation of Los Angeles; 
and all territory within the Counties of Santa Bar- 
bara and San Buenaventura as the Convocation of 
Santa Barbara. 

§ 125. At all meetings of the Convocation, of 
which there shall be at least two annually, every 
Clergyman canonically resident within its district 
shall be entitled to a seat and a vote, as shall also 
the Lay-Delegates to the last Diocesan Convention 
from each Parish and Mission within the Convoca- 
tion, or, in the inability of these persons to attend, 
such alternates as may be named by the Clergyman 
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in charge of the Parish or Mission. The meetings 
of the Convoeation shall have for their principal 
object the presentation of .the claims of mission 
work. It shall also be the purpose of the Convoca- 
tion meetings to bring the Clergy and Laity together 
in fraternal intercourse, and to promote their spirit- 
ual and intellectual life. 

Each Convocation shall make its own rules, in fur- 
therance of these objects, subject to the approval of 
the Bishop. 

§ 126. There shall be a President of each Convo- 
cation, who shall be appointed by the Bishop upon 
the nomination of the Convention at a regular meet- 
ing thereof, and whose term of office shall be two 
years. The President, shall preside at the meetings 
of the Convocation, in the absence of the Bishop, 
and shall perform such other duties as may be as- 
signed him by the Bishop, or shall be prescribed by’ 
Canon. 

§ 127. The expenses ineurred by: the Presidents 
of Convocation in discharging the duties of their 
office under direction of the Bishop shall be repaid 
by the Treasurer of the Diocese upon warrant of the 
Board of Missions. 

§ 128. The Presidents of Convocations shall 
promptly submit to the Secretary of the Board of 
Missions the quarterly: reports of Missionaries re- 
quired by Section 64 of these Canons. 


CANON XVIII. 
The Standing Committee, 


§ 130. The Standing Committee shall have power 
to fill any vacaney or vacancies which may occur in 
its own body. 

§ 131. The officers of the Standing Committee 
shall be a President and a Secretary, to be elected 
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from and by the members thereof at the first meeting 
following the Annual Convention of this Diocese; 
provided, that the President shall be chosen from the 
Clerical members. 

§ 132. The President of the Standing Committee 
may call a meeting thereof at any time, and shall 
call a meeting when requested to do so by any three 
members of the Committee; provided, such request 
be made in writing. 

§ 133. The Standing Committee, through its Sec- 
retary, shall make a full report of its doings to each 
Annual Convention of this Diocese, and the said re- 
port shall be published in the Journal of the Conven- 
tion. 

CANON XIX. 
The Registrar of the Diocese. 

§ 135. It shall be the duty of the Registrar to 
procure all journals, papers, reports, pamphlets and 
other documents, manuscript or printed, relating to 
the history of the Church in this Diocese; as also 
such other journals, histories and records of the 
Church in the United States as belong, or shall here- 
after belong, to the Convention of this Diocese, to 
put them in order and preserve them in some safe 
place. 

§ 136. It shall also be the duty of the Registrar 
to solicit, in the name of the Convention, donations 
of the journals and other Church documents of the 
several Dioceses in the United States, and by the 
exchange of duplicates, or otherwise, to provide for 


the inerease of the collection. 
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§ 138. The Registrar shall also present to each 
Annual Convention of this Diocese a full and accur- 
ate report of all collections of journals, ete., made, 
~ and all official acts done by him during the year, and 

the said report shall be published in the Journal of 
the Convention! 


CANON XxX. 
Sunday School Institute. 

§ 140. A Sunday School Institute of the Diocese 
of ibe Angeles may be organized, which shall meet 
in connection with the Convention of the Diocese, 
and make an annual report to the same; said Insti- 
tute to be governed by its own constitution and by- 
laws under the authority of the Canons of the Dio- 
cese. 

CANON XXI. 
Diocesan Trustees. 

§ 142. At each Annual Gonvention of this Dio- 
cese there shall be elected seven persons, who shall 
serve as the Board of Directors of that Corporation 
known in law as the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the Diocese of Los Angeles, as required by the Arti- 
cles of Incorporation and ByLaws of the said Cor- 
poration, and by the provisions of Section 604 of the 
Civil Code of the State of California. 

CANON XXII. 
City Mission Societies. 

§ 143. In the discretion and under the direc- 
tion of the Bishop of the Diocese, City Mission So- 
cieties may be organized for the purpose of minister- 
ing to such classes and conditions as are not reached 
by ordinary parochial agencies. All by-laws or rules 
drawn up for their government shall be subject to 
the approval of the Bishop, and to the authority of 
the Canons of the Diocese. The Clergyman who 
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shall be appointed by the Bishop to the charge of any 
such Society shall present to the Bishop at each An- 
nual Convention of the Diocese a detailed report of 
its work, and its receipts and expenditures. 
CANON XXIII. 
Commission on Church Architecture. 

§ 144. There shall be a commission of the Diocese : 
to be known as the commission on Church Architec- 
ture. which shall consist of the Bishop, together with 
two Clergymen, and two Laymen to be appointed an- 
nually by him. 

§ 145. It shall be the duty of the officers of every 
Mission of the Diocese to lay before this Commission 
the plans of any new Church, or Chapel, or of pro- 
posed changes in the construction of any existent 
’ Church or Chapel; and no such work of erection or 
material change shall be undertaken until the said 
plans have received the approval of the Commission. 

§ 146. It is earnestly recommended that every 
Parish by its Rector, Wardens, and Vestrymen, 
shall confer with this Commission for its counsel and 
advice before the plans of any new Church or 
Chapel, or the plans of any proposed material 
changes in any existent Church or Chapel, are adopt- 
ed; and it is further reeommended that no contract 
for such work of erection or change shall be signed 
before such conference. 


The Funds of the Diocese. 


CANON XXIV. 
The Episcopate Endowment Fund. 


§ 147. There shall be an Episcopate Endowment 
Fund, the interest of which shall be appropriated to 
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the support of the Bishop of this Diocese, and of the 
Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one. The principal of 
this fund shall be invested in the name of, and re- 
main under the control of, the Corporation of the 
Diocese. 

§ 148. The Episcopate Endowment Fund _ shall 
consist of such donations and contributions as shall 
‘be made thereto from private and public sources, to- 
gether with the proceeds of a collection.to be made 
annually. in each Parish and Mission of this Diocese, 
and it is recommended by the Convention of this Dio- 
cese that the said annual collection be made on the 
morning of Whitsunday, or as soon thereafter as 
possible. : : 
CANON XXV. 


The Diocesan Assessment Fund. 


§ 150. There shall be a Diocesan Assessment 
Fund, the proceeds of which shall be applied to the 
payment of the salary of the Bishop of this Diocese, 
of the Bishop Coadjutor, if there be one, of the ex- 
penses of the Convention, and contingent expenses 
of this Diocese. 

§ 151. The Diocesan Assessment Fund shall be 
derived from interest received -from the Episco- 
pate Endowment Fund, from such contributions and 
donations as may be made thereto, the collection at 
the opening service of each Mae Convention, and 
from an annual assessment upon each Peay and 
Mission of this Diocese, the amount of which ASSess- 
ment shall, in each case, be fixed by the Committee 
on Finance, and reported to each Annual Convention 
of the Diocese. 

§ 152. Each Parish and Mission of this Diocese 
shall pay to the Treasurer of the Diocese one-fourth 
of its assessment for the Diocesan Assessment Fund 
on or before the first day of July, October, January 


{ 
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and April of each year; and an extra assessment of 
ten per cent. shall be levied upon each Parish and 
Mission which fails to send, within thirty days from 
the fixed date, its assessment for the Diocesan Fund. 

§ 153. The Treasurer of the Diocese shall each 
month pay to the Bishop and Bishop Coadjutor, if 
there be one, all moneys, vo raza of their salaries, in 
his hands belonging to the Diocesan Assessment 
Fund. 

§ 154. All contracts for printing or other sup- 
plies in excess of $10, and which have not been 
specifically provided for by the Convention as to 
amount, shall be under the supervision of the Audit- 
ing Committee. 

§ 155. No appropriation of money for Conven- 
tion or contingent expenses shall be made unless it 
has first been referred to and reported on by the 
Committee on Finance. 


CANON XXVI. 


The Missionary Fund. 


§ 160. There shall be a Missionary Fund to sus- 
tain the operations of the Board of Missions of this 
Diocese. 

§ 161. The Missionary Fund shall be derived 
from the following sources: (a) From the monthly 
contribution of each organized Mission of this Dio- 
eese, as provided in Section 63 of these Canons; 
(b) from a collection to be made quarterly in 
each Parish and Mission of this Diocese, the full 
amount of which collection shall be paid over to the 
Treasurer; (c) from any appropriation to this Dio- 
vege by the General Board of Domestic Missions; (d) 
from donations;(e) from the collections made at any 
general or special Missionary service held in this 
Diocese; (f) from any collection or collections made 
at the sessions of the Convocations of this Diocese ; 
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(g) from the collection which shall be made in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese, at any service 
when the rite of confirmation shall be administered, 
and (h) from the contributions of branch Mission- 
ary societies. 

§ 162. The Missionary Fund, and all moneys due 
or accruing thereto, shall be paid to the Treasurer 
of the Diocese, who shall pay no money from the said 
fund, except upon a warrant authorized by the said 
Board. 

CANON XXVII. 
The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund. 


§ 165. There shall be a fund for the relief of dis- 
abled Clergy of this Diocese, to be known as the 
‘Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund.’’ 


§ 166. The Disabled Clergy Endowment Fund 
shall be derived from donations and contributions, 
and from an annual collection to be made in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese; and it is reeom- 
mended by the Convention of this Diocese that the 
said annual collection be made on the morning of 
Christmas Day, or as soon thereafter as possible. 


§ 167. The principal of this fund shall be invested 
in the name of, and remain under the control of, the 
Corporation of the Diocese, and only the revenue 
from the invested fund and contributions specially 
designated for current use shall be used for the re- 
lef of beneficiaries or for expenses. The Treasurer 
shall have charge of the revenue of this fund, and 
shall disburse the same only upon warrants of the 
Board of Missions, which is charged with the distri- 
oe and application of said revenue. 

§ 168. The income of the Disabled Clergy Fund 
shall only be used for the relief of those Clergy, in 
good standing, who are canonically connected with 
this Diocese, and have been actively engaged 
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in ministerial labors in this Diocese for five conse- 
cutive years. 


CANON XXVIIL 
The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund. 


§ 172. There shall be a fund for the relief of the 
widows and. orphans of Clergymen, to be known as 
‘““The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment Fund.’’ 

§ 173. The Widows’ and Orphans’ Endowment 
Fund shall be derived from donations and contribu- 
tions, and an annual collection to be made in each 
Parish and Mission of this Diocese; and it is recom- 
mended by the Convention of this Diocese that, the 
said annual collection be made on the morning of 
Ash-Wednesday, or as soon thereafter as possible. 

§ 174. The principal of this fund shall be invest- 
ed in the name of, and remain under the control of, 
the Corporation of the Diocese, and only the revenue 
from the invested fund and contributions specially 
designated for current use shall be used for the relief 
of beneficiaries or for expenses. The Treasurer shall 
have charge of the revenue of this fund, and shall 
disburse the same only upon warrants of the Board 
of Missions, which is charged with the distribution 
and application of said revenue. 

§ 175. The income of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund shall be used only for the relief of the widows 
and orphans of those Clergymen, in good standing, 
who were canonically connected with this Diocese 
and resident in the same at the time of their death, 
and had been actively engaged in ministerial labors 
therein for at least five years; provided, however, 
that if at any time the whole of such income be not 
required by such beneficiaries, relief may be granted 
therefrom from month to month to the widows and 
orphans of Clergymen who may have served for a 
lesser period than five years. 
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Discipline. 
CANON. XXIX. 
Trial of a Clergyman not.a Bishop. 


§ 180. Whenever any Minister of this Diocese, 
not being a Bishop thereof, shall become “‘liable to 
presentment and trial,’’ under the provisions of any 
Canon of the General or Diocesan Convention, the 
mode of proceeding in this Diocese shall be as fol- 
lows: 

The trial shall be on a presentment in writing, 
addressed to the Bishop of this Diocese, specifying 
the offense or offenses of which the accused is alleged 
to be guilty, with reasonable certainty of their time, 
place and circumstances. Such presentment may be 
made by the majority of the members of the Vestry 
of any Church of which the accused is a Minister, or 
‘by any five members of a Mission of which he may 
have charge, or by any three Presbyters of this Dio- 
cese entitled to seats in the Convention, or as herein- 
after mentioned. Whenever from public rumor or 
otherwise the Bishop shall have reason to believe 
that any Clergyman is under the imputation of hav- 
ing been guilty of any offense or misconduet, for 
which he is liable to be tried, and that the interest of 
the Church requires an investigation, it shall be his 
duty to appoint a Court of Inquiry of five persons, 
of whom three at least shall be presbyters, to ev- 
amine the case, a majority of whom may make such 
examination; and if there is, in their judgment, suffi- 


cient ground for presentment. they shall present the 
Clergyman accordingly. 


§ 181. A presentment being made in any one of 
the modes above prescribed, the Bishop, if the facts 
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charged shall not appear to him to be such as consti- 
tute an offense, may dismiss it; or if it allege facts, 
some of which do, and some of which do not, consti- 
tute an offense, he may allow it in part, and dismiss 
the residue, or he may permit it to be amended. 
When it shall be allowed in whole or in part, the 
Bishop shall cause a copy of it to be served on the 
accused; and shall also nominate twelve Presbyters 
of this Diocese entitled to seats in the Convention, 
and not being parties to the presentment, and cause 
a list of their names to be served on the aecused, who 
shall, within thirty days after such service, select 
seven of them, and notify their names in writing to 
the Bishop; and if he shall not give such notification 
to the Bishop within the said thirty days, the Bishop 
shall select seven, and the Presbyters so selected 
shall form an EHeclesiastical Court for the trial of the 
accused, of which the Bishop shall appoint the Presi- 
dent and ‘Recorder, and it shall meet at such time 
and place as the Bishop shall direct, and shall have 
power to adjourn from time to time and from place 
to place (but always within this Diocese). 

§ 182. A written notice of the time and place of 
their first meeting shall be served, at least thirty 
days before such meeting, on the accused, and also 
on one of the persons making the presentment. 

§ 183. If at the time appointed for the first meet- 
ing of the said Court, the whole number of seven 
members shall not atend, then those who do attend 
may adjourn from time to time; and if, after one 
adjournment or more, it shall appear to them improb- 
able that the whole number will attend within a rea- 
sonable time, then those who do attend, not bemg 
less than five, shall constitute the Court, and proceed 
to the trial, and a majority of the members shall 
decide all questions. 

§ 184. Ifa Clergyman presented shall confess the 
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truth of the facts alleged in the presentment, it shall 
be the duty of the Bishop to proceed to pass sen- 
tence; and if he shall not confess before the appoint- 
ment of a Court for his trial, as before mentioned, he 
shall be considered as denying the allegations in the 
presentment. 

§ 185. If a Clergyman presented, after having 
had due notice, shall not appear before the Court 
appointed for his trial, the Court may, nevertheless, 
proceed as if he were present, unless for good cause 
the Court shall see fit to adjourn till another day. 

§ 186. When the Court proceeds to trial, it shall 
hear such evidence as shall be produced, which evi- 
dence shall be reduced to writing and signed by the 
witnesses respectively. If, on or during the trial, the 
accused shall confess the truth of the charges, as 
stated in the presentment, the Court may dispense 
with hearing further evidence, and may proceed az 
once to state their judgment to the Bishop as to the 
sentence that ought to be pronounced. 

§ 187. Upon the application of either party to the 
Bishop, and it being made satisfactorily to appear to 
him that any material witnesses cannot be procured 
upon the trial, the Bishop may appoint a Commissary 
to take the testimony of any such witness. Such Com- 
missary may be a Clergyman or a Layman, and the 
party so applying shall give to the other at least six 
days’ notice of the time and place of taking the testi- 
mony. And if the person on whom the notice shall 
be served shall reside more than forty miles from the 
place of examination, an additional day’s notice 
shall be given for every additional twenty miles of 
the said distance. And both parties may attend and 
examine the witness, and the questions and answers 
shall be reduced to writing and signed by the wit- 
ness, and shall be certified by the Commissary, and 
enclosed under his seal, and transmitted to the Court. 
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and shall be received by it as evidence. 

§ 188. The Court, having deliberately considered] 
the evidence, shall declare in writing signed by a. 
majority of the members, its decision on the charges 
contained in the presentment, distinctly stating 
whether the accused is guilty or not guilty of such 
charges, respectively, and also stating the sentence 
which, in its judgment, should be pronounced; and a 
copy of such decision shall be, without delay, com- 
municated to the accused, and the original decision, 
together with the evidence, shall be delivered to the 
Bishop, who shall pronounce such canonical sentence 
as shall appear to:him to be proper; Drovzded, the 
same shall not exceed in severity the sentence re- 
commended by the Court; and such sentence shall be 
final. Before pronouncing any sentence, the Bishop 
shall summon the accused and any three or more of 
the Clergy, to meet him at such time as may, in his 
judgment, be most convenient, in some church to be 
designated by him, which shall, for that purpose, be 
open at the time to all persons who may choose to 
attend, and the sentence shall then and there be 
publicly announced by the Bishop. But.the Bishop, 
if he be satisfied that justice requires it, may grant a 
new trial to the accused, m which case a new 
Ecclesiastical Court shall be appointed, the proceed- 
ings before which shall be conducted as heretofore 
directed. 

§ 189. All notices and papers contemplated in 
this Canon may be served by a summoner or sum- 
moners, to be appointed for the purpose by the 
Bishop, and whose certificate of such service shall be 
evidence thereof. In case of service by any other 
person, the fact should be proved by the affidavit of 
such person. A written notice or paper delivered to 
a party, or left at his last place of residence, shall be 
deemed a sufficient service of such notice or paper. 
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§ 190. The defendant and the presenters may 
have the privilege of appearing by counsel. 

§ 191. When there is no Bishop of this Diocese, 
or in his absence, if authorized to act as the Eccles- 
iastical Authority of this Diocese, the Standing Com- 
mittee shall act in the place of the Bishop, for all 
purposes declared in this Canon. 


Miscellaneous. 
CANON XXX. 
The Bishop to Become Corporation Sole. 


§ 195. The Bishop of this Diocese shall become a ~ 
Corporation Sole under the laws of this State, by the 
title of ‘‘The Bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles,’’ for the ad- 
ministration of such temporalities and the manage- 
ment of such estate and property as may be granted 
or in any manner committed to him for the uses, pur- 
poses or behoof of this Church, that is to say, the 
Church known as ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the United States of America,’’ or any Diocese, 
Dioceses, or other subdivisions or institutions of the 
said Church; or any religious, benevolent or educa- 
tional objects connected therewith. | 


CANON XXXI. 
The Bishop and the Pro-Cathedral. 


§$ 196. The Bishop may from time to time, and 
until a Diocesan Cathedral shall be established upon 
a proper and permanent foundation, and with the 
consent of the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen, and 
the Board of Trustees, select a Parish Church in the 
City of Los Angeles as the Bishop’s Chureh, which 
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may also be known as the Pro-Cathedral and Parish 
Church of (here insert the name of the Parish). 

The Bishop may enter into such stipulations in 
writing with the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen 
and Board of Trustees of such Church, touching his 
rights in the use of the Church buildings and in paro- 
chial affairs, as may be agreed upon, and it is ex- 
pressly provided that the followng provisions, here- 
inafter set forth and designated as Articles first, 
second, third and fourth, vesting certain rights and 
powers in the Bishop and the Rector, and limiting in 
certain respects the canonical and corporate rights 
and powers of the Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen 
and members of the Parish in their canonical ea- 
pacity, and the Board of Trustees and members of 
the Religious Corporation, shall, when so expressed 
in said agreement and in the By-Laws of said relig- 
ious corporation, be valid, lawful and binding, and 
shall override and supersede the general provisions 
in those respects made and provided by the Canons 
of the Diocese, so far as they are in conflict with the 
same. 

FIRST. The Clergy of the Pro-Cathedral and 
Parish Church shall be the Bishop, the Rector of the 
Parish, who shall also be ex-oficio Dean of the Pro- 
Cathedral, and the Assistants, who may also be desig- 
nated Canons of the Pro-Cathedral. 

SECOND. (1) The Bishop shall have the right of 
nominating to the Vestry the Rector and the Assist- 
ants or Canons serving outside the Parish limits. He 
shall also have the right, in conjunction with the 
Rector, of nominating the Assistant Ministers en- 
gaged in the work over which the Rector has juris- 
diction, and for which he is personally responsible. 
(2) He shall have the right to the use of the Church 
at his discretion for all Episcopal acts or for Dio- 
ceesan meetings; and upon written notice of three 
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days to the Rector of his intentions so to do, he shall 
have the right! to use the Pro-Cathedral for celebra- 
ting or preaching; and shall have the general direc- 
tion of the services in the Pro-Cathedral at all times 
through the constituted officers thereof. 

THIRD. The Dean, under the direction of the 
Bishop, shall designate to the Clergy affiliated with 
the Pro-Cathedral and Parish Church such work as. 
they are to perform within the Parish. 

FOURTH. The Bishop and the Rector shall al- 
ways be ex-oficio members of the Vestry and of the 
Board of Trustees and of the Religious Corporation. | 
The Bishop shall be ex-oficco Chairman of the Ves- 
try and President of the Board of Trustees, and of 
the Religious Corporation. In the absence of the 
Bishop the Rector shall be ex-oficco Chairman of the 
Vestry, and shall also be ew-offcco Vice-President of 
the Board of Trustees, and of the Religious Corpora- 
tion. 4 

CANON XXXII. | 
Deputies to the General Convention. 

§ 200. It shall be the duty of the Deputies-elect 
to the General Convention from the Diocese of Los 
Angeles to signify to the Bishop of this Diocese, in 
writing, at least thirty days before the meeting of 
the General Convention, their acceptance of the ap- 
pointment and intention to perform its duties, in de- 
fault of which the Bishop shall designate, by certi- 
ficate, in writing, so many from those of the Alter- 
nate Deputies as may be necessary to represent this 
Diocese. 

CANON XXXII. 
Amendment and Enactment of Canons. 

§ 205. (a) These Canons may be altered or 
amended by an affirmative vote of the majority of 
those voting. . 
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(b) No proposed amendment, or addition to the 
Canons, shall be considered or affirmatively acted 
upon by any Convention (otherwise than by refer- 
ring the same to a Committee to report thereon to 
the succeeding Annual Convention) unless dupli- 
cated copies of such proposed amendment, or addi- 
tion, shall have been filed with the Secretary at 
least twenty days before the meeting of the Conven- 
tion. 

(c) The Secretary shall deliver copies of all pro- 
posed amendments or additions to the Canons, so 
filed with him, to the Chairman of the Committee on > 
Canons, appointed under Section 49 of these Canons, 
and such Committee shall report thereon on the first 
day of the Convention, under Order of Business Sec- 
-tion (11). 

(d) Amendments or additions to the Canons may 
be considered on the report of the aforesaid Commit- 
tee, or of any Special Committee to which such 
amendments or additions, or the subject matter 
thereof, may have been referred at a previous Con- 
vention. 

(e) The Committee to which any amendment or 
addition may have been referred, as in this Section 
provided, may in its judgment report a substitute 
for, or change, any proposed amendment or addition, 
and shall report such other amendments to other 
Sections of the Canons as may be required in order 
to make the Canons homogeneous, if the proposed 
amendment or addition should be adopted. 

_(f) Tf any cause should arise, which in the judg- 
ment of the Convention shall require the adoption, 
by the current Convention, of amendments or addi- 
tions which have not been filed as provided in Sec- 
tion (b), then the Convention may, by unanimous 
consent. receive such amendments or additions, and 
refer them to the Committee on Canons, or to a spee- 
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ial Committee, with instruction to report before final 
adjournment; and, when reported, the said amend- 
ments or additions may be considered and acted up- 
on at once, in the same manner as if they had been 
filed as provided in the aforesaid Section (b). 

(g) The Secretary shall have copies of all pro- 
posed amendments or additions printed for the infor- 
mation and use of the Convention.

(7) The appointment by the presiding officer of 
the Regular Committees of the Convention not pre- 
viously appointed under provision of these Canons, 
and the announcement of the names of those com- 
prising the Committees previously appointed, and 
the filling of any vacancies in such Committees from 
absence or other cause. 
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(8) Contested right, or claim to a seat in the case 
of a Clergyman. 

(9) Report by the Secretary of Certificates of 
Lay-Delegates laid aside as irregular or defective, 
and action thereon by the Convention. 

(10) Reading the names of delinquent Parishes 
and Missions. 

(11) Report of the Committee on Canons. 

(12) Reception and reference of applications from 
Parishes and Missions for admission into union with 
this Convention. 

(13) Introduction of matter for the consideration 
of Committees, and reference to the same. 

(14) Report of the Standing Committee of this 
Diocese. 

(15) Report of the Board of Missions. 

(16) Report of the Treasurer of this Diocese. 

(17) Report of the Registrar of this Diocese. 

(18) Report of the Corporation. 

(19) Miscellaneous Business. 

(20) Nominations of Candidates for the Standing 
Committee, Board of Diocesan Missions, Deputies and 
Alternate Deputies to the General Convention, Dele- 
gates to the District Missionary Conference, Direct- 
ors of the Corporation of the Diocese and Registrar 
of the Diocese, which nominations the Secretary 
shall cause to be printed upon convenient ballots fot 
use at the elections.

Norr.— When it is desired that an evening meet- 
ing of the Convention shall be held, a resolution to 
that effect must be adopted before 5:00 o’clock in 
the afternoon of that day.

RULE I. 


No motion shall be considered as before the Con- 
vention until seconded and stated to the Conven- 
tion by the presiding officer. If not presented in 
writing, the president, or any member of the Con- 
vention may require the motion to be reduced to 
writing before being presented to the Convention. 
After a motion is in possession of the Convention the 
mover cannot modify or withdraw it without the 
the consent of the Convention. 


RULE 2. 


When a question is before the Convention, no mo- 
tion shall be received but to lay it upon the table, to 
take a vote thereon at a certain time, to postpone to 
a certain time, to postpone indefinitely, to commit or 
to amend; which motions shall have precedence in 
the order named. The motion to take a vote at a cer- 
tain time shall be decided without debate. 


RULE 3. 


When a motion is under consideration, a motion to 
amend, a motion to amend that amendment, and a 
motion for a substitute for both amendments shall be 
in order. These motions shall be considered and vot- 
ed upon in the reverse order in which they are re- 
ceived. 
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RULE 4. 

The following motions shall not be debatable: to 
adjourn (which shall always ‘be in order when no 
member is speaking), to lay on the table, to take from 
the table, to close debate, to extend the limits of 
debate, an objection to the consideration of a ques- 
tion, a call for the order of the day, to reconsider an 
undebatable question, to fix the time of adjournment, 
to postpone to a certain time, to permit the with- 
drawal of a motion, and to suspend the rules. If a 
motion to lay an amendment on the table be carried, 
the matter before the Convention shall be proceeded 
with as if no amendment had been offered. | 

RULE 5. 


If a question under consideration contains several 
distinct propositions, the same may be divided on the 
request of any member, subject to the decision of the 
presiding officer that the division proposed can be 
made. If objection is made to such division, a motion 
to divide may be put before the Convention. When 
a motion for a division is made, the mover must 
specify the manner in which he desires the question 
to be divided. A motion to strike out and insert shall 
be indivisible. = 

RULE 6. 


No member may speak more than once on the 
same question, nor longer than fifteen minutes. By 
consent of three-fourths of the members the Conven- 
tion may grant leave to a member to speak a second 
time on the same question, but not longer than ten 
minutes. A Chairman of a Committee, or the mover 
of a resolution, presenting a report shall be permitted 
an opening and a closing speech on every question 
submitted for action, but not to exceed ten minutes 
for each speech, unless special leave be given by the 
Convention to extend the time,

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RULE 7. 


Every member present shall vote, whenever a ques- 
tion is put, unless excused by the Convention on ac- 
count of his being personally interested in the result, 
or for other cause. 


RULE 8. 


The vote shall be taken by ayes and noes, or by 
orders when called for by five members, and shall, in 
such case, be entered on the minutes. 


RULE 9. 


In taking the vote by orders it shall be. the right 
of any member of any delegation, who may dissent 
from the vote of the majority of the delegation, to 
have the fact of his dissent recorded in the minutes. 


RULE 10. 


In all questions decided numerically, a motion io 
reconsider must be made by one member, and second- 
ed by another, who voted in the majority. In all 
questions decided by a vote by orders, a motion to 
reconsider, if made by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority, must be seconded by a Lay-delegate voting 
in the majority; and if made by a Lay-delegate, 
it must be seconded by a Clergyman voting in the 
majority. A motion to reconsider must be made 
within twenty-four hours after the vote was taken. 
When a motion to reconsider a vote prevails, the 
question, is again before the Convention as if no vote 
had been taken upon it. No question shall be recon- 
sidered more than once. 


RULE 11. 


All Special Committees shall be appointed by the 
President, unless otherwise ordered. 
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RULE 12. 


The reports of all Committees shall be in writing. REPORTS OF _ 
If a report is received by the Convention when pre- COMMITTEES 
sented, it may at once be acted on, or laid on the 
table for future consideration. The reception of a re- 
port by the Convention does not adopt it or its re- 
-eommendations. If it is desired that a report, or its 
recommendations, shall become the action of the Con- 
vention, a resolution or resolutions to that effect 
must accompany it. When the report of a Special 
Committee is acted upon by the Convention, the 
‘Committee ceases to exist. 


RULE 13. 


When a member is called to order by the President, POINTS OF 
or by another member rising to a point of order, he Ss yiee: 
shall immediately take his seat unless permitted to 
explain. All questions of order shall be determined 
by the President; but any member may appeal from 
the decision of the Chair, and on such appeal no 
member may speak more than once without leave of 
the Convention. 


RULE 14. 


The prescribed Order of Business shall not be de- CHANGING 
parted from, nor shall any Rule of Order be sus- RULES 
pended or changed, unless by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present. Nor shall any Rule of Order, 
or Order of Business, be changed without one day’s 
previous notice to that effect, except by unanimous 
consent, provided that a motion to suspend the Rule 
of Order, in order to direct the Secretary to cast the 
ballot of the Convention, shall require the unanimous 
eonsent of the Convention.

The majority of a quorum shall always be required 
to elect any officer.

All pro- 
posed changes in the Rules of Order shall be referred 
to such committee, if appointed, for consideration 
and report. When questions of order are raised, 
which are not provided for by these rules, the Presi- 
dent, if he so desire, may refer such questions to the

Rules of Order’’ shall be the parliamentary guide in 
all cases not provided for in the foregoing Rules. 


RULE 17. 


In all elections, required to be made by concurrent 
votes of both Orders, on counting the ballots, such

concurrent votes of both Orders, and shall therefore 
be declared elected by the Convention, as shall be 
found to have been elected by the vote of each Order 
considered apart from that of the other Order.

Know All Men by These Presents, That the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, is hereby incorporated under the provisions 
of Section six hundred and four (604), Title twelve 
(12) of Part four (4) of ‘‘The Civil Code’’ of the 
State of California. 

And we hereby certify: 

First. That the name of the said Corporation 
shall be ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
Diocese of Los Angeles.”’ 

Second. That the purposes for which it is formed 
are: To take, receive, acquire, hold, manage and 
administer property, funds and money of and for the 
use of said Church, and of and for the use of its con- 
stituent Parishes, Missions and Congregations, 
whether such property, money or funds be acquired 
or held for the use of churches, parsonages, hospi- 
tals, schools, colleges, orphan asylums, homes, ceme- 
teries, or for other religious, benevolent or education- 
al purposes. 

Third. That the place where its principal busi- 
ness is to be transacted is the City and County of 
Los Angeles in the State of California. 

Fourth. That the term for which it is to exist is 
fifty years from and after the date of its incorpora- 


tion. 
Fifth. That the number of its Directors is seven 
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and the names and residences of its Directors who 
have been elected for the first year are as follows, 
to-wit :

That the said Convention, being so organized, did 
then and there elect, and by resolution duly deter- 
mine, to incorporate the said Church under the pro- 
visions of Section 604, Title XIJ, Part IV, of ‘‘The 
Civil Code,’’ and that the name of the proposed 
corporation should be ‘‘The Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of Los Angeles,’’ and that the 
purpose for which it was to be formed was to take, 
receive, acquire, hold, manage and administer prop- 
erty, funds, and money of and for the use of said 
Chureh, and of and for the use of its constituent. 
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Parishes, Missions and Congregations, whether such 
property, money or funds be acquired or held for

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BY-LAWS 
‘OF THE 
PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
IN THE 


DIOCESE OF LOS ANGELES, 
A CORPORATION. 
ARTICLE I. 


Corporate Powers. 


The corporate powers, business and property of 
this Corporation shall be exercised, conducted and 
controlled by a Board of Seven Directors, each of 
which shall be at the time of his election a communi- 
eant of the Church in the Diocese. Four directors 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE II. 
Election of Directors. 


The Directors shall be elected by ballot during the 
session of the Annual Diocesan Convention, to serve 
for one year and until their successors are elected. 
(And qualified.) 

The Secretary of the Convention shall notify the 
Directors personally, or by mail, of their election, 
and shall at the same time notify them that a meet- 
ing will be held at a time and place named in the 
notice to effect an organization of the Board. 


ARTICLE III. 
Organization of Directors. 


At the time and place mentioned by the Secretary 
of the Convention in his notice to them of their elec- 
tion, or at a time and place agreed upon by the 
Directors, they shall meet and organize by the elec- 
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tion of a President, Vice President and Secretary 
(who must be Directors) and a Treasurer, who need 
not be one of their number. At the same meeting, 
.they shall by resolution fix the place in the City of 
Los Angeles which shall be the principal place of 
business of the Corporation and where the meeting 
of the Directors shall be held. They shall likewise 
determine the number and times of their regular 
meetings, one of which shall be on the Saturday next 
- before the day appointed for the meeting of the 
Annual Convention. Any vacancy occurring in the 
Board of Directors shall be filled by the Board at a 
regular meeting thereof, or at a special meeting 
called for the purpose. 
ARTICLE IV. 
Duties of Directors. 

The Directors shall enter upon, take possession of, 
receive, hold and administer for the use of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, and subject to its Constitutions, Canons, 
Rules and Regulations, all property which the said 
Church now owns or may acquire or become entitled 
to, excepting such property, money or funds as are 
now, or may hereafter be otherwise provided for or 
disposed of under the Constitutions, Canons, Rules 
avd Regulations of said Church, or held by others 
upon trusts created by the donors thereof, or by 
operation of law. For purposes of investment, all 
the Permanent Funds of the Diocese may be consoli- 
dated into one in order to give to each of the Perma- 
nanent Funds ‘more diversified. investments than 
would be possible if the same were invested sepa- 
rately, the interest earnings thereon to be paid, pro 
rata, to the several funds; and any profits or ac- 
eumulations arising from such investment of said 
consolidated fund shall be credited on the books of 
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the Corporation to the several funds, pro rata, and 
any loss or shrinkage of such investments shall be 
charged on the books of the Corporation, likewise 
pro rata, to the several funds. And they shall like- 
wise enter upon, take possession of, receive, hold and 
administer for the use of Parishes, Missions aud Con- 
gregations of said Church, and subject to the Con- 
stitutions, Canons, Rules and Regulations of said 
Church all property granted or entrusted to the Cor- 
poration for the use of such Parishes, Missions or 
Congregations, whether such property, money or 
funds be acquired or held for the use of Churches, 
Parishes, hospitals, schools, colleges, orphan asylums, ' 
homes, cemeteries or other religious, benevolent or 
educational purposes; provided, that before accept- 
ing deed of property in trust for any Mission or Con- 
gregation, the Directors be furnished with a satis- 
factory certificate or abstract of title, showing good 
title in the grantor; and provided, that said Corpor- 
ation shall not mortgage or alienate any real estate 
held for any of the purposes aforesaid without the 
consent of the Bishop and Standing Committee, and 
provided, further, that all Churches held by the said 
Corporation shall be used exclusively for the wor- 
ship and religious services of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, and according to the Constitutions, 
Canons, Rules and Regulations thereof. They shall 
cause to be kept a complete record of all their acts 
and proceedings and shall present to the Annual 
Convention a report and full statement of their acts 
and proceedings and of the property acquired, re- 
ceived, disposed of and held by them. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Secretary of the Board shall notify the Bishop 
of the Diocese of every special meeting of the Board, 
in the same ‘manner as he does the Directors, and the 
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Bishop shall be entitled to attend all meetings and 
shall have a voice in the consideration of all matters 
coming before the Board. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The President. 


The President, or in his absence the Vice Presi- 
dent, shall: 

' 1. Preside over all meetings of the Board. 

2. Call special meetings of the Directors when- 
ever he may deem it necessary, or whenever he shall 
be requested to do so by two members of the Board. 

3. He shall, with the Secretary, sign and acknow- 
ledge all instruments affecting real property made 
by order of the Board. 

4. He shall sign all checks for money drawn upon 
the Treasurer by order of the Board. 

5. He shall discharge such other duties for and 
on behalf of the Board as they may authorize. 


ARTICLE VII. 
The Secretary. _ 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary : 

1. To sign and serve or-cause to be served all 
notices of meetings of the Directors, provided for in 
the By-laws or called by the President, personally 
or by mail, at least ten days before the time of meet- 
ing. 

2. To keep minutes of the meetings of the Board 
and a record of all its acts and proceedings and a 
record of all property received by the Board, and, if 
disposed of, the disposition thereof: also an accurate 
account of all moneys ordered to be paid by the 
Board. 

3.° To countersign all checks drawn by the Presi- 
dent upon the Treasurer in pursuance of orders of 
the Board. 
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4. To sign and acknowledge all instruments af- 
fecting real estate made by order of the Board and 
attach thereto the corporate seal, of which he shall 
have the custody. 

5. To discharge all other duties pertaining to his 
office and such as may be prescribed by the Board. 

In ease of his absence or inability to act, the Presi- 
dent shall appoint some other member of the Board 
to act.as temporary Secretary. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
The Treasurer. 


The Treasurer shall receive and keep all funds and 
money of the Corporation delivered to him by or 
under the direction of the Board of Directors and 
pay them out only on checks of the President, 
countersigned by the Secretary. He shall give bonds 
in sucht sum and manner as the Board of Directors 
shall prescribe. He shall keep accurate accounts and 
report quarterly to the Board of Directors. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Corporate Seal. 

The Directors shall procure a Seal for the Corpor- 
ation and adopt the same by resolution. It shall bear 
upon it the words: ‘‘Diocese of Los Angeles. Incor- 
porated. 1898.’’, and such device as the Board of 
Directors may adopt. 


ARTICLE X. 
By-Laws, Etc. 

The Secretary of the Convention shall furnish to 
the Secretary of the Board of Directors a certificate 
of the election of Directors by the Convention, a copy 
of these By-laws, certified by him to be correct, and 
also a certified copy of the resolutions of the Conven- 
tion providing for the incorporation of the Church; 
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and whenever amendments, alterations or additions 
shall be made to these By-laws, the Secretary of the 
Convention, in which such amendments, alterations 
or additions are made, shall furnish certified copies 
thereof to the Secretary of the Board. The Secretary 
of the Board shall preserve the same and enter in 
a book kept by him for that purpose, the said resolu- 
tions of the Convention providing for such incor- 
poration, these By-laws and all amendments, altera- 
tions and additions thereto, and the Articles of In- 
corporation and Certificate of Incorporation filed in 
the office of the County Clerk and issued by the Sec: 
retary of State. respectively, and a certificate to be 
furnished annually by the Secretary of the Con- 
vention of the election of Directors for the ensuing 
year.

Canonical consent must first be obtained from the 
Bishop in the manner provided by Sections 70, 71, 
and 72 of the Canons—which see. 

It is then necessary in all cases to employ an ex- 
perienced Notary to attend the meeting called for 
the purpose of incorporating the Parish; and it is 
advisable, if possible, to have also the assistance of 
a competent attorney. 

The Civil Code, Section 290, prescribes a general 
form of Articles of Inéorporation for all corpora- 
tions. 

The Civil Code, Section 594, requires some addi- 
tional facts to be set out when incorporating religious 
corporations. ; 

The Civil Code, Section 599, permits religious cor- 
porations to make important special provisions 
“‘ezther in their By-laws, Ordinances, Constitutions, 
or Articles of Incorporation.”’ 

And the Canons of the Diocese, Sections 73 to 114, 
prescribe that, in certain matters, the internal man- 
agement of all Parish corporations shall be uniform. . 

The following form has been carefully designed 
to satisfy the requirements of both the Statutory 
and Canon Law, and to obtain all the special privi- 
leges conferred by Statute on religious corporations. 
Accordingly, no departure should be made from this 
form without in the first instance communicating 
the reasons for the proposed change to the Bishop 
in order that he may obtain the advice of his counsel. 

Directions for executing and filing the Articles of 
Incorporation are given at the foot of the form.

Directions For Executing and Filing the Articles of 
Incorporation and Completing the Organization 
of the Corporation. 


ist. The Articles of Incorporation must be sign- 
ed by three or more persons, a majority of whom 
must be residents of this State (but not necessarily 
of the county in which the Parish Church it situate). 

2nd. Each of the persons who sign the Articles 
must acknowledge his or her signature before a 
Notary Public. (See Civil Code, Section 292.) 

3d. The Notary Public must attach a certificate 
that the Articles were acknowledged by all the sub- 
seribers, and the certificate must bear his seal. 

4th. The Tellers of election must also sign the 
oath attached to the Articles. of Incorporation, and 
this oath must also be signed by the Notary. ((See 
Civil Code, Section 594.) It is no objection if the 
Tellers of election also act and sign as Incorporators, 
but they should not be elected Directors. 

5th. When the Articles are signed by the Incor- 
porators and by the officers of election and certified 
to by the Notary with his seal, two exact copies 
should be made omitting nothing contained in the 
original. 
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6th. File the original Articles in the office of the 
clerk of the county in which the Parish Church is 
situate and obtain from him a certificate to each of 
the two copies that it is a true copy of the original 
filed in his office. : 


7th. Send the two certified copies to the Secre- 
tary of State, in Sacramento, and request him to file 
one in his office and return the other with a certi- 
ficate attached that it is a true copy of the one re- 
maining on his files. 


8th. On receiving the certified copy from the 
Secretary of State, file it in the office of the clerk 
of the county in which the Parish Church is situate. 
And, if the Parish possesses or shall thereafter ac- 
quire any real estate in any other county, an addi- 
tional copy must be obtained from the Secretary of 
State and filed in each such county. (See Civil Code, 
Sections 296 and 299.) 

9th. When the certified copy of the Articles of 
Incorporation obtained from the Secretary of State 
is filed in the office of the County Clerk, then a deed 
or deeds should be executed conveying to the cor- 
poration by its correct corporate name any real 
property that may be intended for the Parish. Those 
deeds should be prepared by a competent attorney 
and recorded in the Recorder’s office of every county 
in which any part of the land conveyed is situate. 

10th. Within one month after filing the Articles 
of Incorporation the corporation must adopt By- 
laws. Those By-laws must be kept in the office of the 
corporation (the Vestry-room) in a Book of By- 
laws, and be always ‘‘open to the inspection of the 
public.’’ (See the Civil Code, Sections 301 and 304.)

Directions For Adopting By-Laws. 
- The Statute Law of the State provides for this by 
the Civil Code, Sections 599, 301, and 304. 

There are two ways of adopting By-Laws (see 
Civil Code, Section 301), viz.: 

Ist. A majority of the members may adopt them 
at a meeting called for the purpose; and in the event 
of such meeting being called, two weeks’ notice of 
the same, by advertisement in some newspaper pub- 
lished in the county in which the Parish Church is 
situate, or if none is published therein then in a 
paper published in an adjoining county, must be 
given by order of the acting President. 

In cases of Parishes with large membership this is 
apparently the most convenient method of adopting 
By-Laws.

Article IV. 


The Rector of the Parish of............... im hae for the 
time being shall be ex-oficto a member of this cor- 
poration and shall be elected a member and President 
of the Board of Trustees, Directors, Vestrymen, or 
other body entitled by Statute and Canon Law to 
manage the business of this corporation. 


Article V. 

Keclesiastical censure pronounced against any 
member of this corporation according to the discip- 
line set forth in the Constitution and Canons of the 
General Convention, the Constitutions and Canons 
of the Diocese of Los Angeles, and the rubries of the 
Book of Common Prayer, shall zfso facto terminate 
the membership of such person in this corporation. 
In ease of the removal of censure a censured person 
may be restored to membership in this corporation 
on complying with any conditions that may be at- 
tached both to the removal of censure and the terms 
of admission required of new members. 
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Article VI. 

Non-payment of dues for sixty days immediately 
preceding any election of officers of this corporation 
or any meeting of the members thereof shall zpso 
facto terminate the membership of the person so in 
default unless he or she shall have been registered 
for six months preceding such election or Parish 
meeting as both an attendant upon and communicant 
at the services of the Parish Church. 

Article VII. 

The Board of Directors or Trustees. of this corpor- 
ation shall be known as the Vestrymen thereof, and 
shall be organized in the following manner: The 
‘Rector of the Parish of... shall be ex-oficzo 
a member and President thereof, and the remaining 
members shall be elected on the day and in the man- 
ner prescribed by the Canons of the Diocese of Los 
Angeles. 

Article VIII. 

The number of Directors or Vestrymen may be 
increased or diminished at a special meeting of the 
members of this corporation called, by the Vestry, 
in the manner prescribed by the Canons of the Dio- 
cese of Los Angeles, within the limits as to the num- 
ber prescribed by Section 593 of the Civil Code of 
California. 

Article IX. 

No indebtedness, sale, conveyance, mortgage, or 
contract whatsoever except receipts for donations 
or contributions to the property of this corporation, 
shall be incurred, made, or entered into by, or be 
valid or binding against this corporation, unless each 
and all of the following proceedings are regularly 
had and taken, that is to say: 

1. A resolution to incur the indebtedness or make 
the contract must be adopted at a regular meeting 
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of the Vestry at which two-thirds of the Vestrymen 
shall be present and vote in favor thereof. 

2. Such resolution must specify exactly, if it re- 
late to a proposed indebtedness, the amount of such 
proposed indebtedness, and the purpose for which it 
is to be incurred; or if it relate to a sale, conveyance, 
mortgage, or contract, the exact terms of the same. 

3. Such resolution must be fully spread upon the 
minutes, and the minutes signed by all the Vestry- 
men who vote in favor thereof. 

Article X. 


The regular meetings of the Vestrymen shall be 
LIKE (CS Ose Mites hehe Ae are cet ER 3 eee of each month, 
the meeting to be announced at Morning Service on 
the preceding Sunday.

The Constitution, Canons, Rules, Regulations, and

By-Laws For a Mission. 

(Note — The organization of a Mission being a 
very simple one, without incorporation, few By- 
Laws will be necessary. The following are set forth 
as a guide, and will ordinarily be found sufficient.) 

I. The Missionary in charge of this Mission, or if 
there be no Missionary in charge, then the Warden 
of the Mission, shall appoint the hour and place of 
the annual meeting required by Section 61 of the 
Canons of the Diocese, by public notice at the next 
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preceding Sunday services. And if for any cause 
. such meeting or the elections thereat be not held, a 
meeting shall be called for the purpose as soon there- 
after as practicable by the Missionary, or by the 
Warden, if there be no Missionary in charge. 

II. The Board of Officers shall hold regular meet- 
ings. (specify how often, and the lime and place), and 
special meetings may be ealled at any time by the 
Missionary in charge, or when there is no Missionary, 
by the Warden. Three members of the Board. shall 
constitute a quorum. : 

Ill. The Board of Officers shall provide for the 
maintenance of the Mission by collecting a sufficient 
revenue therefor; shall see that the amount to be 
paid monthly to the Board of Missions is regularly 
and promptly sent to the Treasurer of the Diocese ; 
shall regulate the current and other expenses of the 
Mission, and shall see that other obligations under 
the Canons of the Diocese are observed. 

IV. All offerings at the public services of the 
Mission and all pledges and contributions not desig- 
nated by the donors for a specific purpose shall be 
deemed the revenue or funds of the Mission, except- 
ing “‘the Alms and Contributions, not otherwise spe- 
cifically designated, at the Administration of the 
Holy Communion on one Sunday in each calendar 
month, and other offerings for the poor, which shall 
be deposited with the Minister’’ of the Mission, and 
provided that canonical contributions shall be regu- 
larly made and applied to the purposes for which 
they are made. 

V. The Treasurer shall pay out no money from- 
the funds of the Mission, except by stated or special 
authority from the Board of Officers.
